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PEEFAGE. 


The  work  of  preparing  for  publication  the  Official  Records  of  the 
Union  and  Confederate  Navies,  which  was  begun  July  7,  1884,  was 
organized  under  the  superintendency  of  Professor  J.  R.  Soley,  U.  S. 
Navy,  at  that  time  librarian  of  the  Navy  Department,  afterwards 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

In  August,  1890,  the  work  of  collecting  these  records  and  their 
classification 'was  ably  continued  by  his  successor,  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander F.  M.  Wise,  U.  S.  Navy,  who,  having  received  orders  to  sea, 
was  relieved  by  Lieutenant-Commander  Richard  Rush,  U.  S.  Navy, 
in  May,  1893. 

The  long-delayed  publication  was  finally  authorized  by  act  of 
Congress  approved  July  31,  18^,  and  begun  by  Mr.  Rush.  The 
first  five  volumes  were  published  under  his  efficient  administration, 
and  the  important  duty  of  organizing  the  office  for  the  distribution 
of  these  volumes  was  accomplished. 

In  March,  1897,  Mr.  Rush,  having  been  ordered  to  sea,  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Professor  Edward  K.  Rawson,  U.  S.  Navy,  as  superin- 
tendent, under  whose  able  administration  volumes  6-14  were  pub- 
lished. Professor  Rawson  was  detached  and  ordered  to  the  U.  S. 
Naval  Academy  September  20,  1902,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr. 
Charles  W.  Stewart. 

No  change  is'  contemplated  at  present  in  the  outline  of  the  plan  of 
publication  as  approved  by  the  Department.  This  plan  includes  only 
the  use  of  such  material  as  may  be  certified  to  be  contemporaneous 
naval  records  of  the  war,  which  is  divided  into  three  series,  in  the 
following  order  of  arrangement : 

I.  The  first  series  embraces  the  reports,  orders,  and  correspondence, 
both  Union  and  Confederate,  relating  to  all  naval  operations  on  the 
Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts  and  inland  waters  of  the  United  States 
during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  together  with  the  operations  of 
vessels  acting  singly,  either  as  cruisers  or  privateers,  in  different 
parts  of  the  world.  These  reports  are  accompanied  by  occasional 
maps  and  diagrams. 

In  this  series  the  papers  are  arranged  according  to  squadrons  and 
flotillas,  chronologically ;  and,  as  far  as  possible,  the  Union  reports  of 
any  events  are  immediately  followed  by  the  Confederate  reports. 
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II.  The  second' series  embraces  the  reports,  orders,  and  correspond- 
ence relating  to — 

1.  The  condition  of  the  Union  Navy  in  1861,  before  the  com- 
mencement of  hostilities,  and  to  its  increase  during  the  progress 
of  the  war,  including  the  annual  and  special  reports  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  and'chiefs  of  the  various  bureaus. 

2.  The  construction  and  outfit  of  the  Confederate  Navy,  in- 
cluding privateers,  setting  forth  also  the  annual  and  special 
reports  of  the  Confederate  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  chiefs  of 
bureaus. 

3.  Statistical  data  of  all  vessels.  Union  and  Confederate,  as  far 
as  can  be  obtained. 

4.  Returns  of  naval  and  military  property  captured  by  the 
navies  of  both  sides  during  the  war. 

5.  Correspondence  relating  to  naval  prisoners. 

This  series  is  also  arranged  chronologically  in  each  of  the  above 
sections  as  far  as  practicable. 

III.  The  third  series  embraces  all  reports,  orders,  correspondence, 
and  returns  of  the  Union  and  Confederate  authorities  not  specially 
relating  to  the  matter  of  the  first  and  second  series. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Department  to  introduce  throughout  the 
volumes  of  the  different  series  illustrations  of  each  class  or  type  of 
vessels  referred  to  in  order  to  preserve  the  identity  of  these  ships  as 
they  actually  appeared  during  the  war.  These  cuts  have  been  repro- 
duced either  from  photographs  of  the  vessels  themselves  or  from  the 
carefully  prepared  drawings  made  from  official  sources. 

Much  difficulty  has  been  found  in  collecting  the  records,  for,  while 
the  official  reports  of  commanders  of  fleets  and  of  vessels  acting  singly 
are  on  file  in  the  Navy  Department,  it  is  found  that  the  correspond- 
ence between  flag  officers  and  their  subordinates  is  frequently  missing. 
Without  this  squadron  correspondence  the  historical  value  of  the 
work  would  necessarily  be  impaired,  and  the  Department  therefore 
has  spared  no  pains  to  secure  the  letter  books  and  papers  of  the  chief 
actors  on  both  sides.  These  papers  have  for  the  most  part  been  ob- 
tained, and  they  have  been  copiously  used  in  the  compilation  of 
the  work.  The  reports  of  the  Union  commanders  are  full  and  fairly 
complete.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  the  Confederate 
records  are  not  equally  complete,  due  to  the  great  difficulty  found  in 
collecting  them,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  a  large  part  of  the  archives 
of  the  Confederate  Navy  Department  was  burned  at  the  close  of  the 
war.  Frequent  careful  searches  throughout  various  parts  of  the 
country,  conducted  by  a  special  agent  of  the  Department,  have 
brought  to  light  many  duplicates  of  these  papers,  found  among  the 
personal  files-  of  participants.  It  is  hoped  that  the  publication  will 
revive  the  interest  of  participants  in  the  events  referred  to,  and  lead 
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them  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  the  whereabouts  of  any 
papers  bearing  upon  naval  operations  in  the  civil  war  of  which  they 
may  have  knowledge. 

The  twenty-sixth  volume  of  the  records  (Series  I,  vol.  26),  which 
has  recently  been  published  by  the  Department,  gives  the  operations 
of  the  Naval  Forces  on  Western  Waters  from  March  1  to  December 
31, 1864.  The  present  volume  (Series  I,  vol.  27)  gives  the  operations 
of  the  Naval  Forces  on  Western  Waters  from  January  1  to  September 
6, 1865,  and  the  operations  of  Supply  Vessels,  1861-1865. 

The  reports  and  correspondence  are  placed  chronologically,  with  a 
distinct  heading  for  every  paper.  In  the  record  of  events  in  which 
both  sides  took  part  the  Confederate  reports  (where  they  could  be 
obtained)  immediately  follow  the  Union  reports,  while  the  miscella- 
neous Confederate  correspondence  is  placed  at  the  end  of  the  volume. 
Reference  to  the  table  of  contents  will  show  the  context  of  these  Con- 
federate papers.  It  is  believed  that  the  chronological  arrangement 
of  the  records,  in  connection  with  the  full  and  complete  index  to  each 
volume,  will  afford  ample  means  of  reference  to  its  contents  without 
other  subdivision  or  classification.  In  reports  of  special  or  single 
events,  in  which  the  papers  bear  specific  relation  to  those  events,  the 
chronological  order  has  been  somewhat  modified,  and  such  documents 
have  been  placed  together  in  the  compilation.

Note. — ^The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  law  governing  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  sets  comprising  the  publication  (act  of  Congress 
approved  July  81,  1904) : 

*  *  *  Of  said  number,  six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty 
copies  shall  be  for  tiie  use  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  two  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  twelve  copies  for  the  use  of  the  Senate,  and  one 
thousand  and  forty-eight  copies  for  the  use  of  the  Navy  Department 
and  for  distribution  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  among  officers  of 
the  Navy  and  contributors  to  the  work.  The  quotas  herein  author- 
ized of  said  publication  for  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
shall  be  sent  DV  ti^e  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  such  libraries,  organiza- 
tions, and  individuals  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Senators,  Rep- 
resentatives, and  Delegates  oi  the  Fifty-third  Congress,  it  being  the 
purpose  of  this  distribution  herein  provided  for  to  place  these  records 
m  public  libraries,  and  with  permanent  organizations  having  libra- 
ries, so  far  as  such  libraries  may  exist  in  the  several  States  and  Terri- 
tories. Each  Senator  shall  designate  not  exceeding  twenty- four  and 
each  Repres^itative  and  Delegate  not  exceeding  nineteen  of  such  ad- 
dresses, and  the  volumes  shall  be  sent  thereto  from  time  to  time,  as 
they  are  published,  until  the  publication  is  completed ;  and  all  sets 
that  may  not  be  ordered  to  be  distributed  as  provided  herein  shall  be 
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sold  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  cost  of  publication,  with  ten  per 
centum  added  thereto,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  covered 
into  the  Treasury.  If  two  or  more  sets  of  said  volumes  are  ordered 
to  the  same  address,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  inform  the  Sena- 
tors, Representatives,  or  Delegates  who  have  desi^ated  the  same, 
who  thereupon  may  designate  other  libraries,  organizations,  or  indi- 
viduals. The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  iniorm  distributees  at 
whose  instance  the  volumes  are  sent. 

The  following  joint  resolution  regarding  the  distribution  of  the 
work  was  approved  January  30,  1896 : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assemhled^  That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  autiiorized  and  directed  to  send  the  undis- 
tributed copies  of  the  Official  Records  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion, 
both  of  the  Union  and  of  the  Confederate  navies,  to  such  libraries, 
organizations,  and  individuals  as  may  be  designated  before  the  meet- 
ing of  tiie  next  Ctmgress  by  the  Representatives  in  the  Fifty-fourth 
Congress  of  the  districts  whose  Representatives  in  the  Fifty-third 
Congress  failed  to  designate  Uie  di^ributees  of  their  quota  of  said 
Official  Records  or  any  part  thereof,  as  authorized  by  the  act  of  Con- 
gress apijroved  July  thirty-first,  eiffhteen  hundred  and  ninety-four, 
and  the  joint  resolution  approved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-five,  to  the  extent  and  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in 
said  act. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  act  of  Congress  of  May  28, 
1896,  which  increased  the  edition  from  10,000  to  11,000  copies : 

*  *  *  For  printing,  binding,  and  wrapping  one  thousand  addi- 
tional copies  of  series  one,  volumes  one,  two,  three,  and  four,  for 
supplying  officers  of  the  Navy  who  have  not  received  the  work,  two 
thousand  four  himdred  dollars.

Detailed  report  of  Lieutenant'Com/mander  Greer^  U.  S.  Navy^  re- 
garding  the  purchase  of  ten  vessels  for  the  Mississippi  Sgruadron. 

U.  S.  S.  Black  Hawk, 
Paducah^  Ky,^  J  armory  i,  1865. 
Admiral  :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  detailed  report 
of  the  manner  in  which  I  have  executed  your  orders  of  November 
23,  1864.  The  following  extract  from  my  letter  to  you,  dated  De- 
cember 2,  explains  the  course  pursued  in  the  making  of  the  contract 
at  Cincinnati,  Ohio:  • 

After  making  enquiry  with  as  much  secrecy  as  practicable  as  to  who  would 
be  likely  to  offer  to  take  the  contract,  yre  (Paymaster  Jackson  and  myself), 
muler  a  pledge  of  secrecy  from  the  parties,  made  known  the  nature  of  said 
contract  to  Connelly  &  Maloy,  Mr.  William  H.  Lope,  of  the  firm  of  J.  G. 
Hendricks  &  Co.,  and  to  Mr.  Joseph  Brown.  Mr.  Lope  made  no  proposal; 
Ck>nnelly  &  Maloy  made  as  follows :  "  To  alter  stern-wheel  boats  when  new  or 
nearly  so,  for  each  boat,  $23,800.  For  extra  (stem)  casemate  on  side-wheel 
boats,  $1,150."  The  gentlemen  said  they  could  not  get  the  first  l>oat  out  in 
less  thim  five  or  six  weeks,  and  also  that  the  promptness  with  which  the  work 
on  the  other  boats  could  be  done  depended  on  their  getting  a  portion  at  least 
of  their  money  promptly  from  the  Government.  Mr.  Joseph  Brown  proposed 
**  to  alter  and  repair  the  stem- wheel  boats  for  $24,550.  For  stem  casemate  on 
side-wbeel  boats,  $1,285."  He  also  agreed  to  turn  over  to  Government  each 
boat  completely  fitted  within  one  month  from  the  time  they  were  placed  in 
his  hands,  and  assured  us  that  he  has  ample  means  to  commence  and  go  right 
on  witb  the  work.  After  weighing  everything  in  our  minds  we  have  concluded 
that  his  offer,  although  a  little  higher  than  CJonnelly  &  Maloy's,  is  the  most 
advantageous,  and  have  therefore  made  the  contract  with  him  with  a  few 
exception&    •    •    • 

We  have  also  modified  the  original  draft  of  the  contract  so  that  the  side 
casemate  shall  be  4  instead  of  6  inches  thick,  and  have  changed  those  around 
the  boilers  and  engines  to  6  instead  of  4  inches,  thus  obtaining  a  better  dispo- 
sition of  weight.  We  have  inserted  a  clause  which  should  a  boat  be  found 
strong  enough  to  bear  safely  a  side  casemate  of  6  instead  of  4  inches,  the 
contractor  will  place  it  on  with  an  additional  charge  of  $500,  which  is  the  dif- 
ference between  cost  of  the  two  sizes.  The  4-inch  casemate  has  this  advantage, 
that  dry  wood  that  size  can  be  obtained,  whereas  the  6-inch  would  be  gre^i, 
and  hence  more  weighty. 

We  then,  after  examining  a  number  of  boats,  made  the  following 
purchases  at  Cincinnati:  (1)  Fanny  (side- wheel),  of  Captain  Stein, 
for  $33,500,  on  December  3,  and  turned  her  over  to  Mr.  Brown  De- 
cember 5,  1864.  (2)  Colossus  (stem- wheel),  of  Captain  Hunkle,  for 
$32,900,  on  December  6,  and  turned  her  over  to  Mr.  Brown  Decem- 
ber 7.  (3)  AUen  CoUier  (stem-wheel),  of  John  Swassey  &  Co.,  for 
$35,000,  on  December  7,  and  turned  her  over  to  Mr.  Brown  Decem- 
ber 8.  (4)  Florence  Miller  (stem- wheel),  of  John  Swassey  &  Co., 
for  $40,000,  on  December  7,  and  turned  her  over  to  Mr.  Brown  De- 
cember 10.  (5)  Ohio  Valley  (stern- wheel),  of  Theo.  Johnson,  for 
$41,950,  delivered  ^t  Mound  City,  111.,  on  December  10.    This  boat 
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left  Cincinnati  December  11,  having  on  board  the  furniture  and 
fittings,  with  a  few  exceptions  (which  are  noted  on  the  inventories 
sent),  of  the  first  four  boats  purchased  and  was  delivered  safely  to 
the  authorities  at  Mound  City,  III.  After  making  the  purchases  I 
visited  Gettysburg,  Louisville,  and  New  Albany,  but  found  no  boats 
other  than  those  seen  at  Cincinnati  which  fulfilled  the  conditions 
required  bv  my  instructions.  I,  with  the  other  officers  connected 
with  this  duty,  returned  to  Cincinnati  and  made  the  following  pur- 
chases: (6)  Abeona  (stern-wheel),  of  Marine  Buoy  and  Dock  CcMn- 
£any,  for  $37,000,  on  December  21,  and  turned  her  over  to  Mr.  Brown 
December  24.  (7)  Willie  Gamage  (stern-wheel),  of  the  Brothers 
Collier,  for  $35,000,  on  December  22,  and  turned  over  to  Mr.  Brown 
on  December  27.  (8)  Kate  Porter  (stern- wheel),  of  J.  B.  Porter  & 
Son,  for  $37,500,  on  December  22,  and  turned  her  over  to  Mr.  Brown 
December  27.  (9)  Mist  (stem- wheel),  of  John  G.  Isham,  for 
$37,500,  on  December  23,  to  be  delivered  to  naval  authorities  at 
Mound  City.  She  sailed  for  that  place  on  December  23.  (10) 
Tempest  (side-wheel),  of  Joseph  Brown,  for  $55,000,  on  December 
29,  and  turned  her  ©ver  to  Mr.  Brown  on  December  30.  I  have  had 
the  furniture  and  fittings  belonging  to  the  four  of  th^"  five  last  boats 
that  have  been  turned  over  to  Mr.  Brown  boxed  up  and  stowed  on 
board  the  Grampus^  giving  her  commanding  officer  orders  to  for- 
ward them  to  Mound  City  by  the  Fanny ^  which  boat  will  go  down 
about  January  1,  1865.  Accompanying  this  I  send  the  reports  of 
Acting  Fleet  Engineer  Bickerstaff  and  Acting  Naval  Constructor 
Kendall  to  me,  and  also  a  copy  of  the  specifications  of  each  boat 
purchasecj  and  taken  from  the  books  of  the  Grovemment  inspector. 
I  left  Mr.  Bickerstaff  and  Mr.  Kendall  in  Cincinnati  to  await  fur- 
ther orders  from  you.  I  deem  their  presence  there  as  of  service  in 
seeing  the  boats  ntted  out.  Mr.  Bickerstaff  is  also  engaged  in  ob- 
taining engineers  for  the  boats.  In  this  whole  matter  I  have  acted  as 
I  thought  oest  for  the  interests  of  the  service,  and  the  nonprocure- 
ment  of  as  many  side-wheel  boats  as  was  desired  was  because  there 
were  none  of  the  right  kind  to  be  found.  After  the  purchase  of  the 
Fanny  it  was  found  that  an  omission  had  been  in  the  contract  about 
the  altering  of  the  guards  of  side-wheel  boats.  This  was  remedied 
by  a  special  contract  with  Mr.  Brown  for  the  Fanny.  Copies  of  this, 
as  weU  as  the  ccmtract  papers,  I  forwarded  to  you  from  Cincinnati. 
No  additional  charge  will  be  made  for  altering  guards  of  Tempest.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  copy  of  the  general  order  from 
these  headquarters  in  relation  to  the  trade  with  the  insurrectionary 
districts,  licensed  by  the  President's  order  of  September  24,  1864,  and 
to  request  that  you  will  give  such  orders  or  suggest  any  to  be  given 
by  me,  as  may  in  your  opmion  be  necessary  to  insure  a  proper  under- 
standing and  harmony  between  the  naval  and  military  commanders 
on  the  Mississippi  River. 

Under  the  strictest  guard  the  intercourse  authorized  by  these  regu- 
lations will  greatly  embarrass  military  operations  by  the  facility 
which  it  gives  to  spies,  traitors,  boat  burners,  and  others  to  pass  and 
repass  the  lines  and  communicate  information  to  the  enemy  with 
regard  to  military  operations,  and  I  have  the  honor  to  invite  your 
attention  to  the  following  points: 

1.  As  the  purchasing  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department  can  know 
nothing  of  pending  or  prospective  military  operations  in  the  district 
in  which  his  permit  is  to  take  effect,  I  request  that  you  will  instruct 
the  commanders  of  gunboats  in  your  sauadron  not  to  permit  persons 
holding  these  to  land  from  gunboats  unless  they  have  tne  correspond- 
ing permit  and  safe-conduct  from  the  proper  military  authority,  as 
prescribed  in  paragraphs  1  and  7. 

2.  As  communication  with  the  Red  River  and  its  tributaries  would 
greatly  embarrass  military  operations  in  that  section  of  the  country, 
1  reauest  that  you  will  instruct  commanders  of  ^nboats  not  to  allow 
any  ooats  to  enter  Red  River,  unless  the  permit  has  your  approval 
anS  my  own.  I  will  communicate  fully  with  you  in  regard  to 
operations  on  these  rivers. 

3.  That  the  commanders  of  gunboats  be  instructed  to  suspend  the 
effect  of  the  safe-conduct  and  permit  imder  the  circumstances  pre- 
scribed in  paragraph  5. 

4.  That  the  commanders  of  gunboats  be  instructed  to  limit  passes 
given  by  them  to  parties  to  come  within  the  lines  to  the  cases 
prescribed  in  para^aph  6. 

We  have  now  within  our  lines  on  the  Mississippi  more  than  ten 
thousand  enemies,  (juiet,  because  they  have  no  power  to  do  mischief, 
but  who  will  be  stimulated  into  zealous  activity  by  the  opportunity 
now  afforded  by  this  trade — of  communicating  information  anc^ 
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furnishing  aid  to  the  rebels  beyond  the  lines — and  hetoce  the  necessity 
for  preventing  any  abuse  of  the  license  given  by  the  President  s 
order.

U.  S.  Mississippi  Squadron,  Flagship  Fairy, 

Tennessee  River ^  December  29^  186 i. 

I.  The  attention  of  divisional,  commanding,  and  other  officers  of 
this  squadron  is  called  to  General  Order  No.  80,  including  the  Execu- 
tive order  of  September  24,  1864,  issued  by  Major-General  Canby 
and  considerately  furnished  by  him  to  the  naval  vessels  on  the  Mis- 
sissippi, and  they  are  instructed  to  cooperate  cordially,  as  far  as 
properly  concerns  the  Navy,  with  the  military  and  Treasury  author- 
ities in  carrying  out  its  provisions,  that  the  policy  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  the  harmony  and  efficiency  of  the  public  service  may  be 
promoted. 

II.  To  prevent  embarrassment  to  military  operations  by  the  facility 
with  which  spies,  traitors,  boat  burners,  and  others  may  pass  and 
r-epass  the  lines  and  communicate  information  to  the  enemy  with 
regard  to  military  operations,  divisional,  commanding,  and  other 
navy  officers  concerned  in  the  execution  of  this  squadron  order,  are, 
at  the  instance  of  the  major-general  commanding,  instructed  as 
follows: 

1.  As  the  purchasing  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department  can  know 
nothing  of  pending  or  prospective  military  operations  in  the  dis- 
trict in  which  his  permit  is  to  take  effect,  persons  holding  these 
permits  will  not  be  permitted  to  land  from  gunboats  unless  they  have 
the  corresponding  permit  and  safe-conduct  of  the  proper  military 
authority,  as  described  in  paragraphs  1  and  7,  of  Major-General 
Canbv's  Ueneral  Order  No.  80. 

2.  No  boat  can  be  allowed  to  enter  Red  River  unless  the  permit 
has  the  approval  of  Major-General  Canby  and  myself. 

3.  Divisional  officers  and  the  commanders  of  gunboats  are 
instructed  to  suspend  the  effect  of  the  safe-conduct  and  permit,  under 
the  circumstances  prescribed  in  paragraph  5,  of  Major-General 
Canby's  General  Order  No.  80  (but  in  each  case  a  full  report  of  all 
the  circumstances  will  be  promptly  made  to  me,  and  a  copy  of  it 
sent  at  once  to  General  Canby,  by  the  divisional  officer). 

4.  Divisional  officers  and  the  commanders  of  gunboats  are 
instructed  to  limit  passes  given  by  them  to  parties  to  come  within 
the  lines  to  the  cases  prescribed  in  paragrapn  6,  of  Major-General 
Canby's  General  Order  No.  80.  (Such  deserters  and  refugees  as  are 
therein  referred  to  will  be  immediately  turned  over  to  the  nearest 
military  commander,  with  a  clear  and  sufficient  written  statement  of 
each  case ;  and  a  semimonthly  report  of  the  same  will  be  made  to  me.) 

III.  The  command  of  Major-General  E.  R.  S.  Canby,  which  is 
designated  as  the  Military  Division  of  West  Mississippi,  comprises 
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four  departments,  namely,  the  Department  of  the  Gulf,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Arkansas,  the  Department  of  Missouri,  and  the  Department 
of  Mississippi. 

1.  The  Department  of  the  Gulf,  Major-General  N.  P.  Banks,  com- 
manding, consists  of  all  points  held  or  that  may  be  held  by  the 
United  States  forces  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  from  Key  West,  Florida, 
to  the  Mexican  lines,  and  all  the  United  States  forces  serving  in  the 
States  of  Louisiana  and  Texas  south  of  Red  River,  and  all  troops 
<m  both  sides  of  the  Mississippi  River  south  of  the  mouth  of  the 
Red  River. 

2.  The  Department  of  Arkansas,  Major-General  J.  J.  Reynolds, 
commanding,  consists  of  the  State  of  Arkansas. 

3.  The  Department  of  Missouri,  Major-General  Dodge,  command- 
ing, consists  of  the  State  of  Missouri. 

4.  The  Department  of  Mississippi,  Major-General  N.  J.  T.  Dana, 
commanding,  consists  of  all  points  held  by  the  United  States  forces 
on  the  east  bank  of  the  Mississippi  River  north  of  the  mouth  of  Red 
River,  which  includes  the  posts  of  Natchez,  Miss. ;  Vicksburg,  Miss. ; 
Memphis,  Tenn. ;  Columbus,  Ky. ;  and  Cairo,  111. 

IV.  Commanders  of  supply  vessels,  transports,  and  towboats,  be- 
longing to  or  in  the  service  of  the  Navy,  are  allowed  to  receive  on 
board  persons  belonging  to  the  Navy  and  moving  under  naval 
authority,  but  no  other  person  whatever,  without  written  authority 
in  each  case,  from  myself  or  from  Commodore  J.  W.  Livingston, 
commanding  naval  station,  Mound  City,  or  from  a  divisional  officer. 
Commanders  of  vesssels  referred  to  in  this  paragraph  will  make  a 
written  report  to  me  of  all  their  passengers  for  each  trip,  giving 
the  names,  rank  of  navy  (and  army)  officers,  a  classified  statement 
of  rated  persons  in  the  Navy,  and  the  names  and  residences  of  citi- 
zens, stating  when  and  where  they  were  received  and  landed,  and 
by  what  authority ;  but  no  person  not  belonging  to  the  Navy  will  be 
landed  from  these  vessels  on  any  gunboat,  except  by  orders  from 
Commodore  Livingston,  the  divisional  commander,  or  myself,  and 
no  other  person  shall  be  landed  anywhere  below  Cairo,  except  on  the 
Mississippi,  and  then  only  after  the  previous  written  approval  of 
this  naval  permit  by  the  army  officer  commanding  the  department  of 
the  district  in  which  the  landing  is  to  be  made.

Sir:  I  transmit  enclosed,  for  the  information  of  the  Department, 
copies  of  correspondence  regarding  the  burning  of  two  buildings 
and  a  wood  pile  at  Tiptonville,  Tenn.,  on  January  1,  by  Acting  Mas- 
ter A.  C.  Sears,  commanding  New  Era^  by  order  oi  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Mitchell,  commanding  Eighth  District,  viz  : 

(1*)  February  25,  J.  Olney,  Cairo,  enclosing  statement  of  J.  D. 
Davis,  as  to  the  burning  of  his  buildings  at  Tiptonville,  and  certifi- 
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cate  of  citizens  and  two  naval  officers  as  to  Mr.  Davis's  loyalty  and 
standing. 

(2)  March  5,  Lieutenant-Commander  Mitchell,  rejwrt  in  rela- 
tion to  above,  made  in  answer  to  my  reference  to  him  of  No.  1  and 
its  enclosures. 

(3)  March  18,  Acting  Master  Sears,  report  made  in  reply  to  a 
call  from  me  of  his  action  in  case. 

Rear- Admiral  Porter's  General  Order  No.  2  directs  that  any  vessel 
that  may  be  fired  on  by  guerrillas  or  other  persons,  will  do  all  the 
damage  in  her  power  to  repress  the  outrageous  practice  of  guerrilla 
warefare. 
The  papers  enclosed  explain  the  case.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  circumstances  con- 
nected with  the  burning  of  the  warehouse  at  Tiptonville  and  the 
reasons  therefor. 

On  the  31st  of  December  last,  on  the  way  down  river,  stopped  at 
Columbus,  Ky.,  where  I  was  informed  by  Colonel  McArthur,  com- 
manding post,  that  the  transport  Silver  Moon  had  reported  that  in 
landing  at  the  wood  yard  at  Tiptonville,  she  had  been  fired  upon  by 
fifteen  guerrillas  from  behind  the  wood  pile  near  the  warehouse,  and 
only  saved  the  vessel  from  capture  by  immediately  backing  out  into 
the  stream.  As  General  Veatch  and  staff  were  on  board  and  wished 
to  reach  Memphis  as  soon  as  possible,  I  did  not  stop  to  investigate 
the  affair  myself,  but  ordered  up  Captain  Sears,  instructing  him,  if 
he  found  the  facts  to  be  as  stated,  to  burn  the  balance  of  the  wood 
pile,  also  the  warehouse  and  store  on  the  bank  of  the  river. 

I  have  not  received  any  report  from  Captain  Sears  in  regard  to 
the  execution  of  that  order. 

The  statement  that  Mr.  Davis  makes  through  his  agent,  that  "  no 
boat  had  been  fired  into  by  guerrillas  or  others  at  Tiptonville  since 
the  war  commenced,"  is  substantially  untrue. 

Tiptonville  has  always  been  regarded  as  a  dangerous  place  ever 
since  I  have  been  on  the  river,  on  account  of  the  disloyalty  of  the 
people,  and  from  the  fact  that  the  country  in  that  vicinity  has  been 
continually  infested  with  guerrillas,  and  no  steamer  would  land  there 
without  the  protection  of  a  gunboat. 

In  July  last  the  steamer  St.  Patrick  was  decoyed  into  the  landing 
by  some  citizens  on  shore,  and  an  attempt  was  made  by  the  notorious 
rebel  Cushman  and  his  command  to  capture  her.  Until  the  steamer 
landed  they  were  concealed  behind  this  warehouse  belonging  to  Mr. 
Davis,  and  had  not  the  U.  S.  S.  Huntress  come  up  at  the  time,  they 
would  have  succeeded  in  capturing  her.  An  account  of  this  case 
can  be  found  by  reference  to  the  log  of  the  Huntress. 

Had  I  not  been  away  from  the  Eighth  District  at  the  time,  I  should 
have  burned  the  houses,  such  being  the  custom  of  the^  squadron  in 
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similar  cases.  I  am  considerably  surprised  that  two  officers  of  the 
Huntress^  who  were  present  at  the  attempted  capture  of  the  St. 
Patrick^  should  have  mdorsed  the  false  statement  of  the  citizens  of 
Tiptonville. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  commanding  officer  of  the  New  Era  did 
just  as  I  should  have  done  under  the  circumstances  in  the  present 
case.

Snt:  Agreeably  to  your  order,  I  would  state  that  by  order  of  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander 3.  G.  Mitchell  I  landed  at  Tiptonville  on  the 
1st  of  January  and  burned  two  small  houses  and  a  woodpile.  The 
reason  he  gave  me  was  that  guerrillas  had  fired  on  a  boat  passing 
there  a  few  days  before,  and  he  ordered  me  to  destroy  the  houses 
immediately  on  the  bank  and  the  woodyard.

Waterloo*  Pity  your  cipher  operator  left  me.  Of  course  Hood  being 
near  Corinth  ([which  deserters  say  he  is  fortifying) ,  attracted  by  your 
transports,  will  annoy  this  part  of  the  river.  Would  like  to  mow 
your  plans  so  far  as  naval  cooperation  is  concerned.  How  can  you 
commmunicate  confidentially?

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  TT.  S.  Kavy,  transmitting  letter  from  Xajor- 
Oeneral  Thomas,  TT.  S.  Army,  regarding  results  of  operations  in  Tennessee,  and 
aoknowledgring  cooperation. 

Mississippi  Squadron,  Flagship  Fairy, 

Clifton^  Tenn.^  January  5, 1865. 
Sir:  Intelligent  escaped  prisoners  report  that  Hood  crossed  the 
Tennessee   at   Bainbridge,   6   miles   above   Florence,  ^bom^ittle 
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Mussel  Shoals  and  at  the  foot  of  Big  Mussel  Shoals.  Florence  is 
the  head  of  steamboat  navigation,  and  there  Hood  crossed  last  fall, 
securing  his  pontoons  to  the  piers  of  the  railroad  bridge.  Gen- 
eral Jackson  crossed  either  at  the  militarj^  ferry,  1  mile  below  Flor- 
ence, or  above  the  Mussel  Shoals.  Bainbridge  is  not  a  regular  ferry. 
The  rebels  boasted  to  the  escaped  prisoners  that  the  gunboats  could 
not  cross  the  dioak  to  reach  them,  and  my  pilot  declared  it  was  im- 
practicable for  the  enemy  to  cross  there,  owing  to  the  swift  water, 
.  or  for  me  to  get  there  with  the  Neosho^  drawing  5  feet,  owing  to  the 
swift  and  shallow  water  on  the  Little  Mussel  Shoals,  which  are 
rocky,  uneven,  and  dangerous. 

I  made  a  reconnoissance,  however,  and  believe  I  should  have  suc- 
ceeded in  reaching  Bainbridge  with  an  effective^  force,  capable  of 
destroying  Hood's  pontoons  in  spite  of  all  ojjposition  he  could  make, 
had  not  the  sudden  and  rapid  tall  of  the  river  and  the  prevalence 
of  a  fog  constrained  the  pilot  to  decline  going  on  Little  Mussel 
Shoals. 

I  got  here  to-night  to  convoy  General  A.  J.  Smith's  command, 
12,000  men,  with  6  batteries,  to  Eastport,  Miss.,  opposite  which,  on 
the  right  bank,  we  have  a  cavalry  force  of  1,500  men.  The  Army 
transportation  being  scant,  I  shall  move  as  many  of  the  troops  as 
possible  on  board  the  ^nboats,  and  hope  to  comply  with  General 
Thomas's  request  to  assist  Gteneral  Smith  to  make  a  secure  lodgment 
to-morrow  night.  This  brave  officer  desires,  while  landing  so  near 
Hood's  Army,  which  is  believed  to  be  near  by,  at  Corinth,  a  sufficient 
additional  force  to  enable  him  to  operate  offensively,  and  for  which 
he  has  applied,  and  I  send  his  dispatch  to  Paducah  to-night. 

I  am  gratified  to  enclose  a  copy  of  General  Thomas's  last  dispatch,* 
dated  December  29,  in  which  he  is  kind  enough  to  say  that  the  efficient 
cooperation  of  the  navy  on  the  Tennessee  has  contributed  largely  to 
the  demoralization  of  Hood's  army,  and  the  general  tenders  his 
hearty  thanks  for  the  cordial  cooperation  of  the  Navy  during  the  last 
thirty  days.  In  this  important  and  brief  campaign  the  following 
great  results  have  been  achieved:  14,000  killed,  wounded,  and  pris- 
oners; 19  general  officers,  killed,  wounded,  and  prisoners;  70  guns 
taken  by  the  army,  besides  2  guns  destroyed  by  the  navy ;  over  3,000 
stand  of  small  arms  captured;  15  or  20  ammunition  wagons  aban- 
doned, and  a  great  quantity  of  ammunition  destroyed. 

General  Smith  informs  me  he  never  knew  such  bad  weather,  etc., 
as  General  Thomas's  army  encountered  in  the  pursuit  of  Hood.  Gen- 
eral Croxton,  of  the  cavalry,  makes  the  same  report  of  the  bad  con- 
dition of  the  roads. 

Hood  is  indebted  for  the  safety  of  his  shattered  army  to  the  worst 
description  of  winter  weather  and  roads  and  to  crossing  the  shoals 
when  the  river  was  falling  fast,  and  in  a  fog.  It  is  confidently 
predicted  that  he  will  not  again  attempt  to  recross  the  Tennessee 
River. 

I  ought  to  mention  that  the  destruction  of  i>ontoons  and  ferry 
flats  at  Gamer's  Ferry,  12  miles  below  Florence,  and,  indeed,  all 
along  the  river  from  the  vicinity  of  Johnson\dlle  to  Florence,  a  dis- 
tance of  175  miles,  has  cut  off  the  retreat  of  Hood's  demoralized  and

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scattered  army,  and  filled  the  woods,  as  General  Croxton  informs 
me,  with  stragglers,'  whom  his  cavalry  ai'e  constantly  capturing.

Many  and  hearty  congratulations  on  the  various  siunmary  of  your 
successes  this  campaign,  in  your  telegram  of  29th  ultimo,  received 
at  Eastport  last  evening.  Foggy  weather  and  rapidly  falling  river 
prevented  my  reaching  and  destrOTing  Hood's  pontoons  at  Bain- 
bridge,  6  miles  above  Florence.  Escaped  rebel  prisoners  say  the 
rebels  declared  the  gunboats  could  not  get  over  the  shoals  to  their 
pontoon  bridge.  Hood  crossed  at  Florence  last  fall,  using  the  bridge 
piers  to  secure  his  pontoons.  General  [William  H.]  Jackson's  three 
crossings  were  at  the  military  ferry,  Cars'  [Carp'slCreek,  1  mile  be- 
low Florence,  or  at  Melton's  Bluff,  12  miles  above  Big  [Great]  Mus- 
sel Shoals,  and  36  miles  above  Florence,  and  at  Deposit.  120  miles 
above  Florence.  Bainbridge  was  not  a  regular  ferrj,  and  my  clever 
pilot  thought  the  water  too  swift  there  for  a  crossing.  Hood  must 
have  been  sorely  pushed  to  have  resorted  to  such  a  place  on  the 
shoals.  I  broke  up  his  ferry  at  Gaineries  [Grarner's,  Cane  Creek],  12 
miles  below  Florence.  Hood  will  probably  never  venture  north  of 
the  Tennessee  again.  Mv  officers  and  men  will  be  highly  gratified, 
as  I  am,  at  your  acknowledgment  for  the  cordial  cooperation  of  the 
Navy  during  the  last  thirty  days.

In  my  dispatch  of  last  night  I  informed  you  that  I  had  arrived 
at  Clifton  and  would  accompany  the  first  neet  to  Eastport.  This 
morning,  a  few  miles  below  Savannah,  I  met  Admiral  Lee  coming 
down  with  all  the  transports  from  Eastport  to  assist  me  in  getting 
up.  I  will  now  have  boats  enough  to  carry  about  two-thirds  of  my 
command,  with  four  batteries  and  some  little  transportation.  Hood 
is  reported  and  believed  to  be  ai  Corinth ;  if  so,  my  position  at  East- 

Eort  will  not  be  safe  without  an  additional  i^einforcement.  If  we 
ad  one  more  corps  (say  the  Fourth),  with  sufficient  cavalry,  we 
could  attack,  whip,  and  drive  him  from  the  country.  I  respectfully 
request  this  aid.  Can  you  give  it  to  me?  Greneral  Croxton  is  at 
Waterloo,  with  about  1,500  cavalry  only.  Having  tied  up  my  fleet 
until  my  return,  I  go  with  Admiral  Lee  to  Clifton  and-wJll^^|a^to 
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Eastport  to-morrow  with  all  the  men  I  can  carry  and  try  to  make  a 
landing.  There  are  rebels  in  the  vicinity  of  Eastport — ^in  what 
force  could  not  be  determined.

Twenty  miles  above  this  I  met  General  Smith  with  three  of  his 
troops  and  four  of  his  artillery  going  up.  I  brought  the  five  trans- 
ports and  two  barges  from  Eastport,  and  with  my.gimboats  hope  to 
get  half  of  Smith^  artillery  and  all  of  his  troops,  except  one  divi- 
si(m  and  his  transportation,  to  Eastport  to-morrow  night.  All  was 
quiet  there  and  nothing  seen  of  the  enemy  except  that  he  was  watch- 
ing us  from  the  heights  over  Florence,  which,  until  I  used  a  few 
shell,  he  seemed  disposed  to  occupy.  I  will  give  the  cover  of  an  iron- 
clad at  Johnsonville  until  it  is  lortified,  if  needed.  My  suggestions 
respecting  driving  Forrest  and  Lyon  from  west  Tennessee  [are]  to 
secure  safe  transportation  on  this  river,  should  Major-Greneral 
E.  R.  S.  Canby  call  for  naval  cooperation  and  the  consequent  with- 
drawal of  the  naval  force  from  the  river.

3d.  Reindeer  and  St.  Clair^  in  charge  of  Lieutenant-Commander 
Greer,  will  precede  the  fleet  sufficiently  to  reconnoiter  and  assist  in 
covering  the  passage  of  the  convoy  at  Hamburg,  Pittsburg,  and 
Crump's  Landmgs  against  artillery  and  against  sharpshooters  along 
Chalk  Bluff  and  at  Eagle  Nest,  5  miles  above  Clifton. 

Hamburg  is  22  miles  by  good  military  road  from  Corinth,  on 
the  railroad,  and  Crump's  Landing  is  8  miles  from  Purdy,  on  the 
railroad. 

6tji.  Should  the  reconnoitering  boats  discover  sharpshooters,  they 
will  take  position  to  drive  them  away.  Should  they  discover  artil- 
lery, they  will  make  signal  of  danger,  when  convoy  will  stop  and 
ironclads  will  go  ahead  and  drive  off  the  artillery. 

Along  Chalk  Bluff  is  a  convenient  place  for  sharpshooters,  and 
there  the  advance  will  probably  need  to  take  position,  heading  up- 
stream, to  cover  transports,  by  firing  along  and  just  back  of  the 
top  of  the  cliffs,  to  arivB  awav  sharpshooters.  Eagle  Nest  is  a 
wooded  bottom  and  a  resort  of  sharpshooters.

Your  telegram  from  Pulaski,  31st  December,  was  delivered,  after 
my  dispatch  on  the  3d  instant,  with  one  telegram  from  General  A.  J. 

General  Smith  is  now  landing 
about  half  his  force  on  the  cleared  heights  back  of  Eastport,  for- 
merly occupied  by  the  enemy  and  subsequently  by  our  army.  Ac- 
counts of  Hood  and  Forrest  are  conflicting.  Military  reconnois- 
sance  yesterday  to  luka  heard  that  Hood  and  Forrest  were  moving 
south  on  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad.  Some  deserters  and  country 
people  say  that  rebels  talk  of  making  a  stand  at  Corinth.  General 
A.  J.  Smith  and  myself  return  with  the  transports  to-day  to  Clif- 
ton for  remainder  of  his  artillery  and  troops,  except  one  brigade, 
in  case  of  part  of  transportation  waiting  next  and  third  trip  from 
Clifton. 

I  will  do  my  best  to  cover  and  assist  all  army  movements  in  this 
quarter  and  give  strong  convoys  from  Paducah  to  this  place.  The 
military  movements  here,  present  and  prospective,  may  cause  some, 
but  I  hope  not  much,  delay  in  giving  convoy.  I  recommend  that 
quartermasters  be  ordered  to  send  no  transports  without  convoy, 
so  long  as  enemy  are  in  force  along  or  north  of  Memphis  and  Charles- 
ton Railroad.     Forrest's  men  are  annoying  the  Mississippi.

You  will  have  the  Carondelet  and  eight 
tinclads,  six  now  here,  viz:  Nav/mkeag,  Peosta,  St.  Clair,  Fairvuiy, 
Reindeer,  Silver  Lake.  One  lieutenant-commander.  Fitch,  is  ordered 
to  [be]  sent,  and  the  Po-w  Pqajo  will  join  you  very  soon, 
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Put  six  tinclads  into  lines  for  a  triweekly  convoy.  Send  the  Fair- 
play^  till  relieved  by  the  Paw  Paw^  to  cover  such  trading  steamers  as 
Greneral  Meredith  may  send  up  this  river.

I  have  assigned  the  Curlew  to  surveying  purposes  on  this  river 
and  will  put  Mr.  Smith,  pilot  of  this  vessel,  on  board  of  her ;  also 
an  old  colored  pilot,  whom  you  will  please  have  paid  for  his  services.

U.  S.  S.  TjOutsville, 
Off  Shipwith'^s  Landing^  Febniary  5,  1865. 

Sir:  I  very  respectfully  report  that  on  the  3d  of  January,  1865, 
1  received  a  letter  from  Captain  Joseph  Blackburn,  C.  S.  Army, 
commanding  Confederate  scouts  in  Issaquena  and  Washington 
counties,  Miss.,  requesting  me  to  meet  him  under  a  flag-of-truce 
for  the  purpose  of  coming  to  some  decided  undei-standing  m  regard 
to  picket  firing. 

After  a  deliberate  consideration,  I  concluded  to  meet  him  at  11 
o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  Cth  of  January,  at  the  house  of  a 
citizen  close  to  the  landing,  each  to  be  accompanied  by  an  officer. 
According  to  agreement,  I  met  him,  accompanied  by  Lieutenant 
Freeman,  and  I  was  accompanied  by  Acting  Ensign  Mead,  of  this 
vessel.  The  meeting  and  interview  were  of  a  pleasant  nature.  We 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  as  there  was  nothing  gained  on  either 
side  by  picket  firing,  and  especially  with  commands  of  so  small  a 
number,  that  we  would  cease  all  picket  fire,  and,  as  his  force  was 
merely  a  police  guard  to  protect  the  citizens  against  horse  and  mule 
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thieves  and  guerrillas,  he  would  in  no  way  trouble  the  negroes  at  this 
landing,  or  persons  white  or  black  who  came  to  the  landing  and 
asked  for  protection. 

The  landing  heretofore  has  been  subjected  to  a  series  of  raids 
from  a  Captain  Bradford's  command  of  Confederate  scouts  and 
other  scattering  bands,  who  so  thickly  infest  this  section  of  the 
country.  He  further  promised  that  he  would  in  no  way  molest  or 
disturb  unarmed  transports  alone  this  district.  I  learned  from  him 
that  some  time  ago  the  captain  or  the  cotton  steamer  Poland^  through 
a  second  person,  told  him  if  he  would  allow  a  certain  lot  of  Con- 
federate cotton  to  come  to  the. bank,  he,  the  captain  of  the  steamer, 
would  bring  him  from  up  the  river  any  quantity  of  clothing,  arms, 
and  munitions  of  war  for  his  (the  Confederate)  forces.  I  would 
have  arrested  the  steamer  at  once,  but  knowing  that  Captain  Black- 
bum's  evidence  could  not  be  taken,  he  being  in  arms  against  the 
Cxovemment,  1  concluded  to  let  the  matter  stand  for  the  present, 
the  same  time  writing  to  the  gunboat  stationed  at  the  point  where 
the  steamer  Pclcmd  is  to  land  supplies  for  plantation  use,  and  that 
whenever  sh6  sends  supplies  on  shore,  an  oflScer  is  to  go  on  board 
and  closely  inspect  each  and  every  article;  and  I  am  in  hopes  to 
catch  s(Hne  of  these  cotton  boats  in  that  way,  as  I  can  assure  you 
they  are  a  source  of  great  annoyance  to  the  commanders  of  gim- 
boats  in  this  district.  I  learned  also  from  Captain  Blackburn  that 
negro  women  were  in  the  habit  of  traveling  up  and  down  the  river 
and  bringing  mail  and  medicines  concealed  about  their  persons. 
All  the  information  I  gathered  frwn  this  officer  I  consider  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  me.  His  command  numbers  about  90  men; 
they  are  all  heartily  sick  of  the  war,  and  long  for  peace ;  they  tell 
citizens  that  they  are  done  fighting  and  don't  intend  to  fight  any 
longer. 

Very  recently  Captain  Blackburn  has  had  some  trouble  with  Gen- 
eral Wirt  Adams,  of  the  C.  S.  Army.  The  general,  as  far  as  I  can 
find  out,  has  ordered  Captain  Blackburn  out  with  his  commend. 
The  difficulty,  I  believe,  is  that  Captain  Blackburn  seized  some  $3,000 
worth  of  sutler's  supplies  which  he.  General  Adams^  was  interested  in. 

I  received  a  letter  from  Captain  Blackburn  statmg  that,  in  conse- 
quence of  his  removal,  our  arrangements  would  be  at  an  end.  The 
reason  I  mention  this  difficulty  existing  between  General  Wirt  Adams 
and  Captain  Blackburn  is  to  show  that  the  goods  were  procured  in 
this  district,  and  I  have  no  idea  that  they  were  landed  by  any  other 
than  some  small  cotton  steamer  under  pretense  of  getting  out  cotton. 
The  blockade  is  now  raised  and  large  quantities  of  cotton  are  coming 
in,  hundreds  of  bales  have  arrived  and  large  shipments  of  cotton 
have  gone  to  Cairo  and  New  Orleans.  Some  of  this  cotton  has  been 
concealed  for  a  long  time,  and  some  since  the  first  breaking  out  of 
the  war.  I  have  entered  into  particulars  to  show  you  how  easily 
contraband  trade  is  to  be  carried  on.  My  former  dispatch  did  not 
give  the  particulars  in  detail,  as  I  wanted  to  wait  for  lurther  action.

Sir:  I  have  just  received  the  Department's  communication  of  28th 
ultimo,  informing  me  that  Vice- Admiral  Farragut  states  that  the 
rebels  still  have  left  a  force  of  ironclads  at  Mobile,  which,  except  for 
the  monitors  received  from  the  Mississippi  Sauadron,  might  easUy 
regain  possession  of  the  bay,  and  he  thereiore  tninks  it  imprudent  to 
remove  or  withdraw  any  of  the  present  ironclad  force  oi  the  West 
Gulf  Sauadron. 

The  Department  states  that  the  Mississippi  Squadron  will,  in 
some  measure,  be  compensated  for  the  loss  of  tnese  lour  monitors  by 
receiving  the  Manhattan  and  Tennessee^  which  Vice- Admiral  Far- 
ragut sent  up  before  giving  up  his  command. 

I  beg  leave  to  suggest  to  the  Department  that  the  obiect  mentioned 
by  Vice-Admiral  Farragut  can  be  completely  proviaed  for  if  the 
Manhattan  and  Tennessee^  now  in  the  lower  Mississippi,  at  Red 
River,  are  returned  to  Mobile  Bay  and  the  four  light-draft  monitors 
retransferred  to  this  squadron.  The  former  are,  comparatively 
speakinff,  of  very  little  use  in  this  squadron,  owing  to  their  great 
draft  of  water,  whereas  the  latter,  built  and  supposed  to  be  expressly 
adapted  for  service  in  these  rivers,  are  available  for  active  operations 
in  the  Mississippi,  Ohio,  and  Red  rivers  and  their  tributaries,  espe- 
cially in  the  Tennessee  and  Cumberland,  where  the  want  oi  their 
services  has  been  so  much  felt  in  this  campaign. 

It  is  supposed  that  these  light-draft  monitors  were  sent  to  Mobile 
Bay  in  the  expectation  that  v  ice- Admiral  Farragut  would  be  able 
to  pass  Dog  River  bar  and  attack  the  city,  but  as  the  proposed 
operation  has  been  found  impracticable,  and  the  vice-admiral  has 
given  up  his  command,  I  presume  that  what  remains  to  be  done  in 
Slat  locality  for  the  present,  at  least,  is  more  of  a  military  than  a 
naval  character,  and  that  the  only  use  for  ironclads  is  the  single 
purpose  mentioned  by  the  distin^ished  vice-admiral,  of  preventmg 
the  enemy's  reoccupation  of  Mobile  Bay,  where  there  is  ample  water 
for  the  Manhattan  and  Tennessee. 

I  trust  that  these  views  will  meet  the  Department's  approval,  and, 
in  this  event,  I  request  that  a  telegraphic  order  may  be  sent  to  Ccwi- 
modore  Livingston,  to  be  forwarded  by  him  by  special  messenger, 
directing  the  Manhattan  and  Tennessee  to  return  to  Mobile  Bay, 
and  on  their  arrival  there,  the  four  light-draft  monitors  to  rejoin 
this  squadron  and  proceed  without  delav,  two  to  Memphis  and  two 
to  Mound  City,  to  await  further  orders  from  me.

Mississippi  Squadron,  Flagship  Fairy, 

Tennessee  River,  January  9, 1865. 
Sir:  Lieutenant-Cdhimander  CornweU,  commanding  Second  and 
Third  Districts,  reports,  under  date  of  17th  December,  the  results 
accomplished  by  an  expedition  sent  to  the  head  of  navigation  in  Old 
River,  on  the  16th  instant,  to  capture  and  destroy  rebel  property  in 
retaliation  for  the  murder  of  Acting  Master  [Charles]  Thatcher,  of 
the  Gazette,  and  to  procure  supplies  for  the  army;  1,000  troops  were 
landed  at  Hog  Point,  and  1,000  embarked  on  transports  whicn,  with 
the  U.  S.  steamers  Nymph,  Kenwood,  Naiad,  and  Gazelle,  entered 
Old  River^  it  being  designed  that  the  two  forces  should  meet  at  or 
near  Williamsport.  The  troops,  with  a  company  of  sailors  from 
each  vessel,  were  landed  at  the  head  of  navigation,  and  in  pursuance 
of  the  orders  given  them,  burned  several  buildings  containing  a  large 
quantity  of  com,  sugar,  and  molasses;  there  were  no  means  of  trans- 
porting these  supplies  to  the  boats.  The  army  took  all  the  live  stock 
they  could  find.

1.  It  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  commanding  general  that  private 
boats  plying  on  the  Mississippi  River  and  its  tributaries  have  landed  and 
engaged  in  unlawful  trade  with  the  enemy  at  points  not  under  the  supervision 
of  trooi>s  or  gunboats,  and  without  the  permits  and  safe-conducts  required  by 
existing  regulations.  In  all  such  cases  military  commanders  are  directed,  and 
naval  commanders  are  requested,  to  cause  the  boats  to  be  seized  and,  with 
the  master  or  other  responsible  officer,  turned  over  to  the  nearest  military 
authority  for  trial  under  paragraph  6  of  the  Executive  order  of  September  24, 
1864,  and  paragraph  12  of  General  Order,  No.  80,  series  of  1864,  from  these 
headquarters. 

2.  Under  the  9th  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  2,  1864,  na 
permits  for  the  transportation  of  products  of  insurrectionary  districts,  or  for 
supplies  under  article  38  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  of  July  29,  1864,  can  be 
given,  unless  the  points  from  and  to  which  the  products  or  supplies  are  to  be 
transported  are  "within  the  lines  of  actual  occupation  by  the  military  forces 
of  the  United  States,"  as  indicated  by  the  published  orders  of  the  conunanding; 
general  of  the  department  or  district  so  occupied.  All  products  and  supplies: 
found  moving  in  violation  of  this  law  will  be  seized  and  turned  over  to  the 
purchasing  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department  for  the  district  in  which  they^ 
are  found. 

3.  To  prevent  any  misunderstanding  or  conflict  of  authority  under  the  pre-^ 
ceding  paragraphs,  it  is  announced  that  the  enforcement  of  the  blockade  on 
water  devolves  on  the  Navy,  and  of  nonlntercourse  on  land  upon  the  Army; 
and  the  seizures  and  arrests  therein  directed  will  be  made  by  military  com- 
manders only  when  the  boats  are  within  the  limits  of  their  Jurisdiction  at 
mUitary  posts  or  when  engaged  In  operations  In  the  field.  In  other  cases  the 
commander  of  the  naval  district  will  be  notified  and  requested  to  cause  the> 
boats  and  parties  to  be  seized  and  sent  in  for  trial. 

4.  In  answer  to  applications  for  information  and  complaints  of  exactions', 
and  other  wrongs  by  speculators,  it  Is  announced  that  persoi^  ivliOvgwu  or- 
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control  products  of  insurrectionary  districts  are  permitted  to  come  within  the 
lines  for  the  purpose  of  di^)OBing  of  their  products  under  the  8th  section  of 
the  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2,  1864,  and  that  a  pass  in  the  form  pre- 
scribed in  Gtoeral  Order,  No.  80,  will  Insure  their  protection,  unless  forfeited 
by  bad  faith  in  procuring  the  pass  or  by  misconduct  while  within  our  lines.

Letter  from  Lieutenant'Corrmumder  ComweU^  U,  S.  Na/vy^  to  Major- 
General  Canby^  U.  S.  Army^  regarding  regulation  of  trade  with 
plantations  under  goverrmient  management, 

U.  S.  S.  Choctaw, 
Bayou  Sara^  January  20^  1865. 
Sm:  In  your  communication  of  the  17th  instant  you  state  that 
there  are  a  number  of  plantations  along  the  river  cultivated  by 
"freed  labor"  under  the  orders  of  the  commander  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Gulf.  That  there  are  "plantations  worked  by  freed 
labor  "  I  know,  but  that  they  are  under  the  orders  of  or  in  any  way 
controlled  by  the  commander  of  the  department  is  new  to  me.  They 
can  not  be  visited  without  an  armed  lorce,  and  I  am  sure  that  any 
supplies  landed  for  such  plantations  are  immediately  sold,  or  the 
greater  part  of  them,  to  the  highest  bidder.  If  there  are  deserving 
people  outside  the  lines  of  military  occupation,  which  I  doubt,  it 
would  be  much  better  that  supplies  should  go  through  the  military 
posts ;  for,  if  landings  can  be  made  at  any  point,  there  is  no  telling 
what  will  be  landed ;  for  instance,  the  goods  lately  seized  at  Brull 
Landing.  There  are  not  gunboats  enough  to  cover  the  landings, 
there  being  but  four  to  patrol  a  distance  of  130  miles.  Article  38  of 
the  Treasury  Begulations,  of  July  29,  1864,  seems  to  refer  to  planta- 
tions within  our  lines.  Those  in  this  district  can  not  be  considered 
as  such,  although,  as  you  say,  they  have  heretofore  been  permitted 
to  ship  their  products  and  receive  their  supplies.  It  was  upon  my 
understanding  of  the  new  trade  regulations,  and  a  conversation  I 
had  with  you  about  a  month  ago  on  this  subject,  that  I  gave  orders 
to  prevent  the  landing  of  plantation  supplies  and  the  shipping  of 
products  except  on  regular  permits  from  O.  N.  Cutler.  I  wrote 
Admiral  Lee  a  letter  on  this  subject  two  weeks  since,  and  hope  to 
get  an  answer  by  next  mail.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  ComweU^  U.  S.  Navy^  regarding 
expedition  for  the  capture  of  a  ferryman  named  Terry ^  at  Mor- 
gamaj  La. 

U.  S.  S.  Choctaw, 
Bayou  Sara^  January  20^  1865. 
Sir:  Having  been  informed  that  a  man,  by  name  Terry,  was  in 
the  habit  of  carrying  passengers  and  the  mail  across  the  river  about^ 
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5  miles  above  this  place,  I  sent  an  armed  force  in  charge  of  Mr. 
Scott,  pilot,  and  in  tow  of  the  tugboat,  for  the  purpose  of  capturing 
him.  The  tug  kept  on  to  Morganza,  dropping  the  boat  at, the  proper 
place. 

Shortly  afterwards  the  ferryman,  thinking  all  was  right,  started 
across  in  a  small  skiff.  As  he  approached  the  boat  four  muskets 
were  fired  at  him,  which  turned  him  toward  the  shore.  Then  four 
more  were  fired.  By  this  time  he  had  reached  the  willows  that  grew 
thick  along  the  river  bank  and  would  no  doubt  have  made  his  escape 
but  for  the  energy  and  courage  of  Fredk.  Grerichton,  seaman,  wno 
jumped  overboard  and  caught  him  as  he  was  making  his  way  to  the 
land. 

The  mail,  if  he  had  any,  must  have  been  thrown  overboard.  Two 
letters  were  found  on  his  person,  however,  also  $300  in  gold,  nearly 
all  of  which  was  in  $20  pieces.  One  of  these  pieces  I  gave  to  Fredk. 
Gerichton  for  the  zeal  displayed  by  him.  The  rest  I  hold  subject 
to  your  order. 

The  prisoner,  Terry,  at  the  time  of  his  capture  was  prepared  for 
riding,  having  leggings  on  and  a  saddle  in  the  boat.  I  think  he 
must  have  made  a  habit  of  taking  the  mail  some  distance  by  land,  as 
well  as  across  the  river. 

He  is  well  known  to  have  been  engaged  in  this  same  business  for 
two  years. 

He  acknowledged  that  he  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  after  the  fall 
of  New  Orleans.

I.  Seized,  captured,  or  abandoned  property  that  may  come  into  the 
possession  of  tne  Navy  must  at  once  be  turned  over  to  the  nearest 
agent  of  the  Treasury  Department,  with  the  exception  made  in  the 
proviso  of  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  March  12, 
1863. 

II.  Property  coming  under  this  exception  must  be  turned  over  to 
the  nearest  military  commandant,  reserving  and  regularly  turning 
over  to  the  commandant  of  naval  station  at  Mound  City  for  issue 
any  portion  of  it  that  may  be  useful  to  the  Navy  or  to  the  naval  sta- 
tion, Mound  City.

Sir:  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  A.  X.  Gould,  commanding 
Forest  Rose^  reports  under  date  of  the  30th  of  December  that  on  the 
29th  December,  when  near  St.  Joseph,  La.,  he  observed  evidences 
of  a  boat  having  been  recently  hauled  up  on  the  Mississippi  shore. 
Landing  and  searching  the  bushes,  he  discovered  a  boat  on  a  wagon, 
the  boat  forming  the  wagon  box,  and  also  11  packages  of  salt  near  by. 
He  destroyed  the  boat  and  wagon  and  put  the  salt  aboard  his  vessel. 
Acting  Volunteer  liieutenant  G.  P.  Lord,  commanding  Chillicothe^ 
reports,  on  the  26th  December,  that  he  had  destroyed  two  small 
boats  and  a  large  scow  in  Buffalo  Bavou,  which  destroys  the  cross- 
ing there  for  rebel  soldiers.

Mississippi  Squadron,  Flagship  Black  Hawk, 

New  Orleans,  La.,  January  SO,  1865. 

Sm:  The  Department's  communication  of  23d  of  November,  en- 
quiring whether  Western  pilots  are  appointed  as  pilots  in  the  naval 
service  and  sworn  in  or  hired  temporarily,  was  duly  received. 

The  pressure  of  duty  in  connection  with  Army  operations  at  that 
time,  and  separation  from  my  files,  prevented  my  giving  the  subject 
prompt  attention.  I  have  issued  a  call  for  exact  information  on  the 
subject,  and  meanwhile  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department 
that  the  majority  of  the  pilots  employed  in  this  squaaron  are 
appointed  by  the  commander-in-chief  and  sworn  in;  some  are  hired 
temporarily  and  receive  the  same  pay  as  appointed  pilots.  I  enclose 
a  petition  signed  by  28  of  the  appointed  first-class  pilots  of  this 
squadron  for  an  increase  of  the  present  pay,  from  $250  to  $300  per 
month,  which  last  sum  they  state  was  the  rate  of  pay  established 
early  in  the  war  by  General  Grant's  order  for  pilots  on  Army  trans- 
ports, which  they  still  receive,  while  pilots  in  the  merchant  service, 
receive  from  $450  to  $750  per  month,  and  that  at  the  present  rates  of 
pay,  few  good  pilots  are  willing  to  enter  the  naval  service,  thus 
necessitating  the  employment  of  incompetent  men  or  causing  pecuni- 
arv  loss  to  those  of  ability  and  experience. 

t  recommend  this  increase  of  pay  to  the  favorable  consideration 
of  the  Department  both  as  just  and  economical.  It  has  been  custom- 
ary io  draft  them  from  the  pilot's  associations,  or  impress  them  sum- 
marily, for  temporary  service  from  boats  plying  on  the  river,  and, 
as  trade  is  increasing^  the  difficulty  of  getting  pilots  by  arbitrary 
means  will  be  greatly  increased. 

I  am  informed  that  the  provost-marshal  at  St.  Louis  decides  that 
a  pilot  is  not  excused  from  the  draft  because  he  is  at  the  time  a 
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pilot  in  the  Navy.  It  is  difficult  to  get  pilots,  and  a  great  misappli- 
cation of  them,  to  put  them  in  the  ranks  of  the  Army.  I  recommend 
that  it  be  made  the  duty  of  all  provost-mardials  promptly  to  turn 
over  to  the  commanding  officer  of  this  smiadron,  throurfi  the  com- 
mandant of  the  naval  station  at  Mound  City,  all  the  puots  for  the 
Western  waters  who  are  legally  drafted  for  military  service  in  the 
Army.

Sir:  The  undersigned,  pilots  in  the  U.  S.  Mississippi  Squadron, 
respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  for  a  long  time  past 
the  wages  of  pilots  in  the  merchant  service  and  army  transports  have 
been  in  excess  of  what  we  receive  in  the  squadron. 

Early  in  this  year  the  wages  of  pilots  on  army  transports  and  the 
Mississippi  Marine  Brigade  were  (by  order  of  General  Grant) 
established  at  $300  per  month,  and  every  pilot  working  on  army 
transport  is  receiving  that  money,  while  pilots  in  the  merchant 
service  are  receiving  much  more — say,  from  $450  to  as  much  as  $750 
per  month. 

At  the  present  rate  of  wages  few  good  pilots  are  willing  to  enter 
the  service,  thus  forcing  the  employment  of  incompetent  and  inex- 
perienced men  to  fill  vacancies,  to  the  great  detriment  of  the  service, 
besides  making  the  duties  of  competent  men  more  arduous. 

Many  of  us  have  been  in  the  service  a  long  time.  A  few,  frcwn  the 
first  organization  of  a  naval  force  on  these  waters,  and  we  do  not 
desire  to  leave  the  service,  but  we  do  think  our  willingness  to  serve 
our  country  should  not  be  made  a  matter  of  so  much  pecuniary  loss 
to  ourselves. 

We  therefore  respectfully  request  that  the  wages  of  first-class  pilots 
in  the  Mississippi  Squadron  be  $300  per  month.

whisky  which  had  been  smuggled  ashore  from  the  steamer  Joseph 
Pierce^  to  be  carried  outside  our  lines.  A  man  named  Michl.  Beres- 
ford  was  caught  in  the  act  of  burying  them.  He  was  turned  over 
to  the  provost-marshal  and  the  whisky  to  the  Treasury  agent  at 
Natchez.

The  foregoing  regulations  of  the  Treasury  Department,  in  relation 
to  leased  and  registered  plantations  and  the  care  and  support  of 
freedmen  in  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi,  are  published  for  general 
information,  and  the  following  rules  will  be  observed  in  carrying 
out  the  policy  of  the  Government  in  relation  to  these  interests: 

1.  The  plantations  to  be  leased  or  registered  under  articles  1  and 
8  of  these  regulations  will  be  limited  to  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi 
River,  such  of  its  tributaries  and  other  communications  as  are  under 
our  control,  and  to  such  interior  localities  as  may  be  within  the  range 
of  military  or  naval  supervision  and  control. 

2.  The  limits  of  military  occupation,  under  the  orders  of  depart- 
ment commanders,  will  be  so  far  extended  as  to  include  any  colo- 
nies, plantations,  farms,  or  other  industrial  occupations  that  may  be 
estaonshed,  leased,  registered,  or  otherwise  authorized  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  articles  1  and  3  of  the  aforesaid  regulations. 

3.  In  the  establishment  of  colonies  or  in  leasing  plantations  upon 
which  freedmen  are  or  may  be  employed,  care  will  be  taken  that 

'  they  are  not  so  distant  from  the  military  posts  that  are  or  may  here- 
after be  established,  as  to  expose  the  freedmen  so  employed  to  the 
danger  of  being  carried  off  and  again  reduced  to  a  state  of  slaveiy. 

4.  The  troops  to  be  employed  in  the  protection  of  plantations  will 
be  posted  in  strong  positions  for  the  protection  of  districts,  and  not  of 
isolated  plantations  or  individual  interests.  The  points  so  occupied 
will  be  selected  by  department  or  district  commanders,  and  will  be 
so  fortified  and  armed  as  to  be  able  to  resist  an  assault  and  hold  on 
until  relieved. 

5.  Such  protection  will  be  given  to  these  interests  as  may  be  con- 
sistent with  the  general  prosecution  of  military  operations,  but  it 
will  at  all  times  be  held  suoordinate  to  the  necessity  of  employing  the 
troops  for  offensive  military  operations,  and  the  troops  so  employed, 
with  the  exception  of  such  as  may  have  been  raised  for  this  special 
service,  will  be  regarded  as  in  tiie  field  and  held  in  the  state  of 
preparation  direct^  by  existing  orders.  Whenever  it  may  become 
necessary  to  withdraw  any  of  tne  troops  so  employed,  care  will  be 
taken  to  bring  the  negroes  to  a  place  of  security  within  the  new 
lines,  and  to  give  to  the  lessees  such  protection  m  removing  their 
property  as  may  be  necessary  and  practicable. 

6.  Owners  or  lessees  of  plantations,  or  the  parties  engaged  in  other 
pursuits,  under  the  authority  of  the  af  oresaia  regulations,  will  be  re- 
quired to  construct  stockades  or  such  other  temporary  defenses  as 
may  be  necessary  to  secure  their  laborers,  stock,  and  other  property 
from  the  danger  of  being  carried  off  or  destroyed  by  small  raiding 
parties  of  the  enemy. 

7.  The  hospital,  post,  and  other  taxes  heretofore  levied  by  military 
authority  upon  the  products  of  leased  or  registered  plantations,  cul- 
tivated m  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  articles  1  and  3  of  the 
aforesaid  regulations,  are  abolished,  it  being  understood  that  a  moiety

of  the  sums  realized  from  the  products  delivered,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  article  5,  are  to  be  turned  over  to  the  military  authorities  of 
the  district  in  which  the  plantations  are  located  in  lieu  of  the  said 
taxes. 

8.  Freedmen  employed  on  leased  plantations  or  other  industrial 
pursuits,  duly  authorized  under  the  foregoing  regulations,  will  not  be 
taken  from  their  employment  except  by  voluntary  enlistment  or  by 
draft  ordered  by  the  commander  of  the  division  or  the  commander 
of  a  department;  nor  will  they  be  impressed  for  labor  without  the 
authority  of  a  department  commander,  except  under  some  immediate 
and  m^essing  necessity. 

9.  The  horses,  mules,  and  other  stock,  and  the  provisions  and  other 
supplies  intended  and  necessary  for  the  cultivation  of  leased  planta- 
tions, home  colonies,  or  other  duly  authorized  pursuits,  will  not  be 
subject  to  seizure  or  impressment,  except  in  case  of  immediate  neces- 
sity, and  under  such  rules  as  may  be  established  by  department 
commanders. 

10.  Commanders  of  districts  will  act  in  concert  with  the  Treasury 
agents  in  regulating  the  quantity  and  character  of  supplies  to  ble 
allowed,  and  will  determine  the  manner  and  route  by  which  they  are 
to  be  sent  in  and  products  brought  out.  Supplies  and  products  so 
"  permitted  "  will  not  be  subject  to  seizure  or  detention,  except  for 
manifest  fraud  in  character,  quantity,  or  destination. 

11.  As  the  care  and  support  of  freedmen  is  devolved  upon  the 
Treasury  Department  by  the  law  of  July  2, 1864,  all  persons  of  that 
class  now  under  the  control  of  the  army,  except  such  as  are  in  the 
military  service  by  enlistment,  contract,  or  hire,  and  all  unemployed 
freedmen 'who  may  hereafter  be  found  at  or  in  the  vicinity  of  any 
military  posts  within  the  insurrectionary  districts  will  be  turned 
over  to  the  proper  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department.  Command- 
ers of  departments  will  give  the  necessary  orders  for  these  transfers, 
but  will  previously  arrange  with  the  supervising  special  agents  the 
term  of  transfer,  so  as  to  avoid  any  embarrassment  to  either  branch 
of  the  service.  Proper  directions  also  will  be  given  for  the  disposi- 
tion of  any  public  funds  or  property  connected  with  these  establish- 
ments and  for  the  fulfillment  of  any  contract  or  obligations  that  have 
been  entered  into  under  military  authority.  Officers  or  agents  of 
the  Army  now  on  duty  in  connection  with  establishments  of  freed- 
men will  be  relieved  and  returned  to  their  proper  duties  as  soon  as 
they  can  be  replaced  by  the  agents  appointed  by  the  Treasury  De- 
partment. 

12.  Department  and  district  commanders  will  establish  such  sup- 
plementary regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  fully  the 
objects  and  intentions  of  the  aforesaid  regulations  of  the  Treasury 
Department  and  of  this  order,  and  will  give  to  the  officers  and  agents 
of  that  department  any  facilities  and  assistance  that  may  be  needed 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties.

Off  Skipwith*s  Landing^  February  3^  1865, 
Sir  :  I  respectfully  report  that  everything  is  quiet  in  this  district 
Deserters  are  constantly  coming  in  from  the  Louisiana  shore.  Some 
few  days  ago  I  received  a  commimication  from  Acting  Master 
Thomas  Gibson,  commanding  the  Marmora^  stating  that  a  Confed- 
erate lieutenant  and  six  Confederate  soldiers  came  to  the  Arkansas 
shore  under  a  flag  of  truce  and  gave  themselves  up  as  deserters-  The 
men,  horses,  and  equipments  were  sent  to  mouth  of  White  River 
and  turned  over  to  the  military  authorities.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report : 
On  the  31st  January  I  made  prisoner  at  Compromise,  Ky.,  of  a 
man  calling  himself  Alexander  Calder,  claiming  to  belong  to  the 
Twelfth  IVfissouri  Cavalry,  •who  says  he  was  cut  off  from  his  com- 
mand near  Clifton,  Tenn.,  some  four  months  since,  and  in  trying  to 
return  to  our  lines  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  rebels,  whose  forces  he 
joined,  as  he  says,  to  save  his  life.    He  is  charged  by  the  citizens  near 
where  I  captured  him  as  being  an  independent  guerrilla. 

On  the  2d  instant  I  sent  an  expedition  on  shore  near  Mitchell's 
Landing,  on  Tennessee  shore,  at  foot  of  Island  [No.]  18,  to  look  for 
smugglers,  where  they  came  upon  the  following-named  rebel  soldiers, 
idz :  Lieutenant  James  Johnson  and  Privates  W.  T.  Dement,  H.  A. 
Nettle,  and  Daniel  Reeder,  of  Fifth  Arkansas  Regiment,  on  their 
way  home  on  furlough  from  Hood's  army,  making  preparations  to 
cross  the  river.    I  have  them  now  on  board  as  prisoners. 

I  respectfully  request  of  you  orders  as  to  the  disposition  to  make 
of  the  above-mentioned  prisoners.

U.  S.  S.  Choctaw, 
Bayou  Sara^  February  ^/,  1866. 

Sir  :  For  a  few  days  after  you  passed  this  place  on  your  way  up 
the  river  the  people  were  in  a  great  state  of  excitement,  in  anticipa- 
tion of  a  speedy  peace,  as  the  peace  commissioners  had  at  that  time 
just  left  Eichmond  for  an  interview  with  Mr.  Lincoln.  But  it  was 
soon  known  to  them  that  nothing  could  be  expected,  and  I  have 
since  noticed  a  stronger  rebel  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  influential 
people.  There  seems  to  be  stronger  efforts  made  now  than  ever  to 
obtain  conscripts.  A  number  ot  yoimg  men  have  come  in,  taken 
the  oath  of  allegiance,  and  gone  to  the  city  to  avoid  being  pressed 
into  the  service.  I  am  told  that  at  Clinton  even  the  Jews  were  car- 
ried off  to  the  camp,  although  they  are  said  to  be  willing  to  pay  any 
sum  of  money  to  get  clear. 

On  the  8th  I  took  this  vessel  to  Baton  Bou^e  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  the  crew  a  chance  to  go  on  shore,  as  tney  have  not  had  an 
opportunity  to  do  so  for  about  a  year.  There  was  a  circus  playing 
tnere  at  the  time,  which  I  thought  would  make  it  much  more  inter- 
esting to  them.  The  men  behaved  very  well  and  came  on  board 
punctually  and  sober.    I  only  had  to  send  for  two  men.

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During  the  time  I  was  absent  from  Bayou  Sara  I  left  the  Nymfh 
to  look  out  for  the  coal  barges.  Acting  Master  P.  Donnelly  in- 
formed me  on  my  return  that  on  the  night  of  the  11th  some  cotton 
was  brought  into  the  river  bank  by  an  old  lady  named  Mathews,  and 
that  she  had  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  in  preventing  the  lieutenant  in 
charge  of  the  rebel  pickets  from  burning  it.  He,  tiie  lieutenant,  was 
only  deterred  by  the  fear  of  having  the  town  dielled,  which  the 
people  in  town  assured  him  would  immediately  follow  the  first 
appearance  of  a  blaze. 

The  next  morning  Acting  Master  Donnelly  landed  about  >40  men 
and  marched  rapidly  up  town  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  off  any 
rebels  who  might  be  in  tne  lower  town.  Two  were  seen  and  fired  at, 
but  as  they  were  some  distance  away,  and  mounted,  they  escaped. 
One  of  them  received  a  slight  wound  in  the  hand.  While  Acting 
Master  P.  Donnelly  was  ashore  with  his  men.  Lieutenant  [J.  B. j 
Bridges,  C.  S.  Army,  sent  a  flag  of  truce  to  him  for  the  purpose  oi 
having  an  understanding  about  firing  on  each  other's  men  in  the 
lower  town.  I  was  told  by  Acting  Master  P.  DonneUy  that  arrange- 
ments had  been  made  not  to  do  so. 

When  I  returned  I  sent  a  message  to  Lieutenant  Bridges  requesting 
an  interview.  He  met  me,  and  said  that  he  had  only  refrained  from 
firing  on  our  men  through  the  earnest  entreaty  of  many  ladies,  but 
that  as  nothing  would  probably  result  from  such  picket  firing,  he 
was  willing,  so  far  as  his  authority  went,  to  make  that  part  ol  the 
town  near  the  river  neutral  ground.  This  seemed  to  be  done  on  his 
part  with  great  doubt  as  to  whether  it  would  meet  the  approval  of 
Colonel  [John]  Griffith,  his  immediate  commander.  I  told  him  that 
I  was  not  at  all  anxious  on  the  subject ;  that  we  were  never  on  shore 
except  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  the  inhabitants,  who  were  constantly 
asking  and  receiving  favors  from  us,  and  that  any  firing  on  our  men, 
under  such  circumstances,  would  be  returned  by  the  vessel.  He  also 
told  me  that  he  was  stationed  at  this  point  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
venting cotton  coming  in,  and  that  his  orders  were  to  bum  it  if  found 
on  the  way  to  the  enemy  and  likely  to  get  into  his  handa 

I  also  asked,  by  request  of  the  widow  of  the  late  Lieutenant- 
Commander  J.  E.  Hart,  U.  S.  Navy,  whose  body  now  lies  in  the 
churchyard  at  St.  Francisville,  for  permission  to  take  it  up  and  send 
it  to  her.    I  have  not  yet  received  an  answer. 

On  Saturday,  the  18th  instant,  9  bales  of  cotton  were  brought  in 
bv  a  Jew  to  the  river  bank,  to  the  south  of  the  town  and  nearly 
abreast  of  this  vessel.  I  was,  however,  not  informed  of  it,  or  I  would 
have  sent  the  tug  for  it.  The  next  morning,  at  3 :  30,  it  was  burned. 
I  did  not  fire  on  the  cotton  burners — firstly,  because  I  did  not  see  any 
of  them  near  the  fire;  secondly,  the  shell  would  have  gone  into  the 
houses;  and,  thirdly,  I  have  no  instructions  to  do  so.  Yesterday, 
again,  15  bales  were  brought  in,  down  a  bayou  at  the  north  of  the 
town.  I  was  requested  to  take  it  on  an  empty  coal  barge  to  a  place  of 
safety.  While  the  barge  was  being  towed  over  the  rebels  discovered 
the  cotton  and  set  it  on  fire.  Our  men  arrived  in  time  to  extinguish 
the  fire  and  save  all  but  about,  perhaps,  1  bale.  I  am  in  hopes  that 
the  people,  who  are  now  for  some  reason  very  anxious  to  get  their 
cotton  to  market,  may  rise  in  force  against  their  oppressors.  This  is 
only  a  hope,  for  they  have  borne  already  far  beyond  the  point  when 
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forbearance  ceases  to  be  a  virtue.  The  people  here,  however,  tell  me 
there  will  be  a  change  and  that  cotton  will  be  allowed  to  come  in. 
One  lady,  Mrs.  M.  White,  a  niece  of  ex-Governor  Wickliffe,  told  me 
her  husband  had  17,000  bales,  which  he  intended  shipping.  This,  she 
said,  was  understood  to  be  Confederate  cotton,  but  in  fact  it  was  not. 
I  know  that  her  husband  is  not  able  to  control  so  much  privatelv 
and  that  he  has  been  in  the  C.  S.  Army  as  quartermaster  or  a  clerk 
in  that  branch  of  the  service.  There  were  about  15  bales  shipped  the 
other  day  from  a  landing  about  5  miles  below  this.  I  sent  the  tug  for 
it,  as  the  owner,  Mr.  or  Mrs.  Flowers,  seemed  to  be  afraid  it  would  be 
burned.  I  have,  however,  since  heard  that  the  probable  reason  of  its 
being  allowed  to  come  out  was  that  tiie  pickets  live  at  her  house  and 
that  the  supplies  she  expects  to  bring  up  will  be  partly  for  their  use. 
In  fact,  I  believe  the  rebels  will  not  allow  any  to  be  sold  except  for 
their  own  use.  This  is  on  the  east  side  of  the  river.  There  does  not 
seem  to  be  the  same  restrictions  on  the  west  side,  although  the  rebel 

fovemor  in  his  message  is  decidedly  opposed  to  trading  with  the 
ateful  Yankees. 

I  send  you  a  copy  of  the  message,  which  I  think  you  will  find  inter- 
esting. 

There  is  not  much  cotton,  however,  being  shipped  from  the  west 
bank,  not  more  than  50  bales  since  you  were  here,  owing,  I  think,  to 
the  low  prices.  There  has  been  a  large  quantity  purchaSwi  by  specu- 
lators and  payments  made  on  it,  but  the  low  prices  now  mate  them 
rather  willmg  to  lose  the  payments  already  made  than  to  complete 
the  bargain. 

On  the  evening  of  the  16th  the  Government  steamer  Rocket  came 
up  the  river  and  alongside,  having  on  board  Adjutant-General 
Tnomas.  I  was  not  on  board  at  the  time,  having  visited  a  cotton  boat 
lying  at  the  island.  General  Thomas  informed  the  executive  officer 
tnat  he  had  on  board  three  ladies,  whom,  with  some  family  supplies 
for  each,  he  wished  to  land  on  the  west  side  of  the  river  at  Mrs. 
Bemis's  Landing.  He  also  said  they  had  been  fired  into  by  the  rebels 
at  Bayou  Goula,  while  visiting  an  old  friend  of  his  there,  a  Colonel 
Butler,  formerly  of  the  U.  ST  Army,  but  had  fortunately  escaped 
injury.  Himself  and  staff  believed  that  a  force  of  cavalry  had  spe- 
cial orders  to  follow  him  up  and  take  every  opportunity  to  kill  hmi, 
he  being  particularly  hateful  as  the  organizer  of  the  negro  forces. 
I  have  since  learned  from  various  sources  that  there  were  only  two 
rebels  present  at  the  "battle  of  Bayou  Goula."  The  general,  how- 
ever, expressed  a  willingness  to  risk  landing  to  see  the  ladies  safe  at 
home,  but  his  staff  remonstrated  so  strongly  against  such  an  unneces- 
sary risk  that  he  was  persuaded  to  remam  on  board  the  Choctmjo^ 
while  Mr.  Muncy,  the  executive  officer  of  this  vessel,  landed  his  boat. 

I  sometimes  get  word  from  parties  on  shore  that  there  will  be 
some  cotton  on  the  bank  in  the  morning.  It  is  rather  ridiculous  for 
us  to  be  called  on  to  assist  at  stealing  cotton  in  such  small  quan- 
tities, for  I  am  told  that  part  of  what  is  brought  in  is  stolen  from  the 
planters  back  in  the  country,  and  it  is  probably  true,  as  the  owners 
of  cotton  are  not  able  to  ship  it  now,  on  account,  they  say,  of  the 
construction  put  on  the  trade  law  by  Mr.  O.  N.  Cutler,  purchasing 
agent.  In  the  President's  order  on  the  subject  of  July  29,  1864,  he 
says  that  parties  selling  products  to  a  purchasing  agent  shall  be 
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allowed  to  invest  one-third  of  the  aggregate  amount  in  supplies. 
Mr.  Cutler,  they  say,  allowed  them,  after  taking  out  the  fourth  for 
the  Government  and  all  other  expenses,  amountmg  in  all,  generally, 
to  about  one-third  of  the  whole,  one-third  of  the.  remainder  in  sup- 
plies. They  are  also  subjected  to  much  delay  in  the  city  obtaining 
their  permits,  and,  after  the  cotton  is  sold,  obtaining  their  money. 
I  have  conversed  with  several  intelligent  planters,  who  say  that  no 
quantity  of  cotton  will  be  sold  before  it  is  a  dollar  per  pound.  This 
price  wiU  enable  them  to  realize  about  35  cents  per  pound,  after  pay- 
ing the  transportation  in  the  rebel  country,  "  jayhawkers,''  etc. 

I  was  informed  yesterday  by  a  nephew  or  cousin  (I  forget  which) 
of  Jeff  Davis,  a  Doctor  Smith,  that  some  rebel  cavalry,  about  50  in 
number,  were  going  to  cross  the  river  about  5  miles  below  this.  I 
sent  word  to  Port  Hudson  and  Morganza,  and  told  them  I  intended 
sending  a  party  of  men  down  in  boats  to  prevent  it  if  possible.  The 
officer  commanding  at  Port  Hudson  said  he  would  send  some  cavalry. 
1  sent  the  boats.  They  have  just  returned  (it  is  now  midnight) 
without  having  seen  anything  of  the  enemy.  Yet  I  feel  perfectly 
certain  that  the  information  was  correct.  The  enemy  may  have 
delayed  crossing  on  account  of  the  weather,  it  being  very  baa,  rain- 
ingnard  and  blowing  fresh. 

This  Doctor  Smith  has  given  me  several  pieces  of  information 
before  which  I  found  true.  He  always  expresses  his  willingness  to 
accompany  the  party  on  the  expedition,  and  once,  several  months 
ago,  he  did  go,  and  a  boat  was  captured.  He  is  a  singular  man, 
quite  intelligent,  but  much  given  to  opium  and  other  stimulants. 

There  is  another  nephew  of  Jeff  Davis,  also  a  Doctor  Smith,  that 
I  frequently  see  here.  He  is  at  present  laboring  to  corrupt  the 
lieutenant  commanding  the  pickets  at  St.  FrancisviUe  so  that  he  may 
neglect  his  duty  and  allow  cotton  to  come  in.  I  do  not  think  he  has, 
as  yet,  fully  succeeded. 

I  have  given  orders  to  the  vessels  in  the  district  not  to  interfere 
with  the  trade  or  travel  in  the  river.     If  the  army  authoriti^  give 
passes,  they  are  to  be  considered  sufficient

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Atkinson,  V.  S.  Navy,  com- 
manding V.  o.,S.  Sibyl,  regarding  reported  operations  of  the 
enemy  nsar  Com/m&rce  and  Buck  Island,  Miss. 

U.  S.  S.  Sibyl,  February  13,  1865. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  landing  at  Commerce, 
Miss.,  on  the  morning  of  the  11th  instant,  I  was  informed  by  a 
reliable  citizen  that  six  or  eight  wagons  loaded  with  ammunition 
passed  within  3  miles  of  his  house,  guarded  by  about  25  rebel  sol- 
diers. They  were  bound  up  the  river,  intending  to  cross  into  Arkan- 
sas.   Landmg  at  Buck  Island,  Mrs.  Geddes  told  me  that  the  rebs 
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crossed  powder  Thursday  night  above  the  island.  The  captain  of 
the  sunken  steamer  Bluff  City  told  me  that  he  was  on  the  mam  shore 
Thursday  night,  at  a  house  near  the  head  of  Buck  Island:  that  10 
or  15  wagons  came  there,  and  about  100  men,  at  about  10  o'clock,  and 
returned  before  daylight ;  that  he  heard  one  of  the  men  say,  on  their 
return,  that  when  they  got  the  skiff  to  cross,  a  boat  came  down  the 
river ;  that  he,  the  soldier,  was  scared ;  that  he  thought  it  was  "  one 

of  them  d — d  gunboats."    Landing  on  the  Arkansas  shore,  Mrs. 

Moloney  said  that  they  crossed  a  skiff  Thursday  night  from  Missis- 
sippi shore  above  her  house.  That  was  all  she  knew.  Landing  at 
Imller's,  about  10  miles  above,  opposite  Cow  Island,  a  man  named 
Jenkins,  who  had  been  conscripted,  begged  me,  for  God's  sake,  to 
send  himself  and  wife  to  Memphis,  which  I  did  on  steamer  Anme  E. 
Jenkins;  told  me  that  the  rebs  had  gone  above;  that  he  was  hid  in 
the  canebrake  for  fear  of  them;  that  they  had  three  6-pounder  can- 
non; that  they  were  at  Mayo's  place,  3  miles  back  from  the  river, 
about  25  of  them ;  his  wife  said  that  Saturday  morning  they  had  two 
big  guns  on  wheels.  The  above  is  all  the  information  I  nave  been 
able  to  obtain.    I  shall  make  further  enquiries.

Sir  :  I  req)ectfully  report  that  on  the  18th  instant,  about  10  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  while  tne  Mittie  Steph^ens  was  landing  near  Cole's 
Creek,  Miss.,  to  take  on  board  100  bales  of  cotton  "properly  per- 
mitted," she  was  fired  on  by  a  party  of  rebel  scouts,  doing  no  damage 
to  the  boat.  Afterwards  they  set  the  cotton  on  fire,  i  opened  fiJe 
on  them  as  soon  as  the  StepAens  got  clear,  so  that  I  could  bring  the 
^uns  of  this  vessel  to  bear,  driving  the  enemy  off.  I  then  steamed 
into  the  bank,  landed  an  armed  force,  and  put  the  fire  out,  saving 
all  the  cotton  except  5  bales ;  some  few  other  Dales  were  damaged.  I 
expended  the  following  ammunition,  viz,  four  32-pounder  5-second 
shells,  four  24-pounder  3-second,  and  six  24-pounder  l^-second 
shrapnel.

When  I  assumed  command  of  this  squadron  on  the  1st  day  of 
November  last.  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  James  Laning,  under 
the  authority  of  .Admiral  Porter,  was  engaged  in  preparing  to 
launch  the  Indianola^  which  had  been  sunk  in  action  with  the  enemy 
when  the  river  was  at  a  high  stage,  and  was  then  aground,  high  ana 
dry. 

Lieutenant  Laning  managed  this  whole  matter  very  well.  The 
Indianola  was  raised,  calked,  launched,  and,  when  the  river  rose, 
brought  safely  to  Mound  City  Naval  Station  for  repairs. 

My  thanks  are  hereby  tendered  to  Lieutenant  Laning  for  his  good 
services  on  this  occasion,  with  the  expression  of  my  regret  that  he 
has  since  resigned  from  the  naval  service.

confidential  circular  to  commanders  of  departments  and  districts 

within  this  division  and  to  request  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  issue 

such  orders  to  your  divisional  commanders  as  will  secure  increased 
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v^igilance  on  their  part  while  we  are  operating  east  of  the  Mississippi 
and  while  the  garrisons  guarding  the  river  are  temporarily  reduced. 
Our  operations  against  Mobile  will  commence  in  the  earlv  part  of 
next  month,  and  cooperative  cavalry  movements  will  take  place  from 
Vicksburg,  Memphis,  Baton  Rouge,  and  Pensacola.  The  navy  in 
Mobile  Bay  is  ready  to  do  their  part  of  the  work.  We  are  anxiously 
awaiting  tne  arrival  of  the  monitors  and.  tinclads  which  you  were 
kind  enough  to  promise  us.

Captain:  About  70  paroled  prisoners  were  sent  in  to  me  to-day 
from  Cahaba,  Ala,  Tney  report  that  on  the  train  with  them  from 
Meridian  to  Jackson  were  six  large  launches,  each  armed  with  a  12- 
pound  howitzer.  The  boats  came  up  from  Mobile,  and  each  had  a 
crew  of  15  men.  At  Jackson  the  prisoners  were  detained  three  days, 
and,  while  there,  learned  that  these  boats  went  up  on  the  railroad 
north  from  Jackson  and  were  sent  across  to  the  Yazoo  River.  They 
could  give  no  reliable  information  of  the  object  of  this  fleet,  and  I  am 
left  to  conjecture.  This  is  certain,  that  there  were  such  boats  and 
armed  as  I  have  stated,  and  I  can  imagine  no  use  they  can  be  put  to 
unless  they  are  to  be  taken  across  to  the  Mississippi  at  some  point, 
probably  near  Greenville,  and  used  to  board  and  capture  transports. 
I  consider  the  information  of  sufficient  importance  to  put  you  on  your 
piard.  It  would  not  be  difficult  for  six  such  boats,  armed  with  artil- 
fery  and  manned  by  desperate  men,  to  lie  in  wait  in  some  bayou 
until  a  transport  should  appear  in  sight  at  night  and  then  intercept 
her  and  pour  such  a  fire  into  her  as  to  bring  her  to  bay  and  finally 
to  enable  them  to  board  and  capture  her. 

•It  may  be  well  to  caution  the  transports  to  keep  a  sharp  lookout 
after  night. 

They  may  have  no  such  design  as  I  have  intimated,  but  no  harm 
can  arise  from  keeping  a  sharp  lookout.

I  beg  leave  to  enclose  for  your  information  a  copy  of  a  letter  which 
Major-General  Washburn,  at  Vicksburg,  has  written  to  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Bacon,  relative  to  movements  of  the  enemy  with  armed 
launches  on  the  Yazoo  or  in  that  vicinity.  I  do  not  know  whether  he 
forwarded  a  copy  to  you,  but  I  considered  it  important  that  you 
should  have  the  intelligence,  and  I  hope  it  will  not  be  inconvenient  to 
have  the  river  patrolled  as  actively  as  possible  from  Vicksburg  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Arkansas.  It  is  not  improbable  that  the  rebels  have 
at  their  command  a  large  number  of  bateaux,  skiffs,  and  other  floats 
which  they  can  use  in  the  Yazoo  and  its  confluents,  and  it  is  known 
that  they  have  one  small  steamboat  there.  I  can  only  conjecture  what 
they  intend  to  do  with  the  water  craft  which  General  Washburn 
reports  having  been  sent  up  the  Mississippi  Central.  Three  ideas 
suggest  themselves — first,  the  capture  of  Mississippi  steamboats  or 
the  surprise  of  a  gunboat;  second,  the  crossing  oi  a  force  from  the 
trans-Mississippi  to  the  east  side ;  third,  the  embarkation  of  a  divi- 
sion in  small  craft  on  the  Yazoo  and  dropping  down  in  the  night  to 
the  Mississippi  and  attempting  a  landing  by  surprise  on  the  levee 
inside  the  works  of  Vicksburg,  to  destroy  the  arsenal,  magazines, 
and  other  public  property,  or  to  attempt  the  capture  of  the  place  in

Sir  :  I  have  received  to-night  a  letter  from  General  Dana,  enclosing 
a  copy  of  General  Washburn's  letter  to  you  of  22d.  Besides  the  six 
launches,  armed  with  2-pounder  howitzers,  the  enemv  have  other 
craft  on  the  Yazoo  and  its  confluents,  and  it  is  known  that  they  have 
one  small  steamboat  there.  Their  object  may  be  the  capture  of 
Mississippi  steamboats,  the  surprise  of  a  gunboat,  the  crossmg  of  a 
force  from  the  trans-Mississippi  to  the  east  side,  the  embarkation  of  a 
division  on  the  Yazoo,  to  drop  down  by  night  into  the  Mississippi, 
attempt  to  surprise  Vicksburg  and  destrov  the  arsenal  and  magazines 
inside  the  levee  there,  or  capture  the  place  in  the  present  reduced 
state  of  its  garrison. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  watch  the  Yazoo  and  look  out  for  Vicksburg 
and  to  patrol  the  river  with  all  the  movable  vessels  actively  between 
Vicksburg  and  the  Arkansas,  with  a  special  view  to  prevent  crossing 
and  captures. 

I  shall  dispatch  the  new  gunboat  Colossus  to  you  to-morrow  morn- 
ing, and  have  ordered  Lieutenant  Foster  to  send  you  the  General 
Bragg  until  you  are  suflSciently  reinforced,  which  will  be  done  as 
soon  as  possible,  when  you  will  return  her  to  his  division. 

Great  vigilance  must  be  exercised  on  board  all  the  gunboats  every 
night  in  thick  weather  to  prevent  surprise.  You  and  your  vessel 
and  a  tinclad  should  be  at  Vicksburg  or  off  the  Yazoo,  which  are 
more  important. points  now  than  Skipwith's  Landing.  If  you  have 
no  gimboat  for  Skipwith's  Landing,  its  occupancy  must  oe  aban- 
doned. Do  not  allow  your  tug  to  be  used  in  place  of  rowboats,  but 
use  her  as  a  steam  guard  and  picket  boat  at  a  convenient  distance 
ahead  of  j^our  vessel,  to  give  you  timely  notice,  with  concerted  sig- 
nals, especially  while  you  are  off  the  Yazoo.  Keep  me  advised  of  the 
situation  of  your  operations  and  of  the  movements  of  the  vessels, 
statingwithin  what  limits  each  moves.

The  general  says  it  is  cer- 
tain that  there  are  such  boats  and  so  armed,  and  he  conjectures  that 
thev  will  be  sent  to  the  Mississippi,  probably  at  Greenville,  to  board 
and  capture  transports. 

II.  General  Dana  says  the  enemy  are  known  to  have  a  small  steam- 
boat and  perhaps  other  water  craft  in  the  Yazoo,  and  their  object 
may  be  to  capture  Mississippi  steamboats  or  surprise  a  gunboat,  to 
cross  a  force  from  the  trans-Mississippi  to  the  east  side,  to  embark 
a  division  on  the  Yazoo,  drop  down  by  night  and  attempt  to  surprise 
and  capture  Vicksburg  or  destroy  the  arsenal,  magazine,  etc.,  on  the 
levee  inside  the  works. 

III.  Commanding  officers  will  themselves  notify  the  transports 
that  the  enemy  has  these  armed  boats,  with  which,  coming  out  of 
creeks  and  bayous,  they  may  attempt  to  surprise  and  capture  them. 

IV.  Divisional  officers  will  keep  their  movable  vessels  on  an  active 
and  vigilant  patrol  of  their  sections  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  suc- 
ceeding in  any  of  his  supposed  or  probable  purposes.  Disabled  and 
stationary  vessels  should  be  very  vigilant. 

V.  Gunboats  passing  a  military  post  where  there  is  no  stationary 
vessel  will  always,  when  practicable,  commimicate  with  the  com- 
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mandant  to  afford  an  opportunity  to  give  and  receive  information. 
It  may  be  necessary  to  assist  threatened  points,  weakened  by  tem- 
porary- withdrawal  of  troops. 

VI.  Take  proper  precaution  at  all  times  against  surprise,  but  es- 
pecially when  lying  near  tributaries  from  which  there  is  reason  to 
suppose  the  enemy  may  issue  with  an  armed  force.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication of  1st  instant,  in  reference  U>  the  armed  launches  of  the 
enemy  on  the  Yazoo  or  in  that  vicinity.  In  replj^  I  have  the  honor 
to  state  that  I  have  been  imable  to  gather  anything  more  but  con- 
firmatory reports  of  what  has  already  been  communicated  to  you. 
I  forwarded  you  yesterday  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Major-General 
Dana  to  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  which  contains  about  all  the  suggestions 
I  am  at  this  time  able  to  make.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  they 
intend  mischief  at  some  point,  and,  if  you  think  proper,  it  might  be 
well,  as  a  precautionary  measure,  to  anchor  the  Louisville  off  or  near 
this  city,  as  you  intimate  in  your  communication.

Snt:  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  from  the  Department  of 
two  copies  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Journal  of  the  18th  instant,  con- 
taining an  article  signed  ^  Officer,'^  entitled  ^^  Gunboat  traffic  on  the 
Tennessee."  My  attention  had  already  been  called  to  this  article  and 
I  have  referred  the  matter  to  the  district  commander  for  investiga- 
tion and  report. 

As  far  as  I  am  aware,  there  is  no  foundation  for  these  charges  of 
extensive  trade.  The  exchange  with  well-disposed  persons  of  salt 
:and  similar  articles  for  mess  supplies  only  has  oeen  practiced  by  the 
•officers,  and  to  some  extent  pernaps  by  the  crews,  of  vessels  in  the 
'Tennessee  and  throughout  the  squadron.  The  proceeding  was  iimo- 
*cent  and  necessary,  and  has  been  permitted  both  by  Rear- Admiral 
Porter  and  myself.  The  investigation  now  in  progress  will  determine 
whether  or  not  the  charges  of  wholesale  trade  are  alone  based  on  this 
tsmall  barter  for  poultry^  ^gs^  etc.,  for  the  messes.  If  the  abuse 
-stated  really  exists,  it  willl>^  at  once  suppressed  and  the  persons 
^engaged  in  it  held  to  account. 

There  is  a  large  and  growing  trade  on  the  Western  rivers  with  the 
insurrectionary  region  under  Treasury  permits.

Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  the  16th  instant,  informing  me  that  two  ironclaos  and  four 
tinclads  have  been  ordered  by  you  to  report  to  Commodore  Palmer. 
These  vessels  have  not  yet  arrived,  but  when  they  come,  I  have  no 
doubt  that  their  services  will  realize  all  our  anticipations. 

The  late  severe  rains  in  this  re^on  have  interfered  veir  materially 
with  the  movement  of  troops.  It  is  now  bright  and  dry  weather, 
and  if  it  continues  so  we  may  hope  soon  to  1^  able  to  go  to  work 
with  fair  prospects  of  good  results. 

Reports  recently  received  from  Mobile  concur  in  the  statement 
that  a  number  of  armed  launches  have  been  sent  in  the  direction  of 
Jackson,  Miss.,  with  the  evident  design  of  interfering  with  shipping 
on  the  river,  or  perhaps  with  the  intention  of  covermg  the  transfer 
of  rebel  troops  trom  the  west  side  of  the  river.  I  have  given  due 
notice  to  divisional  commanders  of  your  squadron  between  Ked  River 
and  Memphis. 

During  my  absence  I  have  authorized  Generals  Hurlbut  and  Dana 
to  approve  all  permits  and  safe-conducts,  which,  heretofore,  under 
General  Orders  No.  80,  required  my  own  approval.  The  officers  of 
your  squadron  have  all  been  notified  accordingly. 

I  thank  you  for  your  hearty  cooperation  on  all  occasions,  and  for 
your  kind  wishes  for  our  success.

Report  of  Acting  Voltmteer  Lieutenant  Wa^son^  U.  S.  Navy^  re- 
garding raid  upon,  and  affairs  in  vicimty  of,  Hickman,  Ky. 

U.  S.  S.  Hastings, 
Off  Eichman,  Ky,,  February  S8,  1865. 
Sir  :  I  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report  to  you  a  raid  made  upon 
this  place  yesterdav,  in  the  absence  of  the  gunboat,  bv  a  party  of 
guerrillas  said  to  belong  to  Quantrill's  command.  They  came  in 
about  10  a.  m.,  commenced  plundering  the  stores  and  dwelling  houses, 
abusing  and  beating  the  citizens,  women  and  children  included,  shoot- 
ing at  them,  compelling  them  to  give  up  thc^  money  in  their  posses- 
sion ;  set  fire  to  their  buildings,  one  or  which  was  entirely  burned 
up;  remained  in  town  until  4  p.  m«  leaving  on  the  appearance  of 
the  Hastings  coming  up  the  river.  They  carried  with  them  a  large 
amount  of  money,  supplies,  and  whisky,  the  latter  articles  having 
been  landed  recently  from  transports.  I  have  been  informed  that 
whenever  the  gunboat  is  absent  there  are  always  from  five  to  thirty 
rebels  in  the  town.    They  are  enticed  here  principally  by  tl^  largf 
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amount  of  goods  landed  and  permitted  from  Cairo.  It  has  been  the 
custom  of  persons  living  in  the  western  part  of  Tennessee  to  ^  to 
Cairo,  purchase  goods,  have  them  permitted  to  some  point  in  Ken- 
tuclgr — ^usually  Hicbnan  and  Wateon's  Landing,  the  former  only 
5  miles,  the  latter  half  a  mile  from  the  State  line — and  carry  them 
to  Tennessee.  These  people  informed  me  that  the  question  is  never 
asked  at  Cairo  whether  thev  live  in  KentucW  or  Tennessee.  I  am 
also  informed  that  nearly  all  the  goods  landed  at  this  point  are  sold 
in  Tennessee,  which,  by  the  military  regulations,  is  prohibited  unless 
received  in  exchange  for  cotton.  The  trade  and  travel  to  this  point 
is  very  extensive.  One  boat  loaded  $26,000  worth  of  goods,  nearly  all 
of  which  went  to  Tennessee,  permitted  for  Kentucky,  from  Cairo.

U.  S.  S.  Choctaw, 
Off  Bayou  Sara^  La.^  March  6^  1865, 

Sir:  Since  my  report  of  February  23  there  has  been  such  a  con- 
tinuation of  baa  weather  that  but  little  cotton  has  been  shipped,  the 
roads  being  in  such  a  bad  condition  that  it  could  not  be  hauled  to  the 
river.  I  am  told  by  parties  who  wish  to  ship  it  that  the  rebel  pickets 
will  allow  it  to  pass  for  a  certain  amount  of  money  per  bale,  although 
their  orders  are  positively  to  the  contrary. 

The  influential  people  seem  to  be  ready  for  any  change  that  will 
bring  peace,  especially  since  Sherman's  great  success. 

On  the  28th  of  February  the  army  transport  John  Raine^  with 
about  500  colored  troops  on  board,  came  up  the  river.  The  oflBcer  in 
charge  reported  that  at  Waterloo,  7  miles  below  this  place,  a  party 
of  guerrillas  had  fired  on  the  steamer  with  musketnr  and  wounded 
5  men,  and  that  the  passenger  packet  Missouri  was  nred  into  on  the 
way  down  at  the  same  time.  1  immediately  placed  a  smooth-bored 
12-pounder  howitzer  on  the  tug  Hyacinth  and  sent  Acting  Ensign 
M.  B.  Muncy,  with  20  men,  down  tne  river  to  see  that  the  Missouri 
had  passed  the  place  in  safety.  It  being  dark  at  the  time,  the  tug 
steamed  down  tne  opposite  shore  until  below  Waterloo.  Finding 
the  Missouri  had  gone  by  safely,  she  turned  and  passed  up  the  west 
shore.  When  abreast  oi  Waterloo  the  Hyacinth  was  fired  into  by 
musketry,  which  was  returned  both  by  musketry  and  the  howitzer; 
the  enemy  immediately  fled.  The  women  and  children  were  heard 
crying.  Some  of  the  men  came  to  the  bank  and  begged  of  them  to 
fire  no  more,  saying  that  they  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  firing,  and 
Mr.  Muncy,  I  thum  very  properly,  ceased  firing,  although  by  order 
No.  4  we  are  directed  to  do  all  the  damage  possil3le  to  the  enemy  in 
the  vicinity  where  firing  has  taken  place.  I  have  since  talked  with 
people  residing  in  Waterloo,  and  they  state  that  the  firing  was  done 
by  a  party  of  men  under  a  man  named  Williams,  who,  they  say,  has 
been  an  oflBcer  in  the  C.  S.  Army^  but  he  has  deserted  his  command, 
which  is  now  east  of  the  Mississippi.  This  man  Williams  told  the 
people  of  Waterloo  that  as  he  could  not  get  any  conscripts  there  he 
would  fire  into  steamers,  which  woiild  cause  the  place  to  be  burned. 

Expended  2  canister  and  2  shrapnel  (12-pounder  howitzer)  the 
night  of  the  firing. 

On  Wednesday,  March  1,  the  Vickdburg  packet  Grey  Eagle  was 
fired  into  about  7  miles  above  this  place,  near  Morganza,  by  the 
same  party,  but  no  damage  was  done.  I  communicated  with  General 
J^Edmund  J.]  Davis  immediately  after  the  John  Rome  was  fired 
into.  He  said  that  he  had  telegraphed  to  (General  Herron  at  Baton 
Bouge  in  reference  to  the  subject,  and  had  requested  that  a  party 
of  cavalry  of  suflScient  strength  be  sent  from  there  to  devastate  the 
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whole  country  to  Bayou  Atchafalaya,  if  the  firing  did  not  cease 
at  once.  I  told  the  general  that  I  was  under  the  impression,  from 
what  I  had  heard  Mr.  Batt  Barrow  say,  that  the  commander  of 
the  rebel  forces  in  this  vicinity,  Captain  Ratliff,  was  as  much  opposed 
to  firing  on  steamers  as  we  were,  and  that  I  thought,  before  any 
action  was  taken,  that  Captain  Ratliff  ^ould  be  communicated  with. 
The  general  did  not  wisn  to  communicate  with  him,  but  said  he 
would  be  glad  to  see  Mr.  Barrow,  who'  is  Captain  Ratliffs  cousin. 
I  wrote  A&.  Barrow  a  note  that  evening,  and  yesterday  he  came  on 
board.  I  went  with  him  to  Morganza,  where  we  had  a  conversation 
with  General  [Thos.  J.]  McKean,  who  commands  that  post  at 
present. 

I  enclose  a  note  from  Captain  Ratliff  to  Mr.  Barrow,  intended  for 
my  information.  I  wiU  await  your  orders  before  I  take  any  further 
action  in  the  case.  I  was  told  yesterday  evening  by  a  Mrs.  Chinn, 
who  lives  back  in  the  country  where  Ratliff  stays,  that  she  saw  a 
party  of  his  men  in  charge  of  some  jayhawkers  as  she  came  toward 
the  river.  This  Mrs.  Chmn  is  a  very  rich  widow,  and  says  she  is 
very  anxious  for  peace.  She,  however,  has  a  son  in  the  rebel  armv, 
now  a  prisoner  at  Elmira,  N.  Y.  She  has  a  plantation  on  each  side 
of  the  river  and  sometimes  wishes  to  cross.  I  had  her  taken  across 
this  morning  with  three  small  children,  a  carriage,  and  two  mules. 
I  think,  from  your  general  instructions  while  here,  that  I  was  author- 
ized to  do  so.  She  3iips  cotton  to  New  Orleans,  x  ou  may  remember 
having  seen  some  of  her  cotton  in  one  of  our  coal  barges  while  here. 

I  met  the  captain  commanding  the  pickets  at  St.  Francisville  a  few 
dajrs  ajgo,  and  was  told  by  him  that  our  people  would  not  be  molested 
while  m  the  lower  town.  Since  then  the  officers  and  a  few  men  have 
visited  the  shore.  I  think  this  will  be  a  good  arrangement,  as  it  will 
prevent  trouble  with  this  poor,  miserable  town,  already  in  ruins.  I 
will  endeavor  to  keep  the  vessels  in  this  district  patrolling  the  river, 
so  that  any  move  by  the  enemy  will  be  known,  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Nazad  has  just  returned  from  New  Orleans. 

The  Nymph  is  at  Red  River  repaiiing,  and  will  probably  not  be 
finished  for  a  week.

Sir  :  In  my  last  letter  to  you  I  referred  to  the  fact  that  parties  on 
shore  had  been  firing  upon  boats  passing  up  and  down  the  river. 
I  had  an  interview  with  the  military  authorities,  and  laid  before 
them  a  proposition  made  to  me  through  a  friend  by  Captain  Ratliff, 
commanding  the  rebel  forces  this  side  the  Atchafalaya.  Captain 
Ratliff  proposed  to  clear  the  country  of  jayhawkers,  provided  he 
was  not  interfered  with  by  our  forces  while  doing  it.  The  military 
authorities  and  Captain  Katliff  came  to  an  understanding,  and  he, 
the  captain,  is  now  making  the  country  too  hot  for  the  marauders. 
Enclosed  I  send  you  a  letter  from  Captain  Ratliff  concerning  the 
matter.

Bemiss  Landing,  March  17^  1865. 
Captain:  By  an  arrangement  with  General  Herron,  I  this  morn- 
ing started  squads  of  men  after  a  lot  of  jayhawkers,  and  I  under- 
stand, when  I  reached  New  Road,  that  the  jayhawkers  had  become 
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alarmed  and  were  making  their  way  to  the  Mississippi  River  or  ther 
Federal  lines  at  Morganza.  Shoula  O^Neil  and  his  men  come  within 
vour  lines  it  is  but  justice  to  me  and  the  arrangement  that  these  men 
be  shot  at  once  or  delivered  up  to  me. 

I  have  also  to  represent  that  a  body  of  men  (about  40  in  number),, 
and  principally  deserters  from  the  Confederate  Army,  are  in  Pla- 
quemine  and  constantly  raiding  down  the  Bayou  Plaquemine*  and 
tnat  a  few  days  ago  a  squad  ox  these  men  entered  the  house  of  Mr. 
Roane,  on  Grand  River,  and  besmeared  his  house,  pulled  his  wife 
out  of  bed,  and  tore  up  things  generally. 

I  am  satisfied  that  these  things  are  done  without  the  knowledge* 
or  approval  of  the  commanding  officer  at  Baton  Rouge,  and  beg  of 
you  to  make  known  the  above  fact  to  him  at  once. 

It  has  been  told  to  me  by  several  parties  that  the  men  alluded  to 
in  Plaquemine  are  unauthorized,  but  that  they  draw  rations  at  that 

r«t  and  are  allowed  to  pass  in  and  out  whenever  they  think  proper, 
have  been  opposed  always  to  unauthorized  bodies  of  men  acting, 
and  jayhawkers  spare  neither  side,  and  if  this  is  to  be  the  understand- 
ing along  the  line  from  Morganza  to  Plaauemine  the  arrangement 
will  be  cordially  entered  into,  and  both  sides  are  expected  to  carry 
it  out.

Report  of  Xajor-Ooneral  Herron,  IT.  8.  Army,  trantmittliiff  letten  ftom  Captaia 
Ratliff,  C.  8.  Army,  and  Mr.  Barrow  proposing  measures  of  cooperation. 

Headquarters  Northern  Division  of  Louisiana, 

Baton  Rouge^i  La.^  March  4, 1865. 
Colonel:  I  enclose  herewith  letters  from  Captain  Batliff,  C.  S. 
Army,  and  Mr.  Barrow,  which  were  sent  to  me  this  morning  from 
West  Baton  Rouge.  The  first  letter,  marked  "A,"  is  from  Ratliff  to 
Captain  Donnelly,  of  the  Navy,  Mr.  Barrow  being  the  bearer,  and 
the  next,  marked  "  B,"  is  Barrow's  letter  of  transmittal.  Not  finding 
Donnelly,  Mr.  Barrow  sent  both  communications  to  me,  and  his  note 
of  transmittal  is  marked  "  C."  Being  desirous  of  learning  whether 
this  Barrow  was  a  person  we  wanteo,  I  sent  Captain  Morey  of  my 
staff  to  West  Baton  Rou^  to  communicate  with  him,  and  the  com- 
munication ("  D ")  is  his  proposition  on  behalf  of  Ratliff.  This 
person  is  a  regularly  commissioned  Confederate  officer,  while  Prime, 
Robinson,  O'Neil,  and  others  are  guerrillas,  and  are  the  bands  that 
lately  fired  upon  our  boats.  Yesterday  Prime's  men  dispersed  the 
workmen  on  the  levee  8  miles  above  here,  and  they  can  not  go  back 
imtil  I  send  a  guard  with  them.    My  opinion  is  that  Ratliff  wants  to 
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secure  these  men  and  put  them  in  the  rebel  service,  although  he  states 
that  it  is  his  intention  to  pimish  them.

PoiNTE  Coupee  Parish,  February  )?S,  1865. 

Captain:  It  having  been  represented  to  me  that  the  parish  of 
West  Baton  Kouge,  the  upper  portion  of  the  parish  of  Iberville,  and 
the  lower  portion  of  the  parish  of  Pointe  Coupte  are  infested  with 
unorganized  bodies  of  jayhawkers,  and  that  they  have  been  firing 
at  the  workmen  on  the  'levee  at  Chinus  Cubasse  and  at  the  boats  on 
the  river;  and  also  that  the  Federal  authorities  are  not  only  opposed 
to  this  species  of  warfare,  but  are  willing  to  suspend  operations 
against  the  regular  Confederate  authorities  if  they  will  put  a  stop 
to  these  marauders.  I  therefore  send  Mr.  Alexander  Barrow  to  you 
to  know  if  you  are  authorized  by  the  commanding  officer  to  enter 
into  an  arrangement  to  suspend  operations  on  this  side  against  my 
command  for  a  certain  number  of  days,  until  I  can  at  least  attempt 
to  clear  out  these  parties.  I  have  given  positive  orders  not  to  molest 
parties  at  work  on  levees  or  to  fire  at  the  steamboats,  and  my  author- 
ity is  from  the  Confederate  authority  in  command  of  this  district, 
and  these  orders  have  been  distinctly  promulgated.  And  in  regard 
to  the  levees,  it  is  not  the  desire  of  our  generals  to  in  the  least 
obstruct  a  people  in  obtaining  a  support  which  the  high  water  would 
deprive  tiiem  of.  Most  of  the  persons  alon^  the  line  of  the  river 
are  women  and  children,  and  dependent  entirely  upon  the  soil  for 
support.  Mr.  Barrow  is  authorized  to  enter  into  an  arrangement  to 
suspend  hostilities  with  me  for  a  certain  number  of  days,  and  I  will 
send  a  force  and  attempt  to  rid  the  parish  of  the  nuisances  with  no 
other  object.

Sir  :  I  reported  to  Captain  Ratliff  that  I  understood  you  to  have 
said  a  few  days  since  that "  if  Captain  Ratliflf  would  agree,  you  would 
see  that  the  Federal  authorities  would  cooperate  with  him,  and  you 
would  give  all  the  assistance  in  your  power  in  ridding  this  section 
of  country  from  the  jayhawkers."  To  forward  this  desirable  end 
Captain  K.  has  sent  me  charged  with  a  letter  to  you  upon  the  sub-

ject,  trusting  that  he  can  make  such  arrangements  with  yourself 
and  the  general  commandinj^  the  district  as  to  meet  the  object  lU^ove 
referred  to.  Please  let  me  hear  if  you  are  disposed  to  communicate 
further  upon  this  matter,  and  in  what  manner.  If  by  personal  inter- 
view, I  would  respectfiilly  suggest  ^eat  secrecy,  that  the  parties 
above  mentioned  may  be  ignorant  of  the  action  to  be  had  against 
them.  It  may  be  proper,  captain,  to  state  that  I  am  not  connected 
with  the  army  in  any  manner,  but  residing  in  what  is  termed  the 
Grosse  Tete  country,  and  at  times  near  Captain  RatliflPs  headquar- 
ters. The  captain  has  asked  me  to  be  the  medium  through  which 
these  arrangements  should  be  made,  and  you  can  well  imderstand 
the  interest  i,  in  common  with  my  lellow-citizens,  take  in  plans  by 
which  they  hope  to  be  relieved  from  the  nightly  incursions  of  these 
predatory  bands  of  marauders.

West  Baton  Rouge,  March  4, 1866. 
General:  After  a  conference  with  Captain  Morey,  acting  aid-de- 
camp, I  beg  to  state  that  Captain  Ratliff  proposes  to  capture  or  drive 
away  the  bands  of  men,  commonly  known  as  jayhawkers,  now  infest- 
ing the  country  lying  between  the  rivers  Mississippi  and  Atcha- 
f alaya,  north  of  the  Plaquemine.  Those  he  captures  will  be  sent  up 
to  Confederate  district  headquarters  to  be  summarily  dealt  with  as 
deserters  and  jayhawkers.  Captain  Ratliff  proposes  to  capture  or 
drive  away  these  men  with  his  own  forces,  the  Federal  authorities 
to  agree  to  a  truce  for  a  limited  time,  say,  ten  days,  not  to  send  any 
military  force  into  the  coimtry  above  referred  to  oelow  Morganza  or 
north  of  the  Bayou  Plaquemine.  Captain  Ratliff  will  agree  that  the 
levee  contractors  at  Morganza  or  at  Chenier's  plantation,  and  their 
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hands  or  laborers,  shall  not  be  disturbed  in  any  manner  by  the  Con- 
federate forces.

Eeport  of  Brigadier-General  Brent,  C.  8.  Army,  referring  to  proposition  of  Cap- 
tain Batliif,  C.  8.  Army. 

Headquarters  Cavalry  Forces  Front  Lines, 

Lodi  Plantation^  April  J,  1865. 
Major:  No  reports  from  General  Harrison  have  been  received  for 
several  days.  Tne  front  south  of  Bed  River  is  quiet  One  of  my 
spies  in  the  La  Fourche  has  been  arrested  by  the  enemy,  which  has 
interrupted  temporarily  our  communications.  I  respectfully  call 
attention  to  statements  in  the  Cincinnati  papers  that  on  the  12th 
March  27  steamers  ascended  the  Cumberland  Kiver,  and  that  on  the 
14th  the  Government  took  up  a  number  of  steamers  at  Louisville. 
The  scouts  just  north  of  Red  Kiver  import  that  on  the  25th  instant  a 
steamer  loaded  with  troops  passed  down,  and  that  most  of  the  gun- 
boats between  the  mouth  of  Red  River  and  Vidalia  have  been  sent 
below.  A  boat  passed  out  the  mouth  of  Red  River  night  before  last, 
supposed  to  be  a  cotton  boat  from  the  Ouachita.  I  respectfully  for- 
ward you  a  copy  of  an  agreement  entered  into  by  Captain  Ratliff 
and  some  Federal  officer,  by  which  our  relations  witn  the  enemy 
'^east  of  the  Atchafalaya  and  south  of  Morganza^  are  defined  and 
established.  Lieutenant  Collins,  commanding  scouts  north  of  Mor- 
ganza,  has  reported  to  me  that  ne  has,  by  flag  of  truce,  signified  to 
the  Federal  authorities  his  acceptance  of  Captain  Ratlin's  treaty. 
I  also  enclose  a  copy  of  a  communication  on  the  same  subject,  dat^ 
29th  March,  from  Lieutenant  Collins  to  Captain  Pickens.  This 
treaty  between  Captain  Ratliff  was  not  communicated  to  me  hj  that 
officer,  and  I  am  indebted  for  all  the  information  I  have  relative  to 
what  is  occurring  between  the  "U.  S.  forces  and  the  C.  S.  forces 
east  of  the  Atchafalaya"  to  the  kind  consideration  of  Lieutenant 
Collins.  I  forbear  to  make  any  comments  upon  the  action  of  the 
contracting  party  representing  the  C.  S.  military  forces  east  of  the 
Atchafalaya,  as  he  reports  directly  to  the  lieutenant-general  com- 
manding, and  probably  has  his  authorization  for  his  proceedings.  I 
have  the  hcmor  to  report  the  arrival  at  my  headquarters  of  23  mules 
captured  by  Captain  Whitaker,  Seventh  Louisiana  Cavalry,  within 
the  picket  line  of  the  enemy  and  within  3  miles  of  the  forts  of 
Donaldsonville.  on  tfie  Mississippi  River.  Captain  Whitaker  waa 
discovered  while  taking  these  animals  and  was  fired  on,  but  moimt- 
ing  lus  men  on  the  mules,  taking  to  the  swamps,  and  swimming 
numerous  bayous,  escaped  pursuit,  and,  reaching  his  boats,  he  em- 
barked his  mules  on  a  large  flat.  Just  before  daybreak  he  discovered 
a  Federal  gunboat  directly  on  his  course^  and  only  a  few  miles  dis- 
tant, evidently  cruising  for  him.  He  immediately  approached  a 
small  island,  disembarfed  his  mules  and  men,  and  covered  his  boats 
with  brush.  Disguised  thus  his  boats  escaped  the  observation  of  the 
gunboat,  which,  after  cruising  about  for  four  or  five  hours,  then  bore  j

away,  when  he  safely  reached  Mossy's  Shell  Bank.  The  persever- 
ance and  energy  exhibited  by  Captain  Whitaker  and  his  men  in  this 
expedition,  in  which  they  carried  a  heavy  flat  and  boats  over  100 
miles,  are  highly  meritorious.

Mississippi  Squadron, 
Flagship  Black  Hwwk^  Movmd  City^  March  i,  1865. 
General:  Yours  of  February  22,*  by  your  aid.  Captain  Melville, 
is  received  to-day  at  11  a.  m.,  enclosing  your  confidential  circular  to 
department  and  district  commanders.  On  the  1st  instant  I  sent 
orders  from  New  Orleans  by  a  special  dispateh  boat  for  the  two 
best  light-draft  ironclads  then  at  this  point  to  be  dispatehed  imme- 
diately to  New  Orleans  to  report  to  the  commander  of  the  West 
Gulf  Blockading  Sauadron,  and  gave  orders  on  my  way  uj)  for  four 
tinclads  to  join  ana  tow  them  as  thw  passed  down  the  river.  Ota 
my  arrival  here  on  the  14th  instant  I  found  that  the  ironclads  had 
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not  yet  been  sent,  the  repairs  of  one  (the  Osage)  not  being  com- 

Sleted,  and  the  other  (the  Neosho)  hems  broken  down.  I  imme- 
iately  substituted  the  next  best  lignt-draft  ironclad,  the  CineirmaHj 
S'ust  out  of  quarantine  for  smallpox,  but  needing  some  repairs  to 
ler  boilers,  which  I  thought  could  be  sooner  made  at  New  Orleans 
than  here,  I  made  everv  effort  to  hasten  them,  and  the  ironclads 
Osaffe  and  CmcirmaU  left  here  on  the  16th.  I  also  ordered  that,  in 
case  the  Cifhcinnati  needed  it,  one  of  the  fastest  vessels  on  the  river 
should  also  take  her  in  tow.  All  the  vessels  were  unprovided  with 
fresh-water  condensers,  as  I  stated  when  they  were  asked  for  at 
New  Orleans  and  in  a  communication  addressed  to  Commodore 
Palmer  or  Admiral  Thatcher.  The  delay  of  fitting  these  here  would 
have  been  too  great,  and  these  vessels  could  be  letter  supplied  for 
temporary  service  at  New  Orleans.  These  vessels,  the  loss  of  which 
greatly  weakens  the  naval  force  on  the  Mississippi,  especially  as 
four  monitors  were  transferred  from  this  to  the  West  Gulf  BlocKad- 
ing  Squadron  some  months  since,  leaving  here  on  the  16th  ultimo, 
should  have  arrived  at  New  Orleans  at  or  shortly  after  the  date  oi 
your  letter  (22d).  I  enclose  a  copy  of  my  General  Orders,  No.  47,* 
of  28th  ultimo,  issued  yesterday,  directing  commanding  officers  of 
gunboats  to  communicate  with  commandants  of  posts  and  assist 
weak  points  when  necessary.  I  will  give  fur^er  instructions  to 
district  commanders,  agreeably  to  your  reouest  of  the  22d  ultimo, 
received  to-day.  It  has  given  me  much  pleasure  to  do  all  that  I 
could  to  aid  the  operation  against  Mobile,  and  I  earnestly  hope,  and 
doubt  not,  that  entire  success  will  attend  you.  I  will  endeavor — 
though  weakened  by  the  withdrawal  of  six  efficient  light-draft  iron- 
clads and  four  tinclads  for  Mobile  and  of  other  vessels,  hitherto 
very  useful,  for  repairs — to  keep  a  good  patrol  of  the  Mississippi 
and  support,  if  necessary,  your  positions  on  that  river.

Mississippi  River^  March  ^,  1866. 
Sir:  I  respectfully  report  that  yesterday  afternoon  a  small  steamer 
was  at  the  entrance  or  Bayou  Pierre.  The  fog  soon  set  in  thick, 
and  she  was  lost  to  view'.  In  half  an  hour  afterwards  the  fog  raised, 
and,  as  the  steamer  was  not  in  sight,  I  suspected  she  must  have  ^one 
up  the  bayou.  Last  year  there  were  strict  orders  against  any  boat 
going  up  creeks  or  bayous;  certainly  they  are  in  the  power  of  the 
enemy ;  unless  they  do  to  please  them  they  would  be  destroyed.  I 
steamed  into  the  mouth  of  the  bayou.  After  proceeding  up  about 
1  mile  and  finding  it  very  narrow,  I  turned  oack.  On  my  way 
down  I  captured  six  boats.  They  had  been  brought  there  for  the 
purpose  of  crossing  600  Texan  troops  from  east  to  west,  part  of  [Law- 
rence S.]  Ross's  command.  They  have  refused  to  obey  my  [sic] 
orders,  and  are  going  back  to  Texas.  Since  15th  September,  1864,  this 
vessel  has  captured  and  destroyed  upwards  of  90  boats  and  flats,  and 
sent  within  our  lines  70  deserters  and  refugees.  The  principal  cross- 
ing at  upper  Cole's  Creek  Island  [Cole's  Island]  has  been  broken 
up  and  at  present  but  little  crossing  is  done  between  Rodney  and 
Hole  m  the  Wall,  [La.]

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  took  advantage  of  the 
late  rise  in  the  Tennessee  River  and  crossed  Elk  River  Shoals  with 
the  flagship  and  the  General  Thom^is  and  went  down  to  Mussel 
Shoals.  I  came  across  the  rebel  General  Roddey's  camp  and  drove 
them  off;  captured  some  of  theii^  horses,  with  the  e(}uipments,  and 
7  bales  of  cotton.  I  destroyed  the  rebel  communications  at  Lamb's 
Ferry.  A  large  number  of  flats,  pontoons,  scows,  and  canoes  that  I 
found  there  I  also  destroyed. 

I  then  penetrated  Elk  River,  and  found  a  rich  and  populous 
coimtry.  A  great  deal  of  loyal  sentiment  was  displayed.  I  am 
meeting  with  a  great  deal  of  success  in  endeavoring  to  encourage 
loyal  feeling  on  the  south  side  of  the  river.  The  citizens  are  con- 
stantly commg  in  from  the  rebels  and  taking  the  oath.  From  inter- 
views I  have  had  with  prominent  men,  I  think  there  is  no  doubt 
that  Alabama  will  soon  return  to  her  allegiance  to  the  Government. 

Mr.  [Jeremiah]  Clemens,  I  have  understood,  is  endeavoring  to 
become  military  governor,  and  I  think  will  be  very  popular  with  the 
loyal  people  of  the  State.

Itehel  raid  on  the  Tennessee  River, 

Tbe  foUowing  details,  from  the  Chattanooga  Gazette  of  Thursday  have  been 
briefly  telegraphed.    We  produce  the  article  entire: 

**  On  last  Sunday  morning,  [5th]  Captain  Chapman,  a  pUot  on  the  steamboat 
Chictamauga,  being  at  his  home  at  Chapman's  Landing  on  the  Tennessee  River, 
4  miles  below  Kingston,  noticed  that  the  rebel  women  of  his  nei^borhood  were 
moving  around  the  country  rather  more  than  usual.  These  proceedings 
attracted  his  attention,  because  they  are  an  infallible  indication  of  some  rebel 
movement  being  on  foot.  Thinking  that  perhaps  some  rebels  from  the  army 
had  returned  to  their  homes,  he  took  his  gnn  and  started  out  to  see  what  was  up. 
He  w«it  down  toward  the  river,  and  had  not  gone  off  his  own  place  before  he 
made  a  startling  discovery.  Hauled  close  in  to  the  shore,  and  concealed  by 
bniflii  from  the  view  of  any  one  passing  up  or  down  the  river,  was  a  large  yawl, 
without  any  occupants,  but  heavily  loaded  with  several  boxes  and  various  pack- 
ages. Captain  Chapman  was  within  20  feet  of  the  boat  before  he  discovered  it 
Immediately  suspecting  the  state  of  afTairs,  he  looked  around  to  see  if  the  owners 
of  the  boat  were  near*  but  could  see  no  one.  In  a  moment  or  two  more  his 
attention  was  attracted  by  hearing  a  gun  cap  snap.  Without  making  any  dis- 
play of  his  having  discovered  the  boat,  he  returned  to  Ills  own  house  and  then 
started  off  to  find  some  citizens  to  aid  him.  Gathering  six  of  them  together, 
he  returned  to  tiie  neighborhood  where  the  boat  was  fastened.  Here  he  dis- 
covered nine  men  on  a  hill  about  a  half  mile  from  where  the  boat  had  landed. 
DicpMing  his  Uttle  force  so  as  to  get  betwe^i  them  and  their  boat,  he  made  a 
bold  show  of  what  men  he  had,  and  issuing  orders  to  imaginary  troops,  called 
upon  the  rebels  to  lay  down  their  arms  and  surrender.  Their  guns  and  ammu- 
Bitfon  having  been  wet  by  the  recent  heavy  rains,  and  beUeving  that  a  superior 
force  was  around  them,  they  immediately  complied ;  one  of  them,  however,  after 
laying  down  his  gun,  Jumped  down  the  hiU  and  disappeared.  After  laying  down 
lli^r  arms  they  were  ordered  to  march  off  a  few  yards,  when  their  guns  were 
secured.    The  whole  party  then  proceeded  to  the  boat    On  the  road  the  rebels^ 
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asked  where  the  rest  of  their  captors  were,  and  upon  being  informed  that  tbe 
seven  present— one  an  old  man,  and  one  a  mere  boy — were  the  only  force,  they 
expressed  great  chagrin  that,  after  having  run  hundreds  of  miles  throu^  the 
FMeral  pickets,  they  should  at  last  be  captured  by  *  tories.'  On  arriving  at  the 
t)oat  it  was  thoroughly  inspected,  but  its  load  was  treated  with  the  greatest 
care,  no  one  even  desiring  to  touch  the  various  articles  of  which  it  was  com- 
posed. The  boat  itself  was  a  regular-built  yawl,  30  feet  long,  8  feet  de^,  and 
6  feet  wide  at  the  bottom,  flaring  out  considerably.  It  is  calculated  to  carry  40 
men,  and  hold  between  8  and  4  tons.  It  had  'No.  3*  painted  on  the 
sides.  There  were  six  oars  in  the  boat,  and  were  said  by  those  who  liandled 
them  to  be  of  the  very  best  make.  Each  oar  is  16  feet  long  and  was  muffled. 
Bach  man  in  the  party  had  a  fine  Bnfield  musket  and  a  regular  navy  cntlaasL 
One  of  the  cutlasses  was  shown  to  us ;  including  the  handle;  it  is  2  feet  6  inches 
in  length,  and  the  blade  is  nearly  2  inches  wide.  On  the  handle  are  the  letters 
*  O.  S.  N.*  The  boxes  found  in  the  boat  are  1^  feet  wide  and  2  feet  long,  each 
containing  a  torpedo.  A  large  number  of  fireballs,  made  by  soaking  balls  of 
cotton  in  turpentine,  were  also  found,  but  the  most  dangerous  article  of  all  was 
a  sort  of  hand  grenade  and  fireball  combined.  It  was  6  inches  in  diameter  and 
10  inches  long,  and  appears  to  have  been  made  by  winding  cotton  around  some 
sort  of  an  infernal  machine.  At  one  end  is  a  cap,  so  that  the  affair  would  burst 
on  striking  any  hard  substance,  and,  as  if  to  make  assurance  doubly  sure,  a  fuse 
was  inserted  at  the  lower  end,  so  that  it  might  be  lighted  and  would  bum  fbr 
some  time  before  exploding.  A  network  of  copper  wire  kept  the  cotton  in 
shape,  and  wooden  handles  2  feet  long  were  fixed  in  it,  for  the  purpose  of  throw* 
ing  the  machine  for  some  distance.  As  if  the  cotton  itself  was  not  inflammable 
enough,  it  had  heen  dipped  in  some  gummy  preparation  to  make  it  bum  fiercer. 
After  examining  everything,  the  prisoners  were  sent,  with  a  strong  guard,  to 
Kingston.  After  they  started,  Captain  Chapman  went  over  the  fields  to  find 
the  fellow  that  had  escaped,  and  fortunately  caught  him  within  a  short  distance 
of  where  his  companions  had  suri^ndered.  The  steamer  Lookout  came  along 
about  this  time,  and  she  took  the  yawl  in  tow,  and  the  prisoners  being  placed 
on  board,  she  went  on  to  Kingston,  where  the  Holston  received  the  precious 
boat  and  started  with  it  for  KnoxviUe. 

"One  pf  the  men  captured  had  been  keeping  a  diary,  and  from  that  and 
their  conversation  we  learn  somewhat  of  their  plans  and  proceedings,  though 
the  former  appear  almost  too  rash  and  reckless  for  belief.  It  seems  that  the 
boat  was  built  in  Richmond,  and  its  crew  was  composed  of  picked  men  from 
what  the  rebels  term  the  Confederate  States  Navy.  Leaving  Richmond  on  the 
3d  of  January  last,  they  came  to  Bristol  by  rail,  and  went  from  there  to  the 
salt  works,  where  the  boat  was  placed  on  the  waters  of  the  Holston  River. 
Their  progress  down  the  Holston  was  delayed  by  the  low  water,  so  that  they 
were  compelled  to  lay  by  for  several  day&  They  first  passed  the  Federal 
pickets  at  Kingeport.  We  have  heard  that  in  passing  under  the  bridge  at 
Knoxville,  they  attempted  to  set  fire  to  it,  but  were  frightened  off  by  the 
sentinels.  They  themselves  say  that  their  instructions  were  to  commit  no 
depredations  until  they  got  below  Kingston.  In  passing  under  the  bridge  at 
Loudon  they  were  hailed  by  the  sentinels,  but  on  replying  that  they  were  a 
trading  boat,  they  were  allowed  to  go  on.  After  passing  Loudon  they  stopp^ 
and  two  of  the  chief  officers  went  ashore  and  were  captured  by  some  of  oup 
forces,  who  came  across  them  in  some  way.  After  waiting  for  these  officers 
till  they  felt  certain  that  they  were  captured,  the  boat  under  command  of  a 
Lieutenant  Wharton,  went  on  until  they  were  finally  discovered  b^ow  Kingston. 
As  to  their  plans,  they  may  or  may  not  be  what  they  stated  them  to  be,  but 
they  were  certainly  dangerous.  After  passing  Kingston  they  were  to  bum 
every  steamer  that  they  could,  and  they  had  evidently  intended  to  begin  at 
the  place  where  they  were  discovered,  as  it  was  but  a  short  distance  from 
Chapman's  Landing,  at  which  place  the  steamers  are  in  the  habit  of  stopping 
to  wood.  Proceeding  down  the  river,  on  arriving  at  Chattanooga,  they  were 
to  fire  all  the  boats  at  the  landing  and  depots  along  Water  street  Next,  saw- 
mills and  the  shipyard  were  to  be  set  on  fire.  It  was  supposed  that  by  this 
time  the  burning  boats  and  warehouses  on  the  river  front  would  attract  the 
greater  portion  of  the  citizens  and  military  to  that  locality,  while  they,  landing 
at  the  foot  of  Seventh  street  and  coming  up  into  the  western  end  of  town, 
would  fire  the  warehouses  and  depota 

"Among  the  items  of  news  which  they  communicated  was  one  to  the 
effect  that  Lee's  army  was  to  leave  Richmond  about  the  Ist  of  March  and 
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retreat  in  the  direction  of  East  Tennessee.  The  operations  of  these  men  were 
expected  to  clear  away  some  of  the  obstructions  to  such  an  advance  and 
raider  the  march  of  the  rebel  army  into  Georgia  comparatively  easy.  Fortu- 
nately for  the  residents  of  Cliattanooga  and  the  preservation  of  the  vast  amount 
of  Government  property  in  the  shape  of  steamers,  depots,  and  quartermaster 
and  sabsistaice  stores  stored  about  the  city,  the  affair  was  discovered,  and  all 
the  parties  actively  concerned  in  it  arrested.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  if  these 
raiders  are  found  guilty  of  all  the  infernal  plots  with  which  they  have  been 
charged,  that  they  will  meet  with  speedy  justice.  The  fate  of  Andrews,  the 
Union  soldier  who,  in  1862,  attempted  to  burn  the  bridges  on  the  Western  & 
Atlantic  Railroad,  should  be  taken  as  a  precedent**

to  New  Orleans  and  reported  to  Commodore  Pahner  for  duty,  but, 
as  he  was  expecting  Acting  Rear- Admiral  H.  K.  Thatcher,  he  would 
give  me  no  orders  until  he  arrived,  and  pending  his  arrival  I  lay 
there  twelve  days. 

Fleet  engineer  said  it  would  take  a  considerable  time  to  get  us 
fitted  up,  as  we  would  have  to  have  fresh-water  condensers,^  boilers 
chained  down,  etc.,  and  said  the  boats  were  not  sent  down  in  good 
condition.  I  do  not  know  how  much  better  condition  a  vessel  would 
have  to  be  for  his  service,  but  my  engineers  say  the  engines  are  in 
good  condition  for  a  year's  service  in  the  Missis^ppi,  and  I  know 
tiiat  the  rest  of  the  vessel  is  good  for  that  time.  When  the  admiral 
arriv^,  I  received  orders  from  him  to  report  back  to  my  divisional 
commander.

Van  Horson,  seaman,  and  George  Carson,  ordinary  seaman,  were 
captured  near  Greenville,  Miss.,  by  rebel  scouts,  under  command  of 
one  Captain  Evans.  I  was  at  the  time  guarding  some  trading  boats 
that  were  taking  cotton  from  the  bank.  I  was  l^ing  at  the  bank 
with  the  trading  boats  ahead  of  me ;  a  number  of  citizens  were  scat- 
tered along,  trading  at  each  boat.  Some  of  my  men,  without  per- 
mission and  without  arms,  managed  to  get  ashore,  and  when  near 
the  uppermost  boat,  which  was  some  300  yards  distant,  a  couple  of 
rebel  soldiers,  who  had  been  amcmg  the  citizens,  captured  ana  car- 
ried off  the  two  men  mentioned  above,  the  rebels  talang  our  men  up 
behind  them  on  their  horses.

The  President  directs  tliat  you  will  regard  all  trade  permits,  licenses,  or 
privileges  of  any  kind,  by  whomsoever  signed,  and  by  whomsoever  held,  as 
subject  to  your  authority  and  approval  as  commander  of  the  U.  S.  forces  in 
the  field,  and  such  permits  as  you  deem  prejudicial  to  the  military  service, 
by  feeding  or  supplying  the  rebel  armies  or  persons  in  hostility  to  the  Govern- 
ment, you  may  disregard  and  annul,  and,  if  necessary  to  the  public  safety,  seize 
the  property  of  the  traders.

Sir:  Two  monitors  from  Cincinnati,  the  Caiawha  and  Oneota^ 
and  one  from  Pittsburg,  the  Manaywnk^  have  arrived  here  during  the 
past  week,  all  of  them  uncompleted,  advantage  having  been  taken  of 
the  present  high  stage  of  water  to  bring  them  over  the  falls  at  Louis- 
ville. Mechanics  and  material  accompany  them,  and  the  contractors 
intend,  as  I  understand,  to  complete  them  for  service  at  this  place. 
The  contractor  for  the  monitor  built  at  Pittsburg,  who  came  here 
with  her,  informs  me  that  Chief  Engineer  Loring  will  probably 
arrive  here  in  a  few  days  to  superintend  the  work  on  all.  The  other 
Cincinnati  monitor  is  to  be  completed  at  New  Albany,  and,  at  Chief 
Engineer  Loring's  request,  I  sent  a  gunboat  to  convoy  and  assist  in 
towing  her  to  that  place,  where  she  now  is.  I  also  furnished  ffun- 
boat  protection  against  guerrillas  on  the  lower  Ohio  to  those  sent  nere 
from  Cincinnati. 

There  is  a  high  flood  in  the  Ohio,  and  the  naval  station  at  Mound 
City  is  submerged.

When  application  was  made  to  me  about  February  1,  at  New  Orleans, 
for  these  vessels,  I  was  informed  that  the  expedition  on  which  they 
were  to  be  engaged  would  be  ready  to  move  in  about  ten  days.  Dis- 
patch was  thereiore  necessary,  and  I  sent  boats  which  were  selected 
as  in  the  best  condition  for  this  service  without  waiting  to  repair 
and  strengthen  them  for  outside  service  or  to  furnish  them  with 
fresh- water  condensers,  all  of  which  I  thought  could  be  done  with 
less  delay  in  New  Orleans,  if  absolutely  necessary.  I  suppose,  how- 
ever, that  they  could  be  supplied  with  casks  or  tanks  and  water 
furnished  by  vessels  having  condensers.  None  of  the  new  gunboats 
recently  purchased  were  then  ready  or  I  would  have  sent  them, 
although  vessels  with  drilled  crews  that  had  been  for  some  time  in 
service  would  seem  to  be  more  effective.  The  disposition  made  was 
the  best  that  was  practicable  under  the  circumstances,  and  I  reg^ret 
that  the  vessels  are  considered  unsuitable  for  the  intended  service. 
I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  I  addressed  to  Commodore  Palmer  or 
yourself  on  Feoruary  16,  when  the  ironclads  and  gunboats  were  dis- 
patched, which  I  presume  was  received  bv  Commodore  Palmer  and 
may  not  have  been  turned  over  to  you.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  in  compliance  with 
your  wishes  and  in  obedience  to  the  orders  of  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Le  Roy  Fitch,  commanding  Tenth  District  Mississippi 
Squadron,  I  have  been  up  the  Cumberland  River  with  this  vessel 
and  U.  S.  S.  Victory  as  far  as  Wolf  Creek  Shoals,  a  point  about  40 
miles  below  Camp  fiumside  (Big  South  Fork).  On  these  shoals  I 
found  5  feet  scant  water  and  thought  it  imprudent  to  go  farther  on 
a  rapidly  falling  river.  I  made  landings  at  all  important  points 
and  at  many  farmhouses  and  impressed  the  people  with  your  desires 
and  intentions  in  regard  to  themselves  as  forcibly  as  possible.  I 
incline  to  the  opinion  that  the  information  will  be  rapidly  carried 
into  the  interior  and  ultimately  yield  good  results.  I  saw  no  guer- 
rillas, and  consequently  had  no  trouble.  I  was  told,  however,  and 
I  think  truthfully,  that  on  Sunday  last,  12th  instant,  a  force  of  about 
100  rebels  had  crossed  the  Cumberland  from  Celina  at  the  mouth  of 
Obey's  River,  with  what  intentions  and  under  whose  command  I 
could  not  ascertain.  This  intelligence  I  communicated  to  com- 
manding officer  at  Carthage  and  to  the  camp  of  woodchoppers  at 
Dixon's  Springs,  about  30  miles  lower  on  the  river.  A  ffood  deal  of 
apprehension  exists  on  the  north  side  of  the  Cumberland,  caused  by 
the  movement  of  bodies  of  guerrillas  and  their  rumored  purpose  of 
concentrating  to  attack  the  camp  above  alluded  to.  The  force 
which  crossed  at  Celina  may  have  oeen  en  route  for  the  rendezvous.

Sir:  Yours  of  24th  Februarv  is  received.  You  ask  for  one  large 
tug,  which  would  be  additional  to  the  three  tugs  already  transferred 
to  the  station.  I  suppose  you  refer  to  the  Myrtle.  She  is  the  lightest 
draft  tug  in  the  squadron,  with  two  propellers,  easily  handled,  and  is 
necessary  for  squadron  purposes.  There  is  no  other  tug  here  fit  for 
squadron  service,  and  none  but  her  in  which  I  can  move  about,  as  I 
frequently  have  to  do,  without  exposure  to  the  weather.  I  am  well 
disposed  to  supply  the  necessities  of  the  station  and  to  accommodate 
you,  but  I  must  also  regard  squadron  accommodation.  Three  tugs 
are  necessary  for  squadron  purposes  in  the  Ohio  and  its  tributaries. 
Of  these,  the  Daisy  is  repairing,  the  Thistle  needs  repairs,  and  the 
Myrtle  is  the  only  one  remaining.  You  have  now  the  use  of  three 
tugs,  two  in  good  order  and  one  repairing,  besides  the  General  Pillow, 
to  assist  in  the  care  of  the  barges,  and  the  Thistle,  put  temporarily 
at  your  service  until  she  can  be  conveniently  repaired.  Besides  these, 
one  or  more  of  the  towboats  are  generally  available.  I  desire  the 
repairs  on  the  Thistle  made,  however,  as  soon  as  she  can  be  spared. 
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Permit  me  to  suggest,  in  reply  to  your  remark,  that  accommoda- 
tion to  officers  visitmg  Cairo  on  public  business  might  be  extended  if 
the  mail  tug  remained  there  longer,  especially  in  the  afternoon.  A 
ferryboat,  however,  is  being  prepared  to  run  between  this  place  and 
Cairo.  Perhaps  arrangements  might  be  made  to  dispense  with  the 
necessity  for  sending  the  mail  tug,  now  sent  twice  a  day  to  Cairo, 
this  being  an  established  naval  station  and  there  being  a  post-office 
in  and  a  railroad  in  connection  with  Mound  City.

Sir  :  Yesterday,  in  conf ormitjr  with  the  instructions  given  by  you 
to  divisional  commanders,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  plan  contained 
in  a  letter  from  Major-General  Canby  (a  copy  of  which  I  herewith 
enclose),  I  received  under  a  flag  of  truce  the  rebel  merchant  steamer 
Anna  P^rc^^e,  loaded  with  484  bales  of  cotton.  Not  having  a  vessel 
to  spare  as  convoy,  I  placed  aboard  a  guard  of  10  men  and  an  officer, 
accompanying  her  myself  to  Morganza  on  the  tug  Dahlia^ 

A  rebel  lieutenant  by  the  name  of  James  B.  Martin  had  come  with 
the  vessel  in  charge  of  the  flag  of  truce,  and  had  received  verbal 
orders  to  accompany  her  to  New  Orleans  to  witness  the  discharge 
of  the  cotton.  General  Edmund  J.  Davis,  commanding  at  that  point 
(Morganza),  telegraphed  to  General  Canby,  and  received  answer 
that  she  could  not  pass,  but  should  be  detained,  awaiting  further 
instructions.  As  the  captain  of  her  had  expressed  a  wish  to  return 
to  Red  River,  and  there  transship  his  cotton  rather  than  delay  at 
Morganza,  and  as  I  had  not  delivered  her  up  to  Greneral  Davis,  I 
convoyed  the  boat  back  to  this  place.  As  the  only  objection  was 
the  presence  of  this  rebel  officer,  I  shall,  to  facilitate  the  trade  as 
much  as  possible,  permit  the  cotton  to  go  down  on  one  of  the  river 
boats  in  the  usual  manner. 

I  also  enclose  a  letter  to  me  from  the  rebel  General  Thomas  and 
a  copy  of  my  guarantee  to  protect  the  vessel.

If  this  proposition  is  acceded  to,  and  carried  out  in  good  faith,  the 
steamer  may  proceed,  reporting  at  Morganza  for  a  guard  to  be  placed 
m  board. 

If  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  boat  decline  to  accede  to  this  propo- 
sition, the  cotton  regmarly  permitted  may  be  shipped  to  New 
Orleans  by  any  boat  that  can  brine  it  to  report  to  Mr.  O.  N.  Cutler, 
but  no  persons  except  those  named  in  the  permit  will  be  permitted 
to  come  down. 

If  neither  of  these  propositions  are  carried  into  effect,  the  boat 
will  be  ordered  within  the  Confederate  lines.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order,  I  make  the  following  statement  in 
reply  to  a  communication  that  ai)peared  in  a  late  Cincinnati  paper, 
also  to  another  article  published  in  the  Army  and  Navy  Journal  oi 
the  18th  ultimo,  respecting  ^imboat  traffic  on  the  Tennessee  River. 
When  I  was  ordered  to  this  nver,  which  was  about  two  months  since, 
I  was  informed  that  it  was  customary  to  allow  the  officers  to  purchase 
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fowls,  butter,  eggs,  etc.,  for  their  messes,  of  the  inhabitants  on  the 
banks  of  the  nver,  and  to  pay  for  them  in  salt,  coffee,  soda,  etc. 
The  officers  of  this  vessel  asked  and  received  permission  from  me  to 
trade  in  this  manner.  If  this  traffic  is  illegal,  1  am  to  blame.  I  have 
made  enquiries  of  mv  officers  and  they  all  assure  me  they  have  not 
made  or  wish  to  make  one  dollar  by  trading,  but  simply  to  obtain 
supplies  for  their  messes. 

As  for  the  sweeping  charges  an  officer  makes  in  the  article  pub- 
lished in  the  Army  and  Navy  Journal  respecting  the  amount 
of  salt  taken  on  board  of  gunboats  and  extensive  trade  done  on  the 
banks  of  the  river,  they  are  simply  ridiculous.  He  aclaiowledges  he 
obtained  his  information  from  hearsay,  and  as  he  has  sheltered  himself 
behind  a  nom  de  plume,  I  presume  his  informants  are  also  incog. 
In  regard  to  the  article  published  in  a  Cincinnati  paper,  accusing 
this  boat  of  illegal  traffic,  the  following  is  the  groimd,  I  suppose,  upon 
which  the  charge  is  based:  On  the  5th  day  of  February  last  the 
transport  Alp  ha  j  under  convoy  of  this  vessel,  was  proceedmg  up  the 
Tennessee  Eiver.  When  about  20  miles  above  Clifton,  some  of  her 
machinery  got  out  of  order,  and  she  stopped  at  the  river  bank  to 
repair  it.  I  landed  this  boat  near  her,  and  whil^  lying  there,  the 
caterers  of  the  officers'  messes  did  some  trading.  There  were  several 
barrels  lying  near  the  river,  and  a  man  on  the  bank  told  one  of  my 
officers  that  they  brought  truck  in  them  from  the  country.  I  suppose 
those  are  the  barrels  referred  to  in  the  article  mentioned  above.  I 
have  frequently  observed  barrels,  boxes,  etc.,  lyin^  near  the  river, 
and  have  landed  several  times  to  examine  them.  In  every  instance 
I  have  found  them  filled  with  clothing,  bedding,  provisions,  etc., 
belonging  to  refugees,  who  were  waiting  for  a  passage  down  the 
river.  There  were  several  families  of  refugees  at  the  place  men- 
tioned above.  This  is  all  I  know  about  the  matter.  As  far  as  I 
am  personally  concerned,  I  have  never  bought,  sold,  or  traded  to  the 
amount  of  one  cent  since  I  have  been  on  the  river,  except  what 
necessaries  I  have  purchased  for  my  own  use  at  Paducah,  and  I  defy 
any  one  to  prove  the  contrary.

I.  Under  the  authority  of  paragraph  5»  of  the  Executive  order  of  September 
24,  1864,  and  the  instructions  of  the  Lieutenant-General  commanding  the  armies 
of  the  United  States  all  trade  in  and  about  the  armies,  columns,  or  detach- 
ments within  the  enemy's  lines,  or  in  the  theater  of  active  military  operations, 
except  such  as  may  be  necessary  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  troops,  is  prohib- 
ited; and  no  commercial  or  other  intercourse,  except  such  as  Is  purely  military 
in  its  character,  will  be  allowed  under  any  pretense. 

II.  The  introduction  of  products  of  insurrectionary  districts  from  points  In 
rear  of  the  operating  armies,  and  the  passage  of  supplies  to  the  loyal  and  well- 
disposed  inhabitants,  may  be  permitted  by  commanders  of  districts,  under  such 
restrictions  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  this  trade  from  being  used  to  sup- 
port the  troops  of  the  enemy.  This  trade  will  be  conducted  in  conformity  with 
the  regulations  of  the  Treasury  Department. 

III.  The  benefits  of  trade  are  contingent  not  only  upon  the  disposition  of  the 
inhabitants  to  submit  themselves  to  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  but  upon 
their  ability  to  maintain  order  in  their  own  communities,  and  these  benefits  will 
be  given  or  withheld  as  this  disposition  may  be  manfested.  If  in  any  district  or 
community  bordering  upon  the  lines  of  military  occupation,  where  there  is  no 
organized  force  of  the  enemy,  the  inhabitants,  by  association  or  organization, 
will  submit  themselves  to  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  suppress 
guerrilla  parties,  and  maintain  order,  they  will  be  placed  on  the  same  footing 
with  regard  to  the  sale  of  their  products  and  the  purchase  of  family  supplies  as 
are  the  inhabitants  of  districts  within  the  lines  of  occupation,  under  General 
Order  No.  13,  of  February  Ist,  1865,  but  if  they  countenance,  encourage,  or 
harbor  guerrillas  or  other  evildoers,  all  communication  will  be  interdicted,  and 
the  troops  sent  to  suppress  such  disorders  will  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of 
the  inhabitants.

Explanatory   report   of  Acting   Rear- Admiral   Lee,    U.   S,   Navy, 
regarding  the  vessels  sent  for  duty  in  the  West  Gulf  Squadron. 

Flagship  Black  Hawk, 

Mound  City,  March  23, 1865. 
Sir  :  The  Department's  communication  of  17th  instant  is  received, 
enclosing  a  copy  of  Commodore  Palmer's  dispatch  *  No.  90,  of  28th 
February,  with  its  enclosure,  report*  of  Fleet  Engineer  Shock  on

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the  vessel  sent  from  this  to  the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron. 
I  refer  the  Department  to  my  No.  117,  which  probably  was  not 
received  at  the  time  this  communication  was  written. 

The  Department  is  aware,  from  my  dispatch  No.  81,  that  I  visited 
New  Orleans  in  the  hope  of  cooperating  with  General  Canby  in  an 
expedition  up  the  Red  Kiver,  which  he  had  foreshadowed  in  a  dis- 

?atch  sent  me  bv  his  aid  when  I  was  cooperating  with  General 
*homas  in  the  Tennessee.  Such  an  expedition  would,  I  think,  in 
addition  to  other  important  considerations,  have  been  the  best  way 
to  prevent  the  rebel  forces  from  crossing  the  Mississippi  to  operate 
in  the  East.  The  stage  of  water  in  the  Ked  River  has  been  exceed- 
ingly favorable  for  naval  operations  this  season.  Previously  to 
going  to  New  Orleans  I  applied  to  the  Department  for  the  return 
fipom  Mobile  Bay  of  the  light-draft  ironclads  that  had  been  sent  from 
this  squadron,  with  a  view  to  the  probability  of  operating  up  Red 
River. 

At  New  Orleans  I  found  that  the  Mobile  expedition  was  well 
imder  way,  and  I  received,  by  special  dispatch  boat,  the  Department's 
telegram  of  26th  January,  directing  me  to  send  immediately  two  of 
my  best  light-draft  ironclads  to  New  Orleans  for  duty  in  the  West 
Gulf  Squadron.  On  receipt  of  this  telegram  at  New  Orleans  I 
immediately  sent  back  orders  for  the  sister  ironclads  Osage  and 
Neosho  to  be  sent  down  with  all  dispatch.  On  my  way  up  I  con- 
sulted with  the  divisional  officers,  and  detailed  the  three  tinclads 
Peri^  Naiad,  ftnd  Marmora  as  those  best  suited  for  service  in  the 
West  Gulf  Squadron,  to  join  and  tow  these  ironclads  on  their  way 
down.  The  Siren  was  next  selected  as  the  best  available  vessel  from 
the  upper  Mississippi  division. 

The  substitution  of  the  Cincinnati  for  the  Neosho  was  because, 
from  a  survey  held  at  Mound  City  during  my  absence,  it  was  found 
that  from  her  broken  back  and  burned  l:^ams  she  was  imfit  for 'the 
service. 

When  General  Canby  asked  me  at  New  Orleans  if  I  could  spare 
some  tinclads  to  cover  the  landing  of  troops  in  Mobile  Bay,  I  told 
him  that  I  doubted  if  the  Mississippi  tinclads  were  fit  for  the  service, 
and  certainly  that  none  of  them  had  any  convenience  for  making 
or  earring  fresh  water;  that  I  was  short  of  vessels  to  patrol  the 
Mississippi  and  prevent  the  enemy  from  crossing  and  to  give  con- 
voys to  the  army  in  the  Tennessee  and  Cumberl^Sid;  that,  however, 
I  would  cheerfully  do  all  in  my  power  to  cooperate  with  him  in  any 
way.  Commodore  Palmer  made  no  application  whatever  to  me  on 
the  subject.  In  a  subsequent  conversation  with  him  I  distinctly 
informed  him  that  the  Mississippi  tinclads  were  not  provided  with 
means  for  making  or  carrying  iresh  water,  but  were  in  condition  for 
service  in  the  imand  waters,  and  I  asked  him  where  the  tinclads 
were  that  had  been  fitted  for  service  in  the  West  Gulf  Squadron. 
He  said  that  some  of  them  were  at  the  Passes  and  some  in  feerwick 
Bay.  I  suggested  withdrawing  them  for  the  expedition.  He  seemed 
disposed  to  adopt  my  suggestion  as  to  the  one  or  two  at  the  Passes, 
but  declhied  removing  those  in  Berwick  Bay,  saying  they  were  neces- 
sary to  prevent  blockade  running,  which  I  replied  was  an  inferior 
object  to  the  expedition.  It  was  finally  distinctly  arranged  in  an 
interview  between  General  Canby,  Commodore  Palmer,  and  myself 
that  I  would  immediately  send  four  tinclads,  and  six,  if  pqsdble*  to 
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aid  in  General  Canby's  operations,  which  I  sincerely  wished  to  da 
I  supposed  then  that  the  tinclads  that  had  been  properly  fitted  for 
that  squadron  should  have  been  used  for  that  expedition  in  preference 
to  any  other  service;  that  if  Commodore  Palmer  thought  otherwise, 
the  tinclads  sent  him  could  be  made  to  answer  by  sending  the  greater 
part  of  their  crews  in  other  vessels,  while  these  vessels,  choosing 
weather  and  the  [Mississippi]  Sound  route  to  Mobile,  could  readily 
carry  enough  water  to  take  them  there,  and  when  there  th^  might 
get  a  supply  from  other  steamers  making  fresh  water.  To  have 
brought  these  tinclads  up  the  Mississippi,  and  to  have  sent  them  to 
Cincinnati  to  be  fitted  for  regular  service  in  the  Gulf  Squadron,  the 
quickest  way  of  getting  it  done  within  my  limits  would  have  taken, 
especially  in  severe  winter  weather,  more  time  than  there  was  to 
spare,  as  General  Canby  wanted  them  in  ten  days,  or  fifteen  at  fur- 
thest.   On  my  way  up  tne  river  I  met  the  troops  coming  down  to  him. 

Had  the  steamers  recently  purchased  for  conversion  into  gunboats 
been  ready  for  service  I  would  have  sent  them,  though  I  should 
have  been  obliged  to  exchange  their  crews  with  other  vessels  to  get 
drilled  men. 

Fleet  En^neer  Shock,  not  content  with  complaining  of  the  Cinr 
dnnatVs  boilers,  assumes  to  condemn  her  generally  as  unfit  for  serv- 
ice in  Mobile  Bay.  The  commanding  omcer  of  the  ironclad  Cin- 
cinnati^ recently  returned,  verbally  informed  me  that  Actinff  Rear- 
Admiral  Thateher  was  much  pleased  with  the  vessel,  and  that  her 
boilers  were  repaired  in  a  week  or  ten  days.  They  required  but  a 
few  hands  to  work  upon  them. 

Referring  to  Mr.  Shock's  sinister  recommendation,  that  the  tin- 
clads I  sent  should  have  their  boilers  and  machinery  put  in  condi- 
tion to  admit  of  their  steaming  back  to  their  respective  stations  in 
the  Mississippi  Squadron,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  the  Department  to 
the  enclosed  copy  of  a  report  &om  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
Naiad^  who  seems  to  have  been  mortified  at  the  rejection  of  his  vessel, 
sent  me  on  his  return,  in  which  he  says  the  vessel  was  in  good  order 
for  a  year's  service  in  the  Mississippi  Sc]uadron.

Sir  :  I  transmit  enclosed  a  copy  of  a  report  dated  March  14,  from 
Lieutenant-Commander  E.  Y.  McCauley,  commanding  Fifth  Dis- 
trict, with  its  enclosures,  copy  of  report  from  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  G.  W.  D.  Patterson,  dated  March  11,  relating  to  the 
capture  of  the  steamboat  Monroe  and  the  murder  of  two  men  on  her 
by  guerrillas  in  [Big]  Black  River,  where  she  had  gone  after  cotton, 
anaher  subsequent  release,  after  being  robbed  of  alf  articles  of  value.

Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  you  copy  of  report  made 
by  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  G.  W.  D.  Patterson,  commanding 
U.  S.  S.  Mound  City. 

On  my  arrival  here  I  sent 'for  the  Mound  City  and  investigated  the 
matter. 

I  find  that  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Patterson  did  give  the 
owner  or  captain  or  the  steamer  Monroe  permission  to  go  up  the 
Big  Black  River  to  a  distance  of  1  mile  from  the  mouth  of  said  river; 
that  before  starting  the  Monroe  took  on  board  three  armed  rebels, 
who,  after  reaching  the  limit  assigned  by  Acting  Volunteer  Lieuten- 
ant Conmianding  ratterscm,  pointed  to  a  light  farther  up  the  river, 
informing  the  captain  or  owner  of  the  Monroe  that  there  was  the 
place  where  the  cotton  was,  for  which  he  had  due  permit.  On 
arriving  at  the  point  indicated  by  the  light,  six  more  armed  men 
appear^  on  the  bank  and  the  steamer  was  ordered  to  land.  This 
being  done,  a  man  by  name  of  Mulligan,  who  had  served  during  the 
Vicl^burg  campaign  as  scout  to  General  Grant's  forces,  was  shot 
down  in  cold  blood.  The  carpenter  of  the  Monroe  was  also  murdered 
in  the  same  manner.  The  people  on  board  were  stripped,  and  the 
vessel  stripped  of  everything  except  her  machinery  and  fuel.  She 
was  then  allowed  to  return,  after  a  debate  among  the  outlaws  on  the 
expediency  of  killing  the  crew  and  burning  the  vessel. 

I  called  Actinff  Volunteer  Lieutenant  G.  W,  D.  Patterson's  atten- 
tion to  paragraph  2,  page  4,  of  Greneral  Canby's  General  Order  No. 
80,  approved  by  you  m  General  Order  No.  23.  He  informs  me  that 
he  has  acted  under  authority,  and  with  the  caution  given  in  General 
Order  No.  197,  issued  by  Rear- Admiral  Porter. 

I  have  sent  the  Monroe  down  to  General  Davidson,  commanding 
District  of  Natchez,  who  is  in  possession  of  the  facts  of  the  case,  as 
also  the  papers,  crew,  etc.  He  will  cause  proper  examination  to  be 
made  into  the  matter,  of  which  I  will  forward  you  the  result.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  9th  of  March  the  owners 
of  tJie  steamer  Monroe  came  to  me  for  permission  to  proceed  with 
their  boat  up  to  the  mouth  of  [Big]  Black  River,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  on  board  of  their  boat  a  lot  of  cotton  for  which  they  had  all 
the  proper  permits  and  authority. 

I  stated  to  them  that  they  could  do  so  only  at  their  own  risk,  as  I 
could  afford  them  no  protection ;  at  the  same  time  I  advised  them  not 
to  go,  as  I  considered  it  attended  with  much  risk ;  but  they  stated  that 
the  way  was  clear  and  that  there  were  no  scouts  on  the  river  to 
molest  them. 

The  Monroe  started  to  go  up  [Big]  Black  River,  was  fired  into, 
and  2  men  killed ;  all  the  boat  stores  and  other  articles  of  value  were 
taken  off  by  the  scouts,  and  this  morning  the  boat  was  released  and 
is  now  under  my  protection.  I  send  you  Mr.  Nathaniel  Jenkins, 
whom  I  arrested,  upon  hearing  the  statement  made  by  the  Govern- 
ment aid  and  others,  which  led  me  to  suspect  he  (Mr.  Jenkins)  had 
connived  at  the  capture  of  the  boat. 

I  also  send  the  Government  aid,  as  also  the  papers  found  on  the 
person  of  Mr.  Jenkins,  whom  I  caused  to  be  searched  immediately 
upon  arresting  him.    The  aid  I  send  as  witness.

Combined  expedition  from  Natchez,  Miss.,  to  Trinity^  La,,  March 

26^8, 1865. 

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  NaTy,  regarding  captores  made. 

Flagship  Black  Hawk, 

M(yumd  City,  April  14, 1866. 

Sir:  Lieutenant-Commander  McCauley  has  forwarded  to  me  a 
report  dated  March  30,  from  Acting  Ensign  P.  H.  Randolph,  of  the 
Benton,  in  reference  to  the  part  taken  by  a  detachment  from  the 
Benton  in  an  expedition  from  Natchez  to  Trinity,  La. 

Acting  Ensign  Randolph  left  Natchez  on  the  26th  of  March  with 
the  detachment  and  joined  the  force,  about  300  strong,  under  Brevet 
Brigadier-General  [Bernard  G.]  Farrar  at  Vidalia.  Five  wagons 
accompanied  the  column,  carrying  five  small  boats  and  five  skiffs,  in 
charge  of  the  men  from  the  Benton.  The  expedition  reached  the 
Tensas  River  at  a  point  7  miles  above  Trinity  at  2  a.  m.  of  the  27th, 
after  a  very  difficult  march,  crossing  two  wide  and  deep  bayous.  At 
this  point  the  greater  part  of  the  troops  and  the  wagons  were  left, 
the  boats  were  launched,  and  about  100  soldiers  embarked  with  the 
seamen.  They  landed  at  Trinity  about  daybreak,  and,  without  firing 
a  shot,  captured  1  captain,  1  lieutenant,  1  orderly  sergeant,  and  22 
privates,  all  of  Harrison's  command,  and  40  horses  and  mules,  with 
equipments  complete,  25  stand  of  arms,  and  some  commissary  stores 
were  also  captured  and  destroyed,  for  want  of  transportation. 

The  expedition  returned  to  Natchez  on  the  28th  ultimo,  without 
casualties. 

Brigadier-General  [John  W.]  Davidson  sent  Lieutenant-C!om- 
mander  McCauley  a  copy  of  Brevet  Brigadier-General  Farrar's  re- 
port of  the  expedition,  in  which  the  services  of  the  Navy  are  acknowl- 
edged in  complimentary  terms,  to  which  General  Davidson  adds  his 
thanks,  concluding,  "I  take  advantage  of  this  occasion  to  testify  to 
you  my  regard  for  the  uniform  cooperation  you  have  afforded  me 
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during  mv  command  here,  and  for  the  cordial  harmony  which  exists 
between  the  two  branches  of  the  service."

U.  S.  S.  Benton, 
Of  Natchezj  March  30^  1865. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  I  left  this  vessel  at  2:30  a.  m., 
26th  instant,  landed  at  Vidalia,  and  joined  a  column  of  300  men  under 
command  oi  Brevet  Brigadier-General  B.  G.  Farrar.  Accompany- 
ing the  column  was  a  train  of  five  wagons,  containing  five  small 
boats  and  the  same  nimiber  of  skiffs,  in  charge  of  my  men. 

At  3  a.  m.  we  started  from  Vidalia  and  reached  the  Tensas  River 
at  a  point  7  miles  above  Trinity  at  2  a.  m.  of  the  27th,  having 
crossed  two  wide  and  deep  bayous  with  the  train  and  overcome 
obstacles  which  at  first  sight  seemed  insurmountable.  Here  we  left 
the  greater  part  of  the  troops  and  the  train,  launched  the  boats,  em- 
barked some  50  colored  infantry,  20  of  the  Tenth  Tennessee  Cavalry 
(dismounted),  and  the  seamen,  and  proceeded  down  the  river.  Ar- 
rived at  Trinity  just  before  daybreak,  landed,  and,  without  firing  a 
shot,  captured  1  captain,  1  lieutenant,  1  orderly  sergeant,  and  23 
privates  (all  belon^mg  to  Harrison's  command),  and  40  horses. 

Fortimately  we  found  a  large  flat  here  which  enabled  us  to  trans- 
port the  horses  across  the  river  and  send  as  many  men  by  land  as  we 
could  mount*  leaving  me  room  in  the  boat  for  tne  remainder  of  the 
troops  and  the  prisoners  by  water.  The  road  home  was  shorter,  but 
was  cut  by  two  bayous,  over  which  we  had  to  float  the  train. 

Acting  Master's  Mate  John  Lee  accompanied  the  expedition,  and 
to  his  energy  and  ingenuity  our  success  is  in  a  great  measure  due. 
The  damage  done  to  the  boats  was  unavoidable. 

Hoping  that  the  conduct  of  the  expedition  on  the  part  of  the  Navy 
was  satisfactory  to  you,

2.  In  the  present  condition  of  the  insurgent  forces,  efforts  may 
be  expected  by  some  to  concentrate,  and  by  others,  and  most  of  them, 
to  escape,  especially  the  leaders.

were  at  all  protracted,  and  that  they  would  be  used  simply  for  army 
mortar  batteries,  and  would  require  no  men  for  the  service  of  the 
mortars. 

There  being  a  number  of  mortar  boats  at  this  place  for  which  there 
was  no  use  in  the  squadron,  I  had  five  of  those  in  the  best  condition 
made  ready  for  service  and  dispatched  them,  with  equipments  and 
1,500  empty  shell,  on  the  18th  March,  in  tow  of  the  Volunteer  and 
Benefity  to  New  Orleans.  The  master  of  the  Benefit  reports,  on  the 
8th  instant,  their  safe  delivery  there,  on  25th  March,  to  Captain 
F.  W.  Perkins,  army  quartermaster.

GiftnERAii  Order  1  Flagship  Black  Hawk, 

No.  60.         J  M(ywnd  City,  III.,  April  14, 1865. 

I.  The  cover  of  gunboats  to  landings  by  steamboats  engaged  in 
lawful  trade  on  all  the  rivers  within  the  limits  of  this  squadron,  ex- 
cepting within  or  along  the  States  of  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  and 
Arkansas,  below  the  south  line  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  will  here- 
after be  dispensed  with,  unless  desired  by  the  military  authorities  or 
by  the  parties  making  the  landings,  and  all  conflicting  squadron  or- 
ders are  hereby  revoked. 

II.  The  countersigning  of  Treasury  and  military  permits  for 
trade  and  intercourse  by  divisional  or  other  commandmg  officers  will 
also  be  dispensed  with. 

in.  The  restrictions  of  the  last  paragraph  of  Special  Order  No.  3 
are  hereby  revoked,  except  the  part  requiring  a  good  lookout  to 
prevent  rebel  spies  or  agents  from  passing  our  lines.  ^  ^ 
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IV.  The  particular  attention  of  all  commanding  officers  is  called 
to  Creneral  Order  No.  26,  communicating  the  Department's  directions 
that  the  naval  force  on  the  Mississippi  aiid  its  tributaries  should,  so 
far  as  may  be  consistent  with  naval  duties,  render  protection  to  the 
loyal  owners  of  plantations  which  are  leased  and  worked  by  loyal 
owners,  along  the  river,  and  guard  the  persons  and  propertv  of  loyal 
citizens.  It  is  desirable  to  protect  ana  encourage  all  well-disposed 
citizens. 

V.  Whenever  military  or  Treasury  restrictions  on  trade  and  in- 
tercourse shall  be  imposed  or  revoked,  the  gunboats  will  cooperate 
accordingly. 

VI.  Divisional  officers  will  see  that  the  gunboats  are  kept  imder- 
way  generally  under  easy  steam,  to  preserve  a  vigilant  police  of  the 
rivers  and  protect  public  and  private  interests  as  required  by  general 
orders.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  information  the 
following  extracts  from  the  daily  report  of  this  office,  dated  April 
14,  1866: 

Fort  De  Russy  has  been  dismantled  and  is  now  occupied  only  as  a 
picket  station.  Magruder's  headquarters  were  at  Wasnington,  Ark. 
The  gunboat  Missouri  came  down  to  Alexandria  on  the  4th  and 
anchored  opposite  Fort  Randolph.  She  is  built  on  the  plan  of  the 
ironclad  Tennessee^  her  sides  having  35  degrees  slope  and  being 
covered  with  two  thicknesses  of  railroad  iron,  matched  in  by  invert- 
ing the  outer  layer.  This  iron  has  also  a  horizontal  angle  of  35  de- 
grees corresponding  with  the  angle  of  the  sides. 

There  are  no  wheelhouses  visible.  She  is  pierced  with  sevenpopts, 
but  has  only  three  guns,  one  Xl-inch  gun  forward  and  two  Vl-inch 
rifles  aft.  The  rifles  are  so  arranged  m  the  angles  of  the  stern  that 
they  can  be  used  astern  or  on  the  sides.  The  two  ports  not  used  are 
on  the  sides.  She  is  very  slow,  not  being  able  to  stem  the  current 
alone.  It  is  not  intended  to. take  her  below  the  falls.  The  Webb  is 
used  simply  as  a  ram,  and  has  no  guns  on  her.  The  Mary  T.  has  no 
guns,  and  acts  as  tender  to  the  Missouri

Burning  of  Federal  steamer  St.  Paul  in  the  Hatchee  River^  Tenn.^ 

AprU  16,  1865. 

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admlral  Lee,  IT.  8.  Navy,  with  enclosures,  referring  also 
to  the  probable  destruction  of  steamers  Sylph  and  Anna  Ererton. 

Flagship  Black  Hawk, 
Mound  City,  AprU  20,  1865. 
Sir:  Acting  Master  James  Fitzpatrick,  commanding  U.  S.  S. 
Siren,  reports,  under  date  of  16th  April,  the  burning  of  the  steamer 
St.  Paul  and  the  capture  and  prpbable  burning  of  the  steamers  Sylph 
and  Anna  Everton  oy  guerrillas,  in  the  Hatchee  River,  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  16th  instant. 

Under  Major-General  Washburn's  General  Order  No.  81,  of  which 
I  enclosed  a  copy,  boats  have  been  ascending  the  Hatchee  for  trading 
purposes.

General  Orders,  1  Hdqrs.  District  of  West  Tennessee, 

No.  31.  J  Memphis,  Tenn.,  March  10,  1866. 

I.  The  district  of  West  Tennessee  is  hereby  declared  to  be  within 
the  lines  of  Federal  military  occupation.  There  being  now  no 
longer  any  organized  hostile  force  within  the  district,  citizens  will  be 
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allowed  to  come  freely  to  Memphis  and  dispose  of  their  products 
and  take  back  a  limited  amount  of  family  supplies.  All  adult  per- 
sons coming  to  Memphis  will  be  required  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance 
to  the  United  States  Government,  if  thev  have  not  already  done  so, 
and  all  able-bodied  men  coming  within  the  lines  will  be  presumed  to 
be  rebel  soldiers.  On  taking  the  oath  such  as  desire  to  go  North  will 
be  sent  there,  and  such  as  desire  to  remain  in  Memphis,  who  can 
find  eniployment  in  the  city,  will  be  allowed  so  to  remain.  Those 
who  wish  to  return  to  their  homes  in  West  Tennessee  and  North 
Mississippi  will  be  allowed  to  do  so  on  giving  satisfactory  security 
that  they  will  not  again  take  up  arms  against  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  or  give  aid  or  comfort  to  its  enemies. 

II.  It  will  be  presumed  that  the  products  of  the  country  brought 
to  this  market  irom  within  this  district  have  been  raised  by  free 
labor,  for  the  reason  that  so  many  opportunities  have  been  given  to 
those  whose  labor  was  involuntary  to  escape  from  such  servitude. 
Persons  who  desire  to  take  out  plantation  supplies  will  be  required 
to  register  their  plantations,  if  they  have  not  already  registered  them, 
and  those  persons  who  possess  no  plantations  will  be  allowed  to  take 
out  supplies  in  proportion  to  their  limited  wants. 

III.  In  order  to  protect  those  persons  who  come  to  the  city  with 
the  products  of  the  country  from  the  hungry  swarm  of  sharpers  who 
infe^  the  lines,  the  picket  officers  stationed  upon  the  authorized 
roads  leading  to  the  city  will  be  furnished  with  pass  tickets,  one  of 
which  will  be  given  to  each  party  bringing  in  products,  who  will 
drive  at  once  to  the  plaza  and  report  in  person  to  Colonel  E.  Bouton, 
at  his  office  in  barracks  near  the  head  of  Madison  Street.  Colonel 
Bouton  will  impart  to  persons  so  reporting  all  necessary  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  their  rights  and  duties;  will  countersign  their 
tickets,  and  allow  them  to  proceed  to  any  part  of  the  city  and  dis- 
pose oi  their  products  and  procure  such  supplies  as  may  reasonably 
be  permitted. 

IV.  The  practice  of  sending  out  runners  or  agents  to  the  picket 
line,  to  intercept  people  arrivmg  from  the  interior,  must  be  discon- 
tinued; and  all  persons  found  interfering  with  people  coming  into 
the  city  before  they  have  reported  to  the  officer  appointed  in  the 
third  section  of  this  order,  will  be  forthwith  arrested  and  placed 
upon  the  works  at  Fort  Pickerinjg  for  such  length  of  time  as  may  be 
ordered  by  the  general  commandmg  the  post  of  defenses  of  Memphis, 
to  whom  all  infractions  of  this  order  will  be  reported. 

Merchants  are  admonished  against  making  out  false  or  fictitious 
invoices  of  goods,  and  such  as  are  found  guilty  of  these  species  of 
rascality  wiU  suflfer  the  closing  of  their  stores  and  the  confiscation 
of  their  stocks  in  trade. 

V.  The  operation  of  this  order  will  be  continued  only  so  long  as 
the  people  manifest  a  loyal  and  friendly  spirit  toward  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  and  do  not  abuse  the  privileges  hereby 
conferred.

SiK :  I  have  just  be^i  informed  of  the  capture  and  bumine  of  the 
steamer  St.  Paul  hj  a  party  of  guerrillas  whilst  up  the  Hatchee 
River,  also  of  the  capture  of  the  steamers  Sylph  and  Anna  Everton. 
Below  please  find  statement  of  the  captain  of  the  St.  Paul: 

On  Monday,  the  lOth  instant,  Lieutenant  [Joseph]  Luxton,  who  claims  to 
belong  to  Bill  Forrest's  command,  and  a  half  brother  of  General  Forrest,  with 
6  men,  came  on  the  steamer  iSft.  Paul  at  BrownsriUe  Landing;  said  they  had 
gone  down  on  the  Elwood  and  protected  her  out.  Left  Brownsville  on  TueB- 
day,  the  11th,  stopped  at  Lowry's  Landing,  waiting  for  cotton.  They  shot  one 
of  the  deck  hands  at  Lowry's  and  he  either  got  overboard  himself  and  swam 
ashore  or  they  threw  him  overboard.  On  Wednesday,  the  12th,  6  more  men 
came  on  board  with  horses  at  Lowry's  and  got  off  at  Bond's  Landing;  claimed 
to  belong  to  Lee's  company  of  [W.  C.]  Quan trill's  guerrUlas.  On  15th  met 
steamer  Sylph  aground  below  Brqgg's  Landing  in  possession  of  party  of  about 
20  of  Quantrill's  men.  Three  miles  below,  at  Bryant's  Ferry,  another  party, 
about  20  of  Quantrill's  men,  under  Jo.  Lee,  took  possession  of  the  Anna  Everion; 
Jo.  Lee  was  on  board.  They  put  the  freight  ashore  and  tore  np  the  cabin,  bar, 
etc. ;  said  they  intended  burning  her.  Started  up  the  river  with  her  to  go  to  the 
Sylph.  Said  they  intended  burning  both  boats.  The  8t.  Paul  came  down  to 
Morgan's  Landing  (which  is  about  40  miles  from  the  mouth),  and  they  burned 
the  St,  Paul  Sunday  morning  at  that  point.  Saw  citizens  who  reported  seeing 
smoke  from  the  other  two  boats ;  that  they  were  fired  Sunday  momhig.  Quan- 
trill's men  captured  the  Anna  Everion  and  Sylph,  and  Lieutenant  Luxton's  men 
the  St.  Paul.  Believe  this  was  the  real  Luxton.  He  was  joined  by  two  or  three 
others  at  Morgan's  Landing.  Part  of  the  crew  of  the  Anna  Everion  came  on 
the  8t,  Paul  to  Morgan's  Landing.

Sir:  Referring  to  my  No.  183,  of  20th  instant,  reporting  the  de- 
struction of  thiB  steamer  St.  Paul  and  the  probable  destruction  of  two 
other  steamers  by  guerrillas  in  Hatchee  River,  I  enclose  a  report 
(copy)  from  Acting  Master  Fitzpatrick,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Stren^ 
dated  22d  April,  respecting  an  expedition  sent  by  Brigadier-General 
[E.  D.l  Osband  to  Brownsville,  one  column  of  which  captured  the 
guerrilla  who  has  been  passing  for  Luxton,  but  whose  proper  name 
was  Wilcox,  who  burned  the  St.  Paul.    He  was  immeaiately  hung 
by  General  Osband's  order.    It  appears  from  this  report  tnat  the 
Sylph  and  Anna  Everton  were  not  burned,  but  had  come  out  of 
Hatchee  River.

Sir  :  I  most  req)ectfully  make  the  following  report : 
April  19  an  expedition  under  command  of  Brigadier-Gteneral  Os- 
band  started  for  Brownsville,  Tenn.,  in  three  columns;  one  from  this 
place,  one  by  way  of  Hatchee  River,  and  one  from  Fulton,  Tenn, 

They  returned  this  afternoon,  having  been  successful  in  capturing 
1  colonel,  1  major,  4  captains,  2  lieutenants,  and  12  men,  and  killing 
General  Shelby's  adjutant.  One  of  the  men  captured  is  the  fellow 
that  has  been  passing  for  Luxton.  General  Osband  hunj[  him  from 
a  Cottonwood  tree  at  this  place  this  evening;  his  body  is  still  hanging 
from  the  tree. 

He  confessed  to  burning  the  St.  Paul  and  to  killing  one  man  on 
board  of  her.  His  proper  name  is  Wilcox.  His  father  lives  in 
Memphis,  Tenn. 

The  steamers  Anrui  Everton  and  Sylph  were  not  burned  by  the 
guerrillas.    They  came  out  of  Hatchee  River  this  afternoon.

By  order  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Navy  Department  will 
be  closed  on  Wednesday  next,  the  day  of  the  funeral  solemnities  of  the  late 
President  of  the  United  States.  Labor  will  be  suspended  on  that  day  at  each 
of  the  navy  yards  and  naval  stations  and  on  all  the  vessels  of  the  United 
States.  The  flags  of  all  vessels  and  at  all  the  navy  yards  and  stations  and 
marine  barracks  will  be  kept  at  half-mast  during  the  day,  and  at  12  o'clock 
meridian  21  guns  will  be  fired  by  the  senior  officer  of  each  squadron  and  the 
commandants  of  each  of  the  navy  yards  and  stations. 

III.  The  officers  and  petty  officers,  seamen  and  marines  of  this 
squadron  will  deeply  share  in  the  grief  and  indignation  felt  by  the 
nation  at  the  assassination  of  President  Lincoln,  our  great  and  good 
Chief  Magistrate  and  Commander  in  Chief,  whose  patriotism,  ability, 
and  amiableness  commanded  general  respect  and  esteem. 

IV.  The  vigor  and  virtue  or  our  free  institutions  will,  by  the  bless- 
ing of  Providence,  sustain,  under  every  form  of  trial,  the  unity, 
honor,  and  glory  of  our  continental  country. 
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V.  Officers  and  men  will  continue  with  unswerving  devotion  the 
performance  of  their  whole  duty  to  our  Government,  whose  organi- 
zation is  again  complete.

Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  asking  for  a  series  of  the  orders  issued  T)y  me  since  I  assumed 
command  of  this  division.  I  have  directed  the  adjutant-general 
to  enclose  them  to  vou.  In  view  of  our  conversation  I  wrote  fully 
to  the  President,  advising,  for  what  I  thought  sufficient  reasons,  the 
withdrawal  of  all  trade  restrictions  on  the  Mississippi  and  its  tribu- 
taries and  the  release  of  the  larger  naval  and  military  forces  from  a 
duty  for  which  they  are  little  fitted,  which  is  repu^ant  to  them,  and 
which  keeps  them  from  service  against  the  organized  forces  of  the 
enemy,  where  their  presence  might  determine  the  fate  of  battles. 
The  avrful  calamity  which  has  befallen  the  country  has  doubtle^, 
as  yet,  prevented  any  reply,  but  in  due  time  I  will  invite  the  attention 
of  the  ijovernment  to  my  letter.  Please  accept  my  thanks  for  your 
kindness  in  placing  one  of  your  vessels  at  the  service  of  Colonel 
John  T.  Sprague,  my  chief  of  staff.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  vou  that  at  1 :  30  a.  m.  on  the  24th 
of  April  the  rebel  ram  Webb  ran  by  Baton  Rouge — at  which  j)lace 
my  vessel  was  lying — keeping  down  the  opposite  side  of  the  river, 
showing  the  running  lights  of  a  transport,  creating  at  the  time  no 
suspicion  as  to  her  character.  Just  ahead  of  her  was  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Lull,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Tennessee,  in  his  tug,  and  astern  of 
her  a  transport  passing  down.  At  3  a.  m.  the  Choctaw^s  tug  came 
down  and  reported  to  Captain  Lull  that  a  suspicious  vessel  had 
passed  down,  supposed  to  be  the  Webb,  About  4  a.  m.  Captain  Lull 
came  alongside,  bringing  me  the  information.  I  immediately  beat  to 
quarters,  but,  after  consulting  with  him,  we  concluded  that  as  the 
ram  was  two  and  one-half  hours  ahead  oi  me,  aijd  as  he  had  impor- 
tant dispatches  to  send  through  to  General  Canby,  it  was  best  to  try 
the  telegraph,  but  up  to  9  a.  m.  could  not  get  the  line  to  work.  At 
that  time  I  took  his  dispatches,  also  one  of  General  Herron's  staff 
with  dispatches,  and  started  down  the  river.  At  Plaquemine  I  found 
that  the  lines  had  been  cut,  also  at  Donaldsonville,  on  the  east  side, 
but  working  on  the  west  side  by  way  of  Thibodeaux.  The  ram 
passed  that  point  at  4  a.  m.  and  they  had  telegraphed  through  to 
New  Orleans.  .  I  also  learned  that  she  had  not  passed  by  New  Or- 
leans at  12  m.  Lieutenant-Commander  Fitzhugh,  m  the  Ouachita,  was 
below.  I  left  my  dispatches  to  be  forwarded  and  started  down  the 
river,  my  crew  at  quarters  and  ship  prepared  for  action.  About  20 
miles  this  side  of  New  Orleans  I  spoke  the  U.  S.  S.  Argosy,  bound 
up,  and  learned  that  the  ram  had  passed  New  Orleans  at  12 :  30  p.  m., 
receiving  the  fire  of  the  squadron  there.  I  then  returned  and  learned 
at  Bonnet  Carre  that  she  was  destroyed  about  20  miles  below  New 
Orleans,  which  information  I  transmitted  from  Donaldsonville  to 
Lieutenant-Conmiander  Lull  at  Red  River,  together  with  an  answer 
to  his  dispatches.  I  then  returned  to  Baton  Rouge,  where  I  had 
been  lying,  by  the  earnest  request  of  Major-General  Herron,  in  com- 
mand at  that  place. 

For  a  statement  of  the  action  taken  to  prevent  the  passage  of  the 
ram  Webb  by  the  other  vessels  of  this  district,  I  beg  leave  to  respect- 
fully call  your  attention  to  their  several  reports  this  day  forwarded.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  night  of  the  23d  of 
April,  1865,  at  about  half  past  10  o'clock,  a  steamer  was  reported 
passing  down  the  west  bank  of  the  river,  about  one  mile  distant 
from  this  vessel.    I  supposed  her  to  be  an  army  transport. 

At  11 :20  the  U.  S.  S.  Fort  Hindman  came  down  the  river.  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Lull  havinff  been  on  board  the  Choctaw  a  few 
hours  previously  and  having  toid  me  he  had  left  the  Fort  Hindman 
at  anchor  in  Tunica  Bend,  my  suspicions  were  excited,  and  fearing 
something  wrong,  I  beat  to  Quarters  and  slipped  my  cable.  When 
Captain  Fearce  came  within  hail,  he  informed  me  that  the  steamer 
which  had  passed  down  he  believed  to  be  the  rebel  ram  Webb.  As 
there  were  visible  from  this  vessel  the  lights  of  several  steamers 
coming  down,  and  fearing  that  the  Missouri  and  Mary  T.  had  also 
come  out  of  Red  River,  I  did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  leave  this  sta- 
tion, but  immediately  sent  the  tug  Hyacinth  to  Baton  Rouge,  with 
orders  to  report  to  Lieutenant-Commander  Lull  that  I  had  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  Webb  had  passed  down  the  river.  1 
directed  Captain  Hiserman  of  the  tug  Hyacinth^  in  case  he  could  not 
find  Lieutenant-Commander  LulL  to  telegraph  at  once  to  New 
Orleans  and  the  stations  below.  This  I  did,  not  Ijnowing  that  the 
U.  S.  S.  General  Price  was  lying  off  Baton  Rouge. 

The  Lafayette  and  Vindicator  arrived  at  this  station  about  2  a.  m. 
I  then  ascertained  positively  that  the  vessel  which  had  passed  was 
the  Webb.

Sir  :  Your  order  calling  for  full  particulars  of  the  passing  of  the 
rebel  steamer  Webb  and  my  position  at  the  time,  is  at  hand,  and,  in 
compliance  therewith,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  the  little  that  is 
known  to  me  in  relation  to  that  matter. 

My  watch  officer  reported  to  me  two  steamers  passing  down  at 
about  half  past  11  on  the  night  of  April  23,  this  vessel  then  lying  at 
anchor  off  rori  Hudson.  I  stepped  out  on  the  guards  and  saw  what 
I  supposed  to  be  a  couple  of  transports,  one  apparently  waiting  for 
the  other  to  land.  It  was  hazy  at  the  time,  and  nothing  indicated 
a  suspicious  character.  The  outer  steamer  seemed  not  willing  to  go 
in  until  the  other  came  out.  When  the  first  did  come  out,  the  other 
followed  her  down  the  river  without  landing.  I  thought  it  strange 
that  the  commandant  of  the  fort  did  not  bring  her  to,  as  it  is  cus- 
tomary in  such  cases  to  do;  but  did  not  entertain  the  faintest  sus- 
picion of  her  hostile  character  until  the  steamer  Argosy  came  down 
about  2  o'clock  and  reported  the  Webb  as  having  passed  out  of  Red 
River  some  three  hours  previously,  and  herself  as  bearing  dispatches 
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to  same  effect  for  Baton  Bouge  and  New  Orleans.    The  steamer,  now 
supposed  to  have  been  the  Webb^  looked,  at  the  time  I  saw  her,  like 
a  transport  with  barges  in  tow.

Sir:  I  have  to  inform  jrou  that  between  the  hours  of  11  and  12 
p.  m.,  April  23, 1865,  as  this  vessel  was  lying  at  anchoip  off  Lobdell's 
otores  [Landing],  La.,  in  3^  fathoms  water,  a  steamer  (which  after- 
wards proved  to  be  the  rebel  blockade  runner  Webb)  passed  down 
the  river  about  one  mile  distant  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river, 
the  night  being  clear  and  starlight.  Was  met  by  merchant  steamer, 
bound  up,  which  blew  one  whistle  twice.  The  steamer,  bound  down, 
answered  the  second  whistle  by  tapping  one  bell.  A  tug  passed 
down  about  12  p.  m.,  which  was  reported  to  me.  The  previous 
steamer  passing  was  not  reported.  The  officer  of  the  deck,  r.  Lake, 
acting  ensign,  supposed  the  passing  boat  to  be  a  Government  trans- 
port. Said  boat  carried  regular  transport  lights.  He  did  not  notice 
anything  about  the  boat,  more  than  other  boats  frequently  passing 
during  the  night,  except  that  she  answered  the  approachmg  boat's 
whistfe  by  tapping  the  bell.  I  did  not  know  that  ih^Webb  passed 
down  until  so  informed  by  the  tug  Hyacinth.  About  9  a.  m.,  April 
24,  she  having  passed  down  nine  hours  previously,  as  I  supposed, 
was  then  in  New  Orleans.  After  hearing  of  the  Webb  having 
passed,  by  making  strict  enquiries  of  the  officer  of  the  deck,  quarter- 
master and  sentries  on  watch,  I  became  satisfied  that* the  above  de- 
scribed boat,  passing  down  the  river  about  midnight,  was  none  other 
than  the  rebel  blockade  runner  Webb,  I  weighed  anchor  and  pro- 
ceeded to  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  and  there  learned  that  the  U.  S.  S. 
Price  had  proceeded  down  the  river  on  hearing  of  the  Webb  having 
passed.

The  rebel  ram  Wehh,  commanded  by  the  infamous  Read,  of  the  Tacony  in- 
famy, ran  by  the  fleet  at  the  mouth  of  Red  River  oh  the  23d  instant.    At  New 
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Orleans  she  passed  with  the  U.  S.  flag  at  half-mast  Twenty-five  miles  b^ow 
New  Orleans  the  U.  S.  S.  Hollyhock  gave  her  a  broadside.  She  was  nm 
ashore  by  the  crew  and  burned ;  all  escaped  but  three  men.  Two  himdred  and 
seventeen  bales  of  cotton  were  destroyed.  The  Webb  left  Shreveport  on  the 
17th  instant.  At  that  place  she  took  on  board  50  cords  of  pine  wood ;  at  Alex- 
andria 60  tons  of  pine  knots.  To-day  I  sent  a  letter  to  General  Smith  by  the 
rebel  [commissioner]  of  exchange.

Sir:. As  the  repairs  to  this  vessel's  machinery  will  be  completed 
by  to-morrow,  I  propose  then  to  go  down  the  Mississippi,  to  give  my 

E^rsonal  attention  and  supervision  to  the  efforts  to  capture  Jen. 
avis  and  his  Cabinet,  of  the  importance  of  which  I  am  fuUy  aware. 
I  enclose  a  copy  of  my  Special  Order  No.  9  of  the  27th  instant,  re- 
newing previous  exhortations  to  vi^ance. 

The  chief  of  Major-General  Popes  staff  has  gone  up  Red  River  in 
a  gunboat  furnished  by  me,  to  propose  to  General  Barby  Smith,  by 
Greneral  Pope's  order,  the  terms  of  surrender  allowed  by  Greneral 
Grant  to  Greneral  Lee.  Should  this  offer  be  accepted,  the  rebellion 
is  at  an  end,  even  if  Jeff.  Davis  succeeds  in  reaching  the  Trans- 
Mississippi  Department.  If  Kirbv  Smith  should  not  surrender,  a 
military  movement  to  flank  the  rebel  force  west  of  the  Mississippi, 
contemplated  by  General  Pope  and  intended  to  be  made  when  the 
grain  ripens,  will  accomplish  the  object. 

I  received  yesterday  a  telegram  fron^i  Major-Gteneral  Thomas,  of 
that  date,  givim;  information  he  had  received  regarding  the  intended 
attempt  of  JenT  Davis,  yarded  by  500  cavalry,  to  reach  and  cross 
the  Mississippi,  and  saymg  that  the  position  of  his  troops  was  very 
satisfactory;  and  all  western  North  Carolina,  middle  and  northern 
Georgia,  and  northern  Alabama,  are  virtually  under  his  control,  and 
that  it  would  be  very  difficult  for  Davis  to  make  his  escape  through 
his  lines,  General  Canby's,  and  mine. 

It  would  be  well  if  there  were  a  good  cavalry  scout  between  Mem- 
phis and  Baton  Rouge,  and  that  rewards  were  offered  for  informa- 
tion. The  object  of  the  rebels  in  sending  six  armed  launches  from 
Mobile  to  northern  Mississippi  was  variously  accounted  for  by  our 
generals  to  whom  the  fact  was  known,  and  though  not  understood  by 
any  at  the  time  may  be  readily  inferred  now.  I  trust  the  rebel  Gov- 
ernment may  attempt  to  force  a  passage  across  the  Mississippi  in 
these  launches,  rather  than  to  secure  one  under  cover  of  night. 

No  effort  will  be  spared  to  secure  the  capture  of  this  concern.

Sir  :  I  enclose  the  proceedings  of  the  court  of  enquiry  in  the  case 
of  the  loss  of  the  Bl<ick  Hawk. 

There  are  some  inaccuracies  in  the  testimony.  The  signal  which 
I  ordered  Acting  Ensign  Calvert  to  make  when  I  stopped  him  as  he 
was  running  by  me,  was,  "  Ship  is  on  fire;  assistance  wanted."  The 
latter  part  he  misunderstood  or  varied  in  the  emergency. 

There  was  no  one  seen  aboard  the  Black  Hawk  when  the  Tempest 
shoved  off  from  her.  Three  or  four  jumped  from  the  Bla^k  Hawk^s 
casemate  to  the  Tempest^  as  the  flames  prevented  them  from  getting 
out  forward ;  of  these,  two  fell  into  the  water  and  both  were  saved. 

When  Lieutenant-Commander  Cornwell  went  to  the  Black  Hawk 
with  the  tugs,  all  the  upper  part  of  the  vessel  had  burned  and  the 
flames  no  longer  prevented  boarding  her  on  the  bow.  She  was  then 
dragging,  owing  to  the  action  of  the  current  on  the  wheels,  which  had 
fallen  into  the  water. 

Had  this  fire  occurred  at  night,  so  rapid  was  the  burning,  I  think 
the  return  would  have  been  four  saved  instead  of  four  lost. 

The  Tempest^  fortunately,  got  alongside  in  time,  as  she  was  not  at 
anchor,  but  alongside  of  the  yard  with  steam  up  and  about  to  move. 
She  was  in  great  danger  of  burning  when  leaving  the  Black  Hawk. 
I  concur  in  the  finding  and  opinion  of  the  court.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  of  1  p.  m.  yesterday,  I  have 
directed  all  my  local  commanders  to  send  under  flag  of  truce  a  sum- 
mons to  all  bands  of  armed  men  operating  near  their  commands,  or 
who  may  be  nearer  to  them  than  lo  any  other  Federal  command,  to 
come  in  and  surrender  on  the  same  terms  made  by  Lee  and  Johnston. 

On  the  27th  I  directed  Generals  Stoneman,  Wilson,  and  Steedman 
to  send  out  scouts  and  ascertain,  if  possible,  the  route  Jeff.  Davis 
had  taken,  and  be  prepared  to  pursue  him  on  the  first  informaticm 
of  his  whereabouts  and  use  every  exertion  to  capture  him.  I  also 
gave  the  same  instructions  to  Generals  Granger,  Hatch,  and  Wash- 
bum  on  the  28th,  and  informed  Major-General  Canby  and  Admiral 
I.iee  that  it  was  reported  that  Davis  was  endeavoring  to  escape  across 
the  Mississippi,  tnat  they  might  make  arrangements  for  his  cap-

Vickshurg^  Miss.^  May  i,  1865. 
I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  enclose  a  copy  of  a  telegram  this 
moment  received  from  Major-General  Thomas,  informing  me  of 
the  intended  crossing  of  Jeff.  Davis  toward  Texas  with  his  co- 
conspirators and  their  plunder.  It  appears  to  me  hardly  possible, 
on  account  of  the  very  great  overflow,  that  he  can  cross  at  any  point 
above  here,  except  by  seizing  one  or  more  of  the  cotton-trading  boats 
now  up  the  Yazoo  Kiver  and  running  out  of  that  stream.  Should 
you  know  of  any  point  on  the  river  where  he  could  approach  between 
here  and  Friar's  Aroint,  I  could  send  a  detachment  oi  infantry  there. 
It  appears  to  me  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the  river  should  be 
actively  patrolled,  the  mouth  of  the  Yazoo  strongly  guarded,  and 
cotton  boats  carefully  examined,  and  that  every  cotton-trading  boat 
within  your  district  should  be  required  for  the  present  to  lie  closely 
under  your  guns.    It  is  in  the  power  of  Jeff.  Davis  treacherously  to 
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seize  several  small  boats  now  up  the  Yazoo,  load  them  with  his  dis- 
mounted cavalry  or  other  troops,  and  run  down  that  river,  with  the 
vieyr  of  surprising  and  capturing,  by  boarding,  any  one  gunboat  there. 
This  being  the  case,  I  hope  you  will  pardon  the  lioerty  I  take  in  sug- 
gesting that  the  Louisville  and  at  least  one  other  gunboat  be  station^ 
there,  using  every  possible  precaution  against  a  daring  attempt  at 
surprise.  1  have  no  cavalry  to  aid  your  efforts^  having  ordered  half 
of  all  I  have  to  the  \acinity  of  Rodney  and  Bruinsburg  and  the  other 
half  below  Natchez,  but  where  infantry  will  answer  I  can  send  it.

I  enclose  for  your  information  a  copv  of  a  telegram  from  Major- 
Greneral  Thomas,  just  received  here.  It'  would  appear  most  likely 
that  Jeff.  Davis  might  attempt  to  cross  in  the  vicinity  of  Grand 
Gulf,  Eodney,  or  Bruinsburg,  or  in  that  of  Jackson's  Point,  or  Fort 
Adams,  or  Tunica  Bend.  You  have  already  a  garrison  at  Kodney, 
and  I  shall  now  send  to  that  vicinity,  to  land  at  Bruinsburg,  all  the

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mounted  men  I  have  here  (about  400)  and  some  dismounted  cavalry. 
The  latter  will  probablv  proceed  up  Bayou  Pierre  to  Port  Gibson, 
and  the  former  will  make  a  circuit  to  the  rear  of  that  place,  with  a 
view  also  of  capturing  Captain  Glenney,  the  naval  traitor,  who  is 
there.  Brigadier-General  E.  D.  Osband  has  this  moment  reported 
here  with  450  men  of  his  regiment  from  Memphis  for  the  same  duty. 
I  send  him  to  you,  to  be  used  to  intercept  Jeff.  His  service  in  this  de- 
partment is  only  temporary.  It  appears  most  important  that  the 
navy  should  patrol  actively,  and  especially  that  Captain  McCauley 
should  carefully  guard  the  mouth  oi  Bayou  Pierre,  as  there  are  one 
or  two  cotton  boats  up  there  which  Jeff,  might  seize  and  attempt  to 
run  out  with  a  guard  of  his  cavalry  dismoimted.  I  think  that 
McCauley  ou^ht  to  require  for  the  present  that  every  cotton-trading 
boat  in  his  district  should  lie  closely  under  his  guns.  A  gunboat 
ought  also  to  guard  the  mouth  of  the  Big  Black,  as  there  is  a  small 
canal  propeller  belonging  to  Mr.  William  Butler  up  there.  Osband 
will  leave  here  at  mi(£ii^t  to-night.

Bragg  on  this  station  last  evening,  and  this  moming,  while  making 
a  reconnoissance  on  the  western  shore  between  Black  Hawk  and 
Union  Points,  we  fell  in  with  half  a  dozen  rebels  in  skiffs  at  two 
different  places  on  the  backwater  and,  on  their  refusal  to  surrender, 
we  captured  one  of  them  belonging  to  Harrison's  rebel  brigade,  and, 
from  what  I  have  heard,  woundedtwo  others,  one  of  whom  was  the 
notorious  rebel  ferryman,  Walker,  who  figured  about  this  neighbor- 
hood when  I  last  had  this  station.

Commwmder  Bacon,  U.  S.  Navy,  for  preventing  tne  escape  of  Jef- 
ferson Davis. 

Flagship  Tempest, 

Vicksburg,  May  2, 1866. 
Sir:  The  following  vessels  are  assigned  to  the  Sixth  District: 
Louisville,   Vindicator,  Juliet,  Marmora,  Colossus,   Laurel    (tug), 
Kate,  Brilliant,  Victory,  Tyler  and  Ibex. 

Station  the  LouigvUfe  at  Steele's  Bayou,  Yazoo  River.  Keep  a  tin- 
clad  underway  a  mile  above  her,  and  the  armed  tug  underway  half 
a  mile  above  the  tinclad.  The  Louisville  will  be  ready  to  slip  or  to 
fire  on  the  instant.  Take  care  that  Jeff.  Davis,  with  an  armed  party, 
does  not  make  a  rush  down  the  Yazoo  in  captured  steamboats.  Let 
nothing  pass  the  upper  picket  boat  without  bringing  her  to,  and 
seardi  thoroughly  every  vessel  coming  down  the  Yazoo  l^r^^?j|p 
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guised  rebel  officials  and  leaders  and  their  treasure.  Assign  this  duty 
to  your  most  intelligent  and  trustworthy  officers.  It  is  desirable  not 
to  show  the  running  lights,  but  to  have  them  under  cover,  with  a  good 
lookout  by  each*,  ready  to  expose  them  instantly,  if  needed.  Show  no 
other  lights  from  any  part  of  the  vessels.  Put  out  all  other  lights  at 
sunset,  except  those  in  lanterns  with  covers.  Station  plenty  of  look- 
outs and  require  the  officer  of  the  deck  to  visit  them  every  half  hour 
and  secure  their  vigilance.  Have  the  battery  cast  loose  and  pro- 
vided at  sunset,  and  the  lights  ready  to  bring  out,  if  needed.  I  will 
approve  of  your  putting  a  guard,  say,  of  one  reliable  officer  and  six 
armed  men,  with  rations,  on  board  of  each  small  local  cotton  and 
supply  trader,  to  prevent  its  being  seized  to  ferry  over  Jeff.  Davis  and 
his  Cabinet,  at  the  same  time  to  get  information  and  endeavor  to 
intercept  them. 

It  might  be  well  for  gunboats  on  their  beats  to  follow  transports 
at  a  judicious  distance,  and  at  times  to  turn  unexpectedly  and  so 
back;  also  to  drop  armed  boats  at  certain  places.  Hold  out  to  the 
officers  and  men  the  encouragement  of  promotion  and  reward  for 
the  capture  of  Jeff.  Davis  and  Cabinet,  which  would  be  the  great 
finishing  blow  to  the  war.  I  enclose  you  a  copy  of  some  notes  by 
Pilot  Scott;  some  of  his  observations  seem  to  be  very  good.  I  hope 
your  arrangements  will  be  made  with  dispatch.  The  vessels  in  tne 
Yazoo  should  be  commanded  by  bold  and  clear-headed  men.  These 
instructions  are  subject  to  such  modifications  as  your  local  experience 
may  suggest.  General  Hodge,  late  Assistant  Secretary  of  War^and  a 
close  friend  of  Jeff.  Davis,  commands  at  Jackson  or  Grenada,  [Mis- 
sissippi], and  protests  to  General  Dana  that  his  principal  will  not 
abandon  the  country.  Watch  all  the  closer  for  this  piece  of  s&i- 
timentality.

If  the  enemy  has  boats,  as  reported,  he  will  make  for  Greenwood, 
at  the  head  of  the  Yazoo  River,  or  that  vicinity,  and  endeavor  to 
cross  in  the  neighborhood  of  Greenville  or  Lake  Providence,  as  he 
can  avail  himself  of  the  high  water  and  the  network  of  bayous  on 
both  sides  of  the  river — on  the  east  side,  stretching  to  the  Yazoo,  40 
miles,  and  on  the  west,  to  the  Washita,  some  90  miles — ^all  of  which 
derive  their  supply  from  the  Mississippi  and  all  head  close  to  it ;  and, 
indeed,  most  of  them  can  be  entered  from  the  Mississippi  at  high 
water,  and  are  navigable  from  their  mouth  to  within  a  close  dis- 
tance of  it,  some,  too,  in  sight  of  it.  The  swamps  a  little  way  back, 
on  either  side,  will  afford  them  concealment;  and,  as  the  river  is  so 
crooked,  they  could  take  advantage  and  cross  in  sight  of  our  guard 
boat  with  perfect  impunity. 

If  they  come  closer  to  Vicksburg,  they  would  be  in  danger  of  be- 
ing seen  by  scouts  from  that  post,  and  the  same  result  would  be 
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likely  if  they  went  nearer  Memphis.  Above  the  last-named  point, 
our  forces  are  now  building  to  Corinth,  and  will  effectually  prevent 
any  crossing  above  that  point.  Below  Vicksburg,  the  scouts  from 
that  place  guard  the  country  to  the  Big  Black,  and,  if  they  cross 
above  Natchez,  it  will  be  between  Grand  Gulf  and  the  foot  of  Fair- 
child's  Island,  12  miles  above  Natchez.  From  Natchez  down,  the 
danger  of  crossing  begins  at  Ellis  Cliffs,  and  is  continued  to  Mor- 
ganza  or  Bayou  Sara,  oy  boats  from  the  west  side,  but  there  is  little 
danger  of  bringing  boats  from  the  Alabama  or  'Bigbee. 

At  the  present  stage  of  water,  a  cutter  can  go  almost  in  any  di- 
rection from  the  head  of  the  Yazoo  Pass  to  vicksburg,  from  the 
bluffs  on  the  east  or  southeast  side  of  the  Yazoo  to  the  Bayou  Magon 
hills  on  the  west  of  the  Mississippi.

Sni:  By  the  Coast-Survey  map  of  1864  of  northern  Mississippi 
and  Alabama,  there  appears  to  be — and  I  hear  there  is  at  this  stage  of 
water — water  commimication  for  light-draft  steamers  from  i  azoo 
City  and  Grenada  to  Yazoo  Pass,  and  possibly  to  Horn  Lake.  There 
are  about  a  dozen  trading  steamers,  some  of  them  quite  small,  up  the 
Yazoo  and  its  tributaries.  Jeff.  Davis  and  party  might  seize  some  of 
these  steamers,  all  which  have  small  Confederate  guards  on  board  of 
them,  and  attempt  to  escape  by  water  at  Yazoo  Pass..  Take  good 
care  of  the  river  between  Yazoo  Pass  and  White  River.  Sunflower 
is  perhaps  a  point  to  look  out  for,  on  accoimt  of  its  proximate  dis- 
tance to  inland  navigable  streams  at  this  stage.  A  cotton  dealer 
tells  me  that  he  has  heard  from  several  sources  that  Kirby  Smith  has 
gone  into  Missouri  with  some  troops.  If  so,  it  may  have  some  con- 
nection with  Jeff.  Davis's  movement,  either  as  cover  or  blind.  The 
Robb  will  take  this  to  you  on  her  way  up ;  do  not  let  her  be  detained.

General:  I  beg  leave  to  say  to  you  that  no  steamers  should  be 
allowed  under  the  present  emergency,  and  imtil  the  escape  or  capture 
of  Jeff.  Davis  is  determined,  to  land  between  Baton  Rouge  and 
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Helena,  except  at  military  posts  or  to  communicate  with  gunboats. 
I  respectfully  request  that  the  military  authorities  will  regulate  their 
permits  accordingly^  and  I  will  with  all  convenient  dispatch  give  cor- 
responding instructions  to  the  ffunboats.  Permit  me  to  suggest  the 
advantage  to  be  derived  from  having  a  large  cavalry  scout  of  the 
country  from  Baton  Bouge  as  far  north  as  your  means  will  allow, 
with  a  view  to  capture  Jeff.  Davis  and  his  Cabinet  and  other  rebel 
leaders.  It  would  be  very  well,  too,  to  encourage,  by  the  hope  of 
reward,  the  colored  people  and  other  well-di^osed  persons  to  give 
information  promptly.  I  will  thank  you  to  communicate  promptly, 
by  sending  a  messenger  on  a  steamboat,  any  useful  information  you 
may  receive  to  the  gunboats.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commumder  Fitch,  V.  S.  Navy^  transmitting 

report  of  the  interception  of  party  of  Confederates  hy  the  U.  S.  S. 

Moose  in  Cumberland  River. 

U.  S.  S.  Moose, 
Ohio  River,  May  -4, 1865. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herein  report  of  Acting  Master 
Coulson,  in  regard  to  the  recent  operations  of  the  Moose  on  the  Cum- 
berland River. 

After  a  close  investigation,  I  find  that  two  of  the  prisoners  were 
citizens,  pressed  by  the  guerrillas  as  guides.  These  two  have  been 
released;  also  one  mule  belonging  to  one  of  them.  The  other  pris- 
cmers  are  yet  on  board,  and  will  be  held,  subject  to  your  orders.  The 
horses  are  at  Smithland,  Ky.,  subject  to  further  orders.         r  - ^^^\^ 
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The  ffuerrilla  party  intercepted  by  Acting  Master  Coulson  num- 
bered about  150,  and  were  completely  dispersed  or  cut  off  from  their 
purpose.  Those  that  were  left  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river  recrossed 
the  Tennessee,  and  those  who  had  reached  the  right  bank  and  escaped 
us  were  afterwards  captured  by  some  of  our  land  forces. 

The  movement  on  the  part  of  Acting  Master  Coulson  was  a  com- 
plete surprise  to  them,  and  so  well  carried  out  as  to  result  in  the 
entire  demoralization  and  rout  of  the  party,  for  which  the  oflScers  and 
men  of  the  vessel  deserve  much  credit.

Sir  ;  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  morning,  while  lying  at 
the  Tennessee  Rolling  Mills.  I  received  information  from  Acting 
Master  Hall,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Abeona,  that  16  guerrillas  had  been 
reported  at  Center  Furnace  (about  2  miles  from  the  river)  at  6  a.  m. 

About  11  a.  m.  a  courier  arrived,  bringing  the  information  that 
there  were  150  of  the  enemy  and  that  mey  were  moving  toward 
Eddy ville,*  with  the  intention  of  crossing  the  river  and  burning  the 
town.  I  immediately  got  underway  with  this  vessel  and  started 
down  the  river. 

Noticed  nothing  unusual  until  just  at  the  head  of  Big  Eddy, 
where,  on  rounding  the  point,  I  discovered  a  large  body  of  armed 
men  on  shore  and  two  boats  full  just  shoving  off,  who,  on  sight  of 
the  vessel,  commenced  jumping  overboard.  The  engines  were 
stopped  and  backed  immediately.  At  the  same  time  I  fired  the 
forward  gun  on  the  upper  deck  and  ordered  the  use  of  small  arms, 
which  was  done  effectually,  as  but  very  few  of  the  two  boat  loads 
reached  the  shore,  being  either  shot  or  drowned.  Thinking  that 
more  might  be  accomplished  by  landing  the  small-arms  men,  they 
were  sent  ashore  and  succeeded  in  killing  4  and  wounding  4  others, 
besides  capturing  6,  making  a  total  of  about  20  killed  and  woimded. 
We  also  captured  19  horses  and  3  mules,  with  the  saddles,  bridles, 
and  accoutrements,  and  a  few  revolvers. 

The  prisoners  and  horses  are  now  on  board  this  vessel.  They 
were  completely  taken  by  surprise  and  offered  but  little  resistance. 

From  the  most  reliable  information  I  could  obtain,  there  were  be- 
tween 150  and  200  of  them,  armed  mostly  with  revolvers  only,  com- 
manded by  Major  Hopkins,  of  Buford's  command,  C.  S.  Army. 

About  60  of  this  force,  with  the  major,  are  now  on  the  north  side 
of  the  Cumberland. 

Not  deeming  it  prudent  to  pursue  them  too  far,  the  people  were 
recalled^  the  prisoners,  horses,  and  plunder  taken  on  ooard,  and, 
proceeding  down  to  Eddyville,  I  apprised  the  commander  of  our 
lorces  there  of  the  enemy's  crossing. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  mention  the  eagerness  and  alacrity  dis- 
played by  both  officers  and  men  to  capture  or  disperse, ttiiseang  of 
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rebels.  To  Mr.  Rowley,  the  pilot  on  watch  at  the  time,  great  praise 
is  due  for  his  coolness  and  quick  handling  of  the  vessel,  whicl^ 
assisted  greatly  to  our  success. 

I  shall  continue  to  cruise  in  this  vicinity,  keeping  a  good  lookout 
for  them,  and  convo3dnff  transports  by  dangerous  places.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Fentress ^  U.  S.  Navy^  commanding  U.  S.  S. 

mist  J  regarding  the  general  movements  of  that  vessel^  giving  infer- 

motion  obtained. 

U.  S.  S.  Mist, 
Off  BarfieWs  Point,  [^r*.].  May  4, 1866. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  to  you  a  report  of  the  general 
movements  of  this  vessel,  and  also  communicate  what  information 
may  have  come  to  my  knowledge  since  mv  receipt  of  your  order 
stationing  me  here.  1  continue  to  cruise  from  Osceola  to  Gayoso 
Landing;  making  my  trips  down  and  back,  occupy  about  seven 
days.  I  keep  generally  under  easy  steam,  and  anchor  but  a  very 
short  time  at  any  one  place.  One  of  the  most  important  places  on 
my  beat  is  the  mouth  of  the  Obion  River.  Quantities  of  supplies 
are  landed  there,  and  some  cotton  is  shipped  from  there  almost 
every  week  (in  small  quantities,  however).  Steamers  will  not  risk 
landing  at  that  point  without  my  protection,  and  I  am  frequently 
towed  from  Osceola  to  Hale's  !Point  by  them  for  that  purpose. 
I  find  the  persons  living  along  my  station  very  well  disposed,  and 
all  anxious  to  afford  any  aid  m  killing  or  capturing  any  strolling 
band  of  thieves  who  may  wish  to  annoy  the  inhabitants  or  interfere 
with  the  commerce  of  this  river.  On  the  Arkansas  shore  great  ap- 
prehension is  entertained  by  the  inhabitants  of  raids  bemg  made 
upon  them  by  parties  from  the  back  country  as  soon  as  the  river 
falls  sufficiently  for  them  to  travel.  Mr.  William  Carr,  of  Barfield's 
Point,  a  well-known  Union  man,  has  an  organization  composed  of  a 
few  gentlemen  who  have  been  of  the  greatest  protection  to  this 
vicinity.  He  has  captured  and  killed  7  of  these  villains  during  the 
past  two  weeks.  In  fact,  on  Sunday  last,  a  desperate  fellow  paid 
the  debt  of  nature,  having  escaped  and  being  pursued  4  miles  up 
the  Obion  by  a  party  of  Mr.  C's.  I  afford  all  assistance  in  my  power 
to  capture  these  men  whenever  I  am  called  upon. 

Several  gangs  of  these  desperadoes  are  in  this  vicinity.  One,  com- 
posed of  75  men,  well  armed  and  mounted,  and  commanded  by  a 
Captain  Lee,  formerly  of  the  Tenth  New  Jersey  Volunteers  (U.  S.) 
These  are  up  the  Obion,  and  on  the  21st  day  of  April  last  they 
boarded  the  steamer  Panola  (a  small  trading  steamer  that  gathers 
cotton  up  those  rivers),  and  after  searching  her,  and  finding  no 
money  or  supplies,  allowed  her  to  proceed.  I  have  gathered  these 
particulars  from  the  owner  of  the  steamer,  Mr.  Edington,  of  Osceola, 
and  can  rely  upon  his  statement.    On  the  Arkansas  side  there  is  a  i 
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more  formidable  gang  composed  of  190  desperate  fellows  and  led  by 
one  Bowlen.  They  commit  ^reat  depredations  through  the  country, 
and  have  been  upon  the  river  about  a  year.  From  a  deserter 
Mr.  Carr  gathers  the  following  particulars,  which  I  think  it  my  duty 
to  forward  to  you :  "  They  have  no  artillery,  are  well  mount^  ana 
equipped.  The  band  is  composed  of  deserters  from  Price's  army, 
and  are  banditti,  robbing  both  sides."  I  know  of  no  other  force 
within  the  limits  of  my  beat  From  what  I  can  learn,  when  the  river 
falls  it  will  be  rather  unsafe  for  steamers  to  wood  and  land  on  the 
Arkansas  shore  without  protection. 

I  coal  at  New  Madrid  from  the  barges  there,  and  have  the  barges 
attended  to  and  pumped  out  while  I  stay. 

Since  the  removal  of  the  Eate^  No.  65^  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of 
extending  my  cruising  to  near  New  Madrid,  thinking  that  I  would 
please  you. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  I  have  succeeded  in  repairing  the 
rudders  of  this  vessel,  and  would  most  respectfully  recommend  to 
your  notice  the  improvement  that  I  have  made  upon  them,  should 
any  vessel  in  your  division  be  troubled  as  I  was  with  the  same  kind 
of  rudder. 

Hoping,  sir,  that  you  will  excuse  this  long  report,  and  also  that 
you  will  pardon  me  for  not  communicating  with  you  more  frequently,

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Patterson^  U.  8.  Navy^  comr 
manding  U.  S.  S.  Mound  City^  regarding  an  expedition  up  the 
Big  Black  River^  May  4. 

U.  S.  S.  Mound  Crrr, 
Of  Grand  Ovlf,  May  8, 1865. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  morning  of  the  4th 
instant  I  started  up  Big  Black  River  at  4 :  30  a,  m.,  proceeding  up  the 
river  slowly  and  cautiously.  I  encoimtered  no  serious  difficulties, 
though  the  river  was  quite  narrow  and  the  bends  short.  At  4  p.  m. 
I  landed  at  the  plantation  of  Monroe  Harris,  on  the  west  bank,  and 
learned  I  was  6  miles  from  Baldwin's  Ferry  by  land.  At  5  started 
on  up  the  river  and  ran  until  8  p.  m.,  when  I  made  fast  to  the  trees, 
the  whole  country  around  being  overflowed  and  swampy.  I  then 
manned  two  boats  and  sent  them  on  up  the  river,  with  orders  to  pull 
up  five  hours,  and  if  they  did  not  reach  the  Black  River  Bridge  at 
the  end  of  that  time,  to  return.  After  proceeding  about  3  miles  they 
encountered  a  heavy  current  and  thought  it  prudent  to  return*  At 
4  a.  m.  on  the  following  morning  I  startea  on  up  the  river,  th5 
difficulties  of  the  stream  rendering  my  progress  very  slow.  At  11 
a.  m.  I  stopped  at  a  bluff  on  the  east  bank  to  kill  some  beef.  Took  a 
division  of  small  arms  and  went  on  shore  with  them  myself.  Imme- 
diately after  the  report  of  the  rifle  that  was  fired  at  the  beef,  one  of 
my  men  reported  some  darkies  on  the  brow  of  the  hill  some  800 
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yards  distant ;  turned  and  saw  they  were  white  men,  dressed  in  gray, 
and  armed.  I  gave  the  order,  "  Forward,"  when  I  immediately  saw 
some  15  or  20  mounted  men  going  at  a  full  gallop  up  the  hill. 
I  gave  them  a  volley  and  fired  with  a  Spencer  at  them  until  they 
had  gone  over  the  brow  of  a  hill.  I  dragged  my  beef  on  board, 
and  fired  two  i^ots  from  the  howitzer  at  them  over  the  hill,  on 
reaching  the  ship.  Cast  loose  immediately  and  stood  on  up  the  river. 
At  1  p.  m.  encountered  a  drift,  ran  over  it,  and,  unshipping  my 
rudder,  had  to  stop  about  half  an  hour  to  reship  it,  and  then  stood  on. 
At  5  p.  m.  encountered  a  drift  about  100  or  150  feet  through.  I  did 
not  think  it  advisable  to  try,  or  possible,  to  ^t  through,  so,  consult- 
ing the  pilot,  whose  opinion  coincided  with  mme,  I  concluded,  though 
loath,  to  return.  Dropped  down  the  river,  stem  first,  until  I  found  a 
suitable  place  to  turn  around.  As  I  approached  Baldwin's  Ferry, 
i^elled  the  bluffs  and  continued  to  do  so  until  past  the  place.  Kept 
on  down  the  river  and  reached  the  Mississippi  at  8:30  p.  m.,  Sat- 
urday evening,  Mav  6. 

It  is  my  belief  tnat  the  rebels  seen  at  Baldwin's  Ferry  were  wait- 
ing to  give  us  a  volley  as  we  passed^  and  my  reason  for  not  pulling 
the  drift  out  and  going  on  up  the  nver  is  that  it  would  have  taken 
me  at  least  four  or  five  nours,  and,  being  thus  delayed,  I  did  not  wish 
to  have  the  risk  of  my  vessel  being  blockaded  up  there  by  trees  felled 
at  Baldwin's  Ferry  in  my  wake,  so  thought  it  prudent  to  return. 
I  can  not  say  how  far  I  reached  up  the  river,  but  from  all  the  infor- 
mation I  can  get,  I  believe  I  was  within  5  miles  of  the  bridge. 

The  tug  Orey  Eagle  is  at  the  bridge. 

The  steamer  Royal  Arch  I  met  up  the  fBig]  Black  River,  and 
from  her  papers  I  did  not  feel  authorized  to  detain  her.  She  is  in 
the  employ  of  Parkman,  Brooks  &  Co.,  if  I  remember  right. 

The  bridge  is  in  possession  of  the  flag-of-truce  troops,  for  the 
exchange  of  prisoners,  and  both  the  above  boats  can  be  detained, 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  Vicksburg  authorities,  at  the  above  place.

Sib  :  In  obedience  to  your  orders,  I  landed  at  the  mouth  of  Cypress 
Creek  and  stayed  there  till  1  p.  m.,  when  I  started  up  the  creek  to 
see  if  there  were  any  skiffs,  dugouts,  or  flats.    I  found  that  the  trees 
were  scored  by  the  mark  of  an  axe.    I  followed  the  stream  up  for  a 
distance  of  about  3  miles  and,  on  my  way,  found  two  flats,  with 
oars;  each  of  these  was  capable  of  carrying  six  persons.    I  destroyed 
these  and  proceeded  farther  up  the  stream,  discovering  nothing 
more  till  it  became  so  dark  that  I  thought  it  best  to  return  to  the 
river,  which  was  reached  at  5 :30  p.  ul    At  7  :30  I  crossed  the  river 
from  that  point,  and  lay  in  ambush  until  the  steamer  came  down,  at 
8  p.  m.,  and  then  reported  on  board.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commiander  Cornwell^  TJ.  S.  Navy^  referring 
to  measures  of  watchfulness  to  prevent  the  escape  of  Jefferson 
Davis. 

U.  S.  S.  Choctaw, 
Bayou  Sara^  May  5, 1866. 
Sir:  I  informed  you  when  you  were  here  yesterday  that  it  was  re- 
ported on  the  west  bank  of  the  river  that  General  Kirby  Smith, 
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C.  S.  Army,  was  in  a  dying  condition.  I  understand  to-day  that  he 
is  getting  better.  I  have  also  heard  from  a  man  in  Bayou  Sara 
that  it  was  fully  believed  by  the  rebels  in  this  vicinity  that  Jeff.  Davis 
would  be  across  the  river  in  less  than  thirty  days.  My  informant 
states  that  Colonel  J.  [S.J  Scott,  C.  S.  Army,  has  sent  word  that  he 
would  soon  be  at  Bayou  Sara  with  bis  command,  and  would  soon  be 
followed  by  many  more.  This  same  person  also  stated  that  it  was 
the  intention  to  make  a  strong  offensive  move  in  this  neighborhood, 
while  Jeff.  Davis  and  party  would  cross  far  above — perhaps  at  Rod- 
ney.   I  have  considerable  reliance  in  this  report. 

1  believe  there  are  a  number  of  paroled  rebel  soldiers  crossing  the 
river  from  east  to  west.  It  is  difficult  to. watch  all  the  crossmgs. 
Those  at  which  a  force  can  be  crossed  are  the  ones  to  which  we  give 
the  most  attention. 

I  have  just  received  a  report  from  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
Naiad  of  a  crossing  about  8  miles  above  Baton  Rouge.  I  enclose  it 
herewith.  I  also  enclose  a  copy  of  orders  sent  to  each  vessel  in  the 
district. 

The  Choctaw  keeps  picket  boats  at  the  crossings  between  this  place 
and  Morganza ;  the  Naiad  patrols  between  this  and  the  lower  end  of 
Prophet's  [Profit]  Island;  the  Nymph  from  Prophet's  [Profit] 
Island  to  Baton  Rouge;  the  General  Price  from  Baton  Rouge  to 
Donaldsonville,  giving  more  particular  attention  to  the  portion  of 
her  beat  above  Flaquemine,  as  vessels  of  the  First  District  cruise 
below  that  point. 

I  will  forward  you  all  the  information  that  may  be  obtained  from 
time  to  time.

Show  no  other  lignts  from  any  part  of  the  vessel,  and  put 
all  out  at  sunset  except  those  in  lanterns  with  covers. 
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Hold  out  to  officers  and  men  inducements  of  reward  and  promo- 
lion  for  the  capture  of  Jeff.  Davis  and  Cabinet,  or  either.  You  wiU 
regard  no  notice  of  any  armistice  or  truce  unless  it  comes  from  the 
admiral  or  myself.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Com/numder  ComweU^  U.  S.  Navy^  of  informa- 
tion ootaitied  regarding  proposed  crossing  of  Confederate  boaU 
under  construction  in  Uomochitto  River, 

U.  S.  S.  Choctaw, 
Bayou  Sara^  May  ff,  186& — 11  p.  m. 

Sir  :  An  hour  ago  an  old  man  from  the  west  bank  came  on  board 
and  reported  to  me  that  a  proposition  had  been  made  to  him  hy  an 
officer  of  Captain  Ratliff's  (C.  S.  A.)  command  to  go  up  the  river 
for  the  purpose  of  piloting  an  important  party  across  the  Mississippi. 
He  was  called  on  because  of  his  long  residence  in  the  part  of  the 
country  to  which  the  party  proposed  to  cross  into.  He,  however, 
declined,  giving  as  a  reason  his  many  infirmities  and  old  age.  With 
a  map  of  the  State  of  Ix)uisiana  he  showed  me  the  plan  proposed, 
which  is  a  good  one.  About  12  miles  above  Fort  Adams  there  is  a 
bayou  shaped  like  a  horseshoe,  into  which  the  Homochitto  River 
empties.  In  this  river  boats  or  barges  are  now  being  built,  he  says, 
for  the  purpose  of  crossing  the  Mississippi.  Nearly  opposite  the 
mouth  of  this  bayou  there  is  a  cut-off,  or  opening,  that,  at  this  stage 
of  water,  leads  into  Red  River,  which  is  only  a  few  miles  distant.  If 
the  Red  River  should  be  guarded  at  this  point,  there  is  plenty  of 
water  all  over  the  Parish  of  Concordia  to  float  a  20-ton  vessel,  so 
that,  if  the  party  should  be  disturbed,  they  can  strike  straight  for 
Trinity. 

He  thinks  it  will  require  the  nicest  management  to  intercept  the 
boats,  as  the  river  banks  are  covered  with  thick  young  cottonwood, 
out  of  which  there  are  several  openings.  I  will  write  to  the  com- 
mander of  the  Fourth  District  to-morrow  and  send  the  old  man  up, 
and,  in  fact,  will  do  all  in  my  power  to  take  advantage  of  the  infor- 
mation if  it  is  proved  to  be  useful.  The  party  were  to  cross  some 
time  during  the  latter  part  of  next  week.  If  we  think  it  advisable, 
I  will  send  my  heavy  boats  (cutters)  up  there  to  assist.  I  will  run 
up  to  Red  River  to-morrow  to  see  about  it,  and  will  make  a  more  de- 
tailed report.    The  dispatch  boat  is  now  detained  for  this. 

The  man,  Mr.  Dooty,  is  willing  to  accept  compensation  for  his 
services,  which  I  have  verbally  guaranteed  to  him,  if  successful  in 
their  capture.  There  are  several  things  which  seem  to  confirm  the 
old  mans  statement.  Colonel  J.  [^S.]  Scott  (C.  S.  A.),  who  belongs 
to  Greneral  Forrest's  (C.  S.  A.)  command,  is  expected  at  Woodville 
to-day  with  his  cavalry,  so  I  am  informed  by  the  commanding  oflScer 
of  the  troops  which  now  occupy  this  place.    Woodville  is  near  the 
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Homochitto,  and  would  be  a  good  place  to  start  from,  and  Colonel 
Scott  is  known  to  be  opposed  to  giving  up  the  war.

Sir  :  I  left  last  night  on  board  the  Peri  a  note  for  you,  repeating 
my  views  of  the  importance  of  guarding  well  and  watching  closely 
the  crossings  at  Tunica,  where  the  ridges  make  in  on  both  sides.    It 
is  probable  that  Mr.  Davis  and  Cabinet,  with  their  plunder,  may 
'  attempt  to  force  a  crossing  there  against  tinclad  opposition  under 
cover  of  artillery.    A  handy,  movable  ironclad  like  tne  Neosho^  now 
at  Ellis  Cliffs,  would  prevent  this,  whilst  the  Lafayette  or  Manhat- 
tan might  guard  Ellis  Cliffs,  to  prevent  a  crossing  there.    If  Tunica 
is,  as  it  seems  to  be  considered,  the  most  probable  point  of  crossing, 
the  Neosho  is  the  best  ironclad  to  have  there,  owing  to  the  readiness 
with  which  she  is  moved  and  handled ;  and  her  ability  to  resist  and 
drive  off  field  artillery  is  established  by  experience.    You  may  an- 
ticipate a  demonstration  to  cross  at  one  point  and  an  attempted 
passage  at  another.    Therefore,  keep  the  vessels  on  these  respective 
beats  as  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  such  a  stratagem  from 
succeeding.    It  is  desirable  for  vou  to  keep  constantly  moving  up 
and  down  along  the  portions  oi  vour  command  where  Jeff.  Davis 
is  most  likely  to  cross,  so  as  to  defeat  it  and  capture  him  by  getting 
early  information  and  acting  quickly  upon  it.    Use  your  best  discre- 
tion, activity,  and  vigilance.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Gould ^  U.  S.  Navy^  regard- 
ing expedition  for  the  capture  of  a  Confederate  party  near  Cole^s 
Creek. 

U.  S.  S.  Forest  Rose, 
Near  Waterproofs  La.^  May  7, 1865. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  while  patrolling  this  part  of 
the  river  I  learned  from  a  reliable  source  that  a  party  of  rebel 
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officers  had  crossed  the  river  near  Waterproof,  from  west  to  east.  I 
immediately  armed  the  cutter  with  12  men  and  sent  Mate  Ira  Atheam, 
with  12  armed  men,  across  on  the  levee  toward  Cole's  Creek,  taking 
charge  of  the  cutter  myself.  I  made  my  way  through  the  swamps 
to  the  same  {>oint,  with  the  intention  of  cutting  off  the  party  on  their 
way  to  the  hills.  After  much  difficulty  I  got  through,  within  2  miles 
of  the  place  where  they  were  to  take  boat  for  the  high  land.  I  landed 
and  jomed  Mr.  Atheam,  and  started  across  the  levee.  We  soon  came 
in  sight  of  the  party,  who,  on  seeing  us,  went  back  to  a  plantation 
near  by.  We  soon  surrounded  them,  capturing  6  men,  1  captain,  2 
lieutenants,  1  signal  officer,  1  assistant  paymaster,  C.  S.  Navy,  and  1 
citizen,  who  crossed  the  river  with  the  above  party. 

I  forward  to  you  a  number  of  letters  captured  with  them.  I  send 
the  men  to  the  provost-marshal,  Natchez,  in  charge  of  Acting  Assist- 
ant Paymaster  A.  J.  Myers,  U.  S.  Navy.

Havana,  March  31^  1865. 
Sir  :  I  had  the  honor  to  report  to  you  from  London  the  outrageous 
manner  in  which  Mr.  Samuel  J.  Harrison,  president  of  the  Virginia 
Volunteer  Navy,  had  behaved  to  myself  and  the  officers  you  were 
kind  enough  to  order  to  report  to  me  at  Bermuda.  At  the  time  Mr. 
Harrison  obtained  these  orders  he  knew  perfectly  well  that  the  Hawk 
was  not  at  Bermuda,  nor  had  he  any  right  to  expect  that  she  would  be 
until  he  had  forwarded  sufficient  funds  to  pay  for  her.  However,  at 
that  time  believing  in  his  honesty,  and  that  he  would  not  dare  to 
behave  in  so  contemptible  a  manner  to  the  Government,  I  borrowed 
the  remaining  portion  of  the  purchase  money  and  sent  the  ship  to 
sea,  the  gentleman  who  made  the  advance  requiring  the  signing  of  a 
certain  contract  to  insure  him,  and  also  that  myself  and  Assistant 
Paymaster  D.  D.  Talley  should  remain  in  Europe  until  the  money 
was  paid.  Mr.  Harrison  to  the  last  promised  laithfuUy  that  this 
would  be  done,  and  much  to  my  surprise  at  the  last  moment  I  re- 
ceived a  letter  through  Commodore  Ro.  B.  Pegram,  C.  S.  Navy, 
ordering  the  ship  to  be  sold,  and  that  Commodore  Pegram  would 
purchase  another  vessel.  The  Hawk  accordingly  was  sold  at  auction 
to  the  highest  bidder  (at  the  time  of  the  fall  of  Fort  Fisher),  and  as 
soon  as  we  could  arrange  the  accounts,  Mr.  Talley  and  myself  left 
on  our  wav  to  the  Confederacy.  We  arrived  at  this  place  on  the 
22d,  and  Mr.  T.  leaves  this  evening,  via  Galveston,  with  an  abstract 
of  the  accounts,  I  deeming  it  not  prudent  to  send  them  at  this  time. 
ITiey  will  b^  deposited  with  Major  C.  J.  Helm  until  such  time  as  it 
will  be  safe  to  send  them.  For  the  same  reason  I  have  determined  to 
go  by  another  vessel,  so  that  if  either  of  us  are  captured  there  w^ill 
be  some  one  to  make  the  proper  statement  and  to  prove  Mr.  Harri- 
son's conduct 
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Commodore  Pegram  expects  to  return  home  by  the  steamer  which 
leaves  England  on  the  2d  of  April.  He  has  been  as  badly  treated  as 
we  have,  and  feels  the  outrage  quite  as  much.  I  am  glad  to  hear 
from  Commander  MafRtt,  of  the  Otcl^  that  he  landed  Assistant  Sur- 
geon D.  S.  Watson  and  First  Assistant  Engineer  E.  R.  Archer 
(C.  S.  Volunteer  Navy)  safe  on  the  Florida  coast,  some  9  miles  from 
St.  Marks,  on  the  24th  instant 

This  will  be  handed  you  by  Assistant  Paymaster  Talley,  should 
he  arrive  before  me,  and  he  will  inform  you  of  all  we  have  done  and 
suffered.

Sir:  I  would  respectfully  report,  in  obedience  to  your  orders,  the 
disposition  I  have  made  of  the  vessels  in  this  district : 

The  Louisville^  Ihex^  and  tug  La/urel  are  on  duty  on  the  Yazoo 
River;  the  Louisville  at  the  mouth  of  Steele's  Bayou;  the  Ihex  1 
mile  above  her;  the  Laurel  one-half  mile  above  the  Ihex^  with  proper 
signals  in  case  the  enemy  should  come  down  the  river  in  cotton  boats; 
the  Victory  from  the  mouth  of  the  Yazoo  to  Lake  Providence  5  the 
Kaie  from  Lake  Providence  to  Princeton ;  the  Colossus  from  Prmce- 
ton  to  Egg  Point;  the  Juliet  from  Egg  Point  to  Greenville;  the 
Brilliant  fiom  Greenville  to  Gaines  Landing;  the  Marmora  from 
Gaines  Landing  to  Napoleop,  spending  most  of  her  time  in  Cypress 
Bend  and  at  Gaines  Landing;  the  Vindicator  and  Tyler  are  patrol- 
lii^  the  district. 

The  vessels  have  orders  to  keep  underway,  show  no  lights,  and  to 
offer  small  rewards  to  contrabands. 

I  am  in  the  neighborhood  of  Skipwith's  Landing.  The  scouts  in 
this  vicinity  came  in  and  surrendered  to  me  on  the  terms  of  General 
Canby  to  General  Taylor,  they  belonging  to  commands  in  General 
Taylor's  department.  On  account  of  the  country  being  overflowed, 
they  were  unable  to  surrender  with  their  conmiands.  I  will  send 
them  to  the  military  authorities  at  Vicksburg  to  be  paroled.     I  have 
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been  unable  to  gain  any  information  of  Jeff.  Davis  and  Cabinet  at- 
tempting to  cross  the  river  in  this  district  up  to  the  present  time.

River. 

Udqrs.  Military  Division  of  the  Missouri, 

St.  Louisj  Mo.^f  May  P,  18(Jo. 
Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  send  two  or 
thi-ee  light-draft  tinclads  to  operate  for  a  month  or  two  on  the  Mis- 
souri River.  Large  numbera  of  deserters,  and  bushwhackers  in  con- 
siderable parties,  are  returning  from  the  rebel  armies  to  Missouri, 
and  it  is  desirable  that  none  of  them  be  permitted  to  cross  to  the 
north  side  of  the  Missouri  River. 

All  precautions  possible  have  been  taken  by  the  land  forces  in  the 
State,  but  the  services  of  two  or  three  ^nboats  of  the  character  men- 
tioned would  be  invaluable  in  patroUing  the  river,  destroying  all 
rafts,  flats,  skiffs^  etc.,  except  at  authorized  places  of  crossmg,  and 
intercepting  parties  of  the  enemy  attempting  in  any  manner  to  cross 
the  river. 

If  you  can  send  the  boats  asked  for,  their  commanders  had  best 
communicate  fully  with  General  Dod^,  commanding  Department  of 
Missouri,  who  can  keep  them  advised  of  the  position  and  orders  of 
the  land  forces,  and  can  give  them  intelligence  of  the  approach  of 
parties  of  the  enemy  coming  from  the  South  toward  the  nver. 

Will  you  please  advise  me  at  your  earliest  convenience  whether 
you  will  be  able  to  comply  with  this  request?

Letter  from  Acting  Rear-Admired  Lee^  U.  S.  Navy^  to  Major- 
General  Pope^  TJ.  S.  Army^  promising  cooperation  in  the  Missouri 
River. 

Mound  City,  May  14y  1865. 

General:  I  arrived  to-day  and  find  that  Commander  Bryson,  in 
my  absence,  had  already  ordered  two  gunboats  from  the  Tennessee 
to  duty  in  tiie  Missouri,  agreeably  to  your  request  of  the  9th  instant. 

I  am  now  acting  under  instructions  from  the  Navi^  Department, 
to  make  every  effort  to  capture  Jeff.  Davis,  his  Cabinet,  and  plunder, 
and  have  detailed  the  vessels  of  this  squadron  on  the  Mississippi 
with  instructions  for  this  purpose.   . 

I  have  just  received  further  instructions  from  the  Department, 
giving  preparatory  orders  for  the  reduction  of  this  squadron  to, 
25  vessels. 

You  will  see  the  difficulties  of  the  situation,  as  bearing  upon 
your  requests.  I  will,  however,  do  all  in  my  power  to  cooperate 
with  you  under  the  circumstances. 

Two  gunboats  on  the  Missouri  would  be  of  service  in  rendering 
convoy  for  transports  with  troops  and  in  protecting  trading  boats 
from  depredation  at  points  where  the  gunboats  might  happen  to 
be.  I  respectfully  recommend  that  rafts,  flats,  etc.,  be  seized,  if 
necessary,  for  military  purposes.  I  should  doubt  my  authority  to 
order  the  destruction  ot  such  propertv  in  a  State  not  in  insurrec- 
tion, and  even  if  they  were  destroyecf  or  seized,  it  is  very  easj^  to 
con^ruct,  with  a  few  planks  taken  from  houses,  scores  of  skiffs, 
and  with  rails  and  small  dry  logs,  small  rafts,  by  means  of  which 

J^arties  can  cross.    This  is  a  practice  with  which  the  rebels  are  very 
amiliar.

Sir  :  I  returned  to  this  place  last  night,  having  visited  each  dis- 
trict of  this  squadron  on  the  Mississippi  River,  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  my  personal  attention  to  the  arrailgements  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  capturing  Jeff.  Davis,  his  Cabinet,  and  phmder. 

Previous  to  leaving  Mound  City  I  withdrew  from  the  Cumberland 
and  Tennessee  all  the  suitable  vessels  that  could  be  spared,  and  as- 
signed them  to  duty  on  the  Mississippi.  On  my  way  down  I  made 
such  changes  in  the  positions  of  those  vessels  as  circumstances  seemed 
to  require.  I  refer  to  my  semimonthly  report  of  the  1st  instant  for 
the  disposition  of  force  made. 

On  my  way  up  the  river  I  examined  into  the  working  of  the  ar- 
rangements made  as  I  went  down,  which  appeared  as  efficient  as  they 
could  be  made  with  the  means  at  my  command.  The  utmost  vigi- 
lance was  enjoined  upon,  and  appeared  to  be  practiced  by  divisional 
and  commanding  officers,  and  I  have  spared  no  pains  to  carry  out  the 
Department's  directions  and  effect  its  important  object. 

I  enclose  (1)*  a  copy  of  my  Special  Order  No.  9;  also  (2)*  copy  of 
my  instructions  to  the  commanders  of  the  six  lower  districts,  in  rela- 
tion to  putting  guards  on  small  trading  steamers.  I  received  at 
Natchez,  on  the  7th  instant,  the  President's  proclamation  offering  re- 
wards for  the  capture  of  Jeff.  Davis  and  other  prominent  rebels,  and 
had  a  large  number  printed  and  distributed  through  the  squadron. 

I  communicated  on  my  way  up  and  down  with  all  the  military 
posts,  and  urged  active  cavalry  scouting  and  other  cooperative  meas- 
ures. Arrangements  for  scouting  were  somewhat  impeded,  first  by 
General  Sherman's  armistice,  and  afterwards  by  that  between  General 
Canby  and  the  rebel  general  Dick  Taylor  previous  to  the  surrender 
of  the  latter. 

Notice  of  this  armistice  was  sent  by  the  officers  commanding  rebel 
forces  at  various  points,  to  our  military  posts,  and  to  some  of  the 
naval  district  commanders.  I  directed  the  latter  to  pay  no  regard 
whatever  to  such  notifications. 

These  interruptions  were  brief,  however,  and  active  scouting  is 
now  kept  up.  In  view  of  the  efforts  ashore  and  afloat,  the  chance  of 
Jeff.  Davis's  capture,  should  he  come  this  way,  is  good.    The  im- 

Eediment  to  naval  operations  to  this  end  offered  by  the  present  \qtj 
igh  overflow  of  the  Mississippi  is  considerable,  as  water  communi- 
cation is  practicable  from  the  inland  waters  of  Mississippi  to  the 
river,  and  thence,  after  crossing  it,  to  the  bayous  and  rivers  on  the 
west  side.  The  crossing  at  night  of  small  parties,  in  skiffs  or  on  small 
rafts,  can  not  absolutely  be  prevented;  the  patrolling  vessels  and 
boats  are  necessarily  widely  separated,  and  their  efforts  are  somewhat 
like  those  of  two  or  three  cavalrymen  to  patrol  15  or  20  miles  of 
turnpike  and  prevent  any  one  from  crossing  it. 

At  the  mouth  of  Red  River  I  met  Colonel  [John  T.]  Sprague, 
Chief  of  Staff  to  Major-General  Pope.    He  had  communicated  with

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Kirby  Smith,  and  subsequently  (on  the  5th  instant)  went  to  Shreve- 
port  to  have  an  interview  with  him,  with  the  design  of  impressing 
upon  him  the  advisability  of  the  immediate  surrender  of  the  forces 
in  the  trans-Mississippi  Department,  to  save  the  region  from  the 
widespread  devastation  that  would  follow  a  refusal  on  his  part  to 
accept  the  terms  on  which  the  rebel  forces  east  of  the  Mississippi 
.  had  surrendered,  which  refusal  and  consequent  prolongation  of  the 
war  would  be  as  wholly  unjustifiable  as  would  be  that  of  a  besieged 
and  weakened  garrison  [to  refuse^  to  surrender  to  a  superior  force 
which  had  effected  a  breach  in  their  defensive  works, 

I  understood  from  Maior-CJeneral  Dana,  at  Vicksburg,  that  he 
had  heard  that  Dick  Taylor's  Texan  troops  refused  to  be  paroled; 
that  they  were  recruiting  from  the  paroled  prisoners.  Kirby  Smith 
may  endeavor  to  hold  out  a  while  longer,  prmcipally  to  keep  up  the 
cotton  trade,  the  profits  of  which,  according  to  report,  are  very 
great  to  some  rebel  officers,  also  to  cover  the  retreat  of  the  bad  spirits 
of  the  rebellion  into  the  trans-Mississippi  Department  and  through  it 
to  Mexico. 

T  also  learned  at  Vicksburg  that  threats  had  been  made  by  the 
paroled  rebel  soldiers  to  seize  the  cotton-trading  steamboats  in  the 
1  azoo,  of  which  there  are  about  a  dozen.    I  sent  two  gunboats  to 
protect  and  bring  them  down. 

These  men  probably  will  give  a  great  deal  of  trouble;  their  officers 
have  lost  all  control  over  them;  they  are  now  without  rations  or 
money,  and  are  plundering  and  committing  outrages  generally  in 
the  interior. 

Our  military  authorities  are  endeavoring  to  restore  order.  As  the 
overflow  subades,  they  will  doubtless  take  to  the  swamps  along  the 
river  and  endeavor  to  plunder  transports  and  the  residents. 

I  suppose  an  active  police  of  the  Mississippi  and  its  tributaries 
will  be  necessary  for  some  time  to  come,  until  civil  order  is  restored, 
to  protect  trade  and  the  well-disposed  portion  of  the  inhabitants. 

I  am  informed  by  naval  and  military  officers  on  the  river  that 
people  having  an  interest  at  stake  in  society  declare  that  no  further 
resistance  will  be  made,  and  that  they  have  submitted  to  the  national 
authority  and  invoked  its  protection  and  are  desirous  to  know  what 
terms  will  be  ^ranted  them.

Sir:  Lieutenant-Commander  Le  Roy  Fitch,  under  date  of  May  4, 
encloses  a  report,  dated  April  29,  from  Acting  Master  Ck)ulson,  tem- 
porariljr  commanding  TJ.  S.  S.  Moose^  respectmg  the  interception  of 
a  guerrilla  party  while  in  the  act  of  crossing  the  Cumberland,  by 
iki^  Moose^  which  attacked  and  dispersed  them,  killing,  wounding, 
and  capturing  about  twenty-six.  I  enclose  a  copy  of  Acting  Master 
Coulson's  report.*  Lieutenant-Commander  Fitch  states  that  two  of 
the  prisoners  were  found,  on  investigation,  to  be  citizens,  pressed  as 

fuides.  .These  were  released ;  also  a  mule  belonging  to  one  of  them, 
[e  further  states  that  the  guerrilla  party,  numbering  about  150,  were 
completely  dispersed  or  cut  off  from  their  purpose.  Those  who  were 
left  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Cumberland  recrossed  the  Tennessee,  and 
those  who  had  reached  the  right  bank  wei'e  afterwards  captured  by 
some  of  our  land  forces.

S.  Navy,  regarding 
com/m/undcation  under  flag  of  truce  with  a  party  of  Confederate 
cai^alrymen. 

U.    S.    S.    OuACHrTA, 

New  River  Landing ^  La.^  May  15^  1865. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  yesterdav  morning,  in 
patrolling  between  Donaldsonville  and  Plaquemine^  nve  rebel  cav- 
alrymen appeared  on  the  west  bank  of  the  river  with  a  flag  of  truce. 
On  communicating  with  it  I  learned  they  were  a  party  claiming  to 
belong  to  the  rebel  General  Taylor's  command,  and  under  the  imme- 
diate command  of  a  Captain  Brown.  The  object  of  the  truce,  to 
forward  by  this  vessel  a  communication  from  Brown  to  the  com- 
manding military  officer  at  Donaldsonville,  asking  to  surrender  his 
14  men,  upon  conditions  granted  to  those  on  the  eaS  side  of  the  river. 

In  reply  I  sent  him  word  that  if  he  wished  to  surrender  to  the 
Army,  to  go  to  Donaldsonville  and  do  so  in  a  proper  manner;  if 
to  the  Navy,  his  surrender  would  be  unconditional,  further  than  his 
being  treated  as  a  prisoner  of  war,  and  that  I  would  give  him  five 
minutes  to  decide,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  I  would  shell  him. 
He  left  immediately  and  entered  the  woods.  I  sent  a  party  on  shore, 
who  surprised  a  part  of  them,  some  two  or  three  miles  from  the 
river,  and  captured  a  first  lieutenant  by  the  name  of  Kingsley  and 
two  horses,  the  others  escaping.  The  lieutenant  and  horses  have  been 
turned  over  to  the  military  authorities  at  Donaldsonville.

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I  learn  that  these  outlaws  are  well  received  in  the  families  of  most 
of  the  planters  in  the  comitry  they  prowl  over,  and  do  little  more 
than  steal  theit  horses  and  board  with  them.  The  military  from 
Donaldsonville  and  Plaquemine  are  now  scouring  the  country  for 
them.

U.  S.  S.  Lafayette, 
Off  Homochitto  Bayou^  May  15^  1865. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  since  my  last  communi- 
cation to  you  I  have  made  a  reconnoissance  of  the  Homochitto,  Buffalo 
Bavou,  and  Atchaf alaya,  20  miles  below  Simmesport. 

I  have  made  this  reconnoissance  to  ascertain  whether  Jeff.  Davis 
and  party  had  succeeded  in  crossing,  and  to  destroy  any  facilities 
the  parties  might  have  for  crossing.  Up  to  this  time  I  have  been 
unable  to  get  any  information  of  their  having  crossed.  From  the 
manner  in  which  the  people  talk,  it  would  seem  probable  that  they 
had  crossed  somewhere  near  Davis's  plantation,  about  20  miles  below 
Vicksburg. 

I  have  sent  dispatches  from  (jeneral  Canby  to  Colonel  Sprague 
at  Fort  De  Russy. 

As  soon  as  I  have  dispatched  the  Mam,hattan  I  intend  to  make  a 
reconnoissance  of  Red  River  as  far  as  Grand  Cut-off,  to  ascertain, 
if  possible,  whether  Jeff.  Davis  and  party  have  crossed  near  Homo- 
chitto Bayou  [River].

Sir:  Lieutenant-Commander  Mitchell  reports,  under  date  of  23d 
April,  that  while  the  Cricket  was  lyinc;  at  Marianna,  in  the  L'An- 
guille  River  (date  not  stated),  Acting  Ensign  W.  H.  C.  Michael,  of 
the  Tyler,  a  member  of  the  court-martial  in  session  aboard  the 
CricketyVfent  ashore  without  peimission  and  was  captured.  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Mitchell  immediately  ordered  10  citizens  ar- 
rested and  held  as  hostages. 

The  commanding  officer  of  the  squad  that  captured  Acting  Ensign 
Michael  sent  word  that  he  would  return  him  provided  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Mitchell  would  send  them  some  articles  of  clothing, 
amounting  to  about  $70,  and  return  the  citizens.  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Mitchell  collected  most  of  the  money  to  pay  for  the  clothing 
from  the  hostages,  and  acceeded  to  the  proposition.  Acting  Ensign 
Michael  returned,  having  been  robbed  oi  his  uniform  and  the  money 
in  his  possession,  about  $37.

The  command- 
ing officer  was  miwell,  and,  though  not  off  duty,  left  to  his  executive 
most  of  the  more  active  duties.  The  Rattler  was  at  anchor,  when 
the  supply  steamer  Magnet  came  alongside  and  made  fast  to  her, 
by  permission  of  the  commanding  officer.  Acting  Master  Willets. 
While  in  this  position  a  squall  came  on  and  both  boats  were  driven 
ashore  and  the  Rattler  was  lost.  *• 

The  court  of  enquirv  in  the  affair  (the  record  of  whose  proceed- 
ings was  burned  on  the  late  flagship  Black  Uawk)  recommended, 
as  near  as  I  can  remember,  that  no  further  proceedings  be  taken 
against  anyone  on  account  of  the  steamer's  loss  except  against 
Acting  Ensign  Wells.  And  charges  against  him  were  prepared 
and  he  has  been  some  time  in  Mound  City  awaiting  trial.  The 
charges  and  all  papers  relating  to  the  case  were  burned  in  the 
Blam  Hawk^  and  it  would  be  almost  impossible  now  to  get  any 
definite  information  sufficient  to  found  the  charges  on,  and  very 
difficult  to  find  proof. 

In  these  circumstances,  I  recommend  that  he  be  returned  to  duty.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Adrndral  Lee^  U.  JS.  Navy^  reyarding  the  re- 
duction of  the  squadron. 

Flagship  Tempest, 
Mound  City,  May  19,  1865. 

Sir  :  Under  the  Department's  order  of  May  3  I  selected  25  vessels 
of  this  squadron  as  tnose  now  most  useful  on  the  Western  waters, 
and  forwarded  a  list  in  my  No.  227,  duplicate  enclosed  (1).*  On 
receipt  of  the  Department's  telegram  of  18th  instant,  I  selected  such 
vessels  as  are  not  now  needed,  the  ironclads  to  be  put  in  ordinary 
and  the  tinclads  offered  for  sale,  and  telegraphed  the  same  to  the  De- 
partment this  morning.  Copy  enclosed  (2).  I  enclose  (3)  an  addi- 
tional list  of  vessels  which  I  propose  should  be  kept  in  commission 
for  the  present.  These  three  lists  make  up  the  total  number  in  the 
squadron;  the  whole  are  shown,  distinguishing  between  those  that 
should  be  dispensed  with  and  those  that  should  be  retained  in  the 
enclosed  list  (4).t 

I  suppose  that  most  of  the  vessels  on  the  third  list,  and  all  the  iron- 
clads except  the  Neosho,  may  be  withdrawn  from  service  soon  after 
the  rebel  forces  in  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department  surrender. 
Gunboats  will  be  needed  on  the  Western  waters  until  social  order  is 
restored.  The  tugs  are  useful  to  guard  the  coal  barges  at  the  coal 
stations  on  the  river.  These  barges  have  to  be  protected,  pumped 
out,  and  sparred  off  the  banks  according  to  the  variation  of  the  stage 
of  water  m  the  river.  The  tuffs  can  do  this  more  cheaply  than  any 
other  class  of  vessels,  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  they  be  re- 
tained» 

•  It  is  ^nerally  said  by  those  informed  in  river  affairs  that  steam- 
boat business  is  now  very  dull,  that  rates  of  freight  have  lately  fallen 
off  largely,  and  that  there  are  a  number  of  steamboats  of  all  classes 
not  employed,  which  number  is  increasing  as  the  Government  busi- 
ness decreases.  Others  think  that  the  extension  of  trade  under  the 
President's  recent  proclamation,  and  the  further  extension  that 
will  follow  as  soon  as  the  Trans-Mississippi  is  open,  and  the  ap- 

f)roachinff  season  of  low  water,  will  make  a  demand  for  cheap, 
ight-draft  boats,  such  as  those  on  enclosed  list  (1)  generally  are, 
for  trading  in  or  from  the  Missouri  and  the  upper  Mississippi  and 
its  tributaries.  I  think  it  would  be  best  to  try  to  sell  the  tinclads  at 
once,  but  better  to  keep  them  six  months  or  a  year,  than  submit  to 
a  ^eater  sacrifice  than  about  half  their  appraised  value,  supposing 
this  appraisement  to  be  arrived  at  by  a  comparison  of  the  value 
of  the  vessel  after  making  the  alterations  necessary  for  commercial 
purposes  and  deducting  the  expense  of  the  same,  with  the  probable 
cost  of  building  one  of  equal  size,  etc.,  at  the  time  of  sale.  It  would 
be  better  to  realize  even  this  in  cash  on  those  offered  for  sale  than 
to  retain  them,  in  view  of  the  general  welfare,  by  the  promotion 
of  trade,  intercourse,  and  revenue.  Government's  reserved  bid 
would  protect  its  interest,  and  this  would  be  faithfully  and  intelli- 
gently done  by  Commodore  Livingston.  When  the  expense  is  con- 
sidered of  keeping  vessels  in  ordinary,  the  employment  of  watch- 
men, of  men  to  wet  down  the  decks,  occasional  calking,  and  the  rapid

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deterioration  of  vessels  when  laid  up,  a  considerable  sacrifice  may  be 
submitted  to,  on  this  class  of  vessels. 

The  sale  should  be  advertised  in  all  the  daily  papers  of  the  prin- 
cipal river  cities — Pittsburg,  Cincinnati,  Louisville,  Cairo,  St.  Louis, 
Memphis,  and  New  Orleans — and  noticed  daily  in  the  column  espe- 
ciaUy  devoted  in  each  Western  paper  to  river  news.  To  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  probable  or  possible  demand  for  li^ht-draft  boats 
by  the  opening  of  trade  in  the  tributaries  within  the  insurrectionary 
region  and  the  approaching  season  of  low  water,  it  is  necessary  to 

f've  time  to  convert  the  boats  alid  bring  them  into  use  in  season, 
recommend  Tuesday,  20th  June,  as  the  day  of  sale.  From  ten  to 
fifteen  days  is  long  enough  to  advertise,  and  two  or  three,  in  some 
cases  four  weeks,  long  enough  to  convert  the  gunboats  for  commer- 
cial purposes.  The  advertisement  could  be  sent  from  here  to  New 
Orleans  in  three  or  four  days.  I  recommend  that  the  iron  armor  be 
removed  from  the  tinclads,  which  could  be  quickly  and  easily  done 
by  their  crews,  also  Ihe  heavy  anchors,  cables,  etc.,  not  needed  for 
commercial  purposes  on  small  boats,  and  sold  separately.  It  might 
be  profitable  to  send  some  of  the  anchoi's  and  cables  by  sea  to  New 
York. 

The  naval  station  here  would  be  a  convenient  central  point  for 
purchasers  coming  from  the  cities  on  the  upper  and  lower  Missis- 
sippi and  the  Ohio;  and,  if  the  sale  is  made  here,  the  control  Com- 
modore Livingston  would  exercise  over  the  subject  would  be  bene- 
ficial, and  the  sale^  would  be  better  managed  than  it  would  be  if  the 
vessels  were  distributed  for  sale  at  the  different  cities,  and  would 
save  time  and  expense. 

I  will  issue  orders  to-day  for  the  vessels  named  in  the  enclosed 
list  (2),  to  proceed  at  once  to  this  place,  after  turning  over  to  the 
vessels  left  in  their  respective  districts  such  officers,  men,  and  sup- 
plies as  thev  may  need.  I  respectfully  suggest  that  on  their  arrival 
here,  they  Be  turned  over  to  the  commandant  of  the  station,  after 
taking  out  of  them  here  such  persons  and  property  as  may  be  needed 
for  the  other  vessels.

Sir:  In  this  district  every  exertion  has  been  made  to  prevent 
Jeff.  Davis  or  his  party  crossing  the  river.  The  gunboats  have  been 
kept  patrolling  the  river,  making  enquiries  of  negroes  and  others 
along  the  bank,  sending  the  boats  to  watch  the  places  best  suited  for 
crossing,  etc.  I  have  made  frequent  trips  through  the  district  to 
see  that  the  orders  were  carried  out,  but  I  have  not  complied  fully 
with  your  orders  to  live  on  a  tinclad,  as  I  had  but  two,  and  it  was 
necessan^^  for  them  to  have  a  regular  station  to  watch. 

The  Silver  Lake  was  assigned  to  this  district  by  you,  if  she  was 
not  needed  by  Lieutenant-Commander  Grafton.  He  told  me  that 
he  would  send  her  down  to  me  as  soon  as  the  CoUier,  which  was 
then  repairing,  should  be  ready  for  service.    Lieutenant-Commander

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Foster  has  not  sent  her,  however,  stating  that  he  had  no  orders   to 
do  so. 

There  have  been,  as  you  predicted,  many  reports  that  Jeff.  Davis 
was  across  the  river,  and  it  was  fnlly  believed  by  the  army  to  be 
true^  as  well  as  by  the  inhabitants  along  the  river. 

Smce  the  suspension  of  hostilities  I  have  visited  the  plantations  in 
this  neighborhood,  finding  the  owners  in  rather  an  excited  state  aod 
the  negroes  not  understanding  exactly  in  what  position  they  are  fco 
be  placed.  The  provost-marSial  has,  I  believe,  made  a  temporary 
arrangement  with  the  planters  and  the  negroes;  that  they  are  to 
remain  on  their  plantations  and  await  the  action  of  the  Grovem- 
ment  on  the  subject. 

Many  of  the  planters  have  invited  me  to  visit  them.  They  seenn 
to  be  more  anxious  to  see  the  officers  of  the  Navy  than  those  of  the 
Army;  perhaps  because  most  of  the  troops  in  this  district  are  ne- 
groes, against  whom  there  is  a  violent  prejudice.  Many  of  the 
people  are  talking  of  moving  to  another  country;  but  I  think  that 
most  of  the  better  class  are  only  awaiting  some  proclamation  from 
the  President  that  will  place  before  them  somethmg  definite.  They 
will  then  go  to  work,  quietly  adapting  themselves  to  the  new  order 
of  things.

Army,  oommandiniT  the  Army  and  Division  of  West  Xississippi,  for  the 
tnirender  of  the  troops  and  pnblio  property  nnder  the  control  of  the  miUtary 
and  naval  anthorities  of  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department. 

L  All  acts  of  war  and  resistance  against  the  United  States  on 
the  part  of  the  troops  under  (General  Smith  shall  cease  from  this 
date. 

•  See  alao  Official  Records  of  the  Union  and  Confederate  Armies,  vol.  48,  pt.  2. 
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II.  The  officers  and  men  to  be  paroled  until  duly  exchanged  or 
otherwise  released  from  the  obligation  of  their  parole  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  Duplicate  rolls 
of  all  officers  and  men  paroled  to  be  retained  by  such  officers  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  parties  hereto,  officers  giving  their  individual 

Saroles  and  commanders  of  remments,  battalions,  companies,  or 
etachments  signing  a  like  parole  for  the  men  of  their  respective 
commands. 

III.  Artillery,  small  arms,  ammunition,  and  other  property  of 
the  Confederate  States  Government,  including  sunboats  and  trans-> 
ports,  to  be  turned  over  to  the  officers  appointed  to  receive  the  same 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States.

y.  The  surrender  of  property  will  not  include  the  side  arms  or 
private  horses  or  baggage  of  omcers. 

VI.  All  horses  which  are  in  ^ood  faith  the  private  property  of 
enlisted  men  will  not  be  taken  from  them.  The  men  will  be  per- 
mitted to  take  such  with  them  to  their  homes,  to  be  used  for  private 
purposes  only. 

VII.  The  time,  mode,  and  place  of  paroling  and  surrender  of 
property  will  be  fixed  by  the  respective  commanders,  and  it  will  be 
carried  out  by  commissioners  appointed  bj  them. 

VIII.  The  terms  and  conditions  of  this  convention  to  extend  to 
all  officers  and  men  of  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  Confederate 
States,  or  any  of  them  being  in  or  belonging  to  the  Trans- 
Mississippi  Department.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  General  Canby  apprised 
me  on  the  evening  of  the  27th  ultimo  of  the  surrender  or  the  rebel 
forces  in  what  is  known  as  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department,  and 
requesting  two  gunboats  to  be  detailed  to  convoy  troops  and  trans- 
ports up  the  Red  River.  Since  then  I  have  received  the  enclosed  tele- 
graphic dispatch,  asking  for  a  larger  number.  I  have  now  at  this 
point  the  Lafayette,  Benton,  Ouachita,  Kenwood,  Collier,  and  Little 
Rebel.  The  Fort  Uindman,  Gamage,  and  Argosy  will  be  here  by  to- 
morrow morning.  All  these  vessels  are  in  readmess  for  f-nmediate 
use,  and  no  delay  will  occur  in  convoying  the  transports.  I  do  not 
expect  to  use  all  these  vessels,  but  will  keep  them  in  the  event  of  their 
bemg  required.  From  the  lawless  condition  of  the  soldiers  and 
others  up  R«d  River  and  Ouachita  River,  which  has  been  represented 
to  me  by  persons  on  the  recent  flag  truce,  I  think  it  may  be  necessary 
to  take  up  a  suflBcient  force  to  intmiidate  them  in  case  of  a  premedi- 
tated attack  upon  the  transports.  The  river  is  so  high  that  there  is 
no  danger  in  vessels  going  up  as  far  as  Alexandria.  From  the  en- 
closed telegraph  dispatch  I  expect  the  transports  containing  the  4,000 
men  to  arrive  to-night  or  early  in  the  morning,  and,  as  everything  is 
in  readiness,  I  think  the  expedition  will  proceed  without  delay  to 
Alexandria.  The  rebel  steamer  Cotton  (formerly  the  Mary  T.)  and 
General  Quitman  (which  brought  out  exchanged  prisoners  under  a 
flag  of  truce,  and  the  rebel  representative  of  Kirby  Smith  to  Gen- 
eral Canby,  and  commissioner  of  exchange),  will  remain  at  this 
f)oint  in  a  disabled  condition,  and  will  not  be  able  to  return  for  a 
ength  of  time.

This  course  would  be  re^lar  and  proper,  and  I  hope  that  it  will  be 
observed.  The  same  portidn  of  the  rebel  naval  force  should  not  be 
surrendered  to  both  squadrons. 

Will  you  be  good  enough  to  acquaint  me  with  the  steps  you  may 
take  to  avoid  confusion  and  insure  regularity  in  the  terms  of  the 
surrender  of  the  men  and  material  of  the  C.  S.  Navy. 

The  limits  of  the  West  Gulf  Squadron  extend  from  the  Mexican 
line  to  just  eastward  of  Pensacola,  and  up  the  Mississippi  only  to 
New  Orleans,  and  of  this  squadron  from  New  Orleans  up  the  Missis- 
sippi, embracing  its  tributaries  and  connecting  rivers  and  bayous.

the  Red  River  and  the  position  of  the  Confederate  steamers  Missouri  and 

XattieS. 

Mississippi  Squadron, 
Flagship  Tempest^  Mound  City^  June  i,  1865. 

Admiral:  In  obedience  to  yours  of  the  19th  May,  ultimo,  I  have 
the  honor  to  make  the  following  report : 

On  the  25th  ultimo  I  had  a  long  conversation  with  Colonel  Scy- 
mansky,  the  rebel  commissioner  of  exchange.  During  our  conversa- 
tion he  told  me  that  the  Red  River  was  higher  than  it  had  been  for 
years  and  that  any  class  of  steamers  would  have  no  difficulty  in  its 
navigation,  and  the  only  danger  to  be  apprehended  would  be  from 
torpedoes,  which  have  been  laid  down  within  the  last  ten  or  twelve 
months.  From  what  he  acknowledged  to  me,  the  principal  part  of 
them  are  placed  at  the  following  points :  Alexandria,  Snaggy  Point, 
and  near  Fort  De  Russy.  He  also  told  me  that  only  two  or  three  pi- 
lots had  any  knowledge  of  them  whatever.  These  statements  have 
been  verifiea  to  me  by  several  reliable  men  that  Tiave  come  down  the 
river  recentlv.  When  I  left  Red  River  the  Missouri  was  lying  above 
the  falls  at  Alexandria,  and  the  Mattie  S.  in  the  mouth  of  Red  River 
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is  in  a  disabled  condition,  having  broken  auite  a  number  of  her 
wheel  arms  on  her  trip  down  the  river  witn  rebel  commissioners. 
These  are  the  only  gunboats  that  they  pretend  to  have.

Sir  :  Your  report  of  this  date,  called  for  by  my  order  of  the  28th

I  enclose  a  copy  of  General  Canby's  telegram  of  the  26th  ultimo, 
respecting  the  surrender  of  the  men  and  material  of  the  Confederate 
States  Navy  to  the  Mississippi  and  West  Gulf  Squadrons.  I  under- 
stand by  this  that  the  surrender  of  the  men  and  material  of  the  Con- 
federate States  Navy  within  the  limits  of  my  command  is  to  be 
made  to  me  as  the  commander  of  the  Mississippi  Squadron,  and  that 
such  men  and  material  of  the  Confederate  States  Navy  as  may  be 
at  Galveston  and  other  (lulf  ports  will  be  surrendered  to  Acting 
Rear- Admiral  Thatcher,  commander  of  the  West  Gulf  Squadron,  as 
being  within  the  limits  of  his  command. 

Return  immediately  to  Red  River  and  take  prompt  and  proper 
steps  for  receiving  the  surrender  of  the  men  and  material  of  the 
Confederate  States  Navy  up  Red  River  to  me  as  commander  of  this 
squadron.  See  that  the  formal  oflScial  papers  clearly  state  that  the 
surrender  of  the  same  is  to  this  squadron  only.  Take  proper  steps 
for  the  paroling  of  the- men,  and  bring  the  material  to  tne  mouth  of 
Red  River.  Hold  a  survey  on  the  same  and  report  the  result  in 
duplicate,  showing  the  number,  kind,  and  value  of  the  vessels,  guns, 
oranance  material,  and  all  other  naval  material  and  supplies.  In- 
voices must  be  taken  of  this  property  as  soon  as  possible,  without 
waiting  for  its  arrival  at  the  mouth  of  Red  River.  Detail  a  business- 
like officer  to  attend  to  this  matter,  and  have  the  survey  held  by  com- 
petent officers. 

Obtain  the  services  of  one  or  two  persons  well  informed  of  the 
location  of  torpedoes  in  the  Red  River,  and  take  prompt  and  efficient 
measures  for  their  removal. 

Make  a  full  report  of  the  number,  kind,  and  location  of  the  tor- 
pedoes removed,  and  of  the  disposition  made  of  them. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Lieutenant-Colonel  Christensen 
to  Lieutenant-Commander  Fitzhugh,  dated  27th  instant,  with  the 
endorsement  of  the  latter;  also  triplicates  of  my  orders  to  you  of  the 
28th  ultimo.  Cooperate  cordially  with  the  military  authorities. 
Forward  the  enclosed  communication  to  Major-General  Canby  by 
the  earliest  opportuiyty.  Retain  the  Kenwood  if  you  find  it  neces- 
sarv,  and  advise  me  of  so  doing. 

If  there  is  a  Confederate  States  Navy  yard  up  Red  River,  take 
possession  of  it,  send  me  duplicate  invoices  of  property  there,  and 
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send  down  any  articles  of  public  property  the  removal  of  which 
would  be  to  the  public  interest. 

Send  duplicate  invoices  of  property  retained  at  the  said  navy  yard 
and  the  value  of  same.     Place  a  really  reliable   officer   in   charge 
thereof,  take  all  necessary  action  promptly,  and  report  fully. 
Report  to  me  for  discharge  all  pilots  whose  services  are  not  needed.

Report  of  liientenant-ConunaiLcler  Fitzhugh,  XT.  S.  Navy,  regrarding  the  receiving 
of  surrender  of  men  and  material  of  C.  S.  Navy,  in  Red  River. 

U.    S.    S.    OUACHTFA, 

Alexandria^  La.^  June  3^  1865. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  orders 
of  May  28,  1865,  relating  to  the  surrender  of  the  men  and  material 
of  the  C.  S.  Navy  to  the  Mississippi  and  West  Gulf  Squadrons,  I 
started  up  the  Red  River  with  the  BerUon^  Ouachita.,  Fort  Hindman^ 
and  tug  Fem^  in  company  with  Major-General  Herron  and  his 
steamer,  the  Ida  May^  m  advance  of  the  troops.  We  met  with  no 
resistance  whatever,  all  whom  we  saw  being  apparently  well  dis- 
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posed.  The  vessels  arrived  off  that  place  last  evening,  and  this 
morning  I  met  Lieutenant  Commanding  J.  H.  Carter,  commanding 
naval  forces,  Trans-Mississippi  Department,  and  received  from  him 
the  ironclad  Missouri  and  the  parole  of  himself,  officers,  and  crew 
(which  I  respectfully  herewith  submit). 

Lieutenant  Commanding  J.  H.  Carter  informs  me  that  the  Missouri 
is  the  only  naval  vessel  on  the  Eed  River  or  its  tributaries,  but  that 
there  is  a  quantitv  of  property  at  Shreveport,  La.  The  Champion^ 
one  of  the  pump  boats,  captured  in  the  late  expedition  up  this  river, 
is  here,  but  belongs  to  the  Quartermaster's  Department  and  has  been 
turned  over  to  the  Army. 

The  steamer  Cotton^  Lieutenant  Commanding  Carter  informs  me, 
has  never  been  paid  for,  and  is  turned  over  to  her  original  owners, 
which  right  I  shall  question,  as  she  is  known  to  have  taken  quite  an 
active  part  in  naval  operations.  The  steamer  General  Hodges  is 
lying  here  at  the  bank,  and  a  number  of  other  steamers  between  this 
and  Shreveport,  but  as  they  are  all  claimed  by  private  individuals  they 
may  avoid  seizure.  The  Missouri  I  have  brought  below  the  falk 
and  am  cleaning  up,  preparatory  to  his  leaving  for  the  mouth  of  the 
river.  She  is  a  very  formidable  vessel,  plated  with  railroad  iron, 
resembling  the  Tennessee  in  some  respects,  but  differs  from  her, 
however,  m  having  a  wheel  in  a  recess  aft.  Her  battery  consists  of 
one  11-inch  gun,  one  9-inch,  and  one  heavy  32-pounder.  She  has 
been  built  of  green  timber,  calked  with  cotton,  leaks  badly,  and,  I 
understand,  is  very  slow.  From  all  I  can  judge  of  her,  I  do  not  con- 
sider her  of  any  use  as  an  ironclad.  I  have  detailed  several  officers 
and  51  men  to  carry  her  down.  I  shall  send  her  and  the  Benton  down 
to-morrow,  with  directions  for  her  to  remain  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river  until  further  instructions. 

I  shall  take  the  FoH  Ilindman  and  proceed  up  the  river  in  com- 
pany with  General  Herron  to-morrow  to  Shreveport,  to  receive  such 
property  as  may  belong  to  the  Navy.  The  river  is  falling,  and  it 
will  not  be  prudent  to  carry  a  vessel  drawing  more  water  than  the 
FoH  Hindman^  which  draws  5  feet.  Vessels  of  this  draft  can  remain 
above  the  falls  about  two  weeks,  and  it  will  not  be  prudent  to  remain 
longer  than  that  length  of  time.  Two  light-draft  tinclads  will 
be  amply  sufficient  to  patrol  the  river  during  the  time  it  will  be 
navigaole. 

I  hope  to  be  down  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  in  a  few  days,  when 
I  hope  to  be  able  to  give  you  the  full  result  of  this  expedition.

Admiral:  The  occupation  of  points  in  the  southwestern  portions 
of  this  department  has  rendered  the  carrying  of  troops  and  supplies 
by  way  of  Ked  River  important  and  necessary.  I  have  the  honor 
to  request  that  you  will  issue  such  orders  to  commanding  officers  of 
gunboats  on  Red  River  as  will  secure  the  passage  of  fc^ats  plying 
under  authority  from  these  headquarters  without  interruption.  The 
recent  disbandment  of  rebel  troops  has  compelled  hasty  action,  and 
points  have  already  been  occupied  by  troops  in  this  department.  A 
copy  of  a  letter  (sent  by  steamer  cleared  by  my  order)  to  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  Third  Division  is  furnished  for  your  informa- 
tion.

Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
communication  of  the  1st  instant,  and  to  enclose  an  oflBcial  copy  of 
the  order*  relating  to  the  convention  entered  into  on  the  26th 
ultimo  for  the  surrender  of  the  Confederate  forces  and  proi>erty  in 
the  trans-Mississippi  Department. 

The  second  of  the  supplemental  articles  [in  the  Terms  of  the 
Military  Convention  f]  provides  for  the  surrender  of  the  men  and 
material  of  the  rebel  Navy  to  commissioners  appointed  by  the  re- 
spective squadron  commanders.  I  have  no  reason  to  believe  that 
this  will  not  be  carried  out  in  good  faith,  and  I  am  advised  officially 
that  the  naval  property  at  Alexandria  has  already  been  turned 
over  to  your  representative,  Commander  Fitzhugh,  U.  S.  Na\'y. 
The  same  course  will  no  doubt  be  pursued  with  any  other  property 
that  mav  be  found  within  the  limits  of  your  squadron.

Flagship  Tempest^  Mound  City^  June  7, 1866, 
Sir:  Lieutenant-Commander  W.  E.  Fitzhugh  reports,  under  date 
of  31st  May,  that  on  the  27th  General  Canby  apprised  him  of  the 
surrender  of  the  rebel  force  west  of  the  Mississippi  and  requested 
that  two  gunboats  might  be  detailed  to  convoy  4,000  troops  on 
transports  up  Red  River.  On  the  30th  General  Canby  requested 
that  an  ironclad  might  be  sent  as  far  up  Red  River  as  Alexandria

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and  a  tinclad  into  the  Ouachita  (or  Washita),  all  of  which  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Fitzhiigh  arranged  to  do. 

He  states  that  from  the  lawless  condition  of  the  soldiers  and 
others  on  Red  and  Ouachita  rivers,  as  represented  to  him  by  per- 
sons on  a  recent  flag  of  truce,  he  thinks  it  may  be  necessary  to  take 
up  a  sufficient  force  to  intimidate  them  in  case  of  a  premeditated 
attack  on  the  transports;  the  river  is  so  high  that  there  is  no  dan- 
ger in  sending  vessels  as  far  as  Alexandria. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Fitzhugh  expected  the  transports  with 
the  4,000  troops  to  arrive  on  the  night  of  the  31st  or  early  in  the 
morning  of  the  1st  instant. 

I  have  no  particulars  as  yet  concerning  the  surrender  of  the  rebel 
naval  force  on  Red  River.  I  gave  mmute  instructions  to  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Foster  on  the  1st  instant  regarding  receiving 
the  surrender  and  taking  charge  of  the  property,  and  when  his 
report  is  received  will  notify  the  Department.  I  enclose  a  copy  of 
my  letter  of  instructions  to  Lieutenant-Commander  P^oster,  and 
request  that  the  Department  will  review  it  and  give  me  such  in- 
structions as  it  may  consider  necessary.

General:  We  reached  Grand  Ecore  on  the  5th  instant,  leaving 
the  Twenty-first  Iowa  Lifantry  and  two  squadrons  of  the  Sixth 
Missouri  Cavalry  as  garrison  at  that  place.  *  *  *  Late  on  the 
evening  of  the  6th  we  reached  Shreveport,  the  troops,  however,  not 
getting  here  until  the  evening  of  the  7th  instant.  *  *  *  There 
IS  an  immense  amount  of  private  property,  cotton,  etc.,  along  this 
river  waiting  an  opportunity  to  get  down,  and  I  believe  it  should 
be  pushed  through  while  the  river  is  up.  The  country  is  badly  off 
for  supplies,  and  I  hope  all  parties  will  be  permitted  to  bring  them 
up.  It  will  do  much  toward  restoring  good  feeling.  Captain  Fitz- 
hugh, of  the  Navy,  accompanied  me  to  this  point,  and  leaves  to-day 
for  the  Mississippi.  He  received  from  the  rebel  naval  officer  the 
ironclad  gimboat  Missouri  and  a  supply  steamer,  the  Cotton.  We 
found  in  the  quartermaster's  department  but  two  boats,  the  Cham- 
pion and  Beauregard.     *     *     *

Sib:  I  transmit  enclosed  the  following  reports  regarding  the  re- 
cent surrender  to  this  scjuadrcm  of  rebel  naval  property  in  Red  River : 
1.  June  13,  1865,  Lieutenant-Commander  Foster,  general  report 
of  movements  and  dispositions  made  in  connection  with  surrender 
of  rebel  property,  transportation  of  troops,  etc. 
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2.  June  13,  Lieutenant-Commander  Foster,  enclosing  paroles  given 
to  rebel  naval  prisoners  at  Shreveport,  La.,  on  7th  June. 

3.  List  of  prisoners  so  paroled. 

4.  Jime  14,  Lieutenant-Conmiander  Foster  has  decided  to  keep 
Missouri  and  Mary  T.  at  mouth  of  Red  River,  and  not  send  them  to 
New  Orleans,  according  to  his  intention  expressed  in  his  report  of 
the  13th  (1)  until  he  receives  instructions,  etc. 

5.  June  20,  Lieutenant-Commander  Fitzhugh's  general  report 

6.  Duplicate  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Fitzhugh's  receipt  to 
Lieutenant  Carter,  C.  S.  Navy,  for  the  ironclad  Missouri. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Fitzhugh  in  his  report  (5)  states  that  it 
was  represented  to  him  that  the  Cotton,  formerly  the  Mary  7., 
although  in  possession  of  the  Confederate  States  Navy,  was  not  the 
property  of  the  Confederate  States  Government,  but  had  been 
delivered  to  her  original  owners;  he  seized  her,  however,  as  a  public 
vessel. 

She  can  be  of  no  use  to  the  Navy,  and  I  request  to  be  instructed 
as  to  whether  I  shall  have  her  turned  over  to  a  Treasury  agent  or 
restore  her  to  her  alleged  private  owners. 

I  shall  send  for  the  two  pumps  referred  to  in  (5),  which  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Fitzhuffh  verbally  informs  me  came  out  of  the 
punip  boat  Cham,pion,  employed  by  Kear- Admiral  Porter,  destroyed 
during  the  Red  River  expedition,  and  probably  paid  for  by  Gov- 
ernment. If  they  are  fit  for  the  purpose,  I  will  use  them  in  raising 
our  sunken  vessels  and  coal  barges  of  this  squadron.  I  have  ordered 
the  Missouri  to  be  sent  here  if  there  is  water  enough  for  her.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  three  and  a  half  days  after 
leaving  Cairo  I  arrived  at  this  point.  On  my  arrival,  I  found  that 
the  Benton,  Lafayette,  Kenwood,  Ouachita^  Ganiage,  Collier,  LitUe 
Rebel,  and  Fort  Hindman  were  up  Red  River,  by  order  of  Lieuten- 
ant-Commander Fitzhugh.  I  immediately  proceeded  up  Red  River 
and  ordered  them  to  return  to  the  mouth,  except  the  Gamage  and 
Fort  Hindman  and  those  ordered  to  return  by  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Fitzhugh,  and  ordered  them  to  remain  here  until  my  return. 

On  arriving  at  Alexandria  I  found  that  Lieutenant-Commander 
Fitzhugh  had  received  the  surrender  of  the  rebel  steamer  Missouri, 
turned  over  to  you  as  commander-in-chief  of  the  Mississippi  Squad- 
ron. After  placing  proper  officers  and  crew  on  board  of  her,  he  sent 
her  to  the  mouth  of  Red  River.  He  then  proceeded  to  Shreveport 
in  the  Gamage,  where  he  found  the  Mary  T.  turned  over  to  her 
owners,  and  believing  her  a  legitimate  prize  to  our  Government, 
seized  her  and  brought  her  down  to  the  mouth  of  Red  River.     Neither

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at  Alexandria  nor  Shreveport  did  we  find  any  naval  ordnance  or 
material  whatever. 

After  paroling  the  officers  aaid  men  of  the  two  vessels  he  returned 
to  the  mouth  of  the  river. 

On  receiving  the*  surrender  of  the  Mary  T.  an  inventory  of  every- 
thing on  board  was  taken,  which  I  have  sent  to  you. 

I  am  now,  in  obedience  to  your  order,  holding  a  strict  and  careful 
survey  on  these  vessels,  and  as  soon  as  it  is  completed  I  shall  start 
them  to  New  Orleans,  in  company  with  the  Lafayette  and  Choctaw^ 
believing  it  will  meet  with  your  approval,  as  they  are  both  in  a  very 
bad  condition  and  can  not  be  sent  North.  I  have  retained  the 
Kenwood  and  will  send  her  to  New  Orleans  with  these  vessels  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  the  officers  to  Mound  City  who  are  deatched. 

When  the  survey  is  completed,  I  will  send  you  the  return  in  dupli- 
cate, showing  the  kind  and  quality  of  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores 
and  all  other  naval  supplies.  Inventories  will  be  taken  without 
delay. 

I  have  ordered^  Lieutenant-Commander  Lull,  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  John  Swaney,  and  Acting  Chief  Engineer  Kobert  Tate 
to  make  the  survey. 

I  have  ascertained  from  Red  River  pilots  and  well-informed  citi- 
zens that  all  the  torpedoes  have  been  removed  from  Red  River,  and 
that  the  river  is  free  of  all  obstructions  of  the  kind,  and  that  no 
danger  need  be  apprehended  in  its  navigation. 

General  Herron  does  not  consider  it  necessary  to  have  more  than 
one  vessel  in  Red  River  at  the  present  time,  and  in  accordance  with 
his  wishes  I  have  sent  the  Gamage  to  Alexandria,  to  remain  there 
and  cooperate  with  the  Army  in  any  way  that  may  be  desired. 

Lieutenant-Conunander  Fitzhugh  reports  that  he  found  no  navy 
yard  up  Red  River,  nor  did  he  find  any  provisions  or  property  worth 
removing.  He  found  two  large  marine  pumps  (Latties),  one  of 
which  is  now  on  board  the  Mary  f.;  the  other  is  about  40  miles  above 
Alexandria,  which  I  will  send  for  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  send  a 
duplicate  of  the  survey  stating  their  value. 

I  have  ordered  Lieutenant-Conmiander  Fitzhugh,  with  the 
Ouachita^  to  Mound  City,  with  orders  on  his  arrival  there  to  make  a 
full  and  detailed  report  to  you  of  all  his  proceedings  in  the  surrender 
of  the  Missouri  and  the  seizure  of  the  Mary  T.^  also  the  condition 
of  the  river  above  the  falls. 

Since  I  left  this  place  to  go  to  Cairo,  the  river  above  the  falls  has 
fallen  12  or  15  feet,  and  in  a  very  short  time  will  be  navigable  only 
by  the  smallest  vessels.  On  going  up  Red  River  I  turned  back  about 
70  miles  below  Shreveport,  on  meeting  Lieutenant-Commander  Fitz- 
hugh, on  his  report,  believing  it  useless  to  go  farther. 

In  conclusion  let  me  say  that  I  think  Lieutenant-Commander 
Fitzhugh  executed  your  orders  in  a  very  prompt  and  efficient  manner 
and  as  well  as  any  other  officer  could  have  done  under  the  circum- 
stances.

You  will  please  inform  me  what  disposition  to  make  of  the  General 
Price,  General  Bragg,  the  Benton,  the  tugs,  and  mortar  boats,  which 
are  all  ready  to  move.  I  would  send  these  boats  now,  but  do  not 
know  whether  it  is  intended  to  send  them  north  or  south.    Just  ' 

before  leaving  Cairo  you  told  me  you  would  issue  a  general  order  in  j 

relation  to  them,  but,  as  yet,  I  have  not  received  it,  nor  has  Captain 
Fitzhugh. 

I  will  proceed  to  New  Orleans  with  the  Choctaw  and  Lafayette,  but 
will  return  as  soon  as  I  see  the  admiral.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  May  28,  1865,  directing  me,  in 
the  absence  of  Lieutenant-Commander  j".  P.  Foster,  to  proceed  up 
Red  River  and  receive  in  your  name  the  surrender  of  the  persons 
and  property  found  there  belonging  to  the  rebel  Navy,  I  entered 
the  mouth  of  Red  River  on  the  evening  of  June  1,  1865,  in  com- 
panv  with  steamer  Ida  May.,  conveying  Major-Greneral  Herron  and 
staff.  The  U.  S.  steamers  Benton  and  Fort  Hindman  preceded  us 
by  a  few  hours,  the  tug  Fern  accompanied  the  Oua/:hita,  and  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Lull  was  ordered  to  convoy  the  fleet  of  army

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steamers  which  were  to  follow  by  the  U.  S.  steamers  Lafayette^ 
Gamage^  and  Little  Rehel^  and  to  send  the  Kenwood  and  Collier 
up  the  Washita  [Ouachita]  River  as  far  as  Monroe. 

Owing  to  detention  on  the  part  of  the  Ida  May  we  did  not  arrive 
at  Alexandria  till  8  p.  m.,  June  2.  I  at  once  had  an  interview  with 
Lieutenant  Commanding  J.  H.  Carter,  C.  S.  Navy,  commanding 
the  naval  defenses  of  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department,  and  ar- 
ranged for  the  paroling  of  his  command  on  the  following  morning, 
June  3,  on  board  the  C.  S.  S.  Cotton. 

This  having  been  accomplished,  I  received  on  the  same  day  the 
surrender  of  Sie  C.  S.  S.  Missouri^  tookpossession  of  her,  and,  plac- 
ing on  board  a  crew  from  the  U.  S.  S.  Ouachita^  sent  her  to  the 
mouth  of  Red  River,  in  company  with  the  Ouachita^  Lafayette^ 
Benton^  and  Fern. 

Leaving  the  Fort  Hindman  anchored  at  Alexandria,  below  the 
falls,  I  ascended  the  river  to  Shreveport  in  the  Gamcuge^  allowing 
Lieutenant  Conunanding  J.  H.  Carter,  C.  S.  Navy,  to  precede  me 
in  the  Cotton.  Arriving  at  Shreveport  on  the  morning  of  June  7, 
I  paroled  the  remaining  officers  and  men,  and  was  then  informed 
that  the  Cotton^  although  in  possession  of  the  Confederate  States 
Navy,  was  not  the  property  of^the  Confederate  States  Government, 
but  tnat  it  had  been  delivered  back  to  its  original  owners.  I  seized 
her  as  a  public  vessel,  and  also  took  possession  of  a  few  articles  at 
the  navy  store  house.  The  Beauregard  and  the  New  Cha/mpion^ 
formerly  the  pump  boat  Chamyion.,  were  found  in  possession  of  the 
Confederate  States  Quartermaster  Department,  and  were  taken  pos- 
session of  by  Major-General  Herron.  Two  pump-boat  pumps  were 
found,  one  on  board  the  Cotton  and  one  on  the  bank  40  miles  above 
Alexandria,  where  we  were  obliged  to  leave  it. 

As  the  river  was  falling  verv  rapidly,  I  left  Shreveport  for  the 
mouth  on  the  morning  of  the  8th  on  the  Cotto^  but  made  slow  prog- 
ress owing  to  the  unsound  condition  of  her  wheels.  Some  distance 
above  Grand  Ecore  I  met  Lieutenant-Commander  J.  P.  Foster,  on 
the  steamer  Star.  I  then  proceeded  to  the  mouth  of  Red  River  with 
the  Cotton. 

Above  Alexandria  the  country  appeared  to  have  been  very  little 
affected  by  the  war;  the  people  seemed  to  be  very  glad  that  the  war 
was  so  nearly  over.

Sre :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  this  date,  we  have  held  a  care- 
ful survey  of  the  ironclad  steamer  Missouri^  lately  surrendered  by  the 
rebel  naval  authorities  to  the  Mississippi  Squadron.  We  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 

We  found  the  Missouri  to  be  a  casemated  ironclad  steamer  of  the 
following  dimensions: 

Len^h  over  all,  183  feet;  breadth  of  beam,  53  feet  8  inches;  depth 
of  hold,  10  feet  3  inches;  length  of  casemate  at  base,  130  feet  6  inches; 
length  of  casemate  at  top,  105  feet;  width  of  casemate  at  base,  53 
feet  8  inches;  width  of  casemate  at  top,  29  feet;  height  of  casemate 
from  water's  edge,  11  feet  6  inches;  draft  of  ship  (reported),  8  feet  6 
inches. 

The  armor  consists  of  railroad  iron  of  the  pattern  known  as  T 
rail,  placed  diagonally  upon  the  sides  of  the  casemate,  with  the 
crowns  placed  alternately  m  and  out,  and  locked  into  each  other,  and 
spiked  with  common  five-eighths-inch  spikes,  one  in  the  center  and 
one  at  each  end  of  each  alternate  rail.  Upon  the  bow  and  stern 
faces  of  the  casemate  the  rails  are  laid  vertically  and  are  secured  in 
the  same  manner  as  those  upon  the  sidcfs.  We  suppose  that  the  rails 
upon  the  sides  were  laid  diagonally,  to  prevent  cutting. 

The  thiclmess  of  the  armor  is  ^  inches,  though  the  rails  do  not 
lock  closely  enough  to  make  it  solid. 

The  armor  is  backed  by  23  inches  of  yellow  pine;  the  casemate  at 
its  base  terminates  in  a  knuckle,  as  in  the  case  of  the  ironclads  Tennes- 
see and  Atlanta.  A  pilot  house  is  situated  at  the  forward  end  of  the 
casemates,  raised  19  mches  above  the  deck;  the  deck  of  the  casemate 
consists  of  yellow  pine,  supported  by  deck  beams  of  the  same  mate- 
rial, and  is  not  covered  with  iron. 

The  forecastle  of  the  vessel  and  the  f antail  are  protected  like  the 
sides  of  the  casemate.  We  are  unable  to  ascertain  how  far  below  the 
water's  edge  the  armor  extends,  but  estimate  it  at  about  6  feet. 

There  are  two  gun  ports  in  the  bow  face  of  the  casemate  and  three 
in  each  side,  opposite  to  each  other,  with  corresponding  gun  circles 
upon  the  gun  deck. 

The  vessel  is  propelled  by  a  single  wheel  contained  in  a  recess  in 
the  after  end  of  the  casemate,  but  extending  8  feet  4  inches  above

its  top  and  entirely  exposed.    The  dimensions  of  the  wheel  are  as 
follows: 

Diameter,  22  feet  6  inches ;  buckets,  17  feet  long,  22-inch  face. 

The  armament  consists  of  three  gmis. 

No.  1,  a  Dahlgren  Xl-inch  gun  (F.  P.  115),  said  to  have  been, 
captured  on  board  the  Indianola.    It  is  mounted  upon  an  ingeniously 
contrived  pivot  carriage,  the  side  of  which  is  composed  of  T  rails. 
This  gun  is  placed  to  &e  from  the  starboard  port  of  the  bow  of  the 
casemate  or  to  pivot  to  the  starboard  forward  broadside  port. 

No.  2  is  an  old-fashioned  32-pounder  siege  gun,  mounted  on  a 
carriage  similar  to  that  of  No.  1,  and  placed  to  fire  from  the  port 
bow  port  or  to  pivot  to  the  port  forward  broadside  port. 

No.  3  is  a  Dahlgren  IX-inch  gun  (F.  P.  572),  also  said  to  have 
been  captured  on  board  the  Indianola,  It  is  mounted  like  the  other 
two  guns  and  placed  to  pivot  to  either  broadside  from  the  after  ports. 

There  are  gun  circles  for  the  center  broadside  ports,  but  no  gun. 

The  woodwork  appears  to  be  generally  sound,  though  the  vessel 
leaks  quite  badly.  The  interior  arrangements  generally  are  poor. 
The  officers'  quarters  consist  of  a  sort  of  cabin  in  the  after  part  of 
the  casemate  and  of  a  few  berths  for  the  wardroom  and  steerage 
officers  on  the  orlop,  abreast  the  engines  and  wheel.  There  are  two 
magazines  and  two  shell  rooms  forward,  one  on  either  side  and 
abreast  the  boilers. 

We  did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  open  them  until  the  vessel  is  more 
to  rights.    There  is  quite  a  large  amount  of  ammunition  on  board. 

The  machinery  consists  of  two  poppet-valve  engines,  connected  to 
the  shaft  at  right  angles,  and  of  the  following  dimensions: 

Length  of  stroke,  7  feet  6  inches;  diameter  of  cylinder,  24  inches. 

Four  double-flued  boilers,  40  inches  in  diameter  and  26  feet  long; 
the  flues  are  15  inches  in  diameter. 

The  boilers  are  placed  fore  and  aft  in  the  hull  with  the  fire  doors 
forward  and  furnished  with  a  single  smokestack. 

There  is  one  doctor  engine  for  supplying  the  boilers. 

One  small  donkey  boiler,  8  feet  long  and  26  inches  in  diameter. 
Two  small  donkey  engines,  one  for  running  the  capstan,  the  other 
for  ninning  a  fan  blower  of  3  feet  in  diameter  and  14-inch  breadth 
of  blade.  Also  one  small  steam  pump.  The  machinery  and  boilers 
are  in  a  very  bad  condition,  and  a  large  amount  of  repairs  would  be 
required  to  render  them  fit  for  service.  The  steering  gear  consists 
of  three  balanced  rudders,  placed  under  the  fantail.  The  steering 
wheel  is  exactly  under  the  pilot  house,  upon  the  gun  deck. 

We  estimate  the  value  of  the  hull,  armor,  and  machinery  of  the 
vessel  in  their  present  condition,  the  ordnance  and  other  stores  on 
board,  at  about  $100,000.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  this  date,  we  have  held  a  strict 
and  careful  survey  of  the  steamer  Mary  T.  (Cotton)^  late  surrendered 
by  the  rebel  naval  authorities  to  the  Mississippi  Squadron,  and  we 
have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 

We  find  the  Mary  7".  to  be  an  ordinary  side- wheel  river  steamboat 
of  the  following  dimensions : 

Length  over  all,  185  feet;  breadth  of  beam,  34  feet  6  inches;  depth 
of  hold,  average,  8  feet  9  inches;  draft,  3  feet  forward,  4  feet  10 
inches  aft. 

The  hull  of  the  vessel  is  in  sound  condition,  though  requiring  some 
slight  repairs.  The  cabin  and  other  woodwork  are  very  much  out 
of  order,  and  would  require  extensive  repairs  to  render  her  fit  for 
use.  The  machinery  consists  of  two  poppet-valve  engines  of  the  fol- 
lowing dimensions  of  cylinders: 

Diameter,  22  inches;  stroke  8  feet. 

There  are  four  two-flued  boilers  of  the  following  dimensions: 

length,  26  feet;  diameter,  40  inches;  flues,  15  inches. 

The  boilers  are  supplied  by  a  donkey  engine  of  12  inches  in  di- 
ameter and  20  inches  stroke.  One  donkey  boiler  8  feet  long  and  36 
inches  in  diameter.  One  donkey  engine  8  inches  in  diameter  and 
20  inches  stroke  for  hoisting  in  and  out  cargo  and  for  running  the 
steam  capstan.  The  machinery  and  boilers  are  in  perfect  order  and 
of  the  very  best  pattern  and  construction. 

The  wheels  are  of  the  following  dimensions : 

Diameter,  32  feet;  length  of  buckets,  12  feet;  face  of  buckets,  22 
inches. 

The  wheels  are  very  much  broken,  and  new  ones  will  be  required. 
The  Mary  T.  was  used  by  the  rebels  as  a  cottonclad,  and  her  main 
deck  is  at  present  enclosed  by  a  bulkhead;  the  cotton  was  screwed 
between  this  and  an  exterior  bulkhead,  since  removed  with  the  cotton. 
There  are  two  gim  circles  upon  the  forecastle,  but  no  gims  and  no 
ordnance  stores  of  any  kind  on  board. 

We  find  the  accompanying  list  of  stores,  etc.,  on  board. 

We  estimate  the  value  of  hull,  machinery,  fixtures,  etc.,  and  stores 
on  board  to  be  about  $56,000.

Report  of  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  XT.  S.  Navy,  transmitting  correspondence 
regarding  the  late  Confederate  gunboat  Mary  T.,  or  Cotton,  Jr. 

Mississippi  Squadron, 
Flagship  Tempest^  Mound  City y  July  21^^  1865, 
Sir:  I  transmit  enclosed  correspondence  regarding  the  late  rebel 
gunboat  Mary  7'.,  or  Cotton^  Jr.,  as  follows : 

(1)  July  24,  J.  E.  Michel,  of  New  Orleans,  agent  of  New  Orleans, 
Coast,  and  La  Fourche  Transportation  Company,  giving,  as  he  states,  C 
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"  the  main  facts  in  the  case  "  of  her  employment  as  a  rebel  gunboat, 
etc.,  and  asking  for  full  information  as  to  how  her  case  now  stands; 
whether  proceedings  have  been  instituted  against  her,  etc.  He  states 
that  in  April,  1862,  she  went  up  Red  River  under  conmiand  of  Cap- 
tain J.  J.  Brown,  a  part  owner;  that  the  owners  are  all  loyal  citizens 
and  have  always  been  within  the  Federal  lines.  It  does  not  appear 
likely  that  loyal  owners  would  have  sent  the  boat  away  from  New 
Orleans  with  the  large  number  that  left  at  the  time  that  Admiral 
Farragut  took  the  city.  A  copy  of  my  reply  to  Mr.  Michel  of  this 
date  is  enclosed  (2).  The  license*  of  the  boat  forwarded  to  me  by 
Lieutenant-Commander  Foster  and  herewith  enclosed  (3),  dated 
21st  May,  1861,  is  given  in  the  name  of  the  Confederate  States  of 
America  to  A.  Dugas  and  R.  Holmes,  of  New  Orleans,  the  latter 
being  named  as  master,  to  carry  on  the  coasting  trade  for  one  year; 
an  endorsement  *  .dated  18  June,  1861,  names  J.  D.  Phelps  as  master 
in  lieu  of  R.  Holmes.  The  inspectors  certificate,*  also  enclosed  (4), 
is  dated  27th  May,  1861,  and  is  given  "  by  authority  of  the  United 
States  of  America "  to  "A.  Dugas  and  others,  owners,"  and  "  R. 
Holmes,  master." 

When  the  Cotton  was  seized  in  June  last,  as  reported  in  my  No. 
288,  by  Lieutenant-Commander  Fitzhugh,  she  had  on  board  a  L^tta's 
marine  pump,  out  of  repair,  which,  according  to  the  enclosed  report 
(5)  from  Acting  Fleet  Engineer  Bickerstaff  of  this  date,  was  taken 
from  one  of  the  pump  boats  of  this  squadron,  captured  by  rebels 
during  the  Red  River  expedition  of  1864. 

I  respectfully  refer  the  Department  to  my  Nos.  288  and  308  in 
relation  to  this  vessel. 

To-dav  I  transferred  the  Cotton^  with  her  oflScers  and  crew,  to 
Commodore  Livingston,  to  await  your  instructions.

The  main  facts  of  the  case  are :  First,  the  boat  belongs  to  the  New 
Orleans  Coast,  and  La  Fourche  Transportation  Company,  a  duly 
constituted  corporation  under  the  laws  of  Louisiana,  and,  as  siich,

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duly  registered  in  the  customhouse  of  said  city;  sccoikL  in  April, 
1862,  she  went  up  Red  River  under  command  of  Captain  J.  J.  Brown 
(apart  owner),  where  she  remained  entirely  under  his  control  until, 
say,^  March,  1863,  when  she  was  seized  bv  the  so-called  Confederate 
Government,  through  Captain  Fuller,  of  the  rebel  Navy.  She  was 
then  fitted  up  as  a  gunboat  and  transport  and  called  the  Cotton^  and 
kept  possession  of  till  the  7th  June,  1865,  when  she  was  released  by 
J.  H.  Carter,  then  commanding  Confederate  States  naval  forces  in 
Trans-Mississippi  Department,  to  Captain  Brown's  agent,  who  re- 
ceipted for  her.  This  release  was  previous  to  the  surrender  by  Gen- 
eral Smith  to  General  Canby.  Third,  on,  say,  the  15th  of  June  she 
was  seized  at  Shreveport.by  the  United  States  Navy,  or,  at  least,  by 
a  United  States  naval  officer,  who  refused  to  give  a  receipt  to  the 
agent  of  the  owners.  Fourth,  after  said  seizure  she  was  taken  up  to 
iussissippi  to  this  navy  yard,  where  she  is  now. 

I  will  further  state  that  the  owners  are  all  loyal  citizens,  and 
have  always  been  within  the  Federal  line. 

These  facts  being  stated,  I  will  proceed  to  state  that  the  object  of 
my  visit  to  this  place  is  to  gather  full  knowledge  of  how  the  boat 
stands.  Whether  proceedings  have  been  begun,  or  not,  against  her ; 
if  be^n,  whether  it  is  in  the  admiralty  court  sitting  at  Springfield ;

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  marine  pump  which  was 
on  board  the  steamer  Mary  T.  (or  Cotton)  at  the  time  she  was  sur- 
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rendered  to  the  United  States  naval  forces  by  the  Confederates,  was 
taken  up  Red  River  in  March,  1864,  on  board  the  steamer  Champion 
No.  3  by  order  of  Rear- Admiral  D.  D.  Porter,  commanding  Missis- 
sippi Squadron. 

She  has  a  discharge  pipe  16  incl\es  in  diameter  and  is  provided 
with  about  100  feet  of  iron  and  gum  hose  or  suction  pipe  10  inches 
in  diameter. 

The  marine  pump  brought  up  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Nawmkeag  was  found 
on  shore,  and  in  the  mouth  of  Cane  River,  and  had  been  lost  in  the 
Champion  No.  6  during  an  engagement  in  Red  River.  I  believe  she 
was  brought  out  of  Red  River  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Gamage. 

This  pump  is  lacking  the  required  suction  pipe ;  there  is  none  of 
any  description  now  with  it. 

I  understand  that  the  Champion  No.  6  is  now  in  the  hands  of  an 
army  quartermaster  in  General  Canby's  command. 

It  was  originally  owned  by  V.  C.  Chinkle  &  Co.,  but  I  imderstand 
that  the  Navy  Department  paid  for  both  the  Cham^pions  and  pumps.

Captain:  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Confederate  forces  and 
public  property,  etc.,  of  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department  have  been 
surrendered  to  the  United  States  by  a  convention  executed  by  Lieu- 
tenant-General  Buckner  at  New  Orleans  on  the  26th  of  May,  I860, 
it  is  hereby  ordered  that  all  Confederate  officers  and  men  belonging 
to  or  being  in  the  section  of  country  east  of  the  Atchafalaya  and 
west  of  the  Mississippi  shall  report  to  the  Federal  post  at  or  near 
Morganza  for  the  purpose  of  being  paroled.  Captain  Ratliif,  in 
virtue  of  special  authority  from  Lieutenant-General  Buckner,  is 
hereby  appointed  commissioner  on  behalf  of  the  Confederate  authori-

Enclosed  are  lists  (1)  of  the  vessels  to  be  retained;  (2)  of  the  ves- 
sels ordered  to  New  Orleans;  (3)  of  vessels  about  which  orders  are 
expected.  With  the  exception  of  these  vessels,  send  to  naval  station, 
Mound  City,  all  the  other  naval  vessels  on  the  river. 

Detail  from  the  vessels  sent  up  good  towboats  to  assist  the  Ozark 
and  ChUlicothe;  see  that  they  have  good  pilots  and  caution  the  com- 
manding officers  not  to  get  them  aground  and  to  do  their  best  to  get 
the  vessels  up  without  incurring  extra  expense. 

On  your  return  inform  yourself  of  the  amount  of  coal  at  the  dif- 
ferent stations  and  report  to  me  at  what  points  coal  should  be  kept, 
and  in  what  quantity,  for  the  future  use  of  the  Mississippi  Squadron. 

Deliver  the  accompanying  orders  for  the  Tyler  and  Lexington  to 
proceed  to  Mound  City  with  dispatch. 

Stop  the  Aheona  on  her  way  up  and  assign  her  to  her  district. 
Open  her  dispatches  and,  if  important,  send  them  up  by  special  mes- 
senger, if  necessary,  with  instructions  to  telegraph  on  arriving  at 
Cairo,  so  that  I  may  send  a  tug  for  him. 

I  desire  early  advice  of  the  state  of  affairs  arising  from  the  sur- 
render of  the  rebel  navy  in  Red  River. 

Bring  up  complete  lists  of  officers  and  classified  statements  of 
petty  officers,  men,  statistics,  etc.,  of  vessels  to  be  permanently  re- 
tained in  the  squadron ;  also  of  the  vessels  to  be  temporarily  detained. 

You  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  changes  of  officers  and 
men  as  will  transfer  to  or  from  the  permanently  retained  vessels 
those  requested  by  the  divisional  commanders,  after  which  no  fur- 
ther changes  will  be  made  without  application  to  and  by  order  from 
me.  These  changes  should  be  embraced  in  the  list  oi  officers  you 
bring  up. 

Discharge  all  mechanics  employed  in  the  workshops  in  Red  River 
excepting  those  who  are  shipped,  who  must  be  transferred  to  gun- 
boats of  the  squadron.  Mr.  Curry  will  be  discharged.  Send  the 
barges  to  Mound  City,  first  removing  what  material  and  implements 
the  divisional  commander  may  think  necessary  to  retain  on  board 
the  gimboats. 
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Consult  with  commanding  oflScers  of  the  Second  and  Third  Divi- 
sions resi>ecting  the  propriety  of  diminishing  the  number  of  guns 
on  board  the  gunboats  to  be  permanently  retained,  and  the  corre- 
sponding reduction  in  the  crews  agreeable  to  detail  of  ordnance  in- 
struction.

Do  aU  you  can  to  encourage  the  shipment  of  cotton  from  Louisiana  and 
Texas;  let  there  be  no  military  interference  with  its  coming  out  or  enquiry  as 
to  owners  shipping.  Such  as  may  be  turned  over  as  Confederate  cotton  cause 
to-be  delivered  to  the  Treasury  Department,  but  do  not  embarrass  the  shipment 
by  looking  up  such  cotton.

Flagship  Tempest, 
Mound  City,  May  29,  1865. 

Sir  :  The  Department's  instructions  of  22d  instant  are  received. 

I  enclose  (1)  a  list  of  vessels  I  propose  to  retain  for  the  present, 
subject  to  reduction  as  the  Mississippi  region  becomes  tranquilized. 

I  apprehend  that  ffunboat  protection  for  our  trading  vessels 
against  guerrillas  will  be  required  up  the  tributaries — the  Yazoo, 
Red,  and  Arkansas  rivers — for  some  little  time  to  come.  I  propose 
to  reduce  the  batteries  and  crews  of  the  vessels  retained. 

It  is  quite  probable  that  some  of  the  vessels  on  the  enclosed  list  (1) 
may  be  dispensed  with  in  time  to  be  sold  with^the  rest 

The  Department's  telegram  of  the  18th  instant  informed  me  that 
the  ironclads  were  not  to  be  sold.  Will  the  Department  please  inform 
me  where  such  of  the  ironclads,  concerning  which  I  have  no  instruc- 
tions, are  to  be  assembled  (list  of  ironclads  enclosed)  ?  The  Benton 
and  Essex  are  too  large  to  be  hauled  out  at  Mound  City.  As  soon  as 
the  rebel  ironclad  on  Ked  River  is  surrendered  such  of  the  ironclads 
of  this  squadron — ^the  Tennessee,  Neosho,  and  perhaps  the  Benton — 
as  would  be  useful  for  the  defense  of  the  Gulf  ports  might  be  turned 
over  at  once  to  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Thatcher,  with  such  instruc- 
tions as  the  Department  might  see  fit  to  give  as  to  the  disposition  of 
them,  their  material,  officers,  and  crews.  The  rams  Vindicator  and 
Avenger  are  not  fit  for  commercial  purposes,  are  fast  vessels,  and 
efficient  rams;  they  were  built  for  the  Marine  Brigade  of  the  Army 
at  considerable  cost.  They  draw  nearly  8  feet  of  water  and  might 
be  useful  in  the  defense  of  the  Gulf  ports.  The  General  Bragg  and 
General  Price,  captured  vessels,  draw  12  and  13  feet,  respectively. 
New  Orleans  would  be  the  best  place  for  disposing  of  them.  The 
Bragg  is  fitted  with  heavy  double  wooden  bulwarks,  with  cotton 
bales  between.  I  respectfully  suggest  that  I  be  immediately  in- 
structed to  turn  over  to  the  commandant  of  the  naval  station  at  New 
Orleans  the  Tennessee,  Neosho,  perhaps  the  Benton,  the  Avenger 
(not  coppered),  the  Vindicator  (recently  coppered),  the  General 
Bragg,  and  General  Price.  He  can  judge,  on  receiving  estimates, 
whether  it  will  be  more  profitable  to  have  the  General  Bragg  and 
General  Price  (now  in  the  lower  part  of  the  river)  sold  as  they  are, 
or  to  have  them  fitted  for  transports  to  convey  ordnance  material  to 
Pensacola.  I  am  instructed  by  the  Bureau  oi  Ordnance,  under  date 
of  May  22,  to  furnish  Conmiodore  Livingston  with  the  necessary 
transportation  for  surplus  ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  and  materi'al 
from  Mound  City  to  the  navy  yard  at  Pensacola.  I  have  placed  at 
his  disposal  the  transports  Reindeer  and  Volunteer  and  towboat 
Rohb,  all  now  here,  and  have  ordered  the  Lexington  and  Tyler  to^ 
report  to  him  for  this  duty.  None  of  these  vessels  are,  in  my  opinion, 
fit  to  transport  ordnance  material  from  New  Orleans  to  Pensacola.  I 
suppose  it  is  intended  that  all  the  ordnance  material  not  wanted  for 
the  vessels  to  be  retained,  whether  ashore  or  afloat  at  Mound  City, 
or  afloat  in  the  vessels  to  be  laid  up  or  sold,  should  be  sent  to  be 
delivered  at  the  naval  station  at  New  Orleans,  thence  to  be  trans- 
shipped by  sea  transports  to  Pensacola,  the  Ordnance  Bureau  hav- 
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ing  an  organization  both  at  Mound  City  and  New  Orleans  naval 
stations. 

Will  the  Department  please  instruct  m^at  what  point  or  points  to 
assemble  the  vessels  to  be  disposed  of  concerning  which  specific  direc- 
tions have  not  been  given  (list  enclosed  3)  ?  As  those  not  to  be  dis- 
posed of  at  New  Orleans  will  have  to  come  to  Mound  City  to  turn 
over  their  ordnance  material  and  other  stores,  I  will  at  once  order  to 
this  place  all  the  vessels  on  list  3,  except  those  which  I  have  suggested 
sendmg  to  New  Orleans.  On  their  arrival  at  Mound  City  I  propose 
at  once  to  take  out  of  them  all  their  or3nance  material  and  ship's 
stores;  then,  if  the  vessels  are  to  be  sold  there,  all  the  officers  and 
men  may  at  once  be  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  the  Department 
may  direct,  excepting  3  officers  and  9  men  for  each  vessel,  to  take  care 
of  them  until  they  are  sold,  and  the  vessels  so  dismantled  may  be 
turned  over  at  once  to  Commodore  Livingston  for  such  further  dis- 
position as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Department. 

The  Department  has  directed  me  to  lay  up  the  ironclads  Choctaxo 
and  Lafayette  in  ordinary  at  New  Orleans,  turning  them  over  to 
Acting  Rear- Admiral  Thatcher  when  stripped  and  the  officers  and 
crews  are  detached.  I  have  directed  accordingly,  ordering  their 
material  to  be  disposed  of  as  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Thatcher  may 
direct  after  they  are  stripped,  the  men  to  be  transferred  to  the  West 
Gulf  Squadron  as  surplus  men,  under  the  instructions  of  the  Bureau 
of  Equipment  and  Recruiting  of  the  11th  instant,  and  the  officers  to 
be  sent  to  Mound  City  in  a  gunboat. 

Working  orders  are  requested  on  the  following  points : 

As  to  the  disposition  to  be  made,  first,  of  those  ironclads  not  already 
disposed  of  by  the  Department;  second,  of  the  vessels  I  have  recom- 
mended should  be  sent  to  New  Orleans ;  third,  of  all  the  other  vessels 
in  the  squadron  except  those  to  be  retained ;  fourth,  of  officers  and 
men  not  needed  for  the  vessels  to  be  retained,  or  for  the  temporary 
care  of  those  to  be  sold.

Sir:  Yours  of  the  20th  instant  is  received.  The  object  of  seizing 
boats  and  skiffs  on  the  Mississippi  was  to  prevent  the  crossing  of 
Jeff.  Davis  and  his  Cabinet/  They  being  captured,  there  is  no  neces- 
sity for  further  seizures  nor  for  the  detention  of  boats  already  seized 
by  the  Navy,  which  should  now  be  released. 
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By  the  President's  proclamation  free  trade  and  intercourse  are 
allowed  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Mississippi,  and  the  same  freedom 
of  intercourse  will  probably  socfn  be  permitted  on  the  west  side. 
Referring  to  the  placing  of  guards  on  trading  steamboats,  which  you 
report  having  done  in  compliance  with  my  instructions,  my  General 
Orders,  No.  66,  paragraph  III  (which  you  have  doubtless  received 
sincfe  the  date  of  your  report,  but  of  which  I  enclose  a  copy),  re- 
voked by  orders  to  this  effect.  My  instructions  were  defined  and 
limited.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admirdl  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  capture 

of  Confederates  by  boat  expedition  from  U.  S.  S.  Forest  Rose, 

near  Cole^s  Creek,  Miss, 

Mississippi  Squadron, 
Flagship  Tempest,  Mound  City,  May  SI,  1866. 

Sir:  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  A.  N.  Gould,  commanding 
U.  S.  S.  Forest  Rose,  reports,  under  date  of  7th  of  Maj  *  that,  learning 
that  a  party  of  rebel  officers  had  crossed  the  Mississippi  near  Water- 
proof, he  went  with  an  armed  boat  to  Cole's  Creek  and  sent  12  armed 
men  across  the  levee  in  the  same  direction.  The  two  parties  met  and 
came  in  sight  of  the  rebel  officers  near  the  point  where  they  were  ex- 
pected to  cross;  they  retreated  to  a  plantation  near  by,  where  they 
were  surrounded  and  captured  by  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant 
Gould  and  his  party.  The  prisoners  taken  were  1  captain,  2  lieu- 
tenants, 1  signal  officer,  1  assistant  paymaster  in  the  rebel  Navy,  and 
1  citizen;  thej  were  all  turned  over  to  the  provost-marshal  at 
Natchez.  Actmg  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Gould  does  not  give  dates  or 
exact  localities  in  his  report.  I  enclose  a  draft  of  a  letter  f  picked  up 
near  the  place  of  capture  and  forwarded  to  me  by  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  Gould,  addressed  to  Hon.  S.  R.  Mallory,  Secretary,  C.  S. 
Navj,  and  signed  Edward  C.  Stiles,  lieutenant,  C.  S.  Navy. 

Lieutenant-Commander  W.  E.  Fitzhugh  reports  on  the  15th  May 
that,  on  the  14th,  while  patrolling  near  Donaldsonville,  he  saw  and 
communicated  with  a  party  of  rebel  cavalry  on  the  west  bank,  under 
a  flag  of  truce,  claiming  to  belong  to  the  rebel  general  Taylor's  com- 
mand, and  under  the  immediate  command  of  a  Captain  Brown,  who 
desired  to  forward  by  the  Oua/ihita  to  the  commanding  military  offi- 
cer at  Donaldsonville  a  proposition  to  surrender  his  command,  14 
men,  on  the  conditions  granted  to  those  on  the  east  bank.  Lieuten- 
ant-Commander Fitzhugh  sent  him  word  that  if  he  wished  to  sur- 
render to  the  Army  to  go  to  Donaldsonville,  and  do  so  in  proper 
manner;  if  to  the  Navy,  the  surrender  would  be  unconditional;  fur- 
ther than  that  he  would  be  treated  as  a  prisoner  of  war,  and  that  ho 
would  give  him  five  minutes  to  decide,  and  shell  him  on  the  expira- 
tion of  that  time.    The  rebel  party  immediately  left  and  entered  the

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woods.  Lieut^iant-Commaiider  Fitzhugh  landed  a  party  and  cap- 
tured, some  3  miles  from  the  river,  a  first  lieutenant  named  Kingsley 
and  2  horses;  the  others  escaped.  The  prisoner  and  the  horses  were 
turned  over  to  the  military  authorities  at  Donaldson ville. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Fitzhugh  states  that  he  learns  that  these 
outlaws  were  well  received  in  the  families  of  most  of  the  planters 
in  the  country  they  prowl  over,  and  do  little  more  than  steal  their 
horses  and  board  with  them,  and  that  the  military  from  Donaldson- 
ville  to  Plaquemine  are  scouring  the  country  for  them.

Sir:  Seduce  the  Mississippi  Squadron  with  all  possible  dispatch 
to  15  vessels,  to  be  selected  by  you  as  the  most  efficient  for  the  pres- 
ent and  prospective  condition  of  affairs  and  send  to  the  Depart- 
ment a  list  of  them.    You  can  have,  in  addition,  such  storeships  as  ^ 
this  force  may  require. 

Fill  up  the  vessels  that  remain  as  the  fixed  force  of  the  squadron 
with  their  complement  of  officers  and  men.  Retain  for  this  purpose 
good  volunteer  officers  so  far  as  possible,  those  who  wish  to  remain 
a  while  longer  in  the  service,  and  transmit  the  names  of  all  other 
volunteer  officers  to  the  Department,  in  order  that  they  may  be  hon- 
orably mustered  out  of  the  service.  Of  the  men,  you  will  retain  those 
who  have  the  longest  time  to  serve,  and  recommend  to  the  Bureau 
of  Equipment  and  Recruiting  such  as  you  deem  proper  for  discharge. 

In  forwarding  to  the  Department  a  list  of  the  vessels  retained, 
send  with  it  lists  of  the  officers  of  each  and  complete  muster  rolls  of 
their  crews,  the  latter  to  the  Bureau  of  Equipment  and  Recruiting. 

All  property  hitherto  belonging  to  the  rebel  Naval  Department, 
or  that  was  under  its  control,  will  oe  taken  possession  of  by  you  and 
an  account  taken,  with  an  estimate  of  the  value  thereof,  and  for- 
warded to  this  Department.  If  such  property  is  in  the  possession 
of  the  U.  S.  military  forces,  make  a  written  request  for  it,  and  report 
your  action  to  this  Department,  that  necessary  orders  may  be  given 
by  the  War  Department  for  its  delivery  to  the  Navy.

Sir  :  The  Department's  letter  of  29th  ultimo  is  received,  enquiring 
what  place  on  the  Mississippi  above  New  Orleans  is  best  suited  for 
laying  up  the  ironclads  of  this  squadron  and  the  conditions  on  which 
such  suitable  place  can  be  procured.  The  most  convenient  place  for 
laying  up  and  taking  care  of  the  ironclads  would  be  between  Cairo 
and  Mound  City,  where  two  or  three  officers  for  the  whole  and  two  or 
three  men  for  each  could  look  after  them.  I  suppose  it  would  be  best 
to  keep  their  guns  and  ammunition  at  the  point  where  they  are  laid 
up.  The  only  objection  to  bringing  them  here  is  that  in  the  fall  of 
the  year  the  least  water  below  Cairo  is  sometimes  5^,  generally  6  or  8 
feet,  and  this  for  a  period  of  about  two  months.  When  the  river  is 
low,  logs  make  navigation  dangerous.  The  Neosho  draws  about  ^ 
feet,  the  "  turtles  "  generally  about  6  feet.  Except  those  ironclads  and 
rams  mentioned  in  my  No.  249,  of  29th  ultimo,  I  would  recommend 
that  the  ironclads  of  this  squadron  be  laid  up  here.  There  would  be 
no  attending  exi>ense,  except  that  above  mentioned,  for  officers  and 
men.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  on  the  morning  of 
the  2d  instant  I  left  the  vessel  with  the  gig  and  armed  crew  and 
proceeded  down  the  [Mississippi]  river  about  3  miles  to  Green's 
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Slantation.  On  going  to  the  house  I  observed  on  the  gallery  a 
ouble  haversack,  containing,  as  I  supposed,  clothing,  and  lying 
on  the  top  a  Navy  revolver.  I  asked  Mr.  Green  to  whom  it  belonged ; 
he  replied,  to  a  man  who  had  introduced  himself  as'  Captain  Sinclair 
of  the  Confederate  Navy,  paroled  at  Mobile,  who  had  just  left  the 
house  to  procure  a  horse  a  little  distance  below.  At  my  request  Mr. 
Green  sent  a  boy  to  invite  him  to  the  house;  the  boy  returned,  saying 
the  man  had  run  off.  Upon  enquiring  I  found  that  upon  jseeing 
the  boat  land  he  had  fled,  apparently  in  great  fear.  Upon  inspect- 
ing his  bagga^  I  found  therein  a  large  rebel  naval  flag,  two  Navy 
revolvers,  a  rebel  naval  ordnance  manual,  Kegulations  for  the  Navy 
of  the  Confederate  States,  and  some  blank  forms;  also  a  rebel  Navy 
Register  for  1864.  The  above  articles  I  took  possession  of,  and 
have  the  honor  to  forward  them  to  your  address  by  dispatch  boat 
General  Lyon,

With  regard  to  the  dispostion  of  the  surplus  ironclads,  the  Depart- 
ment has  already  written  for  your  opinion  for  a  suitable  place  for 
laying  them  up. 

No  more  vessels  or  crews  will  be  sent  to  the  West  Gulf  Squadron 
than  the  Department  has  ordered.  The  steamers  General  Bragg  and 
General  Price  are  to  be  sold  at  Mound  City,  to  which  place  they  have 
been  ordered,  if  they  can  get  there;  otherwise  at  New  Orleans,  under 
the  directions  of  the  Bureau  of  Construction. 

The  Bureau  of  Ordnance  has  given  its  attention  to  matters  pertain- 
ing to  that  branch  referred  to  m  your  letter,  and  has  been  directed 
not  to  forward  ordnance  stores  to  the  West  Gulf  Squadron,  where  no 
provision  exists  for  storing  them. 

The  vessels  to  be  disposed  of,  excepting  those  ordered  to  New 
Orleans,  will  be  assembled  at  such  points  within  the  limits  of  your 
command  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Bureau  of  Construction,  after 
receiving  suggestions  from  yourself. 

Since  the  above  was  written,  your  dispatch  No.  261,  of  the  3d 
instant,  relative  to  a  suitable  place  for  laying  up  the  ironclads  has 
been  received.  • 

In  conformity  with  your  opinion  that  the  most  convenient  place 
for  the  purpose  would  be  at  Mound  City,  the  Department  directs 
that  they  be  sent  to  and  laid  up  at  that  place.    You  will  turn  them 
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over  to  Commodore  Livingston,  who  has  been  instructed  to  receive 
them.

An  order  from  the  Department  for  sending  all  the  surplus  ordnance 
material  here  to  Pensacola,  has  been  revoked  for  want  of  accommo- 
dation for  it  there.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee^  U.  S.  Navy^  suggesting  that  the 
ironclads  he  laid  up  in  Wolf  River^  Tenn. 

Mississippi  Squadron, 
Flagship  Tempest^  Mound  City^  June  9^  1865. 
Sir:  I  transmit  enclosed  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Commander 
Thomas  Pattison,  commanding  naval  station  Memphis,  dated  June 
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7,  and  received^o-day,  in  reply  to  enquiries  I  addressed  to  him  on 
receipt,  of  the  Department's  commmiication  of  29th  May.  I  have 
ordered  him  here,  and  expect  him  in  a  few  days.  If,  on  further 
enquiry,  I  learn  from  him  nothing  unfavorable  to  the  arrangement, 
I  suggest  that  the  ironclads  of  tnis  squadron  be  laid  up  in  Wolf 
River,  and  I  request  conditional  authority  from  the  Department  by 
telegraph  to  make  this  disposition  of  all  of  them  except  the  Tennessee^ 
which  can  not  come  there  on  account  of  her  draft,  the  Lafayette  and 
Choctaw  already  ordered  to  New  Orleans,  the  PUtshurg  and  Caron- 
delet  now  here,  and  the  Tuscumbia  and  Indianola  dismantled  at  the 
Mound  City  Naval  Station.

Sm:  Your  communication  of  the  2d  instant,  asking  for  informa- 
tion in  reference  to  laying  up  ironclads  at  this  point,  has  just  been 
received.  In  reply  I  will  state  that  I  know  of  no  other  point  on  the 
Mississippi  Eiver  where  the  ironclads  could  be  laid  up  with  greater 
safety  than  here.  I  can  moor  10  of  the  ironclads  in  Wolf  River, 
where  they  will  be  entirely  out  of  danger  of  being  run  into  or  dam- 
aged by  water  craft.  After  heavy  rains  the  water  runs  out  of  Wolf 
River  with  great  force,  and  heretofore  I  have  not  been  able  to  pre- 
vent the  fine  mortar  boats  moored  in  Wolf  River  from  dragging  out 
into  the  Mississippi,  owing  to  the  light  ground  tackle  these  boats 
were  provided  with. 

There  are  two  first-class  frigate  anchors,  weighing  7,000  pounds 
each,  that  were  taken  from  the  Norfolk  Navy  Yard  by  the  rebels  and 
sent  to  Columbus,  Ky.,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  chain  across  the 
river  at  that  point.  These  anchors  were  afterwards  sent  to  this  place 
and  after  the  taking  of  this  city  were  taken  possession  of  by  the 
Army.  The  quartermaster  who  had  charge  of  them  informed  me  a 
short  time  since  that  I  could  have  them.  I  accepted  the  offer  and 
they  are  now  at  my  disposal.  I  think  one  of  these  anchors  planted 
in  Wolf  River  will  defy  the  heaviest  freshet  I  have  witnessed  during , 
the  last  two  years.  I  have  no  chains  at  this  station  of  sufficient 
strength  to  hold  10  vessels.  A  third-class  sloop  chain  would  be 
required;  a  larger  one  would  be  better  still.  During  the  summer 
months  we  occasionally  have  tornadoes  here,  but  they  seldom  last 
over  half  an  hour,  and  during  these  blows  the  vessels  in  Wolf  River 
would  be  liable  to  be  blown  over  against  the  right  or  left  bank  of  the 
river.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  (in  case  you  selected  this  point 
to  lay  up  the  vessels)  the  propriety  of  keeping  a  small  tug,  with  a 
large  siphon  pump  attached,  tor  the  purpose  of  daily  pumping  out 
all  vessels  and  keeping  them  afloat  after  heavy  blows. 
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I  have  large  siphon  pumps  here,  but  no  hose.    The  Essex  would 
require  pumping  twice  a  day,  with  the  assistance  of  a  tug,  but  few 
men  would  be  required  to  look  after  the  vessels.

n.  Divisional  officers  will  at  once  send  to  Memphis  all  the  iron- 
clads, except  the  Tennessee  and  Missouri^  and  all  the  mortar  vessels 
on  the  river  below  that  point.  The  General  Bragg^  General  Price^ 
and  Little  Rebel  will  be  retained  at  the  mouth  of  Red  River  until 
further  orders;  the  tug  Ivy  will  report  to  Commander  Pattison,  com- 
manding naval  station,  Memphis.  With  the  exceptions  above  named 
all  the  vessels  of  this  squadron  will  be  sent  to  Mound  City  without 
delay,  and  divisional  officers  will  make  arrangements  for  gunboats, 
etc.,  o^*dered  up  to  assist  the  ironclads  and  see  that  they  have  good 
pilots  and  that  every  precaution  is  taken  against  any  of  them  getting 
abound.  The  vessels  coming  here  and  to  Memphis  will  imme- 
diately be  put  out  of  commission. 

III.  The  commanding  officers  of  the  15  vessels  retained  in  the 
squadron  wUl  send  in  lists  of  officers  and  complete  descriptive  lists 
and  muster  rolls  of  crews,  both  in  duplicate.  These  will  be  sent  by 
the  semimonthly  dispatch  boat  of  June  15,  which  must  be  detained 
for  them  if  necessary. 

IV.  Divisional  officers  are  required  to  see  that  economy  is  observed 
in  the  use  of  coal;  steam  will  be  kept  down  except  in  an  emergency, 
of  which  the  senior  officer  will  be  the  judge,  under  directions  of  the 
commander  of  the  squadron. 

^  V.  The  use  of  coal  oil  is  prohibited.  Vessels  retained  in  commis- 
sion will  immediately  obtain  lard-oil  lamps.  All  coal  oil  and  lamps 
will  be  turned  into  store.

Sir  :  I  most  respectfully  report  to  you  that  I  have  now  on  board 
this  vessel  170  eight-inch  shell,  taken  by  the  crew  of  this  vessel  from  a 
magazine  at  Randolph,  Tenn.,  and  which  were  left  there  by  the 
rebels  at  the  time  they  evacuated  that  place.

Mississippi  Squadron, 
Flagship  Tempest^  Mound  City,  June  14^  1865. 
Sir  :  The  Department's  communication  of  8th  instant,  in  reply  to 
my  Nos.  249  and  261,  is  received. 

Referring  to  my  No.  267,  I  transmit  enclosed  (1)  a  copy  of  a  re- 

eirt  from  Commander  T.  Pattison,  commanding  naval  station, 
emphis,  dated  11th  instant,  delivered  to  me  on  board  this  vessel  by 
him  yesterday.  It  appears  that  the  Memphis  Navy.  Yard  would  not 
strictly  come  within  tne  provision  of  the  Department's  order  of  2d 
instant. 

In  respect  to  storage  there  of  surplus  material  and  supplies  from 
this  squadron,  the  difficulty  would  be  that  there  is  no  place  for  am- 
munition or  loaded  shell. 

The  navy  yard  itself  is  within  the  city  limits.  There  is  a  small 
navy-yard  organization  there — a  coinmander,  an  ensign,  a  pay- 
master, an  engineer,  and  some  laborers — and  there  is  considerable 
store  room;  but  as  there  is  a  complete  station  organization  here, 
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heads  of  departments,  books,  etc.,  I  do  not  see  any  advantage  in 
transferring  any  portion  of  the  surplus  material  to  that  point,  imless 
it  is  intended  to  hold  the  navy  yard  there  (now  partly  occupied  by 
tlie  Anny,  and  all  of  which  is  private  property)  for  naval  purposes. 
I  think  the  ironclads  to  be  laid  up  here  will  contain  all  the  stores; 
some  of  the  vessels  to  be  sold  will  be  used  as  temporary  depositories 
until  the  arrival  of  the  ironclads. 

The  Bureau  of  Construction  informed  me  on  the  5th  instant  that 
"general  instructions  with  regard  to  sale  had  been  sent  to  Admiral 
Thatcher,  and  he  was  instructed  to  sell  the  General  Bragg.  It  now 
appears  that  vessel  has  been  ordered  to  Mound  City,  where  she  will 
probably  be  sold."  The  Department,  however,  in  its  communication 
of  the  8th  instant,  informs  me  that  the  steamers  General  Bragg  and 
Genend  Price,  are  to  be  sold  at  Mound  City,  where  they  have  been 
ordered  if  they  can  get  there,  otherwise  to  New  Orleans. 

I  beg  leave  to  sajr  that  no  orders  have  been  received  by  me  re- 
specting the  disi)osition  of  the  General  Price  and  General  Bragg. 
The  Department  instructs  me  in  its  communication  of  the  8th  instant 
that  no  more  vessels  or  crews  will  be  sent  to  the  West  Gulf  Squadron 
than  the  Department  has  ordered,  and  directs  that  the  ironclads  be 
laid  up  at  Mound  City.    To  prevent  delay,  take  advantage  of  the 
present  stage  of  water  and  conform  to  what  seems  to  be  the  Depart- 
ment's intention.    I  will  order  these  vessels  to  be  sent  here  at  once, 
also  the  Tennessee  and  Little  Rebels  if  the  stage  of  water  will  permit. 
I  enclose  (2)  a  list  of  the  vessels  finally  selected  to  be  retain^  in 
service,  as  directed  by  the  Department  on  the  2d  instant.    Lists  of 
officers  and  muster  rolls  will  be  forwarded  as  soon  as  received.

Sir:  Tour  communication  of  the  8th  instant,  asking  for  informa- 
tion in  reference  to  the  property  found  in  this  yard  at  the  time  it  was 
taken  possession  of  by  Admiral  Davis,  has  been  received ;  also  a  com- 
munication addressee!  to  Major-General  Smith,  commanding  at  this 
place,  which  I  return  to  you.  I  did  not  deliver  your  letter  to  Gen- 
eral Smith,  in  consequence  of  your  instructions  to  me  to  deliver  it 
provided  the  shops  and  yard  have  been  held  and  controlled  by  the 
rebel  Government. 

In  reply,  I  will  state  that  the  rebel  Government  did  not  hold  the 
yard  as  rebel  property  or  exercise  jurisdiction  within  its  limits; 
nevertheless  nearly  all  the  shops  were  employed  casting  cannon,  mor- 
tars, shot,  and  manufacturing  swords,  pikes,  etc. 

Tne  machinery  and  material  found  in  these  shops  belonged  to  pri- 
vate individuals.  After  the  capture  of  Memphis  nearly  all  the  owners 
of  this  property  fled  south  or  went  to  Richmond.    There  is  sufficient 
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room  at  this  station  to  store  all  the  cannon,  shot,  shell,  provisions, 
and  stores  of  all  kinds  belonging  to  the  fleet. 
I  would  not  advise  the  storing  of  loaded  shell  or  powder  here.

Sir  :  I  enclose  for  your  guidance  copies  of  my  instructions  of  14th* 
and  15th  of  June  to  Lieutenant-Commander  May,  who  went  down  the 
river  this  forenoon  with  7  tinclads  to  assist  in  towing  the  vessels 
ordered  up. 

This  will  be  sent  you  by  the  General  Lyon,  which  will  leave  this 
afternoon,  and  will  probably  reach  you  before  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander May  arrives  at  Red  River. 

Take  every  pains  to  inform  yourself  as  to  whether  it  will  be  pru- 
dent, in  view  of  the  present  stage  of  water,  the  prospect  ahead,  and 
the  Tennessee'^s  draft,  to  send  her  to  this  place.  If  you  find  that 
there  is  any  uncertainty  about  her  reaching  nere  safely,  you  will  lay 
her  up  in  ordinary  at  your  Red  River  depot,  retaining  on  board  only 
sufficient  officers  and  men  to  take  care  of  her,  of  whom  you  will  send 
me  duplicate  lists  and  muster  rolls,  transferring  all  the  supernumer- 
ary officers  and  men,  with  their  accounts,  to  the  receiving  ship  CrecA 
Western,  by  a  public  conveyance,  under  charge  of  the  senior  officer, 
whom  you  will  instruct  to  report  the  arrival  of  all  to  me. 

The  supplies  of  all  kinds  on  board,  except  what  may  be  proper  to 
keep  in  the  ordnance  department,  if  not  wanted  in  the  other  vessels 
of  your  division,  should  be  regularly  turned  over  to  the  naval  station 
at  Mound  City.

As  you  will  make  Red  River  your  coal  depot,  can  you  not  prepare 
for  the  arrival  of  Lieutenant-Commander  May  by  having  your  spare 
vessels  tow  up  the  coal  barges  from  below  to  that  point?  As,  at  this 
season,  it  will  not  do  to  detain  the  deep-draft  vessels  below  and  they 
must  be  dispatched  for  this  place,  you  will  have  to  get  up  your 
barges  from  below  Red  Ri^er  with  the  vessels  of  your  division  if  it 
would  injudiciously  detain  the  vessel  below  Red  River  to  tow  the 
coal  barges  to  that  point. 

The  returns  required  by  my  General  Order  No.  71  and  Special 
Order  10  [  ?J  must  be  sent  up  without  delay,  I  have  authorized  the 
detention  or  the  General  Lyon  for  them,  but  important  as  it  is  to 
have  these  returns,  I  do  not  want  her  unreasonably  detained  for  them 
in  case  of  vessels  up  Red  River. 

Avail  yourself  of  every  fitting  opportunity  to  send  up  empty  coal 
barges,  even  if  no  farther  than  Skipwith's  Landing.  I  sent  down 
by  the  Rohb  four  large  mortar  boats,  built  with  a  frame  or  gunwale 
hull  and  decked  over,  which  will  be  useful  for  wrecking  gunboats. 
Collect  all  the  mortars  and  mortar  vessels  of  every  description  in 
your  division  at  Red  River  and  report  what  disposition  you  consider 
it  advisable  to  make  of  them.  I  suppose  that  the  mortar  and  the  iron 
rifle  screenings  could  be  sent  to  Cairo  advantageously,  but  it  would 
cost  more  than  would  be  repaid  by  any  prospective  advantage  to  tow 
the  barges  there.  I  will  thank  you  to  give  careful  attention  to  this 
letter  and  its  enclosures  and  to  previous  orders  yet  unexecuted.

Answer  as  below : 

A  proposition  was  made  to  the  Navy  Department  by  B.  J.  &  B. 
Weaver,  of  St.  Louis,  and  F.  W.  Bfooks,  of  Memphis,  for  raising  the 
vessels  sunk  by  the  rebels  in  the  Yazoo  River. 

On  the  23d  January,  1864,  Admiral  Porter  was  authorized  to  make 
an  agreement  with  them,  with  the  power  to  annul  it  if  the  work  was 
not  promptly  commenced.  - 

The  property  recovered  was  to  be  sold  under  tiie  order  of  the 
courts,  so  that  no  private  rights  should  be  invaded. 

Notning  was  done  by  these  parties,  and  Admiral  Porter  has 
verbally  Sated  that  the  agreement  was  set  aside  by  him  as  he  was 
authorized  to  do. 

The  Navy  Department  has  not  since  taken  any  other  steps  in  the 
matter.

Dear  Sir:  Enclosed  please  find  a  statement  of  the  claim  concerning 
which  I  conferred  with  you  this  morning.  I  am  myself  largely 
interested  in  the  granting  of  this  claim,  and  hence  feel  an  anxiety 
in^tting  it  through  as  soon  as  possible,  not  simply  from  my  wish 
to  speedily  reap  the  benefits  thereof,  but  also  from  the  fact  that  the 
property  is  daily  diminishing  in  value  in  consequence  of  outside 
spoliation  by  individual  wreckers ;  and  in  addition  thereto,  it  is  only 
during  low-water  time  that  the  raising  of  the  boats  can  be  effected, 
and  it  not  commenced  sopn  the  low-water  season  will  have  passed 
before  we  will  be  able  to  accomplish  the  same. 

These  boats,  you  will  understand,  were  not  used  in  the  rebel  service, 
but  were  exclusively  private  property,  not  the  private  property  of 
l(wal  men,  seized  by  the  rebel  authorities,  but  tne  private  property 
of  rebel  owners,  who  were  fully  paid  for  the  same  by  tne  rebel 
Government. 

Mr.  Montgomery,  being  an  old  and  expjerienced  river  man,  knew 
much  better  than  the  rebel  authorities  at  Richmond  the  value  of  these 
vessels  in  their  submerged  condition,  and  accordingly  purchased  them 
at  a  comparatively  low  figure.  I  am  well  satisfied  that  his  title  to 
the  ownership  of  the  same  is  good,  otherwise  I  should  not  have 
engaged  with  him  in  the  matter.  And  now,  in  conclusion,  being 
largely  and  materially  interested  in  this  claim,  I,  hope  you  will  rive 
it  your  early  and  personal  attention;  if  delayed,  individual  wreckers 
upon  the  river  will  have  completed  the  removal  of  the  same  beyond 
our  reach.

Joseph  E.  Montgomery  swears  that  in  the  month  of  July,  1863, 
27  steam  transports  belonging  to  rebel  owners  were  ordered  by  the 
then  so-called  Confederate  Government  to  be  suri  in  the  x  azoo 
River  and  its  tributaries,  to  prevent  the  same  from  falling  into  the 
possession  of  the  Federal  Government,  and  said  rebel  owners  were 
fully  compensated  therefor  by  said  so-called  Confederate  Govern- 
ment. 

Afterwards,  in  the  month  of  November,  1863,  said  vessels  were 
purchased  from  the  rebel  authorities  by  this  affiant,  he  intending  to 
raise  and  take  possession  of  the  same  at  the  close  of  the  rebellion. 
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Wherefore  affiant  asks  that  he  may  now  be  permitted  to  raise  said 
vessels  and  take  possession  thereof.

Sir  :  I  last  evening  received  your  liote  of  yesterday. 

The  orders  which  have  been  given  for  reducing  the  Mississippi 
Squadron,  and  which  are  to  \^  carried  into  immediate  eflfect,  will 
lead  to  the  relief  and  detachment  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee  within 
a  few  weeks.  I  apprehend  that  not  more  than  three  or  four  weeks 
will  be  required — ^perhaps  less. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  would  not  be  advisable,  nor  do  I 
think  he  would  be  disposed,  to  leave  his  post.  He  will,  under  orders 
sent,  reduce  his  squadron  to  15  vessels,  dispose  of  ordnance  and 
munitions  as  directed,  and  then  turn  over  what  remains  to  the  officer 
designated,  or  who  is  senior  on  the  station.  While  this  work  is  being 
done — the  winding  up  of  his  labors — ^he  should  not,  in  justice  to  him- 
self and  the  Government,  be  absent.

Mississippi  Squadron, 
Flagship  Tempest,  Mound  City,  June  20, 1865. 
Sir:  I  transmit  enclosed  (1)  a  corrected  copy  of  my  telegram  of 
last  night  in  reply  to  the  Department's  telegram  of  tl^  ^lun^date. 
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The  pilots  say  there  is  from  7  to  9  feet  at  low  water  in  the  basin 
(chute)  above  Mound  City;  at  low  water  the  upper  part  of  it  is  dry 
and  there  is  2  or  3  feet  on  the  bar  below  it,  so  that  even  the  lighte^ 
draft  tinclads  can  not  then  get  there.  There  are  some  logs  in  this 
basin  dangerous  to  the  bottoms  of  vessels  at  low  water.  All  but 
about  a  dozen  of  the  tinclads  have  been  discharged  of  their  batteries, 
armor,  etc.,  and  the  vessels  will  soon  be  laid  up. 

The  balance  of  the  vessels  I  propose  to  continue  to  discharge  here, 
that  they  may  be  laid  up  and  their  crews  discharged  (as  soon  as  an 
order  is  received  from  the  Bureau  of  Equipment  and  Recruiting  in 
regard  to  surplus  men)  and  great  expense  saved.  The  deposit  of 
their  material,  whether  at  the  naval  station  or  afloat,  is  made  by  the 
crews  of  the  vessels  cheaply  and  conveniently,  and  this  material  will 
be  well  cared  for  and  kept  under  cover  where  necessary,  either  ashore 
or  afloat 

The  arrangement  is  a  good  one  and  is  working  well.  The  transfer 
of  material  to  St.  Louis  will  be  made  as  soon  as  preparations  are 
made  there  for  its  reception. 

I  am  collecting  data  as  to  the  amount  of  ordnance  material  here, 
so  as  to  know  what  extent  of  cover  and  other  accommodation  will  be 
required  at  St.  Louis. 

After  a  personal  conference  with  Major  [F.  D.]  Callender,  I  pro- 
I>ose  to  detail  Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock,  a  worthy  and  atten- 
tive officer,  a  paymaster,  an  ensign^  a  gunner,  a  carpenter,  and  a  few 
quarter  gunners,  with  such  authority  and  under  such  instructions  as 
the  Department  may  have  communicated  to  me,  to  build  all  the  maga- 
zines and  temporary  sheds  and  make  all  the.  arrangements  at  St. 
Louis  for  the  care  of  the  ordnance  material  of  this  squadron.  I 
understand  that  the  purpose  of  the  Department  is  to  include  in  this 
transportation  all  the  ordnance  and  ordnance  material  turned  in  to 
the  station  here  with  that  previously  on  hand,  except  so  much  as 
may  be  wanted  for  a  six  months'  supply  for  the  squadron.  It  may 
be  necessary  to  retain  two  or  three  of  the  light-draft  vessels  from 
the  proposed  sale  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  ordnance  material 
to  St.  Louis.  It  may  be  several  months,  however,  before  their  serv- 
ices are  required  if  the  necessary  buildings  are  to  be  erected  at 
Jefferson  Barracks^  I  reguest  that  the  Department  will  instruct  me 
as  to  the  subject-matter  or  this  letter  where  necessary.

Sir  :  A  few  days  since  a  small  trading  steamer,  the  Idaho^  was  cap- 
tured by  some  guerrillas  near  Greenville,  Miss.  Some  of  the  guer- 
rillas, I  was  told,  took  passage  up  in  the  steamer,  pretending  to  own 
cotton  near  the  landing.  While  the  robbers  were  engaged  unloading 
the  vessel  of  the  stores  she  had  in,  they  first  having  tied  the  officers 
and  crew,  leaving  the  captain  of  the  gang  to  watch  tiiem,  the  crew 
rushed  on  him  a^,  having  secured  him,  cut  the  lines,  shoved  into  the 
stream,  and  escaped.  I  communicated  with  the  commanding  general 
at  VicKsburg,  who  has  sent  a  party  of  50  cavalrymen  to  scour  the 
country  in  that  neighborhood. 

I  did  intend  going  up  in  this  vessel,  but  am  obliged  to  stay  here  to 
see  to  the  barges,  etc 

The  Oriole  is  now  lying  at  the  mouth  of  the  Yazoo^  to  intercept  a 
vessel  said  to  have  on  board  400  bales  of  cotton  belongmg  to  the  (Jon- 
federate  States.  I  was  requested  to  send  her  to  report  at  Vicksburg 
by  the  special  Treasury  agent  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  looking 
alter  Confederate  cotton. 

After  the  above-mentioned  vessel  is  secured  and  the  barges  all  at 
Skipwith's  Landing,  I  will  order  the  Oriole  to  lie  there  with  them. 
Then  the  Qihyl^  Lieutenant-Commander  Mitchell,  can  move  throng 
the  district  above  that  place  and  this  vessel  through  the  lower  part, 
between  Grand  Gulf  and  Skipwith's,  rendering  sucn  assistance  to  the 
well-disposed  people  as  may  be  necessary.

Flagship  Tempest^  Mound  City^  June  S7^  1865, 

Sir  :  The  Department's  letter  of  23d  instant  is  received,  enclosing 
a  copy  of  its  telegram  of  19th  instant;  the  latter  was  repeated  cor- 
rectly. 

I  have  visited  St  Louis,  and  have  made  and  am  making  good  ar- 
rangements for  carrying  out  the  Department's  instructions.  I  beg 
leave  to  refer  to  the  enclosed  copy  of  my  letter  of  instructions  to 
Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock  (1),  and  of  my  order  to  Fleet  Pay- 
master Gulick  (2),  both  of  yesterday's  date.  I  have  arranged  with 
Commodore  Livingston  to  send  up  a  competent  carpenter,  wift  men 
and  material  from  the  station  here,  to  arrange  means  for  getting  the 
heavy  material  up  the  bank.    The  necessary  build|i^^i^^J)e  put 
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up,  by  contract,  with  all  practicable  dispatch;  they  will  be  of  wood 
and  of  a  temporary  character. 

I  carefully  examined  the  gromid  at  Jefferson  Barracks  Beserve, 
and  selected  appropriate  sites  on  the  southern  portion,  which  is 
unoccupied  by  the  Army.  I  conferred  with  the  military  authorities, 
and  found  th&ai  well  disposed  to  accommodate  the  Navy. 

I  have  sent  the  Coast  Survey  party,  under  Sub- Assistant  FT.  C] 
Bowie,  to  run  the  necessary  lines  for  enclosures  and  to  map  the  por- 
tion of  the  reserve  to  be  occupied  by  the  Navy,  The  whole  reserve 
embraces  about  1,700  acres;  the  best  portion  of  the  ground  is  that 
occupied  by  the  barracks,  and  I  hope  this  may  be  at  a  convenient  day 
transferred  to  the  Navy.  There  is  a  dispute  regarding  the  title  to 
the  tract,  and  the  matter  is  now  before  the  Court  of  Claims.

Sir  :  The  Navy  Department,  under  date  of  19th  June^  informs  me 
by  tele^aph  that  Major  Callender,  commanding  St.  Louis  Arsenal,  is 
authorized  by  the  War  Department  to  allow  me  to  occupy  of  Jeffer- 
son Barracks  Beserve  the  ground  necessary  to  store  all  the  guns,  car- 
riages, stores,  and  gunpowder  from  this  sauadron,  and  authorizes  me 
to  erect  at  once  the  necessary  temporary  sneds  and  storehouses  and  a 
magazine  for  the  powder,  and  directs  me  to  move  everything  of  the 
kind  up  there  as  soon  as  practicable. 

You  are  hereby  assigned  to  the  charge  of  the  naval  ordnance  depot 
establishing  at  Jefferson  Barracks,  Mo.  I  have  pointed  out  to  you 
two  localities  south  of  the  barracks's  enclosure — ^the  one  on  the  slope 
just  east  of  the  cemetery,  where  the  guns,  shot,  and  empty  shell  will 
be  placed ;  the  other  to  the  southward^  in  the  woods,  where  temporary 
magazines  will  be  erected  for  powder  and  fixed  ammunition. 

At  the  first  location  there  will  be  required  a  building  for  ordnance 
stores  and  sheds  for  the  gun  carriages.  Both  locations  must  be  en- 
closed with  a  paling  fence.  There  is  a  pretty  good  natural  road  lead- 
ing from  the  landing  to  each  place  of  deposit,  but  these  will  require 
some  little  work  on  uiem. 

The  Reindeer  and  Vchmteer  will  be  employed  at  once  in  transport- 
ing from  this  place  to  Jefferson  Barracks  all  ordnance  material  that 
will  stand  exposure  to  the  weather. 

Major  Callender,  commanding  at  the  St  Louis  Arsenal,  and 
CoIonHdl  [William]  Myers,  chief  quartermaster  at  St.  Louis,  will  advise 
and  assist  you  in  their  respective  departments.  Major  Callender  says 
that  you  can  make  a  very  advantageous  contract  to  remove  the  guns 
and,  perhaps,  shot  and  shell  from  the  boats  to  their  skids  and  plat- 
forms with  a  person  whom  he  employs,  who  has  wheels,  etc.,  for  the 
purpose. 

You  will  take  from  here  with  you  a  list  of  the  ordnance  material  to 
be  housed  and  placed  out  of  doors,  so  that  Major  Callender  can  Mjp 
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form  you  of  the  probable  cost  of  bailding  the  magazine  storehouses, 
sheds,  and  skids  required.  I  left  with  the  major  yesterday  Gunnffl' 
Hitter's  memorandum  of  the  buildings  required,  and  requested  him  to 
examine  and  correct  the  same,  estimate  the  cost,  etc. 

ColSnel  Myers,  I  suppose,  can,  and  no  doubt  will,  extend  to  you 
a  ^ood  deal  of  army  ass^tance  in  the  way  of  transportation. 

I  propose  to  send  to  you  from  here  the  hospital  barge  FUch,  m 
charge  of  a  line  officer,  who  is  also  a  gunner,  with  as  many  good, 
healuLV  contrabands  as  ^e  can  accommodate,  provisions  for  them, 
.several  ^ood  quarter  gunners,  a  half  dozen  carpenters  (with  tools), 
and  a  ship's  writer,  alfenlisted  men.  All  these  you  will  select  at  once 
and  report  to  me  any  additional  necessary  orders.  I  will  direct  the 
fleet  paymaster  to  detail  an  assistant  paymaster  and  supply  him  with 
funds. 

There  is  doubtless  a  good  deal  of  iQaterial  that  can  be  taken  from 
here  for  the  purpose  of  making  skids  for  the  guns  and  platforms  for 
shot  and  shell,  etc.,  for  which  you  will  be  afforded  transportation. 
As  soon  .as  your  arrangements  are  completed  here,  which  should  be  in 
the  course  of  a  day  or  two,  you  will  at  once  proceed  to  St.  Louis  and 
take  prompt  and  judicious  measures,  in  concert  with  Major  Callen- 
der,  for  erecting  the  buildings,  enclosures,  etc.,  required*  The  in- 
structions of  the  Department  require  temporary  buildings;  therefore 
you  will  be  careful  to  incur  no  more  expense  than  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  the  temporary  care  there  of  the  ordnance  material  of  this 
squadron  ashore  here  and  afloat.  With  such  intelligent  arrangements 
as  Major  Callender  can  put  you  in  the  way  of  making,  these  build- 
ings and  sheds  ought  to  be  put  up  in  a  few  weeks.  1  feel  satisfied 
that  you  will  manage  the  matter  well.  Report  proceedings.

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Report  of  Acting  Eear-Admiral  Lee^  U.  S.  Navy^  diacusdng  the 
reduction  of  the  squadron  under  his  command. 

Mississippi  Squadron, 
Flagship  Tempest j  Mound  City^  June  27^  1865. 

Sir  :  The  Department's  tele^am  of  25th  instant  is  received,  direct- 
ing me  to  reduce  the  Mississippi  Squadron  to  five  vessels  only  in 
cxMnmission,  to  be  selected  hj  myself. 

It  is  verv  difficult  to  organize  this  squadron  on  that  number  of  ves- 
sels, as  fully  five  vessels  will  be  required  for  purposes  of  trans^rta- 
ti<m,  to  move  supplies,  etc,  on  the  river  and  ordnance  material  to 
Jetf^^on  BarractoB; 

Of  the  gunboEits,  the  Tempest  is  flagship  and  the  Abeona  has  a 
Ccmst-Survey  party  on  board.  A  few  days'  surveving  will  be  re- 
quired at  Jefferson  Barracks  in  connection  with  the  establishment 
of  the  naval  ordnance  depot  there,  and  a  few  weeks^  surveying  be- 
tween St.  Mary's  and  Alton  will  complete  the  reconnoissance  of  the 
Mississippi  from  Cairo  to  Alton. 

The  Kate  is  engaged  in  wrecking  sunken  gunboats,  an  operation 
which  will  take  several  mcxiths  and  which  could  be  pursuecl  to  its 
conclusion  under  the  directions  of  the  commandant  of  the  naval  sta- 
ti<m  here,  should  the  squadron  meanwhile  be  laid  up,  which  would 
be  the  practical  result  of  a  strict  compliance  with  the  Department's 
order  of  the  25th. 

If  five  gunboats  are  to  be  retained,  including  the  Tempest^  Abeona^ 
and  KatCy  at  least  five  other  vessels,  and  I  believe  two  or  three  more, 
will  be  required  |or  a  while  for  transportation  and  towing. 

The  DepartmCTit  will  see  from  the  enclosed  copy  of  Ideulenant- 
Commander  Fitzhugh's  supplementary  report  *  of  this  date,  the  ma- 
^rial  substance  of  which  was  reported  to  me  verbally,  but  uninten- 
tionally omitted  from  his  written  report  to  me  of  the  20th  instant, 
and  which  omission  I  did  not  discover  until  after  I  had  left  here  for 
JefFerscm  Barracks,  that,  in  the  opinion  of  General  Herron,  com- 
manding up  Red  River,  gunboat  cooperation  is  no  longer  needed 
there.  The  water  on  the  f aUs  at  Alexandria  is  already  too  low  for  gun- 
boats to  remain  above  that  place,  and  in  a  month  or  two  there  willnot 
be  sufficient  water  on  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  Red  River  to  pass  them. 

It  is  certain,  I  think,  that  the  Tennessee^  drawing  from  14  to  14J 
•feet,  can  not  be  brought  here,  and  the  conditional  order  I  gave  to  lay 
her  up  at  the  mouth  of  Red  River  is  being  carried  out.  Under  the 
conditicms,  present  and  prospective,  there  is  nothing  to  do  but  to  turn 
her  over  to  the  care  of  tne  naval  authorities  at  New  Orleans. 

In  view  of  your  order  further  to  reduce  this  sauadron,  and  your  pre- 
vious order  to  send  no  more  vessels  to  New  Orleans,  further  instruc- 
tions from  the  Department  in  regard  to  the  Tennessee  are  necessary. 

There  are  on  the  river  a  large  number  of  mortar  vessels,  coal 
barges,  and  some  workshop  barges.  I  propose  to  bring  up  here  such 
of  these  as  will  be  useful  in  connection  with  the  transportation  of 
ordnance  material  to  Jefferson  Barracks  and  for  wrecking  gunboats. 

If  the  squadron  is  broken  up  it  would  not  pay  to  tow  the  remainder 
here,  nor  would  there  be  any  use  for  them.  1  propose,  therefore,  to 
take  off  and  bring  here  the  mortars  and  rifle  screening,  and  tlien  to

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sell  the  balance  of  the  mortar  vessels,  which  are  of  very  little  value, 
at  the  most  convenient  river  towns  tor  what  they  will  bring.  The 
same  disposition  ^ould  be  made  of  the  coal  barges  and  of  any  over- 
plus of  coal  on  the  river  when  no  longer  needed.  I  ask  instructi(»is 
about  this. 

Memphis  Naval  Station,  Skip  with's  Landing,  and  the  mouth  of  Bed 
River  are  the  three  coal  depots  on  the  Mississippi  where  these  mortar 
rafts,  barges,  and  workshops  are  collected,  and  it  will  take  a  month 
or  six  weeks  to  dispose  of  tn^n. 

The  sale  of  vessels  at  this  point  is  advertised  for  the  17th  of 
August.  It  will  be  desirable,  therefore,  to  have  the  vessels  employed 
on  squadron  duty  in  connection  with  the  reduction  in  readiness  for 
the  sale,  and  there  is  considerable  towing,  etc,  in  the  meantime  to 
be  done. 

The  Bureau  of  Equipment  and  Recruiting,  under  date  of  June  3S, 
telegraphs  me  to  keep  about  1,500  men  and  discharge  those  having 
shortest  time  to  serve.  The  reduction  of  the  souadron  to  five  vessels 
will  leave  from  2,000  to  2,500  surplus  men,  wnose  terms  of  service 
will  expire  after  1st  of  January  next. 

Commodore  Livingston  says  that  he  can  accommodate  about  600 
on  the  receiving  ship.  Some  of  the  tinclads  intended  for  sale  will 
have  to  be  converted  into  temporary  receiving  vessels  for  the  others. 
No  orders  have  been  given  me  what  further  disposition  to  make  of 
these  men.  I  recommended  to  the  bureau  on  the  19th  instant  that 
those  not  needed  be  discharged.'  They  wiU  be  kept  here  at  consider- 
able public  expense,  and  if  they  are  to  be  sent  elsewhere  or  dis- 
charged it  is  desirable  that  early  instructions  be  sent  me  as  to  their 
disposition.  Should  it  be  desired  to  retain  any  or  all  of  them  for 
the  contingencies  of  service,  they  can  be  kept  on  the  tinclads  for  the 
present  and  transferred,  to  the  ironclads  when  the  ordnance  stores 
on  the  latter  are  removed  to  Jefferson  Barracks.  I  would  like  to 
know  what  the  final  disposition  of  these  men  is  to  be,  so  as  to  arrange 
accordingly.  I  have  ascertained  from  a  number  of  commanding 
officers  of  vessels  coming  here  to  be  laid  up  that  the  inhabitants  along 
the  river  were  quiet  and  the  paroled  prisoners  organizing  to  suppress 
guerrillas  and  going  to  work  themselves.  The  apprehension  that 
lawlessness  would  prevail  when  the  overflow  subsiaed  sufficiently  to 
allow  predatory  bands  to  come  in  to  the  river  has  not  been  realized, 
except  in  a  single  instance,  reported  by  Lieutenant-Commander 
Corn  well ;  a  copy  of  his  report,*  dated  20th  instant,  is  enclo^  (3). 

Local  organizations,  civil  and  military,  afford  the  only  practicable 
remedy  for  guerrilla  disorders,  and  such  organizations  are  so  essen- 
tial and  practicable  that  they  will  doubtless  be  made  throughout  the 
insurrectionary  region,  especially  on  the  rivers,  and  without  delay.

Boston,  July  11^  1866. 

Sir:  The  communication  from  Department  dated  July  7,  with 
accompanying  papers,  has  been  received. 

In  February,  1864,  while  in  command  of  the  Conestoga^  in  the 
vicinit^r  of  Morgan  Bend,  Mississippi  Biver,  I.  captured  a  lot  of 
cotton  in  charge  of  two  persons,  one  of  whom  was  the  said  Joseph 
Graveline. 

Concealed  upon  their  persons  were  numerous  papers  from  rebel 
officers  for  the  purchase  of  goods,  also  permits  from  the  rebel  general 
WflJker  to  take  said  cotton  through  his  lines. 

There  was  also  taken  from  the  said  person  a  considerable  sum  of 
money,  the  lunount  I  do  not  recollect. 

Graveline  and  his  companion  were  sent  as  prisoners  to  New  Or- 
lean&  The  money  was  sealed  and  given  in  charge  to  Paymaster 
Ilsley,  of  the  Conestoga^  to  await  orders  from  Admiral  Porter. 

Before  any  disposition  was  made  of  it,  and  while  in  charge  of  the 
paymaster,  the  (fonestogay  while  on  her  way  from  Vicksburg  to  Bed 
Kiver,  was  run  into  and  sunk  immediately. 

The  said  Graveline  was  clearly  and  illegally  trading  with  the 
enemy.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  ComweU^  U.  S.  Navy^  regarding 
the  condition  of  the  wreck  of  steamer  SaUie  Woods^  near  Island 
No.  82. 

U.  S.  S.  Fort  Hindman,  July  17, 1865. 

Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  letter  in  regard  to  the  wreck  of  the  steamer 
SalUe  Wood,  at  the  foot  of  Idand  No.  82, 1  have  to  report  that  the 
above-mentioned  vessel  was  destroyed  by  the  rebels  on  or  about  the 
17th  July,  1862,  by  being  fired  into  from  a  battery  on  the  Missis- 
sippi shore.  She  was  disabled,  and  the  crew  having  abandcmed  her, 
she  was  burned  by  the  rebels.  She  has  been  so  long  iishore  that  the 
sand  now  entirely  covers  her,  with  the  exception  of  one  of  the 
flanges,  whidi  is  just  in  sight. 

I  am  informed  by  Mr.  Llewelljrn,  a  citizen  residing  near  the 
wreck,  that  everything  valuable  in  her  was  long  since  removed  by 
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the  rebels.    Several  ox  teams  were  sent  to  her  Ir  low  water  for  the 

Eiirpose.     I  feel  confident  in  stating  that  nothing  can  be  saved 
pom  her.

'Sir:  I  transmit  enclosed  a  copy  of  a  report  from  Lieutenant- 
Commander  J.  P.  Foster,  dated  10th  July,  relating  to  guerrilla  dis- 
turbances on  Bed  River  and  its  tributaries  and  to  me  conduct  of  the 
fseedmen.  I  doubt  if  gunboats  can  cross  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of 
Red  River  at  low  stage  of  water  to  enter  the  Atchafalaya  and 
Tensas  rivers.  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  expressed  in  my  No.  291, 
of  27th  June,  that  looal  or«nizations,  civil  and  military^  afford  the 
only  resiedy  for  guerrilla  disorders,  and  thiU  such  organuuitions  are 
esseiitial  and  practicable,  luid  that  they  will  doubtless  soon  be  made 
throughout  the  late  insurrectionary  region,  especially  on  the  rivers. 
In  tiie  meantime  the  large  military  force  in* western  Louimana  and 
Texas  will  doubtless  aid  the  people  of  that  region  in  their  efforts  to 
restore  order  there.

Sir  :  Since  the  reduction  of  the  vessels  in  the  squadrcoi  numerous 
cuerrilla  bands  have  been  formed  all  along  the  coast,  annoying  and 
frightening  the  citizens  to  a  very  considerable  extent,  and  if  some 
kind  of  small  craft  is  not  sent  down  here,  light  enough  to  enter  the 
tributaries  of  the  Mississippi,  such  as  tiie  Tensas,  Black,  and  Atdia- 
falajra  rivers,  I  am  fearful  great  harm  will  result  to  the  citiaens. 
Most  of  the  citizens  are  helpless,  their  plantations  being  too  far  apart 
for  mutual  protection,  even  if  they  felt  disposed  to  nght,  whidi  I 
doubt,  as  they  are  perfectly  cowed  and  at  tne  merejr  of  ^u^rrillas. 
Situated  as  I  am  here,  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  render  assistance  in 
time. 

A  short  time  since  a  trade  boat  was  blown  on  sbore,  when  the  guer- 
rillas took  possession  of  her,  robbed  the  vessel  and  all  hands  on  boartl, 
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some  citizens.  Immediately  on  hearing  of  it,  I  sent  a  tug  and  relieved 
the  steamer  of  ber  troubles,  and  sent  a  dispatch  to  the  colonel  com- 
manding at  Alexandria  relating  what  had  occurred  and  of  the  design 
of  tilie  marauders  to  proceed  to  Texas,  and  have  no  doubt  that  if  he 
received  the  dispatch  in  time  he  sueceeded  in  intercepting  them. 

There  is  another  question  of  some  importance  that  should  be  at- 
tended to — the  manner  in  which  freedmen  are  acting.  The  course 
thqr  are  pursuing  now,  if  not  arrested,  will  certainly  lead  to  bad 
results.  They  are  more  like  wandering  Jews  than  anything  I  can 
eompare  th^n  to.  In  case  they  do  not  wish  to  work,  they  generally 
carry  their  little  property  with  them  and  wander  from  plantation  to 

Ekm^tion,  stealing,  ana  abusing  the  whites.  These  statements  I 
now  to  be  true.  In  most  cases  Where  agents,  overseers,  or  owners  of 
plantations  a^  them  to  work,  they  give  a^i  insolent  repljr  and  say 
they  win  not  work  until  the  land  is  divided  among  them,  as  it  belongs 
to  them. 

While  I  was  at  Red  River  I  made  the  negroes  go  to  work,  promis- 
ing them,  half  of  the  produce  of  their  labor  as  woodchoppers  or  as 
laborers  on  plantations,  with  which  arrangement  they  seemed  well 
pleased.

Petition  of  conwrumding  oiflcera  who  partieipated  in  Yazoo  Evver 
expedition  in  February^  186i^  regarding  captured  cotton. 

Mound  City,  III.,  July  18. 1866. 
Sib:  We,  the  undersigned,  officers  commanding  U.  S.  gunboats 
during  the  Yazoo  expedition  of  February,  1864,  beg  leave,  most- 
respectfully,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  fact :  That  the 
207  bales  of  C.  S.  A.  cotton,  allowed  to  be  a  prize  to  the  Government, 
having  been  captured  by  U.  S.  vessels  commanded  by  the  under- 
signed, is  not  one-tenth  part  of  the  C.  S.  A.  cotton  captured  by  the 
gunboats  comprising  the  expedition.  Eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
Dales  were  plainly  marked  *^C.  S.  A.'';  the  remainder  had  the  heads 
cut  out  where  the  marks  had  been  and  showed  strong  evidences  of 
hBYWg  been  used  on  fortifications  by  the  enemy.  We  were  notified  of 
that  fact  by  the  residents,  who  were  willing  to  take  oath  that  it  had 
been  used  on  Fort  Pemberton,  near  Greenwood,  on  Yazoo  River,  and 
at  the  time  of  the  evacuation  of  the  fort  by  the  rebels  had  been  carried 
off  an^i  concealed  by  them  at  the  different  points  where  we  found  it. 
The  transports  carrying  the  troops  on  the  expedition,  being  very 
much  exposed  to  the  fire  of  the  enemy,  were  allowed  to  taRe  the 
greater  portion  of  this  cotton  on  board  for  protection.  Said  cotton 
was  allowed  to  remain  on  board  of  them  untu  their  arrival  at  Vicks- 
burg,  where  the  army  authorities  got  hold  of  it,  and  most  unjustly 
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deprived  the  Navy  of  the  same.  The  207  bales  mentioned  as  having 
been  the  only  cotton  captured  by  the  Navy  during  the  expedition 
would  not  even  have  been  allowed  to  us  as  a  prize.  If  it  bad  been 
sent  out  of  the  river  on  those  transports  it  would  have  been  taken  by 
the  army  authorities  as  the  other  bales  were,  but,  fortunately,  it  was 
brought  out  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Rameo^  and  was  all  she  could  conveniently 
carry.  On  the  arrival  of  the  expedition  at  Yazoo  City  on 'its  return 
to  Vicksburg,  Lieutenant-Commander  E.  K.  Owen,  commanding 
naval  ik>rtion  of  the  expedition,  was  strcmgly  advised  to  have  the  cot- 
ton captured  by  the  gunboats  taken  off  the  transports  at  those  points, 
as  there  was  no  longer  the  same  necessity  existmg  for  its  being  left 
there,  as  the  banks  of  the  river  were  clear  of  shai^shooters  from  tiie 
city  to  its  mouth;  but  the  cotton  was  allowed  to  remain  on  the  trans- 
ports and  carried  to  Vicksburg,  and  there  turned  over  to  the  military 
authorities.  In  Major-General  W.  T.  Sherman's  letter  *  to  Lieuten- 
ant-Commander Owen,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  annexed,  we  beg 
leave  respectfully  to  call  your  attention  to  the  statement  made  in  that 
communication  as  regarded  C.  S.  A.  cotton  captured  during  the 
enedition. 

Lieutenant-Commander  E.  K.  Owen  having  been  called  away  bv 
Admiral  Porter  to  join  the  Red  River  exp^iti<m  with  the  TJ.  o. 
ironclad  LauisviUe^  at  that  time  commanded  by  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Owen,  was,  when  he  reported  to  the  admiral  at  the  mouth  of 
Red  River,  ordered  to  go.  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  General  Price  and  pro- 
ceed to  Vicksburff  and  claim^the  cotton  held  bv  the  army  authorities 
belonging  to  the  Navy,  when  he  explained  to  (ieneral  McPherson  the 
whole  circumstances  connected  with  the  cotton  captured.  Six  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two  bales  marked  "  C.  S.  A.,"  whicn  had  been  landed 
from  the  transports  of  the  Yazoo  expedition,  were  put  in  store  by 
order  of  General  McPherson,  to  be  held  subject  to  instructicms  frcMn 
Major-General  Sherman,  who  was  at  that  time  in  active  service  in  the 
field. 

We  have  been  informed  that  those  bales  of  cotton  have  been  taken 
out  of  the  store,  where  they  had  been  placed  to  await  G^eral  Sher- 
man's order,  and  when  General  Slocum  (who  relieved  General  Mc- 
Pherson at  Vicksburg)  was  in  command,  were  put  on  board  the  TJ.  S. 
Marine  Brigade  boat  Baltic^  Major  Tallerday  commanding,  and  car- 
ried on  said  boat  to  New  Orleans,  and  there  sold  by  a  cotton  specu- 
lator named  Grave,  who  realized  from  the  sales  the  sum  of  $300,000 
clear  of  all  expenses. 

Attached  please  find  copjr  of  a  communication  from  Lieutenant - 
Commander  E.  K.  Owen,  in  which  he  authorizes  Acting  Master 
Thomas  Baldwin  to  make  out  a  prize  list  for  839  bales  of  C.  S.  A^ 
cotton  captured  by  the  gunboat  during  the  expedition,  the  632  held 
by  the  military  added  to  the  207  bales  alreaoy  allowed  as  prize  to 
Navv,  making  839  bales  in  all  that  were  marked  "  C.  S.  A.'' 

We  sinoer^y  hope  that  you  will  excuse  us  for  intruding  (m  votnr 
valuable  time  about  this  matter,  but  as  officers  in  the  service  ox  our 
country  we  consider  it  to  be  our  duty  not  only  to  our  country,  bat 
to  the  officers  and  men  under  our  command  at  that  time,  to  make  this 
statement  to  you,  that  you  might  be  enabled  to  take  the  necessary

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steps  to  find  out  what  has  become  of  this  cotton  in  which  the  Gov- 
ernment has  so  lar^  an  interest,  207  bales  only  having  been  ac- 
counted for  by  the  Navy  out  of  over  2,000  bales  brought  out  in  this 
expedition,  nearly  every  bale  of  which  belonged  to  the  rebel 
Government. 

We  presume  the  quartermasters  of  Oenerals  McPherson   and 
Slocum  can  give  the  necessary  informaticm  as  to  what  has  become 
of  the  portion  belonging  to  the  Navy. .

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Adndral  Lee.  U.  S.  Navy^  with  enclosures, 

showing  the  progress  made  in  breamng  up  the  Mississippi  Squad- 

ron, 

Mississippi  Squadbon, 
Flagship  Tempest ,  Mound  City,  July  27, 1866. 

Sib:  I  report  the  progress  made  in  reducing  and  toward  breaking 
up  this  squadron  under  the  instructions  of  the  Department 

Twenty-five  vessels  are  anchored,  generally  in  pairs,  in  tiie  bend 
above  Gairo,  and  are  turned  over  to  Uommodore  livinffston,  out  of 
commission,  for  sale.  Of  the  (remaining  gunboats  of  tiie  squadron 
five  have  guns  on  board-— the  Tempest,  flag^p;  Kate,  engaged  in 
wrecking;  and  three  others  which  have  been  ordered  up  here.  Most 
of  the  remainder  are  employed  as  transports.  I  hope  to  have  them 
all  thoroughly  stripped  and  out  of  commission  withm  ten  days. 

The  nine  inmclads  are  all  here  and  completely  stripped.  Five 
of  them  have  been  placed  in  the  towhead  chute  aoove  Mound  Gity 
on  the  Illinois  side.  There  is  probably  room  there  for  the  four 
others  and  for  the  Missouri.  This  has  been  ascertained*  on  reexami- 
nation by  the  pilots  since  the  coal  barges  and  powder  boats  have  been 
moved  away.  (See  their  report  No,  9.)  The  Neosho  retains  her 
guns,  as  I  have  not  thought  it  well  to  dibble  her  turret.  The  Mis- 
souri  leaked  so  badly  as  to  require  constant  use  of  a  steam  pump  to 
keep  her  free;  the  master  carpenter  at  this  station  reported  her  in 
a  sinking  condition  and  recommended  the  removal  of  the  railroad 
iron  from  her  casemate,  that  she  mi^ht  be  hauled  out  and  calked  or 
beached.  Her  casemate  has  been  stripped  and  everything  taken  out 
of  her,  and  she  will  be  hauled  out  in  a  few  days.  The  Sound  City 
is  now  on  the  ways,  being  calked.  As  soon  as  these  two  vessels  are 
calked,  which  will  probably  be  within  a  week,  all  the  ironclads  will 
be  laid  up  and  turned  over  to  Gommodore  Livingston.  There  are 
now  only  the  officers  and  men  on  board  applied  for  by  him  as  neces- 
sary for  their  care. 

There  has  been  an  unaccountable  delay  at  New  (Means  in  dis- 
mantling the  Choctaw  snd  Lafayette.  I  sent  Lieutenant-Gommander 
May  on  the  17th  instant  in  the  /oex  to  close  up  the  operati<m  without 
delay  and  send  back  the  two  gunboate  that  went  down  with  these 
ironclads  and  the  Tennessee. 

Lieutenant-Gommander  Foster,  commanding  the  lower  divisicm. 
reported  himself  sick  and  unfit  for  duty.    I  sent  him  his  ^Affrfjlp 
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absence,  and  directed  Lieutenant-Commander  Com  well  to  send  up 
the  mortars,  etc.,  of  that  diTision.  I  gave  similar  directi<m8  to  lieu- 
tenant-Commander Mitchell,  commanding  the  upper  divisicm,  and 
also  directed  him  to  send  up  the  navy  ammunition  said  to  be  at 
Vieksburg,  but  of  whidi  I  have  no  official  aceoont  The  five  mortars 
from  Vieksburg  have  hem  s^nt  to  Jefferson  Reserve,  the  nx  at  Mem* 

?his  I  have  ordered  sent  there  if  they  can  possibly  be  emharked. 
'here  are  two  other  mortars  ob  the  nver,  both  high  and  dry,  one 
at  Island  [Na]  66  and  the  other  at  Palmyra  Island,  where,  I  am 
informed,  they  have  be^i  for  more  t&an  a  year. 

Commander  Pattison  has  been  directed  to  send  the  IndicmoUi^s 
ammunition  to  the  reserve  and  such  other  articles  as  may  be  useful 
there ;  to  send  here  some  few  articles  needed  here,  and  to  advertise 
and  sell  the  It^mber  and  other  articles  which  he  recommends  should 
b  sold,  including  coal,  coal  barges,  and  mortar  boats,  for  all  of 
which  he  thinks  a  better  price  can  be  obtained  at  Memphis  than  here. 
The  paymasters'  and  masters'  stores  from  that  station  have  been  sent 
here.  For  the  execution  of  their  orders,  necessary  transportation 
has  been  furnished  to  Commander  Pattison  and  the  two  divisional 
officers. 

The  <5oal  in  the  lower  part  of  the  river  has  been  collected  at 
Natchez,  and  there  are  some  mortar  barges  at  Vieksburg.  To  avoid 
detention  of  the  vessels  b^w  two  paymasters  have  been  detailed  to 
adver<ase  and  sell  the  public  property  at  Vieksburg  and  Natdiez;^ 
under  instructions  which  I  directed  the  fleet  paymaster  to  prepare. 
They  will  make  returns  to  him  and  he  will  account  to  the  proper 
bureaus.  The  paymaster  of  the  Memphis  Naval  Station  has  similar 
instructions  as  to  the  sale  to  be  held  Uiere. 

As  soeift  as  ft  few  vessels  below  arrive  here  and  the  ordnance  mate- 
rial from  Memphis,  from  VickGdt)urg  (if  any),  and  that  hste  is  em- 
barked for  the  reserve  the  instruoticms  of  the  Department  wiU  have 
been  substantially  complied  with. 

TYie  papers  named  in  the  annexed,  list  will  give  more  detailed  in- 
formation.

Sib:  Your  official  communication  of  3d  instant  to  myself  and  vour 
informal  letter  of  the  7th  instant  to  Fleet  Captain  Bryson  have  been 
submitted  to  me  on  my  return  from  Jefferson  Reserve. 

In  the  first,  you  recconmend  sending  up  in  the  Lyon  and  two  or 
three  barges  all  the  property  except  the  mules  and  carts  and  the  coal 
and  coke,  which  you  propose  to  sell  at  public  auction. 

In  the  second  communication  you  say  you  can  load  three  bar^ 
and  still  have  two  loads  left  for  the  General  Lyon^  and  that  it  will 
take  ten  days  to  haul  the  material  to  tlie  levee,  and  that  you. think 
it  wonld  be  a  great  saving  to  the  Oovernment  to  sell  off  nearly  every- 
thing there,  as  luinber  and  other  material  would  command  a  good 
price.  I  return  to  you  one  of  the  duplicate  inventories  of  steres, 
machinery,  tools,  etc.,  sent  me  by  you,  dated  31st  May,  and  authorize 
you  to  advertise  and  sell  the  public  property  except  such  articles  as 
are  directed  on  the  margin  to  be  sent  either  here  or  to  Jefferson 
Beserve. 

I  will  BBsA  the  Siren  strongly  manned,  with  a  model  baree,  if  prac- 
ticable (which  you  will  have  to  shore  up),  to  transport  all  the  ord- 
nance material  (including  niortars)  and  other  things  required  to  be 
sent  to  Jefferson  Reserve.  Send  an  invoice  with  the  ordnance  material, 
addr^sed  to  Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock,  in  charge  of  the  naval 
ordnance  depot  at  Jefferspn  Reserve,  and  one  to  Commodore  Liv- 
ingston for  the  ordnance  officer  at  the  station. 

If  I  can  not  obtain  a  model  barge  here,  you  can  cut  off,  if  needed, 
and  plank  over,  using  strong  beams,  a  strong  coal  barge;  shore  it 
up  and  send  the  mortars,  etc.,  up  on  it.  Enclosed  are  instructions 
from  the  fleet  paymaster  to  Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  Nott  re- 
garding the  sale  of  property  at  Memphis;  the  proceeds,  with  dupli^ 
cate  accounts  of  sale,  you  will  direct  him  to  turn  over  to  Fleet  Pay- 
master Gulick. 

I  am  aware  that  it  will  be  inconvenient  to  ship  the  mortars,  but 
i  think  it  is  probably  practicable  to  do  it,  and  very  desirable,  as  the 
Dmartment  has  ordered  the  squadron  to  be  broken  up  and  all  the 
ormiance  material  to  be  sent  to  Jefferson  Reserve. 

You  will  find  Acting  Master  Fitzpatrick,  of  the  Siren^  an  ener- 
getic officer,  and  he  wul  probably  give  you  valuable  assistance.  I 
hppe  the  Quartermaster's  Department  may  be  able  to  furnish  you 
any  other  assistance  you  may  require. 

In  view  of  the  arrangements  being  made  for  the  breaking  up  of 
the  whole  squadron  and  the  sale  of  the  vessels,  it  is  important  that 
the  articles  to  be  shipped  should  be  got  off  in  the  shortest  possible 
time.  It  will  be  a  creat  convenience  to  send  the  public  furmture  in 
the  comrnandaiit's  house,  that  about  which  there  is  no  doubt  as  to 
its  being  public  property,  to  Jefferson  Reserve,  for  the  use  of  the 
naval  omcers  there,  and  it  will  be  well  for  you  to  do  sg  as  soon  as  you 
can  without  inconvenience  to  yourself. 

If  you  should  have  shipped  any  of  the  property  at  the  station 
before  this  reaches  you,  you  need  not  discharge  it,  but  let  it  go  on  to 
its  destination,  accompanied  by  invoices  of  the  same. 
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Beport  to  me  when  the  public  property  is  all  disposed  of,  and  when 
this  IS  done  direct  Acting  Ensign  Hamersly  to  report  to  me  hfare 
(with  his  accounts)  for  further  orders.

Sib:  You  will  relieve  Lieutenant-Commander  Comwell  in  com- 
mand of  the  Second  Division.  The  Department  intends  to  break  up 
the  Mississippi  Squadron.  All  the  vessels  are  to  come  here  to  be 
laid  up,  and  all  the  ordnance  material  of  the  ^uadron  is  ordered  to 
be  sent  to  Jefferson  Reserve,  near  St.  Louis.  Ine  mortar  rafts^  coal 
barges,  and  coal  not  wanted  for  vessels  coming  up  the  river  will  be 
sent  to  be  sold  at  the  most  convenient  river  towns.  Actine  Assistant 
Paymaster  Holt  will  report  to  you  with  instructions  on  this  subject. 
He  must  be  sure  to  reserve  coal  enough  for  every  vessel  coming  up. 
The  Kenwood  is  perhaps  still  at  New  Orleans  waiting  to  bring  up 
officers  of  the  ironclads,  and  the  Ihex  may  have  to  ffo  mere  with  im 
Tennessee.  Mr.  Holt  must  hire  contrabands  for  laborers  if  neces- 
sary, so  that  all  the  shipped  men  can  come  up  witiii  the  vessels  to 
which  they  belong.  I  will  send  the  Brovm  to  you  with  a  model 
barge,  if  one  can  be  obtained^  the  decks  of  which  should  be  well 
shored  up  to  bring  up  the  mortars  and  iron  screening. 

If  no  model  barge  can  be  obtained,  you  will  have  to  get  a  strong 
coal  barge  (perhaps  cut  her  down  a  little),  put  strong  deck  beams 
and  deck  plank  on  her,  and  shore  the  same  up  well,  and,  with  the 
Brown! s  skids  and  steam  capstan^ut  the  mortars  on  her.  I  under- 
stand from  Lieutenant  [Frank  H.l  Phipps,  of  the  arsenal  at  St 
Louis,  recently  ordnance  officer  at  Vicksburg,  that  there  is  a  con.- 
siderable  quantity  of  naval  ammunition  there.

You  will  proceed  down  the  Mississippi  and  fidve  immediate  per- 
sonal attention  to  the  execution  of  these  orders.  If  on  arrival  at  Red 
Biver  you  find  that  the  Kewwood^  sent  to  New  Orleans  with  the 
Lafayette  and  Choctaw  to  bring  back  their  officers,  and  that  the  ves- 
sel, if  any,  sent  to  New  Orleans  to  tow  the  Tennessee^  have  returned 
frcMn  New  Orleans^'  and  the  transfer  of  the  three  ir<mclads  is  com- 
pleted, you  need  not  go  to  New  Orleans,  but  will  give  such  assistance 
to  the  divisional  officers  as  they  may  need  in  removing  coal,  etc.,  to 
Natchez,  yickEA)urg,  and  Mem^is;  also  ordnance  material  from 
Vicksburg  and  the  mortars  to  Jefferson  Beserve.  If  you  find  it  neces- 
sary to  ^o  to  New  Orleans,  read,  seal,  and  deliver  the  enclosed  open 
communication  to  Acting  Bear- Admiral  Thatcher.

Sir:  Referring  to  my  No.  324,  of  27th  July,  I  transmit  enclosed  the 
following  reporte  in  relation  to  the  sale  of  public  property  belonging 
to  this  squadron  on  the  Mississippi  River . 

1-2.  July  22-29,  Lieutenant-Commander  Mitchell ;  final  reports  of 
affairs  of  First  and  Second  Divisions. 
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3.  July  27,  Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  G.  H.  Holt ;  report  of  sale 
of  public  property  at  Vicksburg.  The  greater  part  of  the  property 
there  had  been  removed  to  Memphis  to  te  sold  there. 

4.  August  2,  Lieutenant-Commander  Foster;  giving  information 
respecting  the  steam  scow  Bayou^  referred  to  in  Acting  Assistant 
Paymaster  Holt's  report  I  had  no  information  whatever  respecting 
this  boat  until  her  sale  was  reported  to  me. 

5.  July  31,  Lieutenant-Commander  Comwell;  final  report  on 
affairs  of  Third  Division. 

6.  July  25,*  Lieutenant-Commander  Comwell ;  enclosing  inventory 
of  public  property  at  Natchez,  which  he  has  turned  over  to  Acting 
Assistant  JPaymaster  Holland,  with  copy  of  instructions  to  him  as 
to  the  care  of  it. 

I  yesterday  enclosed  Commander  Pattison's  report  *  of  the  closing 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Memphis  Naval  Station.  As  soon  as  the  reports 
of  Acting  Assistant  Paymasters  Nott  and  Holland^  concerning  the 
sales  at  Memphis  and  Natchez,  are  received  they  will  be  forwarded 
to  the  Department. 

All  squadron  business  on  the  lower  Mississippi  will  then  be  con- 
cluded. As  stated  in  my  No.  324,  the  paymasters  are  instructed 
to  turn  over  the  proceeds  of  sales  to  the  fleet  paymaster,  sending  him 
an  account  of  sales  and  a  full  report,  with  a  duplicate  of  the  latter 
to  myself.  The  fleet  paymaster  is  directed  to  account  for  these 
funds  to  the  appropriate  bureaus.  In  case,  therefore,  their  reports 
should  not  be  received  before  I  leave  here,  provision  is  made  that  the 
transactions  shall  be  duly  reported  and  the  proceeds  accounted  for.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  relative  to  the  orders 
received  by  me  from  you  imder  date  of  July  15.  The  coal  barges  and 
coal  in  the  Second  Division  had  been  towed  to  Memphis  and  turned 
over  to  Commander  Pattison. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Comwell  informed  me  at  Memphis  on  the 
19th  instant  that  he  had  sent  the  Oriole  to  Vicksburg,  with  directions 
to  the  commanding  officer  to  sell  the  mortar  flats,  in  compliance  with 
the  advertisement  which  he  had  put  in  the  Vicksburg  papers  a  week 
before ;  the  only  thing  remaining  for  me  was  to  forward  the  ordnance 
stores  at  Vicksburg  to  the  Jefferson  Reserve. 

The  amount  of  these^  as  I  was  informed  by  Lieutenant-Commander 
May,  was  1,200  13-inch  mortar  shell. 

As  your  instructions  to  myself  directed  me  to  show  my  orders  to 
Lieutenant-Commander  Cornwell  and  see  those  sent  to  him,  in  order 
to  work  together  in  the  matter,  I  had  a  consultation  with  him  and 
Lieutenant-Commander  May,  and  it  seemed  that  the  expense  to  the 

•  Omitted. 
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Government  would  be  less  and  the  vessels  soonest  released  from  serv- 
ice by  shipping  this  ammunition  by  regular  transports.  I  went  to 
the  (ufFerent  agencies,  and  the  Atlantic  Line  agreed  to  take  it  all  at 
25  cents  a  hundredweight,  receiving  and  landing  it  at  their  own  ex- 
pense. This  is  12^  cents  less  than  me  regular  Government  rates  and 
would  for  the  quantity  specified  amount  to  some  $600.  Of  the  vessels 
in  the  Second  Division  the  Crrossheak  had  been  ordered  up  the  river  by 
Lieutenant-Commander  Cornwell,  the  Sibyl  was  unfit  for  service,  and 
the  Oriole  was  towing  barges  with  the  mortar  plating  up  from  Vicks- 
burg.  This  seemed  an  additional  reason  for  shippmg  the  ammuni- 
tion by  private  conveyance,  and  I  sent  Paymaster  Holt  to  Vicksburg 
for  that  purpose,  giving  him  verbal  instructions  to  that  effect,  but 
that  he  was  not  to  commence  the  shipment  imtil  he  heard  from  me. 
In  the  meantime  he  was  to  make  arrangements  to  have  the  ammuni- 
tion hauled  to  the  bank  ready  for  shipment.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  orders  of 
22d  instant  I  left  Mound  City  on  the  General  Lyon  and  proceeded  to 
Vicksburg  for  the  purpose  of  shipping  the  naval  ammimition  said  to 
be  at  that  place  to  Jefferson  Reserve.  On  my  arrival  at  Vicksburg  on 
the  25th  I  learned  from  Lieutenant  L.  M.  Walton,  depot  ordnance 
officer,  Vicksburg,  that  there  was  no  ammunition  that  could  be  taken 
away  from  there  but  some  13-inch  mortar  shell.  The  other  naval 
ammunition  was  on  charge  and  belonged  to  the  Army,  but  had  on  the 
last  inspection  report  been  recommended  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
Navy.  1  have  also  to  report  that  I  took  on  board  this  vessel  at  Vicks- 
burg288  13-inch  mortar  shell  and  left  on  the  25th  instant  for  Jeffer- 
son Keserve.  In  conseouence  of  the  port  engine  of  this  vessel  being 
disabled,  I  was  compelled  to  transfer  them  this  morning  to  the 
U.  S.  S.  Fairy,  on  her  way  to  that  place.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that,  in  obedience  to  your 
orders  of  15th  instant,  I  preceded  in  the  U.  S.  S.  Iheoa  to  report  to 
Lieutenant-Commander  Mitchell,  commanding  Second  District,  for 
duty  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  Government  property  there.  At 
Memphis,  Tenn.,  I  duly  reported  to  Lieutenant-Commander  MitchelL 
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when  he  informed  me  that  the  public  property,  coal  barges,  etc., 
which  it  was  purposed  I  should  sell  at  Vicksburg,  Miss.,  had  been 
removed  to  Memphis,  Tenn.,  and  I  was  ordered  to  proceed  to  Vicks- 
burg to  collect  and  ship  on  a  transport  to  the  Jefferson  B^erve  a  lot 
of  18-inch  mortar  shells  there. 

I  also  received  orders  from  Lieutenant-Commander  K.  L.  May, 
senior  officer  present,  to  dispose  of  a  small  steamboat  and  five  mortar 
flats  which  were  ashore  at  De  Soto,  opposite  to  Vicksburg,  and  which 
he  informed  me  had  been  previously  advertised  and  sold  for  $200; 
but  the  purchaser  failing  to  pay,  I  was  directed  to  make  sale  of  them, 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  Government  and  to  obtain  the  sum  $200, 
for  which  they  sold  before,  if  I  could;  but  I  was  not  to  advertise  a 
sale,  as,  this  having  been  previously  done,  it  was  considered  by  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander May  that  the  time  necessary  to  do  so  would  be 
incompatible  with  the  dispatch  required  in  the  removal  of  the  shells. 
This,  steamboat  or  steam  flat  was  situated  on  a  high  bank,  well  worn 
and  inuch  out  of  order,  and  I  was  informed  by  a  Mr.  B.  6.  Taylor,  a 
boiler  maker  (the  party  I  was  informed  who  had  purchased  the  boat 
and  flats  previously)  that  the  steamboat  was  worth  nothing;  that  the 
machinery  in  her  was  only  worth  a  trifle.  Situated  as  she  was,  and 
with  this  opinion  as  to  her  value  from  an  experienced  man,  I  closed  a 
bargain  for  her  and  the  five  mortar  flats,  which  had  been  stripped  of 
the  iron  about  them,  and  lay  abound,  onlj  fit  to  be  broken  to  pieces 
for  old  wood  and  iron.  I  had  received  instructions  from  the  fleet 
paymaster,  approved  by  the  commander  in  chief,  to  advertise  the 
property  put  into  my  hands  for  sale^  and  so  represented  it  to  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander May,  but  he  considered  it  unnecessarjr,  as  I  have 
before  mentioned,  and  directed  me  not  to  advertise,  considering  the 
sale  of  a  steam  flat  (origindllv  I  imderstand  a  scow,  and  machmery 

Sut  into  her  to  make  it  available  for  doing  repairs  to  gunboats)  and 
ve  old  mortar  flats  would  not  warrant  the  expenses  attendant  upon 
it  and  the  delay  it  would  cause  in  the  shipment  of  the  shells.  Upon 
my  arrival  at  Vicksburg,  21st  instant,  I  made  due  arrangements  for 
shipping  the  shells  next  day  by  transport,  having  obtained  from  the 
military  commandant  a  detail  of  50  soldiers  for  the  necessary  labor. 
Before  shipping  them,  however,  a  message  reached  me  from  the  com- 
manding omcer  of  the  U.  S.  towboat  Brown  to  the  effect  that  I  was 
not  to  sEip  the  ^ells,  but  to  leave  them,  and  the  Brown  would  take 
them.  I  aeemed  it  proper  to  regard  the  message  as  official.  On  the 
22d  instant,  with  a  view  to  using  dispatch  in' disposing  of  and  remov- 
ing the  public  property  as  I  was  ordered,  I  sold  the  steam  flat  and  five 
mortar  flats  for  the  sum  of  $200  (as  per  account  sales  receipted  by 
Fleet  Paymaster  Gulick,  accompanying),  the  same  sum  for  which  the 
lot  had  been  previously  sold.

XT.  S.  S.  Fort  Hindman,  August  2, 1865. 
Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  1st  instant  I  have  the  fol- 
lowing report  to  make  m  relation  to  the  little  steamer  Bayou,  She 
i^as  captured  about  eighteen  months  since  by  General  Herron,  then 
<x>mmanding  at  Morganza,  for  illicit  trading  with  the  enemy  (as 
reported  to  me)  and  turned  over  to  the  TJ.  S.  S.  Neosho.  A  short 
time  after  she  was  turned  over  I  took  her  and  used  her  as  a  tug  for 
the  Lafayette^  and  when  I  received  a  regular  tug  from  Cairo  I  turned 
her  over  to  Captain  Welsh,  of  the  Ouachita.  While  under  his  com- 
mand she  was  sent  to  Natchez  for  repairs;  but  I  think  she  was  of  so 
little  value  that  she  was  never  repaired.  Her  tonnage  was  about  15 
to  20  tons,  length  about  50  or  60  feet,  and  I  suppose  at  the  time  of 
her  capture  worth  from  $300  to  $500 — ^that  is,  at  the  rate  steamboats 
were  selling  at  the  time.  After  she  was  turned  over  she  was  used 
for  some  time  by  the  blacksmith  and  carpenter  shops  at  the  mouth 
of  Bed  Biver.  Her  engines  were  small,  about  six  horsepower.

U.  S.  S.  Fort  Hindman, 
Mississippi  River^  July  31^  1866. 

Sib:  On  my  arrival  at  Natchez  on  Monday  evening,  the  24th  in- 
stant, I  found  Lieutenant-Commander  Foster  still  sick,  but  had 
fathered  all  the  property  in  the  Third  Division  belonging  to  the 
avy  at  that  place  in  obedience  to  your  order.  I  relieved  him  and 
had  the  property  collected  in  the  most  suitable  places  to  be  disposed 
of,  the  empty  barses  on  the  Natchez  shore;  the  luU  barges  I  thought 
best  to  leave  anchored  in  the  stream  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
river,  as -the  water  at  that  time  was  falling  and  might  have  grounded 
them  in  a  few  days,  as  I  noticed  a  number  of  the.  army  barges  were 
so  already. 

I  had  the  coal  measured  by  Acting  Master  Bartlett,  of  the  Samson^. 
and  think  a  fair  estimate  was  made. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  inventory  furnished  Acting  Assistant  Pay- 
master W.  Holland.  I  employed  seven  men  to  take  care  of  the  prop- 
erty, to  keep  the  barges  pumped  out,  etc.,  one  white  man  acquainted 
with  the  management  of  coal  and  six  negroes.  As  there  was  some 
water  in  the  f  uU  barges  I  directed  the  tug  Fern  to  remain  and  pump 
them  dry,  while  proper  pumps  were  being  prepared  to  do  it  by  nana. 
The  piunps  not  havmg  been  in  use,  were  out  of  order.    I  also  gave 
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the  commanding  officer  of  the  Fern  orders  to  report  to  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  Kenwood  on  her  arrival  there  and  accompany  him 
to  Momid  Citv,  if  the  Kenwood  did  not  arrive  in  a  few  days  to  go 
up  the  river  alone,  and  if  overtaken  by  her  to  accompany  her. 

The  towboat  Brown  took  the  mortar  on  board  the  model  barge,  it 
having  been  towed  to  Natchez  by  the  Fort  Hindman.  I  directed  the 
Brown  to  report  to  you  at  Mound  City  and  not  to  stop  for  the  mor- 
tars at  Island  [No.]  66  and  Palmyra,  as  the  labor  would  be  too  great 
to  obtain  them  at  this  stage  of  water,  they  being  at  least  300  yards 
from  the  river,  and  as  he  informed  me  he  could  not  take  coal  enough 
to  last  him  from  Memphis,  to  Jefferson  Reserve  and  back  to  Mound 
City  also,  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  him  to  procure  St.  Louis 
pilots  at  Moimd  City. 

As  the  Fort  Hindrrum  has  no  up-river  pilots,  I  ordered  the  Samson 
to  lash  alongside,  and  even  in  this  way  we  are  only  able  to  make  4 
or  5  miles  an  hour.  The  pilots  seem  to  be  out  of  practice,  not  having 
run  the  river  much  of  late  years.  The  mortar  crib  and  mortar  at 
Woods'  Plantati(m,  2  miles  above  Big  Black  Island,  I  examined  as 
I  came  up,  and  do  not  think  it  could  be  sot  on  the  barge  in  less  than 
a  week,  if  at  all.  The  river  bank  is  yet  sort,  the  water  having  recently 
left  it. 

At  Island  [No.]  66  I  was  surprised  to  find  that  between  Sunday 
morning,  when  I  passed  down,  and  Friday  the  water  had  risen  so 
that  there  was  1  foot  of  water  at  the  lower  side  of  the  mortar  crib. 
I  sent  in  a  boat  to  sound,  and  found  there  was  not  water  enough  to 
get  near  it,  and  that  it  would  require  a  rise  of  4  feet  to  float  it  into 
deep  water,  and  as  I  had  no  means  of  knowing  whether  the  water 
would  continue  to  rise  I  did  not  wait,  which  I  now  regret,  as  I  believe 
the  river  will  be  high  enough  to  float  it;  but  the  rivermen  thought 
it  such  an  unusual  time  for  a  rise  that  it  would  not  be  great.

Explanatory  report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Owen^  V.  8.  Navy^ 
regarding  cotton  captured  during  the  Yazoo  River  expedition. 

Kaskaskia,  III.,  September  5, 1865. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication dated  29th  August.  The  number  of  bales  of  cotton  actu- 
ally captured  by  the  naval  forces  under  my  command  in  the  Yazoo 
Kiver  expedition  in  February,  1864,  is  207  bales.  The  land  forces, 
under  the  command  of  Colonel  James  H.  Coates's  regiment  Illinois 
Volunteer  Infantry,  captured  and  hauled  in  from  the  mterior  a  large 
number  of  bales  oi  cotton,  but  how  many  I  do  not  know.  The  chief 
quartermaster  of  the  land  forces,  by  directions  of  Colonel  Coates, 
made  a  written  statement  to  me  of  632  bales  of  cotton,  marked 
C.  S.  A.,  which,  by  General  W.  T.  Sherman's  letter  of  instructions 
to  me,  were  to  belong  to  the  Navy  as  prize.  The  cotton  was  on  board 
the  transports  belonging  to  the  expedition  and  taken  to  Vicksburg 
and  there  taken  charge  of  by  the  late  Major-Gteneral  James  B.  Mc- 
Pherson,  U.  S.  Volunteers.  He  assured  me  that  General  Sherman's 
instructions  should  be  carried  out,  and  that  all  C.  S.  A.  cotton  should 
be  delivered  at  Cairo,  111.,  to  Captain  A.  M.  Pennock,  U.  S.  Navy. 
I  sent  to  Rear- Admiral  D.  D.  Sorter  General  Sherman's  letter  to 
me,  as  also  the  list  of  the  632  bales  of  cotton  spoken  of  heretofore. 
I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  but  that  the  transports  brought  out  as 
many  as  3,000  bales,  a  very  large  number  of  which  were  undoubtedly 
C.  S.  A.  bales.  The  207  Dales  already  spoken  of  is  the  only  cotton 
the  Navy  captured  and  brought  out  or  the  Yazoo  River  in  the  expe- 
dition OI  January,  February,  and  part  of  March,  1864.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  communication  of  this  date  I  have  to  state 
that  the  U.  S.  storeship  Supply  was  sent  to  Fort  Pickens  by  my  order 
merely  to  convey  the  provisions  you  required  and  then  to  return  to 
this  navy  yard.  The  Supply,  is  not  a  vessel  of  war,  and  having  been 
sent  to  this  station  for  tne  special  service  of  conveying  stores  and 
coal  to  Vera  Cruz  for  the  vessels  of  the  Home  Squadron  stationed 
there,  it  is  my  duty  to  dispatch  her  to  that  port  at  the  earliest  mo- 
ment practicable,  in  conformity  with  the  orders  I  have  received  from 
the  Navy  Department,  from  which  orders  I  can  not  deviate  further.

U.  S.  Storeship  Supplt, 
Off  Warrington  Navy  Yard,  January  16, 1861. 
Sir:  The  U.  S.  navy  yard  at  Warrington,  Fla.,  having  surren- 
dered to  the  authorities  of  the  State  on  me  12th  January,  I  put  to 
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»  in  tow  of  the  steamer  Wyandotte^  and  on  the  day  following,  as 
this  ship  had  not  received  her  cargo,  I  returned  with  the  same 
under  a  fla^  of  truce  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  the  marines, 
seamen,  and  officers  (on  parole)  who  were  destitute  of  pay  or  provi- 
sions to  the  North,  from  whence  they  had  been  employed.  They 
had  not  received  their  pay  for  two  or  three  months,  and  were  en- 
tirelv  without  means.  I  have  taken  on  board  all  who  have  a  claim 
on  the  Grovemment  for  its  protection,  and  intend  to  sail  this  morning 
for  New  York. 

I  leave  the  Wyaaulotte  here  imder  orders  from  Conmiandant  Arm- 
strong to  render  all  the  assistance  he  can  to  the  United  States  troops 
that  are  now  occupying  Fort  Pickens, "  until  the  fort  is  surrendered." 
I  shall  transmit  to  you  a  descriptive  list  of  the  passengers,  their  em- 
ployments, etc

Report  of  Conmumder  Walke^  TJ.  S.  Navy^  commamding  V,  S.  ship 
Supply  J  on  arrival  at  New  York^  regcsrding  conditions  in  Florida. 

U.  S.  Storeship  Supply, 
Nofvy  Yard^  New  York^  February  -J,  1861. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  ship  nineteen 
days  from  Warrington  [Pensacola]  Navy  Yard,  and  I  beg  leave 
most  respectfully  to  explain  the  circumstances  of  my  return  to  this 
port* 

Two  or  three  days  previous  to  the  surrender  of  the  Warrington 
Navy  Yard  the  officers  and  crew  of  this  ship  were  zealously  engaged 
day  and  nig^t  transporting  military  stores,  provisions,  and  other- 
wise assisting  in  the  aefenses  at  Fort  Pickens. 

About  2  o^clock  on  the  12th  January  the  navy  yard  was  taken 
possession  of  by  troops  of  Florida.  As  soon  as  the  dags  were  struck 
1  signalized  to  the  Wyandotte  (then  underway)  to  oring  off  the 
marines  to  strengthen  Fort  Pickens.  But  being  informed  that  they 
had  laid  down  their  arms,  and  that  the  navy  yard  and  all  the  public 
property,  with  the  hospital  and  forts  (except  Pickens),  were  cap- 
ture by  the  militia  of  Florida,  I  put  to  sea  in  tow  of  the  Wyan- 
dotte and  anchored  beyond  the  range  of  cannon  shot.  But  I  could 
not  desert  our  officers  and  men,  who  were  so  suddenly  deprived  of 
their  homes  without  pay  or  credit,  and  short  of  provisions,  imder 
such  painful  humiliation,  without  an  effort  on  my  part  to  relieve 
them.  As  this  ship  had  none  of  her  stores  and  but  260  tons  of  coal 
on  board,  barely  sufficient  for  ballast,  and  being  prevented  from 
carrving  out  my  orders  at  Warrington,  I  resolved  to  return  to  New 
York  for  the  double  purpose  of  obtaining  the  stores,  coal,  etc.,  re- 
quired by  the  Gulf  Squadron  and  of  offering  a  passage  to  the  officers, 
employees,  seamen,  and  marines  of  the  navy  yard,  who,  being  faithful 
to  their  allegiance,  were  considered  prisoners  of  war  on  parole ;  and 
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also  to  communicate  the  condition  \>t  affairs  at  Warrington  to  the 
Navy  Department  with  all  dispatch,  as  the  United  States  mails  to 
that  place  had  for  some  time  past  been  interrupted. 

Fort  Pickens  is  defended  with  about  100  men,  who  are  provisioned 
for  six  months,  and  will  resist  any  attack  upon  the  fort  by  a  force  of 
less  than  4,000  men.  Troops  were  daily  arriving  by  steamer  from 
Mobile. 

We  transported  all  the  powder  from  Fort  Barrancas  to  Fort 
Pickens  and  destroyed  all  that  was  in  the  magazine  at  Fort  McRee. 

With  the  enclosed  list  of  officers  and  crew  of  this  ship  I  also  send 
a  list  of  the  passengers  and  of  the  officers  and  seamen  of  our  Navy 
who  are  reported  to  have  joined  the  Florida  Navy,  who  continue  to 
occupy  their  quarters  with  the  same  rank  they  held  in  the  U.  S.  Navy. 

I  reported  the  sailing  of  this  vessel  and  the  circumstances  by  letter 
to  you  from  Warrington,  but  the  mails  not  being  reliable,  I  respect- 
fully repeat  the  same  in  this  report.

Sm:  I  have  to  report  that  we  sailed  from  this  place  on  the  morning 
of  the  26th  day  of  May  for  Pensacola  with  the  steamer  Parkershurg 
in  tow  and  the  steamer  Chesapeake  under  convoy  for  Fort  Jefferson, 
Tortugas. 

In  passing  through  the  northern  channel  (after  parting  with  the 
Chesapeake)  the  Mount  Vernon  grounded  from  amidship  aft.  The 
Parkershurg  was  drawing  less  water  than  the  Mount  Vernon  and 
came  in  contact  with  us,  damaging  our  port  railing  and  the  starboard 
bow  of  the  Parkershurg.    In  grounding  we  lost  about  10  teet  of  our 
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shoe  (which  consists  of  a  plank  about  3  inches  in  thickness).  The 
damage  otherwise  was  very  slight,  not  sufficient  in  any  way  to 
interfere  with  her  efficiency  for  the  present.  The  water  being  smooth 
at  the  time,  we  were  enabled  to  haul  off  and  proceed  on  our  voyage 
with  but  little  delay.

Sir:  Three  ships,  averaging  1,200  tons  each,  have  been  purchased 
and  will  be  immediately  dispatched  in  succession  to  the  Gulf,  loaded 
with  coal.  They  will  be  under  your  orders  for  the  distribution  of  coal 
from  Key  West  to  the  blockading  vessels,  as  previously  intimated. 

The  first  one  or  two  will  sail  in  about  ten  days. 

Two  large  sea  steamers,  the  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island^  have 
also  been  purchased  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  fresh  supplies  in  ice, 
also  paymasters'  and  forward  officers'  stores.  They  will,  if  not  de- 
tained, run  regularly  and  alternately  from  New  York  to  the  extreme 
limit  of  the  blockading  fleet,  giving  each  vessel  at  sea  the  necessary 
supplies  and  stores,  carrying  out  men  and  officers,  and  bringing  home 
others  who  are  condemned.  They  will  touch  at  Key  West  for  orders 
from  yourself;  but  to  insure  re^laritv,  it  is  very  necessary  that 
they  should  perform  their  circuit  without  detention  or  deviation 
except  for  some  pressing  necessity. 

The  Rhode  Island  will  probably  leave  in  ten  days  or  a  fortnight, 
to  be  followed  by  the  Connecticut.    Please  notify  the  commancung 
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officers  under  your  command,  and  give  early  information  to  the  De- 
partment of  the  wants  of  your  squadron,  that  they  may  go  forward 
by  these  vessels.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  my  return  to  this  anchors^  in 
two  days  from  Pass  k  I'Outre,  after  performing  a  portion  orSj  of 
the  duties  assigned  me  by  your  order  of  the  9th  July  instant. 

On  the  evening  of  the  11th  July  I  left  this  port,  and  early  on  the 
following  day  reached  the  anchorage  off  Mobile,  where  I  delivered 
to  the  St.  Louis  such  provisions  as  she  required,  and  again  sailed  in 
the  afternoon,  in  company  with  her,  she  bound  to  Pass  k  I'Chitre. 
The  following  day,  while  nearing  the  Chandeleur  Islands,  I  com- 
municated with  the  U.  S.  S.  Massachusetts,  Commander  Smith,  who 
was  in  pursuit  of  two  vessels  which  appeared  in  the  offing,  one  of 
which  proved  to  be  the  coal  vessel  Eliza  Watts,  and  which  he  after- 
wards towed  in  under  N.  Chandeleur,  where  I  also  anchored  early  the 
following  morning. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  having  completed  her  supplies,  I 
took  my  departure  for  Pass  it  rOutre,  off  which  I  arrived  on  the 
second  day,  but,  having  light  winds  and  a  strong  easterly  current, 
was  driven  W,  to  the  southward  and  eastward,  but  fortunately  fell 
in  with  the  U.  S.  S.  Mississippi,  Captain  Selfridge,  who  kindly  took 
me  in  tow,  proceeding  to  South  West  Pass,  reaching  there  the  same 
evening,  which  fortunate  circumstance  facilitated  my  movements 
greatly,  as  the  light  airs  and  calms  prevailing  afterwards  would 
have  prevented  my  reaching  the  anchorage  for  several  days.  On  the 
20th,  having  supplied  the  Irowhatan,  I  left  for  Pass  k  I'Outre,  which 
I  reached  on  the  following  morning,  and  through  the  assistance  of 
Commander  Poor,  of  the  Brooklyn,  who  came  out  and  towed  me  in, 
I  was  enabled  to  enter  the  mouth  of  the  river  and  anchor,  while, 
without  such  assistance,  I  should  doubtless  have  been  delayed  some 
daTs,  as  the  St.  Louis,  which  sailed  from  Mobile  on  the  same  day  I 
leii;  there,  merely  reached  this  port  in  advance  of  me  one  day  and  a 
half. 

The  Powhatan  and  Brooklyn,  haying  both  made  heavy  drafts  for 
stores  from  the  Release,  some  of  which  I  deemed  it  proper  to  reduce 
in  quantity,  prevented  my  carrying  out  your  further  instructions  to 
proceed  ana  deliver  stores  to  the  U.  S.  S.  South  Carolina,  at  Galves- 
ton, as  by  such  delivery  I  should  have  been  left  with  an  insufficient 
quantity  of  weight  below  to  have  enabled  me,  prudently,  to  have 
returned  to  the  eastward.  It  is  proper  for  me  to  state,  also,  that  I 
learned  from  the  master  of  the  South  Carolina,  whom  I  met  at  the 
South  West  Pass,  as  I  had  previously  learned  from  Commander  Smith, 
on  board  the  Massachusetts,  that  the  Massachusetts  and  South  Caro- 
lina, in  addition  to  the  supply  for  four  months  furnished  them 
previous  to  sailing  from  Boston,  an  additional  quantity  of  beef,  pork, 
and  bread,  to  the  amount  of  100  barrels  each,  had  been  furnished  to 
both  vessels.  They,  however,  stand  much  in  need  of  small  stores 
and  clothing,  of  which  I  had  none  to  give. 

Including  10^  tons  of  salt  water  I  have  taken  on  board  in  casks, 
I  have  less  than  50  tons  weight  below,  which,  at  this  season  of  the

Connecticut,  regarding  transportation  of  mutinous  soldiers  from 
Hampton  Roads  to  the  Tortugas. 

U.  S.  S.  Connecticut, 
Hampton  Roads,  August  26, 1861. 

Sir:  On  my  arrival  here  I  received  your  communication  of  the 
25th,  directing  me  to  take  on  board  this  vessel,  for  a  passage  to  the 
Tortugas,  as  many  of  the  state  prisoners,  mutinous  soldiers,  as  could 
be  accommodated. 

This  vessel  is  now  crowded  to  her  utmost  capacitv  with  cargo,  and 
but  sufficient  space  has  been  left  for  the  comfortable  accommodation 
of  crew,  officers,  and  passengers. 

To  take  any  great  number  would  be  extremely  unsafe,  even  if 
abundant  space  existed,  as  the  crew  of  the  vessel  is  quite  new,  and,  as 
yet,  not  being  in  that  Itate  of  discipline  as  to  be  perfectly  reliable,  I 
think  it  not  at  all  advisable  to  take  a  large  number  of  these  disaffected 
men. 

I  consequently,  after  consultation  with  General  Wool,  have  ar- 
ranged to  take  50  of  these  men.  a  number  c^uite  as  great  as  I  have  the 
means  properly  to  guard  and  keep  in  subjection.  Mr.  Morgan,  who 
has  been  on  iJoard  the  Cormecticut  dur^g  her  passage  from  New 
York,  has  had  full  opportunity  for  observation,  and  he  will  tell  you 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  vessel  for  accommodation  and  capacity  and 
the  use  now  made  of  them. 

I  am  not  even  provided  with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  irons,  and  can 
not  obtain  them.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  instructions  from  Flag-Officer  William 
Mervine,  bearing  date  July  30, 1861,  a  copy  of  whicn  is  herewith  for- 
warded, I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  the  U.  S.  bark 
Release  off  this  yard,  having  sailed  from  off  Fort  Pickens  on  the  2d 
and  Key  West  on  tne  14th  instant  Accompanying  are  copies  of 
orders  also  from  Flaff-Officer  Mervine  in  relation  to  two  invalids 
from  the  U.  S.  S.  Colorado;  fourteen  seamen  and  ordinary  seamen 
from  the  U.  S.  S.  Niagara  and  a  soldier  from  Fort  Pickens,  whose 
terms  of  service  had  expired,  all  of  whom  I  was  directed  to  receive 
on  board  and  convey  to  Jfew  York. 

While  in  Key  West  I  also  received  on  board,  m  passengers  to  the 
North,  First  Lieutenant  William  M.  Graham,  U.  S.  Army,  to  join  his 
regiment  in  the  field,  and  Mr.  William  H.  Ward,  late  lieutenant, 
U.  S.  Navy,  and  attached  to  the  U.  8.  sloop  Macedomar^ 

A  portion  of  the  stores,  consisting  of  101  barrels  bread,  9,750 
pounds,  have  been  returned  by  me  as  unfit  for  issue,  with  a  recom- 
mendation by  the  board  of  survey  to  be  sold ;  as  also  22  barrels  dried 
apples  and  65  boxes  candles,  for  which  there  was  no  demand,  the  ves- 
sels of  the  squadron  being  well  provided  with  the  two  latter  articles. 

I  regret  to  inform  you  that  the  two  invalids  sent  on  board  for  pas- 
sage to  the  North  from  the  Colorado,  viz,  James  Brown,  seaman,  and 
John  S.  Brum,  ordinary  seaman,  have  both  departed  this  life  after 
considerable  suffering,  tne  first  named  dying  on  the  second  day  after 
leaving  Fort  Pickens,  August  4,  and  the  latter  on  the  evening  of  the 
25th  instant.  Their  remains  were  committed  to  the  deep  with  the 
usual  ceremonies. 

On  the  afternoon  of  August  14,  the  dav  I  sailed  from  Key  West, 
where  I  left  at  anchor  the  U.  S.  ships  MacedoTmm  and  Preble  amd 
steamer  Crusader,  I  experienced  a  very  heavy  gale  from  the  east- 
ward, which  compelled  me  to  bear  up  and  run  to  the  westward  of 
Tortugas.  It  blew  with  great  violence  for  upwards  of  forty  hours. 
Since  then  light  winds  have  eenerallv  prevailed  until  reaching  Cape 
Hatteras,  when  the  wind  shiued  to  the  northward  and  eastward  and 
has  blown  from  that  direction  at  times  ouite  fresh. 

I  also  forward  a  list  of  the  officers  of  the  vessel,  and  am  pleased 
to  add  that  all  hands  are  in  the  enjoyment  of  good  health.

SiH :  I  have  the  honw  to  report  the  return  of  this  vessel,  which 
sailed  from  this  place  on  the  31st  day  of  July  in  conformity  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Navy  Department,  of  the  20th  day  of  July,  with 
supplies  for  the  blockading  squadron.  The  Rhode  Island  reached 
Galveston,  Tex.,  the  terminus  of  the  blockading  vessels,  on  the  17th 
day  of  August,  having  supplied  all  the  vessels  found  at  the  stations 
on  the  i^oute  there,  and  left  Galveston  on  the  afternoon  of  the  same 
day  on  her  return  trip,  supplying  all  the  vessels  fallen  in  with. 

The  Rhode  Island  touched  at  Key  West  on  her  way  out  and  return- 
ing, and  was  detained  there  three  days  on  the  way  back  by  coaling 
and  in  landing  such  stores — ^by  direction  of  Flag-Officer  Mervine — 
as  were  not  required  for  immediate  use  by  the  Gulf  Blockading 
Sqiiadron. 

It  is  a  satisfaction  to  report  to  the  Department  that  the  fresh  pro- 
visions held  out  well  and  were  equally  distributed.  The  last  supplies 
were  served  out  to  the  vessels  off  Charleston,  at  which  point  the 
steamer  Connecticut  was  fallen  in  with  on  her  outward  trip.  I  am 
glad  to  state  the  general  health  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  this  vessel 
to  be  good. 

The  engine  and  machinery  of  the  vessel  have  worked  well,  and  the 
steamer  has  proved  in  every  respect  a  fine  vessel. 

I  would  respectfully  refer  the  Department  to  the  report  of  the 
chief  engineer  herewith  submitted.  Enclosed  also  abstracts  of  the 
outward  and  returning  trips  of  the  Rhode  Island^  with  the  dates  and 
names  of  vessels  supplied,  and  a  list*  of  sick  and  invalids  sent  home 
from  the  blockading  vessels  and  Fort  Pickens. 

The  ship  has  been  highly  favored  by  weather  and  met  with  no  in- 
terruptions in  supplying  the  vessels  by  day  or  night,  and  upon  the 
whole  the  trip  may  be  regarded  as  a  very  successiul  one.  the  Rhode 
Island  having  supplied  during  her  cruise  over  forty  vessels.

Connecticut^  regarding  distribution  of  supplies  and  transportation 
of  passengers  and  prisoners. 

U.   S.   S.   CONNECTICtJT, 

New  York^  September  28^  1861. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  my  return  to  this  port  to-day  at 
8  p.  m.  I  have  made  the  full  roimd  of  both  the  blockading  fleets 
and  visited  all  the  vessels  composing  them,  going  and  returning,  and 
agreeably  to  your  instructions  supplied  the  vessels  with  all  they 
required. 

I  landed  the  68  military  prisoners,  taken  on  board  at  Hampton 
Boads,  at  theTortugas  in  good  health  and  in  a  contrite  state  of  mind. 
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the  men  behaving  remarkably  well  throughout  the  voyage,  and  from 
what  I  could  learn  as  to  their  feelings  regarding  the  punishment 
meted  to  them  I  believe  they  acquiesced  in  the  justice  of  it,  and  assert 
their  loyalty  and  willingness  to  fight  again  for  the  flag  should  they 
be  called  up<m  at  any  future  time  to  do  so. 

I  received  on  board,  by  order  of  Flag-Officer  Mervine,  from  Fort 
Pickens  the  company  of  sappers  and  miners,  United  States  Army,  lately 
stationed  at  that  point,  consisting  of  3  officers,  63  enlisted  men,  also 
1  officer  and  11  '^ilisted  men,  invalided;  accompanying  them  are  9 
prisoners  of  war,  deserters  from  the  rebel  camp  at  Fensacola,  all  in 
charge  of  Captain  Duanc^  who  has  his  instructions  from  Colonel 
Brown  as  to  their  destination  on  arriving  in  New  York. 

I  also  received  on  board  from  the  ships  of  the  squadrons  as  pas- 
sengers some  20  officers  ordered  home  through  instructions  from 
the  Navy  Department;  also  a  large  number  of  discharged  and  inva- 
lided seamen  belonging  to  the  ships,  respectively,  some  to  be  dis- 
charged and  others  destined  for  the  naval  hospital  for  medical  treat- 
ment. Enclosed  is  a  correct  list  of  all  the  passengers,  with  their 
rank,  giving  the  names  of  the  vessels  from  which  they  were  received. 

I  have  on  board  two  prisoners  taken  from  a  prize  schooner  cap- 
tured by  U.  8.  8.  South  Carolina^  to  be  delivered  to  the  U.  8.  marshal 
at  New  York,  with  the  necessary  instructions  explaining  particulars. 

From  the  U.  8.  8.  B.  R.  Cuyler,  by  order  of  Captain  F.  B.  Ellison, 
I  received  14  prisoners  taken  from  the  ship  Firitand^  cut  out  of  the 
port  of  Apalachicola,  Fla.,  on  the  morning  of  the  27th  of  August  by 
the  boats  of  that  vessel  and  afterwards  burned.  They  all,  previous 
to  being  transferred  to  the  Connecticut^  had  the  oath  of  allegiance 
administered  to  them,  which  they  all  cheerfully  responded  to,  save 
one  of  their  number,  named  James  Lyon,  who  declined  on  the  ground 
of  being  a  Britii^  subject.  I  received  no  especial  instructions  with 
these  men,  but  simply  a  letter  from  Captain  Ellison  directing  me  to 
receive  them.  I  wiall  wait  the  order  of  the  Department  as  to  the 
future  disposal  of  them. 

By  the  enclosed  abstracts  of  my  voyage,  out  and  returning,  with 
the  accompanying  documents  of  the  amount  and  kind  of  provisions 
issued  to  each  vessel,  may  be  judged  the  usefulness  of  this  vessel  to 
the  blockading  fleet  and  the  great  amount  of  work  performed  in  a 
given  time.  You  will  find,  for  want  of  a  condensing  apparatus,  I 
was  delayed  in  my  round  trip  three  days,  which  ought  not  to  continue, 
as  the  absence  oi  that  little  useful  contrivance  is  really  an  expense 
that  should  not  occur.  Had  I  had  a  condenser  I  could  have  kept 
the  Jamestovm  on  her  station  off  Fernandina,  which  she  was  obliged 
to  abandon  and  go  in  quest  of  water.  The  supply  of  water  is  limited 
and  precarious,  and  consequently  costly. 

I  enclose  a  list  of  the  vessels  boarded  and  examined  on  the  voyage. 
I  shall  write  again  in  a  couple  of  days,  giving  a  description  of  the 
blockade.

Off  Tampa  Bay,  September  5,  1861,  latitude  28°  3',  longitude 
83°  6',  boarded  fishing  smack  B.  W.  Ohipman^  of  Key  West ;  found 
papers  correct  and  sulowed  her  to  proceed.  Also  overhauled  the 
papers  of  another  fishing  smack  from  Key  West;  papers  correct 
and  allowed  her  to  proc€^. 

Off  Cape  San  Bias,  September  7,  1861,  Cape  San  Bias  bearing 
about  N.  E.  20  miles,  boarded  bark  Ann  Elizabeth^  of  Philadelphia, 
from  Ship  Island  to  Key  West;  found  papers  correct  and  allowed 
her  to  proceed. 

Off  Cape  San  Bias,  September  18,  1861,  boarded  schooner , 

of  Key  West,  for  Fort  Fickens;  found  papers  correct  and  allowed 
her  to  proceed. 

On  the  western  edge  of  the  Gulf  Stream,  September  25,  1861, 
latitude  29°  47',  longitude  80°  8',  boarded  brig  James  Gray^  of 
Newburyport,  from  IV&inzanillo  for  Hamburg;  found  papers  correct 
and  allowed  ner  to  proceed. 


Report  of  Commander  Wo&dkiM^  V.  8.  Navy^  commanding  U.  S,  S. 
Gownecticut,  regarding  esyperimentcd  trial  of  a  new  plan  for  pre- 
serving fresh  meats. 

TJ.  S.  S.  OoNNECTicTTT,  October  ^,  1861. 
Sir:  Doubtless  you  are  aware  the  plan  for  preserving  the  fresh 
beef  was  a  new  and  entirely  untried  one,  on  the  grand  scale  attempted 
in  this  vesseL  It  consisted  of  what  is  called  an  ice  and  chill  room, 
something  in  the  style  of  a  refrigerator  on  shore.  I  did  not  approve 
of  it  from  the  very  first  moment  1  saw  it.  I  saw  nothing  but  a  great 
consumer  of  ice^  without  the  corresponding  amount  of  cold  element 
promised  from  it.  I  did  not  believe  it  possible  that  400  quarters  of 
beef  hung  on  hooks  and  stowed  together  as  close  as  possible,  that  the 
cold  air,  if  even  ever  so  abundant,  could  penetrate  the  mass  suffi- 
ciently to  preserve  it  I  believe  that  the  constant  motion  of  this 
immense  mass  would  of  itself  produce  a  latent  heat,  impossible  to  be 
overcome  by  any  amount  of  chilled  air  around  it,  and  thus  be  the 
cause  of  its  own  destruction.  I  made  every  effort  to  prevent  this 
great  mistake,  but  Commodore  Breese  said  my  opinion  was  wrong, 
and  that  he  had  adopted  this  as  the  best  plan  extant    I  had,  of 
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course,  nothing  to  say,  but  I  did  cause  the  two  small  ice  houses 
stowea  in  the  usual  manner  under  my  own  eye,  thus,  a  layer  of  ice, 
then  one  of  beef,  and  so  on,  till  the  houses  were  filled  completely. 
I  then  had  the  doors  strongly  secured  and  locked,  and  I  was  deter- 
mined to  make  them  the  test  of  the  two  principles. 

We  started  from  New  York  with  everything  stowed,  say  59,000 
pounds  of  beef,  with  125  tons  of  i(»  in  all,  just  about  4  pounds  of 
ice  to  1  pound  of  beef,  no  allowance  being  made  for  shrinkage, 
the  quality  of  the  ice,  nor  indeed  anything.  Mv  orders  from  flie 
Department  were  to  the  effect  that  I  must  furnish  ttie  fresh  beef  to 
all  vessels  I  met  with,  and  supply  them  with  a  reasonable  amount 
of  ice,  always  taking  care  to  keep  sufficient  of  that  valuable  article 
on  board  to  preserve  my  remaining  cargo,  etc  I  did  not  commence 
using  it  till  off  Charleston,  when  I  was  astounded  to  find  that  the 
waste  in  the  main  ice  house  over  the  chill  room  was  already  eoual  to 
25  per  cent,  in  fact  the  ice  had  shrunk  over  20  inches;  the  beer  came 
out  looking  well  and  without  a  particle  of  taint,  and  I  thus  continued 
till  I  got  to  Fort  Pickens.  Then  for  the  first  time  decay  made  its 
appearance.  I  succeeded,  however,  going  to  the  westward,  in  fur- 
ni^ing  all  the  ships  for  their  rooms  with  good  sound  meat,  but  at  a 
frightful  sacrifice  of  tainted  quarters  of  beef  before  I  could  get  what 
was  proper  to  send.  By  the  time  I  got  to  Galveston  I  gave  up  the 
chill  room  in  despair;  everything  was  gone,  or  appeared  to  be,  be- 
yond my  power  to  preserve.  I  then,  on  my  return  trip,  fell  back  on 
the  side  ice  houses  stowed  in  the  usual  manner,  under  my  own  inspec- 
tion. Everjrthing  was  found  perfect  on  opening  the  doors,  the  ice 
had  shrunk  but  a  few  inches,  and  had  frozen  dmost  in  a  compact 
mass.  The  beef  was  in  fine,  healthy  order,  and  I  was  therefore  com- 
pelled to  furnish  the  last  vessel  of  the  Atlantic  blockade  from  what 
was  left. 

The  loss  sustained  by  the  Government  in  this  experiment,  the 
humane  purpose  of  the  Department  in  furnishing  ice  was  particularly 
defeated,  and  would  have  totally  failed  had  I  not  interfered  in  time 
to  have  a  portion  of  the  beef  and  ice  stowed  in  the  side  ice  houses. 
I  feel  this  explanation  is  necessary  for  my  own  vindication;  besides, 
I  want  the  blame  placed  on  the  right  parties.  There  was  not  a  prac- 
tical man  who  saw  this  contrivance  wno  did  not  ccmdemn  it  I  nope 
the  proof  of  its  insufficiency  is  now  too  completely  tested  to  continue 
it  longer  in  this  vessel.  I  would  also  say  the  quantity  of  beef  sent 
is  out  of  all  kind  of  proportion  to  wKat  was  at  the  time  really 
required.  I  should  think  from  thirty-five  to  forty  thousand  of  beef 
would  be  sufficient  for  all  demands,  and  that  should  be  stowed  be- 
tween layers  of  ice.  Ice  seeming  to  be  of  all  things  most  acceptable 
in  that  burning  climate  of  the  Gulf,  nothing  seems  to  act  so  quickly 
in  raising  the  spirits  of  the  healthy  and  restoring  vigor  to  the  feeble 
and  broken-down  men^  victims  of  the  excessive  lieat  of  the  climate. 
I  would  suggest,  if  it  is  possible,  more  ice  than  just  sufficient  should 
be  sent,  so  that  a  liberal  share  be  given  to  each  ship.

U.  S.  S.  Connecticut,  October  P,  1861. 

Sir:  Believing  this  vessel  was  intended  by  the  Department  to  be 
useful  to  the  blockading  fleets  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  word,  I 
therefore  executed  my  instructions  not  only  to  the  letter,  biit  in  the 
spirit  doubtless  it  was  intended. 

I  therefore  supplied  all  the  wants  of  the  different  ships  I  encoun- 
tered with  all  they  required ;  if  the  articles  wanted  were  not  included 
in  the  general  store  list,  I  furnished  the  deficiency  from  the  stores 
of  the  Connecticut.  I  did  not  allow  my  private  wishes  or  conven- 
ience to  weigh  where  the  public  good  was  in  question. 

In  canying  out  the  aoove  views  I  did  not  hesitate  to  partially 
disarm  mv  own  ship  by  giving  my  rifle  gun  to  Commander  Smith, 
then  blockading  Ship  Island;  also  my  spare  anchor,  and  all  mv 
buoys.  •  I  furnished  many  of  the  vessels  from  my  own  fit  out  with 
medical  stores.  I  gave  small  arms  and  howitzer,  with  full  allowance 
of  munitions,  to  the  schooner  Wanderer;  also  transferred  16  of  my 
crew  to  the  Colorado  to  complete  her  complement;  in  fact,  depleted 
my  own  outfit  and  resources  to  such  an  extent  [that]  my  efficiency  as 
a  cruiser  is  greatly  impaired. 
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May  I  hope  my  deficiencies  from  these  causes  may  be  renewed  to 
.me  upon  requisition. 

I  hope  the  Department  will  approve  of  my  course,  or  at  least  not 

condemn  my  action  in  the  premises,  under  the  circumstances  stated.

U.  S.  Schooner  Wanderer, 
Key  West,  October  23, 1861. 

Sir  :  Your  communication  of  the  14th  instant  was  received  on  the 
night  of  the  18th,  and  McClenan  sailed  on  the  morning  of  the  19th. 
The  Feamot  was  ordered  by  the  Department  to  discharge  her  provi- 
sions, but  not  her  coal.  She  had  in  1,000  tons.  She  is  leaking  badly, 
\\\ii  not  enough  to  prevent  her  executing  your  orders,  and  as  her  com- 
mander informed  me  that  he  could  take  all  the  packages  on  your 
requisition  that  are  in  store  here,  I  didn't  detain  him  to  discharge  any 
portion  of  his  coal,  and  all  dispatch  has  been  used  to  reload  his  ves- 
sel; but  the  Rhode  Island  having  arrived  yesterday  morning,  and 
without  much  detention  I  could  coal  her  from  the  Feamot,  at  the 
same  time  relieving  the  heavy  weight  in  the  lower  hold  of  the  ship, 
and  she  could  take  in  provisions  at  the  same  time,  I  determined  to 
coal  her  from  that  ship,  at  the  request  of  Commander  Trenchard,  as 
he  informed  me  that  he  could  supply  the  immediate  demands  of  the 
squadron  with  provisions.  The  delay  of  the  Feamot  has  not  been 
more  than  12  hours,  and  will  be  ready  to  sail  to-morrow. 

The  Keystone  State  sailed  from  this  port  on  the  16th  instant  with 
the  prize  steamer  Salvor,  which  she  captured  on  the  night  of  the  14th 
with  arms,  necroes,  etc.,  on  board  from  Havana  bound  to  Tampa. 

The  crew  or  the  schooner  Laura,  that  came  here  under  flag  of  truce 
from  the  mainland,  deserted  her  and  have  ^ne  to  the  mainland.  I 
have  her  in  charge  with  several  sailboats.  The  prizes  that  are  here 
have  not  been  condemned  1^  the  court.  In  obediwice  to  an  order 
from  Flag-Officer  Mervine,  I  transfer  the  accounts  of  the  officers  and 
men  of  this  vessel  to  your  pavmaster. 

I  have  only  one  officer,  and  I  found  it  necessary  to  rate  some  of  the 
crew  to  petty  officers  to  carry  on  the  duty  more  efficiently. 

I  have,  however,  only  rated  a  small  complement  of  petty  officers — 
1  boatswain's  mate,  1  officer's  steward,  1  quartergunner,  2  quarter- 
masters, 1  coxswain,  1  ship's  cook,  who  cooks  for  officers  and  men. 
I  hope  you  will  approve  of  the  above  ratings,  as  I  think  it  is  neces- 
sary under  the  circumstances  to  have  petty  officers  enough  to  keep  a 
good  lookout  at  night,  as  I  have  only  one  officer. 

I  have  on  board  a  coast  pilot,  C.  r,  Williams,  transferred  from  the 
Crusader  to  this  vessel  and  turned  over  to  me  by  Lieutenant  Com- 
manding Breese  as  such.  He  was  on  the  books  of  the  Crusader  and 
his  name  will  be  sent  to  the  paymaster  of  the  flagship,  and  if  it 
receives  this  approbation  of  vou,  you  can  direct  that  his  name  may  be 
placed  on  the  books  of  the  flagship.  He  has  been  receivii^  $60  per 
month,  and  as  it  is  frequently  necessary  for  me  to  shift  my  berth  and 
occasionally  to  go  out  to  the  lighthouse,  I  think  it  will  be  cheaper  to 
employ  him  than  to  take  pilots  as  required.

Havana^  September  26^  1861. 
Sir:  A  letter  from  the  U.  S.  consul  at  Paramaribo,  dated  4th 
instant,  recently  received^  advised  me  that  the  rebel  steamer  Sumter 
was  supplied  with  provisions  and  coal  at  that  place  by  permission  of 
the  autnorities  of  tnat  colony  and  sailed  on  the  31st  of  August.  Two 
men  of  the  crew  deserted  her  and  reported  to  the  consul  the  important 
fact  that  her  engines  can  not  be  run  but  a  few  hours,  owing  to  their 
heating,  and  if  any  of  our  vessels  should  be  in  chase  she  must  keep 
after  the  Sumter  with  the  certainty  of  outrunning  her  in  a  few  hours. 
She  was  expected  to  return  to  Paramaribo  in  a  couple  of  weeks. 

The  consul  further  says  at  the  last  moment  that  he  had  just  re- 
ceived the  information  that  the  Sumter^  when  a  few  miles  outside, 
took  down  her  smoke  pipe  and  completely  changed  her  rig,  so  as  to 
give  her  the  appearance  of  a  common  merchantman. 

The  Bamberg^  of  New  Orleans,  is  npw  discharging  her  cargo  at  the 
wharf  here,  a  portion  of  which  consists  of  arms  and  other  warlike 
articles.  These  are  to  be  deposited  in  the  Government  stores  by 
order  of  the  captain-general.

The  storeship  Feamot  has  to  leave  on  the  25th  with  coal,  stores, 
etc.,  for  the  Gulf  blockading  vessels. 

The  consul  at  Havana  gave  information  to  Major  French,  at  Key 
West,  about  the  14th  instant,  that  a  steamer,  formerly  the  Salvor^ 
but  now  called  the  N.  C.  Perry ^  had  sailed,  having  contrabands,  arms, 
and  ammunition  on  board,  and  clearing  for  Nassau,  but  the  consul 
supposed  was  bound  to  Tampa  Bay.  This  information  was  communi- 
cated immediately  to  Commander  Scott,  of  the  Keystone  State^  which 
had  arrived  the  dav  before  at  Kev  West,  and  who  proceeded  at  once 
to  sea  in  pursuit  of  the  steamer  Perry ^  which  was  fallen  in  with  and 
captured  between  the  Dry  Tortugas  and  Beluka  [Rebeccal  Shoftl. 
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The  Perry  was  steering  north,  the  course  for  Tampa  Bay;  arms, 
ammunition,  etc.,  were  found  on  board. 

The  Keystone  State  returned  to  Key  West  with  the  prize  and 
sailed  from  that  place  the  following  day,  16th  instant,  for  New  York, 
with  the  prize  in  tow. 

The  steamer  Isabel  arrived  in  Havana  from  Charleston  about  the 
19th  or  20th  instant,  having  on  board  ex-Senators  Slidell  and  Mason, 
supposed  to  be  en  route  to  Europe.

Connecticut,  regarding  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  pris- 
oners. 

U.  S.  S.  Connecticut, 
At  Sea,  of  Sandy  Hook,  November  10, 1861. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  list  of  passen^rs  and  prisoners 
who  are  now  on  board  either  by  your  order  or  permission. 

On  the  prisoners  coming  on  board  I  made  enquiry  at  the  com- 
mander's office  for  instructions  as  to  the  manner  these  persons  ought 
to  be  treated.  Captain  Almy  said  it  must  be  left  to  the  discretion  and 
judgment  of  the  commander.  Several  commanding  officers  being 
present,  the  subject  was  generally  discussed,  but  no  decision  was 
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arrived  at,  save  that  the  Department  ought  to  give  instructions  that 
would  be  uniform  in  their  bearing  under  all  the  circumstances  relat- 
ing to  the  general  treatment  of  prisoners  during  this  war,  and  not 
leave  it  an  open  question  to  be  decided  by  the  sympathy  or  prejudice 
entertained  by  the  commanding  oflScer  at  the  time  in  charge  of  them. 
As  the  matter  was  left  to  my  judgment,  I  determined  on  the  course 
to  be  followed  and  embodied  my  view  in  a  letter  of  instructions  on 
the  subject  to  the  executive  officer  of  this  steamer,  a  copy  of  which  I 
enclose. 

One  of  the  passengers,  Lieutenant  Edward  Heaton,  of  the  Army, 
came  on  board  this  morning,  just  before  we  sailed,  with  a  request 
from  Colonel  G.  Loomis  to  me  to  give  him  a  passage  to  Fort  Pick- 
ens. He  was  ordered  per  telegraph  to  proceed  with  all  dispatch  and 
consequently  had  not  time  to  obtain  the  authority  of  the  Navy  De- 
partment. As  this  was  the  first  opportunity  for  that  locality,  I 
assumed  the  authority  of  giving  him  a  passage,  which  action  on  my 
part  will  meet,  I  hope,  your  approval. 

We  left  our  anchorage  at  9  a.  m.  and  proceeded  directly  to  sea. 
The  engines  work  splendidly.  We  are  rather  deep,  a  little  more  so 
than  my  last  voyage,  but  I  have  no.douBl  we  will  go  safely.

Sir:  The  sea  is  about  as  smooth  as  you  have  it  ordinarily  in  the 
roads  when  a  fresh  breeze  is  prevailing.  The  wind  is  most  favorable 
for  the  operation  of  taking  the  ferryboats  to  Commodore  Du  Font's 
fleet,  but  it  seems  the  commanding  officers  of  them  think  differently 
from  me.  I  can  not  and  do  not  approve  their  determination  to 
return.

Sir:  I  captured  in  the  schooner  Adeline  three  persons,  who,  I 
think,  should  be  carried  to  the  North  and  retained  as  prisoners  of 
war.  One  is  a  captain  in  the  service  of  Georgia;  the  other  is  the 
master  of  the  schooner  and  an  old  offender,  who  has  been  running  the 
blockade  for  some  time;  the  third  person  is  a  Bahama  pilot,  too  well 
acauainted  witii  our  Southern  coast  to  continue  much  lonj^r  at  lar^. 
I  nnd  I  must  leave  these  men  at  this  port,  to  be  examined  as  wit- 
nesses, or  I  should  keep  them  on  board  under  my  own  care. 

Will  you  do  me  the  favor  to  take  charge  of  these  persons  and  retain 
them  as  prisoners  in  the  fort  until  I  return  to  reclaim  them,  permit- 
ting, however,  the  civil  authorities,  through  the  proper  officials,  to 
take  their  testimony  ?

The  steamer  sailed  from  New  York 
on  the  13th  of  October  ultimo,  touched  at  Hampton  Roads  and  Key 
West  going  out  and  returning,  reached  Galveston,  tlie  position  of 
the  last  blockading  vessel,  on  the  1st  instant,  and,  after  supplying 
her,  left  the  same  evening  on  the  return  passage.  Flag-Officer  Wil- 
liam W.  McKean,  in  the  Niagara^  was  at  the  South  West  Pass  of  the 
Mississippi  on  the  4th  instant,  and  intended  leaving  for  Ship  Island 
upon  the  arrival  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Mississippi^  which  was  daily  ex- 
pected. The  rifled  gun  received  at  Hampton  Roads  was  placed  on 
board  the  Niagara  and  the  200  IX-inch  solid  shot  were  landed  at 
Ship  Island  by  direction  of  Flag-Officer  William  W.  McKean.  Com- 
mander Smitn,-of  the  steamer  Massa/^husetts^  had  commenced  land- 
ing gims  at  Ship  Island  when  the  Rhode  Island  touched  there  on  the 
5th  instant. 

The  Rhode  Island  touched  at  Port  Royal  to  communicate  with 
Flag-Officer  Du  Pont,  and  by  his  direction  received  from  the  U.  S. 
frigate  Waba^sh  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  wrecked  steamer  Gov- 
ernor^ for  a  passage  North.  The  steamer  Connecticut^  on  her  outward 
passage,  arrived  at  Port  Royal  on  the  15th  instant.  The  mails  from 
the  blockading  squadrons  for  the  Department  were  forwarded  from 
Hampton  Roads,  supposing  that  they  would  reach  their  destination 
earlier  than  if  taken  and  sent  from  New  York. 

The  Rhode  Island  brings  home,  by  order  of  Flag-Officer  McKean, 
30  boxes  containing  presents,  sent  by  the  Emperor  of  Japan  to  the 
U.  S.  Government  by  the  U.  S.  steam  frigate  Niagara,

Sir  :  Yours  of  this  day's  date  has  been  received,  asking  the  release 
of  Captain  Angus  Smith,  John  H.  McKenney,*  and  John  Mooney, 
persons  belonging  to  the  prize  schooner  Adeline^  captured  by  me  on 
or  about  the  lYth  day  of  November  last,  stating  your  reason  for  this 
request  that  they  are  British  subjects. 

I  had  determined  to  take  these  persons  to  the  North  and  deliver 
them  to  the  custody  of  the  U.  S.  marshal  at  New  York,  subject  to 
the  future  orders  of  the  U.  S.  Government,  believing  sincerely  that 
the  said  persons  were  perfectly  aware  of  the  purpose  and  object  of 
the  voyage,  and  had  a  full  knowledge  of  the  consequences  likely  to 
ensue  m  case  of  capture,  this  transaction  being  clearly  in  violence 
of  the  express  commands  of  her  Majesty's  Government. 

However,  as  you  have  requested,  I  have  so  far  reconsidered,  and 
do  modify  my  intention  (upon  advisement  yesterday  stated  to  you), 
as  to  agree  to  permit  the  liberation  of  the  three  persons  above  men- 
tioned, upon  the  condition  that  they  will  give  me  their  written  prom- 
ise not  to  again  embark  in  a  like  enterprise,  or  interfere  with  the 
legitimate  object  of  the  U.  S.  Government  in  suppressing  the  wicked 
and  causeless  rebellion  now  unhappily  existing  in  our  once  happy 
and  prosperous  country.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Trenchard^  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  V.  8.  S. 

Rhode  Island^  regarding  the  detention  of  the  British  schooner 

Phantom. 

U.  S.  S.  Rhode  Island, 
Off  Cape  Fear^  December  9, 1861. 

Snt :  I  have  to  report  that  last  night,  when  15  miles  southeast  of 
Cape  Lookout,  falling  in  with  the  British  schooner  Phantom^  thirteen 
days  from  St.  Johns,  Island  of  Antigua,  West  Indies,  upon  the 
examination  of  her  papers  found  that  she  had  been  boarded  the  day 
before  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Mownt  Vernon^  informed  of  the  blockade,  and 
warned  oflf,  the  vessel's  cargo  consisting  of  sugar  and  molasses,  and 
she  had  cleared  for  New  York.  As  the  schooner  was  some  3  miles 
nearer  shore  than  when  boarded  the  day  before  by  the  Mount  Vernon^ 
is  clipper  built,  and  is  evidently  a  fast  sailing  vessel,  I  deemed  it  to 
be  my  duty  to  take  her  in  tow,  proceed  with  her  oflf  Beaufort  (which 
was  near  by),  and  confer  with  Captain  Glisson,  tlie  senior  blockading 
officer  there,  as  to  her  disposition.  After  our  arrival  at  Beaufort  this 
morning  Captain  Glisson  and  myself  proceeded  on  board  the  Phan- 
tom^ and  upon  arriving  there  were  met  by  her  captain,  who  protested 
against  the  seizure  of  the  vessel  upon  the  ground  of  its  having  been 
calm  from  the  time  he  had  been  .warned  oflf  by  the  Mount  Vernon 
up  to  the  moment  that  the  schooner  had  been  boarded  by  the  Rhode 
Island^  and  upon  a  critical  examination  of  her  log  book  it  confirmed 
the  captain's  statement.  Commander  Glisson  then  decided,  in  con- 
sequence of  its  being  calm,  the  vessel  had  only  changed  her  position 
by  drifting  during  the  interval  that  she  had  been  boarded  by  the 
two  vessels.  He  directed  me  then  to  permit  her  to  continue  her 
voyage  to  New  York.  After  supplying  the  vessels  off  Beaufort,  the 
Rhode  Island  towed  the  Phantom  out  to  nearly  the  position  where 
boarded  and  permitted  her  to  continue  her  voyage,  the  steamer  pro- 
ceeding on  her  course  southward.

Report  of  Commander  WoodhuU^  V.  S.  Navy^  explaining  failure  to 
deliver  dispatches  to  U.  S.  bark  Ethan  Allen.

Commodore:  I  delivered  all  the  dispatches  you  entrusted  to  my 
care,  save  that  for  the  ship  Ethan  Allen.    I  arrived  off  the  bar  at 
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Tampa  Bay  earfy  in  the  evening  and  ran  the  Connecticut  in  2^ 
fathoms  water,  making  signals,  and  steaming  around  from  point  to 
point  without  seeing  the  Allen  or  attracting  her  attention.  We 
wasted  three  hours  in  thus  doing,  without  success.  I  then  conchided 
to  proceed  on  my  voyage,  my  coals  being  short.  This  will  be  my  ex- 
planation for  the  failure  of  delivering  your  dispatch  to  the  said 
ship,  but  I  have  made  arrangements  to  have  them  delivered  by  the 
Rhode  Island  on  her  outward  trip. 

On  my  arrival  at  Key  West  1  learned  that  the  Ethan  Allen  was 
lyinc  within  the  bay  at  about  3  miles  from  the  bar.

Sir  :  Under  advisement  of  Judge  Marvin,  I  have  concluded  to  lib- 
erate Captain  Angus  Smith,  John  H.  McKenney,  and  John  Mooney 
claimed  by  her  Majesty's  vice-consul  as  British  subjects. 

I  do  this  not  approving  the  act,  but  because  advised  to  do  so  by 
the  highest  legal  official  authority  in  this  port. 

You  will  please,  therefore,  at  your  own  convenience,  discharge  the 
said  three  prisoners  from  custody  and  permit  them  to  go  at  large. 

I  shall  retain  Captain  B.  H.  Hardee  as  a  prisoner  oi  war  and  take 
him  to  the  North,  to  be  dealt  with  as  the  U.  S.  Government  may  elect. 
Will  you  please  deliver  him  to  the  officer  who  will  hand  you  this. 

Please  accept  my  thanks  for  the  courteous  attention  you  have  shown 
to  my  requests  in  this  unpleasant  matter.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  we  arrived  off  this  place  on 
the  10th  instant,  all  well.    *     *    *     I  found  on  this  station  the  U.  S. 
sloop  Preble  and  Feamot,  supply  ship.    I  was  in  hopes  of  obtaining 
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some  coal  from  the  latter  vessel,  but  am  unable  to  do  so,  as  she  is  so 
light.  The  captain,  however,  will  endeavor,  if  expedient,  to  give  us 
30  or  50  tons  on  his  return  from  the  Scmtee.

Report  of  Commander  Woodhtdl^  U.  S.  Navy^  com/manding  U.  S.  S. 
Connecticut^  of  arrival  at  New  York  and  referring  to  capture  of 
schooners  Adeline  and  Zeland, 

U.  S.  S.  CONNECJnCUT, 

Brooklyn  Navy  Yard^  Decenvber  17^  1861. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  my  arrival  at  this  port  after  an 
absence  of  thirty -six  days.  During  my  voyage  I  have  visited,  going 
out  and  returning,  all  the  vessels  of  the  blockading  fleets  south  of 
Cape  Hatteras  and  in  the  Gulf,  also  entered  Hampton  Roads,  Port 
Royal,  and  the  Savannah  River,  communicating  with  all  the  flag- 
ships, and  being  the  medium  of  keeping  the  communication  open  to 
the  commanders  of  the  different  fleets  and  of  the  individual  ships 
under  their  orders. 

During  the  cruise  we  have  overhauled  some  fourteen  vessels  in  the 
Gulf  and  on  the  coast  and  ascertained  their  character  and  notified 
them  of  the  existing  blockade,  a  list  of  which  I  enclose.    While  thus 

Eursuing  this  police  duty  I  was  so  fortunate  as  to  capture  two  prizes, 
oth  under  English  protection  and  flying  the  English  flag.  Both 
vessels  were  sent  to  Key  West  for  adjudication.  For  the  particulars 
of  the  captures  I  send  you  copies  of  my  letters  to  the  U.  S.  district 
judge  at  Key  West.  Among  the  persons  on  board  the  schooner 
Adeline  (one  of  the  above  prizes)  was  a  citizen  of  Georgia,  Captain 
Hardee,  commanding  a  company  of  artillery,  now  located  in  one  of 
the  forts  near  Savannah.  He  was  connected  with  the  Adeline  as  her 
supercargo,  and  by  his  own  acknowledgment  a  bearer  of  dispatches 
from  Messrs.  Mason  and  Slidell,  which  documents  he  threw  over- 
board a  few  moments  before  our  boat  boarded  the  schooner.  I  under- 
stand also  that  he  is  a  nephew  of  Colonel  Hardee,  late  of  the  U.  S. 
Army,  now  a  general  of  the  rebel  forces.  He  is  of  an  influential 
family,  who  doubtless  will  use  great  exertion  to  obtain  his  release 
or  exchange.  Under  these  circumstances  I  determined  to  bring  him 
North  ana  place  him  in  charge  of  the  U.  S.  marshal  at  New  York  to 
await  the  further  orders  of  the  Government.  It  was  also  my  desire 
to  bring  with  me  the  captain  of  the  Adeline^  her  pilot,  and  mate — 
"  old  offenders  "— Jiaving  by  their  own  admission  and  other  evidence 
satisfactorily  proved  that  they  have  run  the  blockade  several  times 
before,  but  as  they  were  claimed  as  British  subjects  by  her  Britannic 
Majesty's  vice-consul  at  Key  West,  I  did,  by  advice  (though  not  by 
my  own  judgment)  of  Judge  Marvin,  conclude  to  liberate  them,  first, 
however,  causing  the  said  consul  to  furnish  me  their  written,  personal 
obligation,  under  oath,  not  to  again  embark  in  a  like  enterprise  lOr 
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interfere  with  the  legitimate  object  of  the  U.  S.  Government  in  sup- 
pressing the  rebellion.  I  recommend  that  Captain  Hardee  be  re- 
tairfed  as  a  prisoner  of  war. 

One  of  the  prizes,  the  schooner  Zeland^  captured  off  Tampa  Bay, 
on  being  boarded,  was  found  to  be  ballast  laden.  I  think,  however, 
as  she  had  plenty  of  time  to  make  way  with  the  cargo,  did  so,  during 
the  interval  of  our  first  seeing  her  and  on  getting  up  with  the 
schooner.  I  have  no  doubt  in  my  mind  but  that  she  was  endeavoring 
to  get  in  one  of  the  too  many  openings  in  the  coast  near  the  locality 
we  found  her,  but  being  frustrated  in  the  intention  the  captain  de- 
voted his  spare  time  in  putting  on  such  an  air  of  innocence  which, 
I  regret  to  say,  took  so  well  with  the  judge  before  whom  his  case 
was  carried  as  to  induce  him  to  discharge  her,  although  admitting  at 
the  time  that  the  evidence  was  very  strong  against  her. 

The  prize  schooner  Adeline  was,  however,  condemned,  and  by 
order  of  the  court  to  be  sold,  including  her  cargo,  outfit,  and  apparel, 
for  the  benefit  of  those  concerned.  She  contained  a  large  quantity 
of  coffee,  sugar,  lead,  and  a  variety  of  other  articles.  On  examina- 
tion of  the  cargo,  we  found  concealed  a  box  of  officer's  fine  swords, 
in  number  some  thirty,  which  I  declined  to  permit  to  be  sold,  and 
have  retained  them  in  my  possession  till  the  wishes  of  the  Depart- 
ment are  declared  as  to  their  disposition. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that,  as  the  majoritjr  of  the  captures 
made  by  our  cruisers  contain  many  of  the  articles  in  every-day  use 
in  the  Navy  and  Army,  and  largely  purchased  at  open  market  for 
immediate  use,  and  consequently  high  prices,  whether  it  would  not 
be  a  great  saving  to  the  Government  to  have  the  coffee  and  sugar 
transferred  at  once  to  the  Government  stores;  by  law  one-half  the 
cargo  of  all  the  captures  revert  to  Government.  To  make  my  views 
more  clear,  suppose  that  a  cargo  of  coffee  is  taken  and  condemned, 
her  invoices  show  its  value  to  oe  16  cents  per  pound.  Now,  if  the 
Government  take  it  at  that  valuation,  and  owning  by  law  one-half, 
it  is  clear  to  perceive  that  this  very  necessary  article  of  provision 
will  stand  chargeable  at  only  8  cents,  the  balance  to  be  credited  to 
whomever  it  may  concern.  This  will  prevent  a  sacrifice,  bad  man- 
agement of  prize  agents,  and  be  a  real  benefit  and  gain  to  the  Gov- 
ernment. I  make  this  suggestion  with  the  respectful  desire  to  show 
the  Department  where  a  great  saving  might  be  effected,  and  also  in 
view  of  the  immense  quantity  of  coffee  and  sugar  now  en  route  in 
captured  vessels  from  the  Gulf. 

Accompanying  this  I  also  send  you  abstracts  of  my  outward  and 
return  voyages.  In  this  you  will  see  the  position  as  near  as  can  be 
judged  of  every  vessel  prosecuting  the  blockade  of  the  coast.    I  take 

Seat  pleasure  in  stating  to  the  Department  that  the  blockade  from 
atteras  to  Galveston  is  complete  and  thorough,  save  in  one  particu- 
lar— Berwick  Bay  can  not  claim  to  be  blockaded.  The  Preole.  said 
to  be  attending  to  that  duty,  is  too  distant  from  the  entrance  or  said 
bay  (being  17  miles  S.  ^  W.  of  Shell  Key  light)  even  to  make  a 
pretense  of  guarding  that  important  outlet  of  the  commerce  of  New 
Orleans.  I  brought  this  matter  to  the  notice  of  Flag-Officer  McKean, 
who  will  doubtless  take  some  order  regarding  it. 

The  health  and  spirits  of  the  officers  of  the  vessels  generally  is 
most  excellent,  all  desiring  to  have  a  nearer  and  more  mtimate  ac- 
quaintance  with  the  enemy.  Di,«zed.yGoogle 
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I  also  send  an  abstract  showing  the  kind  and  quantity  of  the  sup- 
plies furnished  each  vessel  visited. 

I  bring  with  me  a  large  number  of  persons  as  passengers,  sick, 
wounded,  and  prisoners,  received  from  the  different  ships  of  all  the 
blockading  fleets  and  fr(mi  Fort  Pickens ;  a  full  and  comprehensive 
list  also  accompanies  this. 

On  the  way  to  Hampton  Roads,  I  regret  to  say,  I  had  several  cases 
of  small-pox.  I  endeavored  to  have  them  landed  at  Fortress  Monroe, 
fearing  the  consequence  to  the  blockading  vessels  with  which  I  had 
to  communicate  if  retained  on  board  the  Camiecticut  and  the  disease 
should  spread.  I  appealed  to  Flag-Officer  Goldsborough  for  per- 
mission to  do  so,  which  he  peremptorily  refused.  I  therefore  was 
compelled  to  proceed  on  my  voyage  with  them,  but  am  happy  to  in- 
form the  Department  that  owing  to  the  precautions  taken  by  my 
orders,  such  as  isolating  the  sick  from  .the  crew  by  building  a  sick 
ward  in  the  after  part  of  the  steamer,  and  not  permitting  the  knowl- 
edge of  this  dreadful  disease  being  on  board  promulgated,  arrested 
its  spreading. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  officers  and  crew  are  now  in  full  enjoy- 
ment of  health.

Sib:  On  the  afternoon  of  the  26th  it  was  reported  to  me  that  a 
schooner  (said  to  be  a  prize),  with  the  name  ^'Jane  Campbell,  of  Liv- 
erpool," painted  on  her  stern,  had  just  anchored  and  was  displaying 
the  English  flag  hoisted  under  the  flag  of  the  United  States.  I  imme- 
diately ordered  my  boat  and  pulled  alongside  of  the  said  schooner.  I 
then  explained  to  her  captain  (an  acting  master  in  charge)  that  we 
were  not  yet  at  war  with  England  and  that  he  was  offering  a  needless 
and  intentional  insult  to  the  English  sentiments  and  respect  for  their 
flag,  and  directed  him  to  remove  it  at  onoe.  which  order  he  was  so  slow 
to  comply  with  that  I  at  once  called  on  Cfaptain  Meade,  of  the  North 
Carolina,  and  requested  his  interference.  Captain  Meade  at  once  sent 
a  peremptory  order  to  haul  down  the  said  flags,  and  then  and  there 
put  a  stop  to  this  disgraceful  exhibition. 

As  it  was  a  circumstance  that  would  not  brook  delay,  I  assumed  the 
authority  which  properly  belonged  to  the  officers  of  the  yard.  I  hope 
my  motive  for  irregularity  in  this  matter  will  be  my  apology  for 
thus  anticipating  their  action  in  the  premises. 

I  understand  these  flags,  disposed  as  thus  reported,  were  hoisted 
at  the  Sandy  Hook  and  were  thus  flaunted  in  the  presence  of  the 
French  squadron  and  other  foreign  men-of-war  in  the  harbor,  besides 
the  hundreds  of  British  merchantmen  at  our  docks  then  wearing 
their  flags  at  half-mast  in  respect  to  the  memory  of  Prince  Albert

Rhode  Island,  an/nowncing  arrival  at  Hampton  Roads  from  supply 

trip. 

U.  S.  S.  Rhomb  Island, 
Hampton  Roads,  January  16, 186B. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  here  of  this  vessel  on 
her  way  to  Philadelphia. 

The  Rhode  Island  sailed  from  New  York  on  the  5th  ultimo  on 
her  usual  voyage  to  the  blockading  vessels,  reaching  Galveston, 
Texas,  the  position  of  the  last  vessels,  on  the  27th  uRimo,  touch- 
ing "  at  all  ports  in  possession  of  the  United  States  "  en  route  there^ 
and  leaving  Galveston  on  her  return  the  same  evening. 

Flag-OflS;er  McKean,  with  the  Niagara,  remained  at  Ship  Island 
on  the  31st  ultimo. 

Early  on  the  morning  of  the  1st  instant  an  expedition  under 
Commander  Smith,  with  the  steamers  New  London,  Water  Witch, 
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and  the  captured  steamer  Lewis^  with  a  detachment  of  seamen,  left 
Ship  Island  for  Mississippi  Sound  with  a  view  of  cutting  out  some 
schooners  anchored  off  Biloxi.  As  one  of  the  steamers  was  seen  re- 
turning with  some  two  or  three  schooners  in  tow  when  the  Rhode 
Island  was  leaving,  the  impression  was  on  board  the  Niagara  that 
the  expedition  had  proved  successful. 

On  arriving  off  Fort  Pickens  at  3  p.  m.  on  the  1st,  Colonel  Brown 
opened  fire  on  the  rebel  steamer  Timey  which  had  attempted  to  land 
supplies  at  the  navy  yard.  The  fire  from  Fort  Pickens  was  at  once 
replied  to  by  the  batteries  on  the  opposite  side,  and  a  brisk  bom- 
bardment kept  up  until  6  p.  m.,  when  Fort  Pickens  ceased  firing 
until  between  10  and  11  p.  m.,  when  a  few  shells  were  thrown  from 
it  into  the  navy  yard,  setting  fire  to  a  line  of  storehouses  recently 
built  in  the  rear  of  the  oflScers'  quarters.  The  fire  was  so  extensive 
that  the  reflection  from  it  was  seen  at  the  distance  of  35  miles  sea- 
ward. The  rebels  continued  firing  at  intervals  during  the  night. 
Early  on  the  morning  of  the  2d  Fort  Pickens  fired  a  few  shells, 
which  not  being  responded  to  by  the  rebel  batteries,  the  bombard- 
ment ceased. 

No  one  was  injured  at  Fort  Pickens,  and  the  loss  on  the  oppo- 
site side  had  not  been  ascertained. 

At  the  request  of  Colonel  Brown  a  passage  was  given  to  6  rebel 
deserters  (prisoners)  and  3  discharged  U.  S.  soldiers  from  Fort 
Pickens. 

The  Rhode  Island  touched  at  Port  Royal  on  her  return,  leaving 
there  on  the  morning  of  the  12th.  The  steamer  Connecticut  arrived 
at  Port  Royal  on  the  evening  of  the  11th. 

Corporal  William  Toombs,  of  the  Marine  Corps  (prisoner),  was 
landed  at  Tortugas  on  the  19th  December. 

A  heavy  northeast  gale  was  experienced,  commencing  on  the  13th 
on  Cape  Lookout  and  histing  over  thirty-six  hours ;  this,  together  with 
thick  weather,  prevented  communication  at  Hatter  as  Inlet,  and 
tended  to  protract  the  passage  to  this  port. 

Eighty  vessels  have  been  supplied  during  the  late  voyage  of  the 
Rhode  Island^  being  24  more  than  the  preWous  one. 

The  running  time  of  the  steamer,  after  taking  off  the  additional 
stoppages  and  delays,  compares  very  favorably  with  any  of  her 
previous  trips.

Sir:  I  have  just  been  notified  that  a  large  amount  of  powder  will 
have  to  go  in  this  ship  for  the  use  of  the  Gulf  Squadron  (and  it 
ought  to  go).  The  dimculty  is  where  it  is  to  be  stowed  to  ensure  its 
safety  and  that  of  the  steamer.  Our  magazine  is  now  full,  its  dimen- 
sions are  of  the  smallest  character,  and  it  is  incapable  of  receiving 
another  package ;  neither  is  there  room  in  the  magazine  passages,  they 
being  only  large  enough  to  give  passage  to  those  employed  in  the 
ma^zine.

I 
have  also  given  instructions  to  the  flac-officers  of  the  blockading 
squadrons,  so  that  a  similar  condition  lor  the  release  of  prisoners 
found  on  board  of  prizes  or  vessels  charged  with  a  breach  of  the 
blockade  may  not  in  future  be  exacted.

Sir:  I  have  delivered  all  that  was  destined  for  this  place.  All 
that  is  required  is  your  permission  for  the  Connecticut  to  continue 
her  voyage. 

Your  purser  makes  too  large  a  requisition  at  one  time  for  beef, 
more  than  I  am  permitted  by  my  instructions  to  deliver ;  also,  I  desire 
to  say  that  it  ought  all  be  delivered  at  once,  and  not,  as  has  been,  at 
two  or  three  intervals.  It  is  impossible  to  determine  the  necessary 
quantity  of  ice  to  be  delivered  if  this  manner  of  delivery  is  contin- 
ued. Yesterday  about  2,000  pounds  of  ice  were  issued  to  the  Wahash 
for  only  700  pounds  of  beef,  and  again  the  demand  for  ice  is  renewed.

An  officer  and  prize  crew  were  placed  on  board  and  directed  to 
proceed  with  the  Venus  to  Ship  Island. 

Flag-Officer  McKean  decided,  as  the  character  of  the  vessel  was 
such  as  to  render  her  unsea worthy  on  our  northern  coast  at  this  sea-  * 
son  and  her  light  draft  of  water  would  adapt  her  to  harbor  service, 
he  would,  upon  her  arrival,  retain  her  for  that  duty  and  transfer  the 
cargo  to  the  XJ.  S.  ship  Supply  for  New  York,  subject  to  the  orders  of 
the  XJ.  S.  district  judge  at^  that  place,  and  to  whom  all  the  papers 
found  on  board  the  prize  will  be  forwarded,  and  the  prisoners  turned 
over  to  the  U.  S.  marshal  at  Philadelphia.

Sir  :  On  the  afternoon  of  Friday,  January  17,  1862,  about  4  p.  m., 
a  suspicious  sail  was  reported  in  sight,  some  5  miles  distant.    We  gave 
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immediate  chase,  and  at  4 :  20  came  up  with  her.  On  getting  along- 
side, English  colors  were  hoisted  by  the  schooner.  In  answer  to  our 
hidl  it  was  stated  that  she  was  the  English  schooner  Emrrui^  last  from 
Havana,  bound  to  St.  John,  New  Brunswick.  I  had  her  boarded 
and  all  her  papers  brought  to  me  for  examination.  The  character 
of  these  papers  was  such,  coupled  with  the  peculiarity  that  all  the 
persons  (with  one  exception)  on  board  were^  Americans  of  Southern 
birth  or  proclivity,  with  other  suspicious  facts,  determined  me  to 
bring  her  in  as  a  prize  to  the  Connecticut^  and  so  announced  it  to 
her  captain.  Havmg  arrived  at  this  conclusion,  I  sent  on  board  a 
prize  master  and  crew,  also  removed  all  the  persons  belonging  to  the 
schooner  on  board  my  ship,  then  took  her  in  tow  and  proceeded  on 
my  voyage  to  Key  West,  with  the  view  of.  passing  her  over  for  ad- 
judication to  the  United  States  officials  having  authority  in  the 
premises. 

By  the  papers  enclosed  you  will  see  that  she  was  an  American  vessel 
up  to  or  about  the  20th  December  last;  also  that  she  had  only  a  few 
davs  previous  successfully  rim  the  blockade  off  Apalachicola  with  a 
valuaDle  cargo  of  tar,  turpentine,  etc.,  which  was  disposed  of  at 
Havana.  Her  present  cargo  consists  of  materials  necessary  to  the 
enemy,  also  a  portion  is  of  that  species  not  likely  to  be  exported  from 
Havana  to  any  port  in  the  British  possessions,  for  example,  shoe 
thread,  spool  cotton,  soap,  tourniquets,  barrels  of  oran^,  and  some 
40  bunches  of  bananas ;  besides,  the  amount  of  provisions  on  board 
was  insufficient  for  so  long  a  voyage,  especially  at  this  season  of  the 
year.  I  would  also  draw  your  attention  to  the  large  number  of 
articles  among  the  officers'  effects,  claimed  to  be  for  the  use  of  their 
families,  such  as  ladies'  shoes,  fans,  hats,  parasols,  cloaks,  children's 
dolls,  picture  books,  etc.,  speaking  as  plainly  as  possible  the  animus 
as  to  her  destination. 

Her  papers,  though  few,  clearly  prove  her  late  character  and  her 
late  intentions.  A  memorandum  Ix)ok  found  among  the  effects  of 
Mr.  Birch  contains  a  clear,  succinct,  and  graphic  account  of  the 
voyage  from  St.  George's  to  Havana,  including  the  evasion  of  the 
blockade,  etc.,  also  a  telegraphic  dispatch  announcing  to  the  said 
Mr.  Birch  (supposed  supercargo  or  part  owner  of  the  cargo),  telling 
him  the  blockade  is  removed  and  he  can  return  by  the  nrst  con- 
veyance. 

Among  the  persons  on  board  is  a  Mr.  B.  Ellison,  who  acted  as 
captain  of  the  schooner  on  her  successful  voyage  from  Apalachicola 
to  Havana.  He  is  represented  to  be  a  wealthy  merchant  at  the 
former  place  and  an  old  resident  of  that  part  of  the  country.  Mr. 
John  N.  Birch  is  a  citizen  of  Columbus,  Ga.,  a  merchant  of  consider- 
able means^  and  his  family  reside  at  that  place.  Captain  Marks, 
though  claiming  to  be  a  Connecticut-bom  man,  is  nevertheless  a 
Southern  man  by  adoption,  his  domicile  being  in  Apalachicola,  where 
his  wife  and  children  are  now  residing.  The  cook,  a  colored  man  (a 
light  mulatto) ,  claiming  to  be  Captain  Ellison's  servant,  is  doubtless 
a  slave,  and  says  he  is  a  South  Cfarolinian.  This  man  I  desire  par- 
ticularly to  call  to  your  notice.  On  the  question  being  asked  him 
what  use  the  oranges  and  bananas  were  to  be  put  to,  and  whether 
they  were  for  the  crew,  he  answered,  "No;  we  have  had  nothing 
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to  do  with  them.    Captain  Ellison  laid  them  in  as  presents  to  his 
friends."    Comment  is  unnecessary. 

I  feel  fully  lustified  in  the  course  I  have  pursued  as  r^[ards  this 
capture,  and  also  the  fullest  confidence  in  the  honor  and  justice  of 
the  law  authorities  of  Key  West.  Under  these  cricumstanes  I  rest 
my  cause  without  further  comments. 

I  enclose  all  the  papers  connected  with  the  case,  and  all  that  now 
remains  for  me  to  do  is  to  hold  the  schooner  subject  to  your  order. 

The  schooner  was  captured  24  miles  S.  E.  by  E.  from  Jupiter  Inlet, 
and  about  12  miles  distant,  east  of  Florida  coast.

Mr  Dear  Commodore  :  I  arrived  here  on  Monday,  having  visited 
all  the  vessels  of  the  blockade.  I  find  the  Marion,  Sagamore, 'and 
Mohawk  almost  out  of  provisions,  especially  bread.  I  supplied  them 
each  six  or  seven  days'  rations,  all  I  could  spare  from  my  own  stores. 
It  was  my  intention  to  have  sent  immediately  on  my  arrival  here 
the  provisions  and  articles  mo^  absolutely  necessarv,  so  that  the 
continuation  of  the  blockade  might  not  be  interrupted  by  the  neces- 
sary leaving  of  these  vessels  to  seek  it  for  themselves.  Fortunately, 
I  foimd  here  the  Santiago  de  Cuba^  Captain  Ridgely.  He  was  on 
the  point  of  sailing  for  a  cruise  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  above- 
named  vessels.  I  got  him  to  make  a  requisition  for  the  most  necessary 
articles,  and  he  has  them  now  on  board^  and  before  many  days  this 
part  of  your  well-conducted  blockade  will  be  again  safe  beyond  per- 
adventure. 

I  hope,  sir,  you  will  not  think  me  too  officious,  but  what  I  have 
done  or  was  about  to  do  must  be  attributed  to  my  zeal  and  earnestness 
in  the  cause. 

The  three  Spanish  gentlemen  taken  <mi  board  the  Major  Barbour 
and  ordered  by  you  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  United  States 
district  judge  at  New  York  have  claimed  the  interference  of  the  Span- 
idi  consul  at  this  place,  who  made  a  demand  on  me  for  their  release, 
which  I  answered  by  stating  they  were  not  prisoners,  but  simply 
witnesses  concerning  the  capture  of  said  schooner,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose are  but  passengers  on  board  the  Connecticut.    I  have  heard 
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nothing  further  on  the  subject.    I  shall  consequently  proceed  m  the 
premises  as  if  nothing  had  occurred  relating  to  the  subject.

Report  of  Comma/nder*  Colvocoresses^  U.  S.  Navy^  commumding 
v.  S.  ship  Supply^  transmitting  evidence  in  the  case  of  captured 
schooner  Stephen  Hart 

U.  S.  Ship  Supply, 
New  York,  February  13, 186». 
Snt:  I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  the  Department  the  following 
extract  copied  from  the  log  book  of  the  U.  S.  ship  Sup^^ly,  the  ship 
under  my  command,  and  which  has  just  returned  to  tnis  port  from 
Ship  Island. 

At  sea  January  29,  1862,  latitude  24"  12'  N.,  longitude  82**  31'  W.,  from 
meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  The  strange  fore-topsail  schooner  ahead,  distant  about  3 
miles.  At  1  p.  m.  she  tacked  and  stood  to  the  soirthward.  VtThen  abeam  of 
us,  we  also  tacked  to  close  up  with  her.  At  1 :  15  p.  m.  hoisted  our  colors  and 
fired  a  shot  from  the  port  bow  gun  across  her  bow,  which  she  took  no  notice 
of.  Tacked  ship  and  stood  ten  minutes  to  the  northward  and  eastward,  when 
we  tacked  again.  Fired  another  gun  across  her  bow,  which  she  also  took  no 
notice  of,  but  seemed  to  edge  away  to  avoid  u&  Fired  the  third  time,  when 
she  hauled  down  her  flying  Jib  and  hove  aback,  showing  English  colors;  but 
being  a  sui^icious-looking  vessel,  sent  a  boat  alongside,  with  Acting  Masters 
Thomas  W.  Johnson  and  George  B.  Almy  to  examine  her  papers  and  cargo. 
In  a  few  moments  after,  Mr.  Almy  returned  and  reported  that  the  cargo  con- 
sisted of  contraband  goods,  nor  could  the  master  of  the  vessel  show  a  manifest 
or  bins  of  lading.  This  being  the  case,  the  boat  was  sent  back  to  bring  on 
board  this  ship  the  master  and  her  flrst  officer,  for  the  purpose  of  enquiring 
into  the  matter.  As  their  explanations  were  not  satisfactory,  but  on  the 
contrary  showed  fraudulent  intentions,  Commander  Ck>lvocore88es  ordered  her 
to  be  seised,  and,  having  put  on  board  a  prize  master  and  crew,  both  vessels 
made  sail  and  stood  on  their  course  toward  New  York.  H^  name,  according 
to  her  clearance,  is  Stephen  Hart,  of  Liverpool,  England. 

Formerly  she  was  known  as  the  Tamavlipas^  sailed  under  the 
rebel  flag,  and  was  owned  by  parties  residing  in  iNew  Orleans. 

The  accompanying  papers,  marked  questions  and  answers,  and 
package  No.  2,  containing  the  private  correspondence  of  the  first 
officer,  will  give  further  light  on  the  subject;  sufficient,  I  believe,  to 
justify  my  entire  action  in  the  matter,  and  insure  the  confiscation 
of  the  vessel  and  cargo  before  any  court  of  admiralty. 

She  arrived  here  m  company  with  this  ship  and  lays  anchored 
off  the  navy  yard,  and  I  have  reported  her  to  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  station.  Commodore  Paulding.

He  was  not  when  the  powder  came,  but  was  when  the  rifles  were 
received,  to  the  best  of  my  recollection.

Answer.  To  Cuba  and  Sierra  Leone,  Africa,  according  to  articles. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  any  papers  which  tell  anjrthing  about 
the  disposition  of  the  cargo?  . 

Answer.  There  were  some  papers  giren  to  me  by  the  captain  of  the  schooner 
last  evening  and  left  at  the  foot  of  his  berth.  He  told  me  if  he  sent  for  the 
papers  I  should  know  where  to  flnd  them.  When  he  came  back  to  the  schooner 
I  asked  him  if  he  wanted  those  papers ;  he  said  he  had  already  got  tl^em.  The 
conversation  was  betwe^i  us,  there  being  no  other  person  within  hearing.  We 
were  in  his  stateroom  at  the  time  with  the  door  closed,    v 

Question.  Did  you  receive  a  package  of  papers  from  the  first 
officer  before  the  vessel  was  boaraed? 

Answer.  Yes,  sir ;  I  did ;  and  put  them  away  in  a  '*  teapot" 
Question.  What  became  of  those  papers? 
Answer.  They  were  found  by  the  boarding  officer. 

Question.  Did  the  first  officer  seem  anxious  or  imeasy  when  he 
handed  the  package  to  you  to  conceal? 
Answer.  Yes,  sir ;  he  did. 

Question.  Did  he  ask  for  the  package  when  he  returned  to  the 
schooner  to  get  his  clothes. 

Answer.  Yes,  sir;  the  first  thing  he  said  to  me  was,  "Have  you  those 
papers?*'  I  told  him  they  were  found  by  the  officer,  and  he  took  possession 
of  them.

Answer.  He  said,  "Why  in  heU  didn't  you  destroy  them?''  and  I  do  also 
remember  his  using  this  language,  "  By  God,  I  am  done.*'

Dear  Sir:  Mr.  Leonard,  chief  officer  of  the  ship  Alexander^  and 
I  had  some  private  conversation  this  morning  conoeming  some 
things  which  I  need  not  now  repeat.  ^  regards  any  information 
that  I  might  give  as  regards  the  entrance  to  the  harbor  of  Charles- 
ton, in  case  you  should  make  an  attempt  to  go  in  there,  I  can  only 
say  that  the  wrecks  that  have  been  sunk  there  on  the  main  ship  s 
bar  are  now  no  hindrance  to  anv  vessel  drawing  16  feet  of  water^ 
and  the  so-called  new  channel,  whi<^  lies  about  3  miles  to  the  N.  E. 
of  the  out-bar  channel,  has  the  same  depth  of  water.  A  vessel 
drawing  not  over  10  feet  of  water  can  safely  make  for  the  channel 
by  havmg  the  C.  light-house  to  bear  N.  W.  i  W.  to  N.  W.  by  W., 
but  not  to  bear  to  the  westward  of  the  latter  courge.  When  4J  to  5 
miles  southeast  from  the  light-house — ^the  over  all  or  North  Channel 
I  am  not  acquainted  with-— the  back  channel,  I  think,  would  be  the 
safest  to  attempt  to  enter  if  you  have  time  and  dayli^t  in  vour 
favor,  because  you  could  easily  get  a  pilot  or  some  one  irom. 
Sullivan's  Islana  to  take  you  through  the  narrow  channel  off  Fort 
Moultrie.  The  chart  of  Charleston  Harbor  in  the  book  called  the 
U.  S.  Coast  Survey  will  be  your  best  guide.  There  are  not  any 
lights  or  buoys  to  guide  anyone  to  enter  the  harbor  of  Charles- 
ton or  any  other  port  on  the  Southern  coast,  thus  the  lead  and 
strict  lookout  must  be  your  pilot  as  there  are  i^o  pilots  to  be  had 
anvwhere  outside.  Enclosed  is  a  letter  which  I  leave  unclosed,  and 
I  beg  that  you  will,  in  case  you  succeed  in  safely  reaching  any 
Southern  port,  forward  the  same^  to  its  destination ;  at  the  same 
time  do  not  let  its  encumbrance  in  any  way  interfere  witti  your 
enterprise;  destroy  it  if  need  be,  but  if  it  could  be  managed  to 
forward  it  safely  to  my  wife  I  shall  feel  very  grateful  towani  you 
for  your  kindness.  I  hope  and  trust  you  will  succeed  in  your  un- 
dertaking. Observe  secrecy  by  all  means,  and  I  can  assure  you 
that  no  information  as  regards  the  Stephen  Harfa  whereabouts  or 
movements  shall  be  gained  from  me  by  anyone  here  or  elsewhere. 
Please  give  my  kind  regards  to  your  captam  (Aulkly).  May  the 
God  of  justice  guide  you  in  safety  to  your  port  of  agination,  is 
the  fervent  wish  of  one  that  loves  the  South,  its  institutions,  and  its 
people.

I  wish  you  to  write 
me  two  or  three  mails  before  you  go  to  sea,  as  Mrs.  Bam  may  have 
some  other  letters  to  send ;  if  you  should  fail,  destroy. 

If  you  should  call  into  other  ports,  allow  me  to  hear  from  you.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  mv  arrival  at  this  place  in  the 
U.  S.  S.  MassachiGsetts^  direct  from  Ship  Island,  after  a  passage  of 
ten  days  imder  the  most  favorable  circumstances  of  wind  and 
weather. 

Arriving  in  advance  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Connecticut,  bearing  the  dis- 
patches of  the  flag-oflScer  of  the  Gulf  Squadron,  1  take  the  liberty 
of  informing  you  that  I  have  on  board  27  persons  captured  in  prizes 
and  2  prize  cargoes,  consisting  of  cotton,  coffee,  rum,  lead,  and 
miscellaneous  articles. 

I  have  also  to  communicate  the  melancholy  intelligence  of  the  death 
of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Samuel  Marcy,  of  the  U.  S.  sloop  of  war 
Vincemiea^  from  an  injunr  received  in  the  ship's  launch  by  the  break- 
ing of  the  pivot  bolt  on  discharging  howitzer. 

It  was  reported  by  an  officer  or  the  steamer  Water  Witch,  just  from 
the  Passes  as  I  was  leaving  Ship  Island,  that  the  U.  S.  S.  De  Soto 
had  captured  off  Berwick  a  valuable  prize  bark  under  French  colors 
loaded  with  ordnance  stores.  No  further  particulars  were  ascer- 
tained. 

There  are  but  13  of  the  crew  of  this  vessel  that  shipped  for  ^3 
years,  all  of  whom  would  be  entitled  to  an  honorable  (Uschar^e  if 
paid  off  when  the  steamer  goes  out  of  commission.  When  the  views 
of  the  Department  are  known  in  relation  to  their  transfer  or  dis- 
charge the  list  called  for  by  the  act  approved  March  2,  1855,  wiU  be 
forwarded.  The  term  of  service  of  the  remainder  of  the  crew  will 
expire  in  May. 
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A  detailed  report  of  the  condition  of  the  hull  and  machinery  of 
this  vessel  will  be  transmitted  by  this  day's  mail  to  the  Chief  or  the 
Bureau  of  Construction,  Equipment,  and  Kepair.   .

Report  of  Conmumder  WoodhuU^  V.  S.  Navy^  commandmg  TJ.  S.  S. 
Connecticut,  of  return  to  New  York  after  visiting  Soutn  Atlantic 
and  Gtdf  Squadrons  and  regarding  capture  of  schooner  Emma, 
formerly  On/ward. 

U.  S.  S.  CoNNECmCUT, 
New  York,  February  19, 1862. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  my  return  to.  this  port  after  an 
absence  of  forty  days.  During  the  voyage  fhe  weatner  has  been 
most  unfavorable;  gales  and  dense  fogs  have  prevailed  almost  con- 
stantly, causing  great  difficulties  ana  anxiety  in  running  for  the 
various  harbors  and  the  localities  occupied  by  the  blockading  vessels. 
Notwithstanding,  I  have  only  exceeded  the  time  of  my  last  trip  three 
days. 

1  have  executed  all  the  instructions  of  the  Department,  have  visited 
and  supplied  all  the  vessels  of  the  Atlantic  ana  Gulf  Souadrons,  de- 
livered all  the  guns  and  munitions  put  on  board  at  New  York  to 
the  vessels  specined  by  Flag-Officer  AicKean,  assisted  the  blockade  in 
several  instances  by  laying  by  certain  steamers  while  they  scaled 
their  boilers  and  repaired  uiem,  besides  keeping  open  the  communi- 
cation between  the  nag-officers  and  th^  commanders  of  the  individual 
vessels  composing  their  commands.  I  have  also  aided  the  continu- 
ance of  the  blockade,  having  in  several  instances  found  vessels  almost 
destitute  of  bread  and  other  important  articles  of  provisions,  which 
we  were  enabled  to  furnish  from  the  stores  of  the  Connecticut^  pre- 
venting the  necessity  of  their  consequently  abandoning  the  blockade 
and  seeking  it  for  themselves. 

This  vessel  left  New  York  with  an  immense  weight  of  cargo.  She 
was  d^per  by  1  foot  4  inches  than  ever  before ;  her  copper  was  sub- 
merged nearly  2  feet  and  the  dip  of  her  paddles  was  about  7  feet  6 
inches.  You  can  from  this  data  well  imagine  the  strain  she  sustained 
necessarily  on  her  engines  and  hull ;  notwithstanding,  she  performed 
splendidly.  She  is  one  of  the  finest,  strongest,  and  fastest  steamers 
now  in  the  service,  and  I  feel  fully  justified  in  saving  she  is  worth 
every  dollar  paid  for  her.  I  doubt  very  much  if  the  Government 
could  duplicate  the  Connecticut  for  anything  like  the  amount  paid ; 
her  engines  especially  are  masterpieces  of  engineering  skill,  and  so 
pronounced  by  all  the  many  experts  who  ha\ie  examined  and  wit- 
nessed their  performance. 

You  will  be  surprised  to  learn  that  in  mail  matter  alone  we  had, 
on  leaving  New  York,  some  60,000  letters  and  papers,  besides  some 
2,500  packages,  consisting  of  boxes,  trunks,  and  bundles  (for  the 
N^avy  and  .A^y),  to  be  distributed  among  officers  and  men  of  either 
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branch  of  the  service;  a  great  undertaking,  but,  being  properly 
systematized,  the  work  was  executed  without  mistakes  or  loss. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  of  the  mails,  I  would  respectfully 
suggest  to  the  Department  whether  the  2  cents  per  letter  (ship)  al- 
lowed by  the  post-offices  to  masters  of  vessels,  not  claimed  or  allowed 
to  commanders  of  national  ships^  ought  not  to  be  credited  to  the 
Navy  Department.  It  must,  judging  by  the  great  number  of  letters 
delivered,  amount  to  a  large  sum  each  round  voyage ;  if  so  credited, 
would  go  far  toward  lessening  the  expenses  of  the  supply  steamers. 

Accompanying  Uiis  you  will  find  a  comprehensive  list  of  all  the 
passengers,  showing  the  number  of  officers  (passing  from  port  to 
port),  the  sick,  priscmers,  and  crews  of  captured  vessels,  where  and 
from  whom  received,  and  their  destination.  Among  theprisoners, 
numbering  25  in  aH,  are  9  soldiers,  taken  by  the  steamer  aatteras  at 
Cedar  Keys;  4  citizens  of  New  Orleans,  captured  in  the  Confederate 
schooner  Garonne  by  the  Santee;  1  individual  named  Harry  Stevens, 
a  spy,  received  from -the  Colomdo;  also  a  man  received  from  the 
Ethan  AUen  at  Tampa  Bay,  named  Cyrus  A.  Canfield,  a  native  of 
Florida.  This  man,  on  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  was  in  the 
employ  of  the  engineers  at  Key  W^,  and  with  others  took  the  oath 
of  allegiance;  on  the  first  opportunity  that  offered  he  escaped  from 
the  island  and  joined  the  rebels.  He  was  captured  in  the  Confederate 
schooner  Olive  Branch,  His  conduct  while  on  board  the  Ethan  AUen 
was  so  outrageous  and  insulting  to  the  loyalty  of  her  officers  and  crew 
that  Captain  Eaton  had  to  put  him  in  irons  and  under  a  guard  to 
save  his  life;  and,  lastly,  a  man  from  the  De  Soto  (one  of  her  crew) 
named  Thomas  Martin,  sent  home  by  Flag-Officer  McKean  for  dis- 
gusting and  immoral  practices. 

Also,  accompanying  this,  you  will  find  all  the  usual  abstracts  of 
the  voyage  out  and  return,  giving  all  the  particulars  of  said  voyage. 

This  vessel,  besides  her  other  duties,  has  overhauled,  examined, 
warned  off  or  captured  every  vessel  of  suspicious  appearance,  or  too 
near  our  coast  (having  honest  intentions).  Whilst  thus  occupied  on 
the  17th  of  January  last,  I  fell  in  with  the  schooner  Envma,  On 
coming  up  with  her  she  hoisted  English  colors.  She  was  formerly, 
say  alK)ut  six  or  eight  days  before  our  meeting  with  her,  known  as 
the  Confederate  schooner  Onward.  She  had  a  conditional  register, 
but  no  log  book  or  other  papers.  Her  captain  had  taken  the  precau- 
tion to  throw  them  overboard,  with  the  mail  she  carried,  before  we 
could  get  near  enough  to  board  her,  which  act  I  positively  witnessed 
with  my  own  eyes.  All  on  board  were  Americans,  save  one  of  the 
crew,  who  was  undeniably  an  English  subject.  Another  peculiarity 
for  a  vessel  claiming  to  be  English,  she  had  a  negro  slave  on  board 
belonging  to  a  Mr.  Ellison,  the  real  owner  of  both  ship  and  cargo. 
Everything  was  so  remarkably  irregular  I  took  her  in  charge  and 
sent  her  to  Key  West  as  a  prize  to  the  Connecticut,^  That  I  was  ri^t 
in  my  jud^ent  and  action  was  determined  by  the  almost  immediate 
condemnation  that  followed  my  delivering  her  over  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  United  States  court  in  that  port.  I  send  a  copy  of  my 
letter  to  Judge  Marvin,  also  a  correct  list  of  the  officers  and  crew  on 
the  books  at  the  time  of  capture. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  inform  the  Department  that,  having  passed 
the  entire  roimd  of  our  coast  from  Hampton  Boads  to  Galveston, 
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Tex.,  the  blockade  is  as  complete  and  zealously  continued  as  it  is 
possible  under  all  circumstances  to  make  it.  I  have  never  in  my 
experience  supposed  so  sufficient  and  effective  a  blockade  could  be 
maintained  on  a  coast  like  ours,  especially  during  the  winter  months, 
made  dangerous  and  difficult  by  the  constant  prevalence  of  dense 
fogs  and  heavy  gales.  The  Department  will  also  be  pleased  to  learn 
of  the  general  most  excellent  health  of  the  squadrons,  and  the  spirit, 
earnestness,  and  loyalty  to  the  cause  that  prevails  throughout  its 
entire  numbers. 

The  Department  doubtless,  ere  this,  has  been  informed  of  the  sad 
death  of  Lieutenant  Commanding  Samuel  Marcy.  The  country  and 
the  service  has  met  with  a  heavv  loss.  The  deceased  was  one  of  the 
ablest  officers  in  the  Navy,  besides  being  a  most  intelligent,  amiable, 
and  loyal  gentleman.  Sympathizing  deeply  with  his  untimely  fate 
I  volimteered  to  bring  his  remains  to  his  home  that  they  might  find 
sepulcher  in  its  native  soil  of  the  loyal  State  of  New  York. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  the  Department  of  the  good  health  of  the 
officers  and  crew  of  this  vessel. 

All  of  which  I  have  the  honor  most  respectfully  to  submit  for  your 
consideration.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  details  attendant 
upon  the  passage  of  this  ship  from  Boston  to  this  port : 

The  Vermont  left  Boston  on  the  morning  of  the  24th  of  February 
last  in  tow  of  'two  tugboats,  the  steamer  Kensington  in  c(Mnpany 
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"with  orders  to  accompany  and  tow  the  Vermont  to  this  port.  At 
8 :  30  o'clock  a.  m.  she  took  us  in  tow.  At  noon  of  that  day  air  light 
and  water  smooth-,  steering  E.  S.  E.  At  2  o'clock  p.  m.  took  two  reefs 
in  topsails  and  set  the  courses,  mainsail  (single  reefed),  jib,  and 
spanker.  During  the  afternoon  thick,  hazy  weather,  with  rain. 
At  half  past  7  <yclock  p.  m.,  when  near  Cape' Cod  Light,  a  heavy 
squall  from  the  westward,  accompanied  with  snow,  struck  the  ship ; 
reduced  sail  to  double-reefed  topsails  and  jibs.  Tne  tow  lines  were 
let  ffo  by  the  Kensington,  The  wind  increased  to  a  gale  from  the 
,  northwest,  of  excessive  violence,  and  the  ship  refusing  to  obey  her 
helm  broached  to  with  all  after  sail  furled,  and  in  a  few  minutes

Report  of  Commcmder  WoodhuU^  U,  /S.  Navij^  coTnmunding  U,  S,  S, 
C'Ormecticut^  on  arrival  at  New  York  from  a  supply  trip  to  the 
s^adrons. 

U.  S.  S.  Connecticut, 
Navy  Yard,  New  York,  April  28, 1862. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  my  return  to  this  port  after  an 
absence  of  forty-seven  days.  The  additional  distance  performed  over 
that  of  previous  voyages,  namely,  from  Galveston  to  the  Rio  Grande 
and  twice  ascending  the  Mississippi,  will  account  satisfactorily  for 
the  time  occupied  in  accomplishing  it.  The  distance  run  on  the  out- 
war^  voyage  was  3,829  miles  and  returning  about  100  miles  less, 
making  a  grand  total  in  the  distance  this  vessel  has  steamed  6,500 
miles. 

All  the  duty  usually  performed  by  this  vessel  has  this  voyage 
been  as  attentively  executed  as  on  my  previous  ones,  with  this  differ- 
ence, that  the  lalK>r  has  j^atly  increased,  owin^  to  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  vessels  ibrming  the  different  fleets  along  our  ex- 
tended coast.  The  communication  has  been  thoroughly  maintained 
between  the  flag-officers' and  their  squadrons  and  the  services  of  the 
Cofmecticut  have  been  as  varied  as,  I  trust,  they  have  been  advan- 
tageous to  the  Government. 

On  the  17th  of  March,  while  attempting  to  enter  the  harbor  of 
Brunswick,  having  no  other  guide  but  a  coast-survey  chart,  goin^ 
slowly  (and  having  obtained  as  supposed  the  position  of  the  Connecti- 
cut, ascertained  by  three  ranges  on  Imown  objects  on  shore) ,  suddenly 
we  passed  from  4  fathoms  of  water  to  2  fathoms,  and  almost  in- 
stantly we  were  hard  and  fast  ashore,  the  tide  being  flood  at  the  time ; 
and  hoping  to  get  her  off,  I  made  an  attempt,  of  course,  to  do  so,  but 
finding  out  after  a  time  I  could  not  back  the  steamer  off  into  deep 
water  with  the  engine,  I  caused  one  of  the  bower  anchors  to  be  car- 
ried out,  in  order  to  hold  her  in  her  position  till  an  effort  could  be 
made  to  extricate  her.  On  the  ebb  tide  making,  the  boilers  were 
emptied  and  the  cargo  moved,  so  as  to  brin^  the  Connecticut  on  an 
even  keel.    By  this  it  was  found  by  calculation  we  could  lessen  her 
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draft  some  18  inches.  This  executed,  I  waited  for  the  eveniiig  tide. 
The  precautions  taken,  I  am  happy  to  inform  the  Department,  were 
perfectly  successful,  and  in  less  than  twelve  hours  after  taking  the 
groimd  the  Cormecticut  was  once  more  afloat,  without  the  loss  of  a 
dollar's  worth  or  the  slightest  injury  to  the  vessel.  During  the  while 
we  were  on  shore  the  sea  was  perfectly  smooth  and  the  steamer  lay 
perfectly  quiet.  I  find  the  chart  furnished  me  was  an  incomplete 
one,  on  comparing  it  with  one  of  later  date  on  board  the  steamer 
Pocahontas. 

In  my  previous  reports  I  had  much  satisfaction  in  giving  my 
testimony  (from  actual  observation)  as  to  the  condition  and  eflfective- 
ness  of  the  blockade  along  the  whole  of  our  coast,  and  have  in- 
variably 'spoken  of  it  as  wonderfully  complete.  I  regret  it  is  not  in 
my  power  to  make  as  favorable  report  on  this  subject  as  heretofore. 
To  particularize :  The  Atlantic  blockade  is  well  and  effectively  c<hi- 
tinued;  so  can  be  equally  and  truly  said  regarding  the  eastern 
division  in  the  Gulf.  After  passing  the  division  line  of  that  squadron 
the  blockade  is  so  onl^  in  semblance,  and  is  simply  a  thing  in  name, 
without  power  or  efficiency. 

To  explain:  At  Pensacola  there  is  nO  blockade,  save  a  small 
schooner  cruising  between  Santa  Rosa  Inlet  and  Fort  Pickens.  At 
Mobile  the  PrehU  and  Vincennes  are  supposed  to  perform  that  duty, 
and  from  thence  to  Ship  Island,  a  distance  of  nearly  50  miles,  one  of 
the  gunboats  is  stationed  to  protect  the  two  sailing  sloops  and  guard 
the  three  passages  through  to  the  sea  from  the  Mississippi  Soimd. 
In  short,  this  gunboat  comprises  the  whole  effective  blockade  along 
60  miles  of  coast,  including  the  important  entrance  to  Mobile. 

As  a  proof  of  the  ineffectiveness  of  the  two  sloops  as  blockaders, 
the  day  before  I  was  last  at  Mobile  a  large  schooner  ran  the  blockade 
in  daylight  and  in  full  sight,  and  though  every  effort  was  made  by  the 
officers  to  prevent  the  scnooner  accomplishing  her  purpose,  she  ^c- 
ceeded,  the  sloops  having  drifted  in  their  purpose  to  intercept  her 
some  miles  out  of  position,  caused  by  the  strong  westerly  current  and 
head  wind  then  prevailing.  At  Ship  Island  the  New  London  and 
CcHhotm  are  supposed  to  be  sufficient  protection  to  the  immense 
amount  of  property  (not  to  mention  the  very  large  fleet  of  trans- 
ports) accumulated  at  that  point,  notwithstanding  it  is  notorious 
that  the  rebels  have  now  several  powerful  gunboats  ready  for  service, 
with  others  known  to  be  building  and  ready  at  an  early  day.  The 
Head  of  the  Passes  of  the  Mississippi  being  m  possession  of  the  fleet, 
of  course  is  well  stopped.  From  the  South  West  Pass  to  Ship  Island 
Shoals,  an  extent  or  coast  comprising  upward  of  95  miles  having 
numerous  bays  and  inlets  opening  to  the  Gulf,  all  navigable  to 
vessels  drawing  less  than  10  feet,  is  blockaded  by  one  steamer.  The 
De  Soto  was  the  vessel  thus  employed  on  my  going  down  the  coast. 
On  my  return  the  De  Soto  had  been  relieved  by  the  gunboat  Itasca^ 
which  vessel  I  found  anchored  10  miles  southwest  of  Fort  Livingston 
(situated  on  the  right  of  the  entrance  to  Barataria  Bay).  From 
Ship  Island  Shoals  along  the  coast  via  Sabine  Pass  to  Galves- 
ton, a  distance  of  about  207  miles,  there  is  not  even  a  show  of 
the  blockade,  notwithstanding  Atchaf alaya  Bay,  Berwick  Bay,  and 
other  numerous  openings  in  the  shores  are  notoriously  known  as 
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the  points  of  entrance  and  egress  of  half  the  vessels  employed  in 
running  the  blockade,  and  whose  arrivals  and  departures  at  Havana 
and  Nassau  are  heralded  to  the  world  as  a  proof  of  the  inability 
of  the  Government  to  maintain  an  efficient  blockade  from  Galveston 
to  the  Bio  Grande.  The  watching  of  that  extensive  coast  is  in 
charge  of  the  Santee  and  two  of  the  purchased  sailing  vessels.  The 
Eio  Grande  has  been  blockaded  by  the  sloop  Portsmouth^  but  she  had 
left  before  we  reached  that  point.  (We  found  her  at  the  South  West 
Pass  on  our  return  trip.) 

The  foregoing  are  the  facts  as  they  presented  themselves  to  our 
actual  observation.  I  state  them  (desiring  to  make  no  comments) 
with  the  view  that  the  Department  may  be  thoroughly  informed  on 
this  important  matter,  bearing  as  it  must  on  the  ultmiate  and  speedy 
suppression  of  the  rebellion. 

Accompanying  this  you  will  find  a  full  and  complete  li^  of  pas- 
sengers, with  their  description,  rating,  and  cause  of  their  return 
to  tne  North ;  all  the  abstracts  of  the  voyage  going  out  and  returning; 
also  a  list  of  the  provisions  issued  and  the  amount  debited  to  each 
vessel  supplied. 

You  will  doubtless  be  pleased  to  be  informed  of  the  general  most 
excellent  health  that  prevails  in  the  different  squadrons.  This  is 
reliable,  as  I  obtained  the  information  personally  from  the  medical 
department  of  each  vessel.  To  the  credit  and  honor  of  the  Depart- 
ment this  can  be  said,  that  through  its  precautions  not  one  case  of 
scurvy  has  occurred  since  the  inauguration  of  the  blockade,  save  a 
few  cases  early  in  the  war  on  board  the  Savannah^  resulting  from  a 
combination  of  circumstances  which  the  Department  could  not  fore- 
see or  prevent. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  the  Department  of  the  excellent  health  of  the 
officers  and  crew  of  this  vessel.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inf onn  you  that  we  left  the  navy  yard, 
New  York,  on  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  ^Aaj  14.  After  g^ing 
our  powder  on  board  at  Ellis  Island  and  receiving  the  mails  we 
proceeded  to  sea  at  3  a.  m.  on  the  15th.  The  steamer  works  well,  and 
started  off  in  fine  style,  with  a  light  pressure  of  steam  going  13  knots; 
the  weather  bad  and  foggy. 

Enclosed  I  send  you  alist  of  passengers  on  board  eitiier  by  your 
,order  or  permission.  I  believe  there  are  no  absentees;  however,  the 
list  will  inform  the  Department  if  there  has  been  any  failure  on.  the 
part  of  those  directed  to  take  passage  in  the  Connecticut.  It  is  very 
difficult  to  determine  who  is  not  on  board  till  after  we  get  to  sea, 
which  will  account  for  my  not  reporting  till  I  arrive  at  my  first 
port  of  communication. 

The  draft  of  225  men  put  on  board  of  me  from  the  North  CaroUna 
destined  to  the  squadrons  have  conducted  themselves  in  a  very  mu- 
tinous manner^  and  at  one  time  threatened  violence  and  riot,  but  I 
am  happy  to  mform  the  Department  I  took  such  precautions  that 
suppressed  it  immediately.  This  draft  is  composed  of  the  worst 
material  I  have  yet  encountered  since  the  commencement  of  the  war. 

We  arrived  here  last  evening,  fifty-eight  hours  from  New  York. 
I  am  happy  to  inform  the  Department  oi  the  continued  good  health 
of  the  officers  and  crew.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Trenchard^  V.  S.  Navy^  cormnanding  U.  S.  S. 

Rhode  Island  J  of  arrival  at  Hampton  Roads  on  return  from^  supply 

trip  to  the  squadrons. 

U.  S.  S.  Rhode  Island, 
Hampton  Roads,  Va.,  May  W,  1869. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  here  of  this  vessel  on 
her  return  from  another  trip  to  the  blockading  squadrons. 

The  Rhode  Island  sailed  from  Philadelphia  on  the  5tir  ultimo  and 
arrived  at  Hampton  Soads  on  the  7th,  where  she  was  detained  until 
the  12th  in  receiving  on  board  a  propeller  for  the  U.  S.  S.  Mercedita, 
a  crosshead  for  the  IT.  S.  S.  Mississippi,  and  a  large  quantity  of  shell 
and  shrapnel  for  the  squadron. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  1st  instant  she  reached  the  fleet  off  New 
Orleans,  delivered  the  dispatches  to  Flag-Officer  Farragut,  furnished 
the  vessels  with  supplies,  got  underway  at  5  p.  m.  the  following  day 
to  continue  her  course  to  tne  westward,  and  I  regret  to  state  that  in 
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turning  to  head  down  the  river  the  sheer  of  the  steamer  was  checked 
by  a  strong  eddy  caused  by  the  freshet,  and  she  grounded  on  a  bank 
near  the  levee  on  the  Algiers  side.  The  steam  tug  St.  Charles  was 
soon  sent  to  our  assistance,  and  on  the  3d  instant  another,  the  Sallie 
Robinson^  was  also  dispatched.  They  not  being  of  sufficient  power 
to  move  us,  we  commenced  to  lighten  the  ship  by  taking  out  the  coal 
and  other  weighty  material.  At  midday  on  the  6th,  aided  bv  the 
U.  S.  S.  KaiaKdin  and  the  tugs  already  referred  to,  we  succeeded  in 
getting  the  steamer  off  without  her  having  sustained  the  slightest 
uiiury,  as  the  bank  on  which  we  struck  was  composed  of  soft  mud. 

The  articles  removed  were  speedily  replaced,  and  we  left  New 
Orleans  on  the  8th. 

In  consequence  of  the  attendant  delay  Flag-Officer  Farragut  de- 
cided not  to  send  the  Rhode  Islwnd  to  the  westward,  and  directed 
the  steamer  Kenaington  to  proceed  with  the  mails,  etc.,  to  the  western 
limits  of  Texas. 

In  proceeding  down  the  river  we  landed  on  the  9tii  instant,  for  the 
naval  hospital  at  Pilot  Town,  all  the  fresh  provisions,  ice,  etc.,  re- 

Juired  by  the  surgeon  in  charge,  then  proceeded  outside  and  received 
rom  the  U.  S.  S.  Colorado  the  rebel  prisoners.  Continuing  on  our 
course,  we  arrived  at  Ship  Island  the  following  morning,  and  there 
met  the  mortar  fleet;  furnished  the  vessels  with  fresh  supplies,  re- 
ceived the  mails,  communicated  with  the  vessels  off  Mobile,  aiid  ar- 
rived off  Fort  Pickens  at  10  the  same  evening.  A  boat  came  off  soon 
after  with  the  intelligence  that  Fort  Barrancas  had  been  evacuated 
by  the  rebels  the  day  before,  and  that  General  Arnold  desired  this 
steamer  to  remain  until  the  next  day  for  his  dispatches. 

Early  on  the  morning  of  the  11th  the  Rhode  Island  stood  in  for 
the  harbor  and  anchored  soon  after  inside,  abreast  of  Fort  Pickens. 
It  was  a  thrilling  sight  to  see  the  Old  Flag  waving  over  the.  forts  and 
navy  yard. 

Commander  Porter,  with  the  Harriet  Larte^  was  there,  aiding 
General  Arnold  in  the  transportation  of  his  troops  to  occupy  the 
forts  on  the  opposite  shore. 

The  rebels  before  evacuating  endeavored  to  destroy  all  the  public 
works,  and  General  Arnold,  to  prevent  the  consummation  of  this 
vile  act,  opened  a  heavy  fire  of  shot  and  diell  upon  them,  and  by 
this  means  saved  Fort  Barrancas,  the  light-house,  and  the  barracks. 

The  naval  hospital  and  nearly  all  the  buildings  in  the  navy  yard 
were  destroyed. 

It  is  said  that  the  strongest  Union  feeling  prevails  in  the  .town 
of  Pensacola  and  the  inhabitants  desire  to  be  secured  protection  by 
our  forces,  in  order  that  they  may  make  public  demonstrations  of 
their  loyalty. 

Upon  conferring  with  Commander  Porter  as  to  whether  the  Rhode 
Islmd  could  render  any  aid  in  getting  the  troops  over,  he  urged  me 
to  push  on  with  all  dispatch  with  the  mails  and  the  information  that 
Pensacola  and  all  its  defenses  are  in  the  hands  of  our  forces.  I  left 
immediately,  touchingat  Key  West  for  coal. 

On  the  2d  instant  Flag-Omcer  Farragut  commenced  dispatching 
his  vessels  up  the  river,  and  himself  followed  in  the  Hartford  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  7th,  leaving  off  New  Orleans  the  Pensacola^  Ports- 
mouthy  and  Katahdin.

OPERATIONS  OP  SUPPLY  VtlSSELS. 


Intelligence  was  brought  on  the  8th  by  a  deserter  from  the  rebel 
Camp  A£)ore,  near  Baton  Rouge,  that  the  stars  and  stripes  were 
waving  over  that  city  and  that  our  gunboats  were  reconnoitering  the 
river  above.  Considerable  Union  feeling  was  evinced  in  Baton  I&uge 
upon  the  arrival  of  our  forces. 

Flag-Officer  McKean,  with  the  Niagara^  was  at  Key  West  on  the 
16th  instant. 

The  Rhode  Island  stopped  at  Port  Royal  on  the  17th  instant,  re- 
ceived the  mails,  and  early  next  morning  got  underway  again.  The 
tr.  S.  S.  Connecticut  was  about  entering  Fort  Royal  as  the  Rhode 
Island  left. 

During  the  last  trip  of  the  Rhode  Island  she  has  supplied  118  ves- 
sels, being  20  more  than  on  the  previous  one. 

A  draft  of  75  men,  received  from  the  receiving  ship  Princeton^  was 
delivered  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Vermont  at  Port  Royal  for  service  in  the 
South  Atlantic  Squadron.

Kensington,  regarding  cause  of  delay  in  reaching  the  Gulf 
Squadron. 

U.  S.  S.  Kensington, 

New  Orleans,  June  1, 1862. 
Sir  :  By  order  of  Flag-Officer  D.  G.  Farragut,  I  beg  respectfully 
to  explain  to  the  Department  the  cause  of  my  long  delay  in  reaching 
the  Gulf  after  leaving  Port  Royal. 
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The  Kensinffton  sailed  from  Port  Royal  on  the  evening  of  the  16th 
of  April,  and  taking  the  most  direct  route,  deviating  only  to  chase 
suspicious  vessels,  arrived  on  the  20th  at  Key  West,  where  my  orders 
from  the  Departoient  required  me  to  touch.  At  Key  West  I  re- 
ported to  Flag-Officer  McKean,  who  ordered  me  to  fill  up  my  coal,  and 
also  to  condense  water  for  the  following  vessels  of  the  United  States : 
Bark  Pursuit^  schooner  Samuel  Rotan^  steamer  De  Soto^  steamer 
R.  R.  Cuyler^  steamer  Somerset^  ship  Pampero^  ship  Nightingale^ 
prize  steamer  Florida. 

A  part  of  the  time  the  condensing  was  done  slowlv  by  only  one 

Eump,  the  other  (a  new  invention)  being  out  of  order  and  in  the 
anas  of  the  engineers,  repairing. 

While  thus  employed  the  boiler  gave  out  and  two  day^  were  con- 
sumed in  repairs  on  that. 

In  coaling,  in  condensing,  and  in  repairing,  all  under  orders  from 
Fla^-Officer  McKean,  ten  days  were  employed,  and  on  the  80th  of 
April  I  started  from  Key  West  for  the  Mississippi,  and  arrived  at 
New  Orleans  on  the  morning  of  the  3d  of  May,  making  the  pas^^ 
from  Port  Eoyal  to  New  Orleans  in  ^ven  days,  exclusive  of  the  time 
I  was  under  the  orders  of  Flag-Officer  McKean. 

I  beg  leave  to  add  that  from  first  to  last  there  was  no  unnecessary 
delay  on  my  part,  and  all  my  officers  and  men  attended  to  their 
duty  strictly  and  industriously.  The  engine  and  boiler,  however, 
have  been  from  the  first  a  source  of  continual  trouble  and  delay,  and, 
in  my  opinion,  there  are  great  deficiencies  either  in  the  engine  or  in 
its  management. 

I  had  the  honor  to  express  the  same  opinion  in  my  report  from 
Port  Royal  in  March  last.    Before  leaving  Key  West,  I  desired  to 
report   my   movements   to   the  Department,  but   was  assured   by 
Flag-Officer  McKean  that  it  was  not  necessary.

Report  of  Commumder  '^oodhull^  U.  S.  Navy^  commanding  V.  S.  S. 
Connecticutj  of  arrival  at  New  York  from,  supply  trip. 

U.  S.  S.  CoNNECnCUT, 

Navy  Yard^  New  York^  June  21^  1862. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  my  return  to  this  port  after  an 
absence  of  thirty-five  days.  The  distance  ran  this  voyage  is  a  little 
more  than  any  previous  one,  having  twice  ascended  the  Mississippi 
up  to  New  Orleans,  going  and  returning  from  the  westward.  Owing 
to  encoimtering  a  heavy  easterly  storm  just  as  we  arrived  at  Port 
Royal,  I  was  detained  in  that  localitv  forty-eight  hours,  not  deeming 
it  advisable,  on  account  of  the  wounaed,  to  go  to  sea  during  its  preva- 
lence. This  detention  operated  in  preventing  our  making  this  tl^ 
shortest  trip  we  have  yet  made. 

All  the  duties  heretofore  performed  by  this  vessel  have  been  as 
attentively  executed  as  on  any  previous  one.  Every  blockaded  port 
has  been  twice  duly  visited,  and  all  the  wants  and  requirements  of 
those  cruising  there  have  b€«n  attended  to.  The  ccHnmunication  has 
b^n  thoroughly  sustained  between  the  flag-officer  and  the  individual 
ships  comprising  their  respective  squadrons,  and  I  flatter  myself 
with  the  belief  that  the  services  of  the  Connecticut  have  been  as  use- 
fully bestowed  as  a  vessel  of  this  character  could  be. 

We  carried  out  this  trip  some  400,000  letters,  and  about  2,000 
packages,  all  independent  of  her  regular  cargo,  and  have  now  as 
nearly  as  can  be  estimated  between  two  and  three  hundred  thousand 
letters  for  the  North.  This  matter  of  the  mails  has  been  of  gradual 
growth  till  now  this  vessel  is  as  anxiously  looked  for  and  as  kindly 
regarded  as  any  mail  vessel  that  has  ever  traversed  the  ocean. 

Agreeably  to  jour  orders  all  the  letters  destined  for  the  Navy  De- 
partment, and,  indeed,  for  all  the  Departments  at  Washington,  that 
have  come  into  my  possession  were  carefully  packed  and  addressed, 
and  placed  in  charge  of  Captain  Totten,  of  the  Brandywine^  at 
Fortress  Monroe,  to  be  transmitted  by  the  first  opportimity.  If  so 
attended  to,  the  package  should  have  arrived  at  the  Department  on 
Saturday  morning,  June  21. 
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V 

We  have  on  board  this  trip  a  large  number  of  passengers,  com- 
prising womided,  prisoners,  sick,  officers  resigned  or  dismissed,  and 
some  70  of  the  crew  of  the  Mississippi  returning  to  the  North  to 
be  discharged,  their  time  having  expired.  Among  the  prisoners 
we  have  are  James  R.  Butts,  surveyor-general  oi  the  State  of 
Georgia,  a  thorough  rebel.  He  was  captured  somewhere  on  the  coast 
of  Florida  by  the  boats  of  the  Kingfisher.  He  announces  himself  as 
a  secessioodst  and  boasts  that  he  had  been  struggling  for  that  cause 
for  years,  and  was  1  of  a  minority  of  20  that  voted  in  the  lerisla- 
-ture  of  Georgia  5  years  ago  to  carry  that  State  out  of  the  Union 
and  had  been  hard  at  work  for  that  purpose  ever  since.  Also  five 
natives  of  Florida,  coast  pilots,  who  have  been  almost  constantly 
employed  since  the  rebellion  in  rimning  the  blockade.  Flag-Officer 
Lardner  sends  them  north,  hoping  thereby  to  cut  off  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal elements  of  success  of  the  blockade  runners;  and,  lastly,  a  man 
from  the  steamer  Quaker  City^  one  Michael  Francis,  boatswain's  mate, 
sent  north  in  irons,  having  been  detected  in  the  commission  of  an 
unnatural  crime.  He  is  to  be  delivered  to  the  commander  of  the 
receiving  ship  at  New  York  to  await  future  orders  from  the  De- 
partment. 

The  blockade  is,  as  usuaL  well  sustained  throughout  our  whole 
coast,  and  is  doubtless  as  efficient,  and  more  so,  than  any  blockade 
ever  established  at  any  time  or  by  any  nation.  The  cruising  vessels 
are  alert,  active,  and  efficient,  as  their  list  of  captures  will  prove. 
The  vessels  are  in  good  discipline,  looking  well,  and,  I  have  no. 
doubt,  will  give  a  good  account  of  themselves  whenever  an  oppor- 
tunity occurs  to  test  their  powers. 

The  health  of  the  men  and  officers  of  the  different  vessels  I  have 
visited  continues  to  be  excellent;  altogether,  so  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  observe,  the  Department  has  a  right  to  congratulate  itself 
upon  the  general  satisfactory  and  fine  condition  of  the  Navy  now 
distributed  along  our  immense  extent  of  coast. 

Agreeably  to  your  orders,  I  have  brought  the  body  of  Midshipman 
Braaley,  who  was  killed  in  battle  on  board  the  Richmond  during  the 
glorious  passage  of  our  fleet  by  the  river  forts;  also  the  booy  of 
Assistant  Paymaster  J,  S.  TumbuU,  who  died  on  board  the  gunboat 
Tahoma  at  or  near  Sea  Horse  Key,  Florida. 

Accompanying  this  you  will  find  a  full  and  complete  list  of  pas- 
sengers, their  names,  descriptions,  rating,  and  the  cause  of  ttieir 
being  on  board  the  Cormecticutj  from  the  commencement  of  the  trip 
from  New  York  to  her  return  to  that  port,  the  whole  number  being 
some  620. 

All  the  abstracts  of  the  voyage  going  out  and  returning,  also  a 
list  of  the  provisions  issued  and  the  amount  debited  to  each  vessel 
supplied, 

I  have  the  gratification  to  inform  the  Department  of  the  improved 
health  of  the  wounded  and  sick  that  embarked  for  a  passage  home, 
also  of  the  continued  good  health  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  mis  ship.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Trenchard,  U.  S.  Navy,  com/mandina  U.  S.  S. 
khode  Island,  regarding  the  burning  of  scnooner  Richard  O^Bryan, 
from  Jamaica  for  Matam/yras,  July  ^,  1862. 

TJ.  S.  S.  EipoDE  Island, 
Off  New  Orleans,  La.,  July  10, 1862. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  on  the  morn- 
ing of  July  4,  on  the  passage  of  this  vessel  from  Velasco  to  Galves- 
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ton  (Texas),  having  made  a  schooner  some  7  miles  to  eastward  of 
San  Luis  Pass,  which  at  first  was  supposed  to  be  the  Rachel  Seaman^ 
the  bloclcading  vessel  off  that  place,  stood  for  her  soon  afterwards; 
she  came  to  anchor  about  half  a  mile  from  the  beach ;  upon  the  ap- 
proach of  the  Rhode  Island  the  schooner  got  underway  and  was  run 
on  shore. 

The  position  seemed  to  have  been  selected  with  special  <^ure,  as 
the  ground  abreast  the  pl^ce  where  she  stranded  was  somewhat 
higher  and  covered  with  thick  brushwood,  presenting  a  place  f  av<M:- 
able  for  an  ambuscade;  cavalry  were  near  it  and  others  lurking  by. 
A  few  shells  thrown  in  the  direction  of  this  spot  caused  a  hasty  re- 
treat of  the  cavalry. 

The  steamer  was  brought  to  anchor  near  the  shore  and  Acting 
Master  Pennell  directed  to  take  charge  of  an  expedition  composed 
of  the  first  cutter  and  two  smaller  boats,  in  char^  of  Assistant  Pay- 
master Douglass  and  Acting  Chief  En^eer  IklcCutchen,  respec- 
tively, and  dispatched  to  the  schooner,  with  instructions  that  if  she 
could  be  got  off  to  inform  me  at  once,  but  if  otherwise,  to  remove 
such  portion  of  her  cargo  as  the  boats  might  carry,  then  fire  the 
vessel  and  return.  Under  cover  of  our  guns  the  boats  succeeded  in 
landing  without  opposition.  Upon  overhauling  the  schooner  it  was 
found  that  she  was  bilged  and  abandoned,  and  from  her  papers  she 
proved  to  be  the  English  schooner  Richard  O^Bryan^  from  Jamaica, 
cleared  for  Matamoras,  with  an  assorted  car^o,  among  which  was.a 
large  amount  of  drugs.  The  instructions  eiven  to  Acting  Master 
Pennell  were  promptly  carried  out  and  the  boats  returned,  oringing 
with  them  a  large  quantity  of  valuable  medicines  and  such  other 
small  articles  as  the  boats  might  stow.  A  heavy  squall  coming  up 
and  the  surf  increasing,  it  was  deemed  inexpedient  to  make  another 
trip  with  the  boats  to  the  schooner,  and  she  was  iSred. 

Another  schooner  within  the  sound  separated  from  us  by  a  narrow 
strip  of  land,  which  appeared  to  have  been  engaged  in  receiving  the 
cargo  of  the  O^Bryan^  got  underway  upon  our  approach  and  stood  for 
San  Luis,  and,  soon  alter  grounding,  was  abandoned  by  her  crew. 

The  weather  having  moderated  I  directed  the  steamer  to  be  got 
underway  and  we  twk  a  position  directly  abreast  of  the  inside 
schooner,  with  a  hope  of  bemg  able  to  fire  her  with  our  shells;  but 
failing  in  this,  and  discovering  as  I  had  supposed  a  very  narrow  pass, 
I  directed  Acting  Master  Pennell  to  reorganize  his  expedition,  talring 
with  him  a  light  metallic  boat,  to  proceed  on  shore  and  if  the  neck 
of  the  land  proved  to  be  no. wider  than  it  appeared  (about  50  yards) 
to  haul  the  boat  over  it,  pull  over  to  the  schooner,  fire  her,  and 
return.  The  boats  landed  imder  cover  of  our  guns  without  difficuMy, 
and  the  party  bearing  our  flag,  waving  proudly  over  Texan  soil, 
proceeded  to  make  the  necessary  reconnoissance. 

The  cavalry  which  had  returned  to  the  burning  schooner  after  we 
had  left  her,  discovering  our  men  upon  the  shore,  advanced  toward 
them,  but  a  few  well-directed  shells  drove  them  back;  a' still  larger 
body  from  the  opposite  direction  now  advanced  rapidly  toward  our 
men;  a  shell  fired  near  toward  them  caused  a  temporary  halt  and 
on  they  sprang  certain  of  their  prey,  when  a  few  more  shells  from 
our  well-served  guns  caused  a  speedy  retreat.  The  necessary  ex- 
amination was  made,  and  the  distance  across  the  "  neck  "  being  much

greater,  than  anticipated,  nearly  a  mile  instead  of  a  few  yards,  the 
plan  was  considered  impracticable,  and  had,  with  great  reluctance, 
to  be  abandoned,  and  the  boats  returned  in  good  order  to  th^  ship. 

Great  credit  is  due  Acting  Master  Pennell  and  the  officers  and  men 
accompanying  him  for  their  promptness  in  carrying  out  the  instruc- 
tions given  t^m. 

The  O'^Bryan  had  been  boarded  a  few  days  before  by  the  steamers 
Uatteras  and  De  Soto  and  schooner  Scum,  HovAton  and  warned  off. 

Acting  Master  Pennell  reports  that  from  appearances  he  should 
judge  that  about  half  of  the  O'^Bryan^s  cargo  had  been  landed. 

The  papers  foxmd  on  board  the  schooner  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
judge  of  the  district  court  at  Boston,  and  that  portion  of  the  cargo 
sav^  carried  to  that  place  in  this  vessel.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  steamer  from 
the  blockading  vessels. 

The  Rhode  island  sailed  from  Boston  on  the  11th  June,  and,  after 
touching  at  the  usual  points,  reached  Velasco,  Tex.,  the  reported 

Josition  of  the  last  blockading  vessel,  early  on  the  morning  of  July 
Leaving  that  place  the  same  day  upon  her  return  voyage,  and 
on  her  way,  when  off  Galveston  Island,  fell  in  with  the  English 
schooner  Richard  O'^Bryan^  which  was  run  on  shore  and  deserted 
by  her  crew  to  prevent  being  seized  for  violation  of  the  blockade. 
The  schooner  was  boarded  by  the  boats  of  the  Rhode  Island^  a  por- 
tion of  her  cargo  saved,  and  the  vessel  burned,  a  detailed  report  of 
which  has  been  already  made  to  the  Department. 

The  Rhode  Island  proceeded  as  far  up  the  Mississippi  River, 
going  out  and  returning,  as  CarroUton,  above  New  Orleans. 

Flag-Officer  Farragut,  with  a  larger  portion  of  his  command  and 
the  mortar  fleet,  remained  near  Vicksburg  when  this  steamer  left 
New  Orleans  on  the  10th  instant. 

Captain  Morris,  with  the  Pensa^ola^  Mississippi,  gunboat  Itasca, 
and  the  storeship  Feamot,  were  left  at  New  Orleans  the  same  date. 

Flag-Officer  Lardner,  with  the  San  Jacinto,  was  at  Key  West  on 
the  18th;  Flag-Officer  Du  Pont  in  the  Vermont  at  Port  Royal  on 
the  20th. 

The  frigate  Santee  proceeded  to  sea  from  Galveston  on  the  5th 
instant  and  was  seen  standing  in  for  Ship  Island  on  the  12th,  with 
a  large  number  of  cases  of  scurvy  on  board. 

The  steamer  Connecticut  arrived  at  Key  West  on  the  evening  of 
the  15th  on  her  outward  trip  and  left  early  on  the  morning  of  the 
17th  to  the  westward.

Sir  :  W^  take  the  liberty  of  addressing  you,  as  the  naval  command- 
ing officer  on  this  station,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  cir- 
cumstances : 

Our  brigantine,  the  Awnette^  Curtis,  master,  of  this  port,  on  her 
late  voyage  from  Matanzas  to  Halifax  with  a  cargo  oi  sugar,  was. 
on  the.  evening  of  the  20th  ultimo,  coming  through  the  Gulf  oi 
Florida,  latitude  25°  44'  N.,  longitude  79°  68',  chased  by  a  steamer 
showing  United  States  colors,  hailed,  ordered  to  heave  to,  and 
boarded  by  an  officer  of  the  said  steamer,  who  demanded  ship's  papers, 
and,  after  examination  and  defacing  them  by  re-marks,  allowed 
Captain  Curtis  to  proceed  on  his  voyage,  after  considerable  deten- 
tion. 

'The  steamer,  by  endorsation  on  the  brig's  register,  was  the  XJ.  S.  S, 
Rhode  Island. 

These  instances  of  searching  our  vessels  are  now  becoming  so  fre- 
quent that  we  have  thought  it  advisable  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
above,  with  the  hope  that  you  will  take  steps  to  remedy  this  grievance. 
Some  of  these  American  cruisers  are  not  content  with  ordering  our 
vessels^ to  heave  to,  to  be  searched,  but  in  some  instances  (as  in  the 
case  oJ  the  brigantine  DaH.  Conrad,  master)  have  fired  into  our 
vessels.  The  conduct  of  the  ooarding  officers  also  being  particularly 
offensive.  In  this  instance  our  vessel  was  detained  at  an  unreasonable 
hour,  in  a  bad  position,  and  at  some  considerable  risk  to  ship  and 
cargo,  and  might  have  proved  of  serious  loss  to  us. 

Trusting  that  you  will  take  some  steps  to  prevent  the  recurrence

I  boarded  the  English  brigantine  Annette  on  the  20th  of  June  last  about  12 
miles  to  the  southward  and  eastward  of  Cape  Florida  Light  She  was  com- 
manded by  William  F.  Curtis,  owned  by  Murphy  &  Sweeney  [Twining],  of 
Halifax,  N.  S. ;  was  bound  from  Matanzas  to  Halifax,  N.  S.,  with  a  cargo  of 
sugar  and  had  been  out  one  day.  I  examined  her  papers,  which  were  In 
proper  form,  and  saw  through  the  forward  hatch,  which  had  beea  previously 
opened,  but  not  by  my  order,  sufficient  of  h^  cargo  to  conyince  me  that  it 
corresponded  with  the  manifest.

I  communi- 
cated at  once  with  Commodore  Morris,  the  commanding  naval  officer 
at  New  Orleans,  informing  him  of  the  fact,  and  the  following  day 
dropped  down  the  river  to  coal.  While  at  Pilot  Town  I  received 
word  from  Commodore  Morris  to  receive  from  the  hospital  the  sick 
and  proceed  to  the  eastward. 

On  the  29th  ultimo,  while  in  the  midst  of  coaling,  the  yellow  fever 
was  reported  to  be  on  board.    I  conferred  imm^ately  with  Drs. 
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Forman,  of  this  vessel,  and3urbank,  in  charge  of  the  hospital,  as  to 
the  best  plan  to  be  pursued  to*  promote  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
vessel  and  as  to  whether,  in  their  judgment,  it  would  be  prudent  ^o 
receive  on  board  the  sick  from  the  hospital. 

The  advice  of  the 'medical  gentlemen  was  to.  proceed  to  sea,  and 
that  it  would  not  be  prudent  to  receive  the  sick  rrom  the  hospital. 

We  at  once  stopped  coaling  and  went  to  sea  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
29th,  stood  across  the  Gulf  for  Pensacola,  and  arrived  there  the  fol- 
lowing morning  at  10 :  30. 

I  am  pained  to  state  that  on  the  waj  over  two  of  the  three  cases 
proved  fatal — Acting  Master  John  Whitmore,  a  passenger  to  join  the 
gunboat  Kineoysnd  Mr.  Edgar  Burnett,  the  agent  of  Messrs.  Hotch- 
kiss,  Fenner  &  Burnett,  in  Slew  York,  in  charge  of  stores,  etc. 

I  si^aled  Admiral  Farragut,  informing  him  of  the  condition  of 
the  ship,  and  after  receiving  his  mails  he  directed  the  steamer  to 
proceed  north,  not  to  enter  the  port  of  Key  West,  but  to  anchor  out- 
side and  receive  the  mails  by  a  small  boat. 

'  The  Rhode  Island  left  Pensacola  the  same  day  (80th)  at  5  p.  m., 
reaching  the  outer  anchorage  at  Key  West  on  the  evening  of  the  1st 
instant;  received  Flag-Officer  Lardner's  mails  and  permission  from 
him  to  continue  our  course  northward. 

Four  cases  of  fever  have  made  their  appearance  since  leaving  the 
Mississippi,  which  have  thus  far  yielded  to  treatment  and  are  con- 
valescing. 

I  can  not  commend  in  sufficiently  high  terms  to  the  Department 
the  attention  and  devotion  of  Assistant  Burgeon  Forman  to  the  sick 
during  the  height  of  the  epidemic.  He  being  the  only  medical  officer 
on  board  his  duties  were  unusuallv  arduous,  but  he  performed  them 
in  the  most  assiduous  and  faithful  manner,  taking  but  little  rest. 
His  whole  time  was  devoted  to  his  patients,  in  whom  he  was  greatly 
interested. 

I  have  to  report  the  death  of  Charles  Mitchell,  landsman,  of 
tvphoid  fever  on  the  81st  ultimo,  and  I  regret  further  to  inform  the 
Department  of  the  loss  of  David  A.  Menter,  coal  heaver,  who  jumped 
overboard  on  the  5th  of  August.  Every  means  was  taken  to  rescue 
him,  but  he  sank  before  the  boats  could  reach  him. 

The  Rhode  Island  touched  at  Port  Royal  on  the  4th  instant,  com- 
municating with  and  receiving  Rear- Admiral  Du  Font's  dispatches. 

Assistant  Paymaster  A.  Burtis,  jr.,  and  Third  Assistant  Engineer 
E.  A.  Magee,  are  on  board,  not  having  fallen  in  with  their  vessels. 
Admiral  Farra^t  was  informed  of  it  and  he  directed  them  to  remain. 

The  Gonnechcut  left  Key  West  on  the  29th  ultimo,  to  the  westward. 

The  Rhode  Island  will  proceed  directly  to  Boston  after  receiving 
on  board  a  sufficient  quantity  of  coal. 

I  enclose  herewith  the  usual  abstracts  required  by  the  Department.

Report  of  Commander  Trenchard^  U.  S.  Navy^  commanding  U.  S.  S. 
Rhode  Island^  on  return  from  We^t  Gulf  Squadron. 

U.  S.  S.  Rhode  Island, 
IIam,pton  Roads^  Va.^  November  10^  186^. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  vessel  from  her 
usual  voyage  to  the  Blockading  Squadron  on  the  way  to  Boston. 

The  Rhode  Island  left  the  navy  yard  at  Boston  on  the  25th  of 
September,  in  conformity  with  the  Department's  instructions  of.  the 
22d  of  the  same  month;  reached  Hampton  Roads  on  the  28th,  and 
was  detained  there  imtil  the  30th  in  receiving  on  board  a  large 
amount  of  ordnance,  and  sailed  on  that  dav  for  the  Gulf,  touching 
at  the  usual  points  occupied  by  our  blockading  vessels,  reaching 
Aransas  Pass,  Tex.,  the  extreme  limit  of  the  blockade,  on  the  19th 
of  October,  and  left  there  early  the  following  morning  upon  the 
return  voyage. 

The  Rhode  Island  touched  at  Galveston  going  and  returning, 
supplied  all  vessels  stationed  on  the  Texas  coast,  and  arrived  at 
New  Orleans  on  the  evening  of  the  24th  of  October,  i^ed  the  re- 
mainder of  her  supplies  to  the  vessels  in  the  Mississippi  River,  and 
after  receiving  on  board  the  sick  and  invalids  from  the  squadron  the 
steamer  left  New  Orleans  the  following  day,  touching  at  Ship  Island 
and  Mobile,  and  reaching  Pensacola  on  the  28th  ultimo.  After  re- 
newing her  supply  of  coal  and  receiving  from  the  squadron  the  sick 
and  invalids  sailed  on  the  30th  ultimo,  touching  at  the  intermediate 
points  on  the  coast  and  anchoring  outside  the  harbor  of  Key  West 
on  the  night  of  the  2d  instant,  and  after  receiving  the  mails  on  the 
following  morning  proceed  north ;  communicated  with  Rear- Admiral 
Du  Pont  at  Port  fioyal,  leaving  that  place  on  the  6th  instant.

Sir:  The  Circassian  having  been  fitted  up  to  run  regularly  as  a 
supply,  passenger,  and  dispatch  steamer  to  the  Gulf  Squadrons,  you 
will  proceed  with  her  from  New  York  on  this  service  on  the  15th 
instant,  observing  the  following  instructions : 

On  the  outward  trip  touch  at  Port  Royal,  S.  C,  and  Turtle  Har- 
bor, near  Carysfort  light,  and  leave  at  those  places,  respectively,  the 
passengers,  mails,  and  other  matter  you  may  have  for  the  squadrons 
of  Rear-Admiral  Du  Pont  and  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Wilkes;  also 
furnish  any  vessels  of  the  squadron  of  the  latter  you  may  meet  witli 
any  needed  fresh  supplies. 

The  Eastern  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron  commences  at  Cape 
Canaveral.  It  will  be  your  duty  to  communicate  with  all  the  vessels 
on  blockading  service  from  that  point  to  the  extreme  limits  of  the 
blockade  on  the  coast  of  Texas,  both  on  your  outward  and  homeward

Ck)mplaint  has  been  made  of  the  failure  on  previous  occasions  of 
the  supply  steamers  to  touch  oflf  Apalachicola  and  other  points  on 
the  Gulf  coast  Be  careful  to  pass  by  none  of  the  blockading  stations 
without  communicating.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Trenchard^  U,  S.  Navy^  commanding  TJ.  8.  8. 
Rhode  Island^  of  arrival  at  Key  West^  Fla. 

U.  S.  S.  Rhode  Island, 
Key  West^  Fla.^  December  16^  1861. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  of  the  arrival  here 
of  tlie  Rhode  Island  in  five  days  from  Port  Royal,  which  place  she 
left  on  the  afternoon  of  the  11th  instant. 

The  steamer  experienced  heavy  weather  during  the  greater  part  of 
the  passage. 
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For  convenience  of  communicating  with  the  IT  S.  ship  Savannah^ 
off  Tybee,  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  anchor  inside  of  Port  Royal 
bar  for  the  night,  get  underway  at  daylight,  and  proceed  to  Tybee, 
the  weather  bemg  calm  at  the  time  and  every  indication  of  a  continu- 
ance of  it. 

At  11 :  30  p.  m.  the  wind  came  out  suddenly  from  the  northward 
and  eastward.  The  steamer  commenced  dragging,  and  soon  after 
parted  the  chains,  losing  two  anchors.  It  was  then  deemed  advisable 
to  steam  at  once  to  sea,  get  an  offing,  and  lay  the  i^ip  to  until  the 
gale  moderated.  The  gale  continued  for  some  thirty  nours,  during 
the  greater  portion  of  which  the  steamer  was  kept  head  to  sea  and 
imder  easy  steam,  and  although  quite  deep  she  made  good  weather, 
proving  herself  an  excellent  sea  vessel. 

On  the  14th  instant,  25  miles  from  the  Florida  coast,  boarded  the 
English  schooner  JtUic^  ten  days  from  Port  Plata,  San  Domingo,  for 
New  York,  which  vessel  reported  that  recent  information  had 
reached  that  ^ace  of  the  rebel  steamer  Sumter  being  at  Kingstown, 
St.  Vincent,  W.  I.,  blockaded  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Iroquois;  and  on  the 
15th  instant  boarded  the  British  brig  AttUa^  two  days  from  Matanzas, 
from  which  we  learned  that  a  retel  schooner  had.  sailed  from  that 
port  under  English  colors,  but  without  a  register  and  clearance. 

The  Rhode  Island  will  continue  her  course  through  the  Gulf  as 
soon  as  finishing  coaling.

On  our  homeward  trip  after  leaving  Key  West,  off  Turtle  Harbor, 
Fla.,  we  found  the  steamboat  M,  Sanford  ashore  with  800  soldiers  on 
board,  the  One  hundred  and  fifty-sixth  New  York,  attached  to  Gfen- 
eral  Banks'  expedition.  Received  250  of  them  on  board;  the  bark 
Gemshok  received  the  balance.    We  then  took  her  in  tow  and  pro- 
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ceeded  back  to  Key  West.    After  discharging  the  soldiers  we  left 
same  day  for  Port  Koyal. 

I  will  further  state  that  the  Blackatone^  in  my  opinion,  is  unfit 
for  the  service  of  supplying  the  blockade.  Her  average  speed  is 
about  8  miles  per  hour,  and  her  capacity  for  passengers  and  sick  are 
poor  indeed.  She  carries  a  crew  of  8  men  before  the  mast,  hardly 
sufficient  to  work  her.

Sir:  The  service  on  which  the  U.  S.  S.  Union  is  to  be  engaged  will 
be  the  supplying  of  the  Gulf  Squadrons  with  fresh  provisions,  etc., 
and  conveying  passengers  and  mails  to  and  from  those  squadrons  as 
well  as  other  points  on  the  route. 

On  the  outward  trip  touch  at  Port  Royal,  S.  C,  and  Turtle  Harbor, 
and  leave  at  those  places,  respectively,  the  passengers,  mails,  or 
other  matter  you  may  have  for  the  sauadrons  of  Rear- Admiral  Du 
Pont  and  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Wilkes;  also  furnish  any  of  the 
vessels  of  the  squadron  of  the  latter  that  you  may  meet  with  any 
needed  fresh  supplies. 

The  Eastern  Gulf  Squadron  commences  at  Cape  Canaveral.  It 
will  be  your  duty  to  communicate  with  all  the  vessels  on  blockading 
service  from  that  point  to  the  extreme  limits  of  the  blockade  on  the 
coast  of  Texas,  both  on  your  outward  and  homeward  trips,  delivering 
their  mails,  passengers,  etc.,  and  furnishing  them  with  supplies,  also 
receiving  from  them  passengers,  invalids,  and  mails  to  be  brought 
north.     You  will  also  touch  at  New  Orleans. 

Kev  West  is  the  depot  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Bailey,  command- 
ing the  East  Gulf  Squadron,  and  Pensacola  of  Rear- Admiral  Farra- 
gut,  commanding  the  West  Gulf  Squadron. 

Be  careful  to  pass  by  none  of  the  blockading  stations  without 
'  communicating.  Have  your  mails  for  the  respective  vessels  properly 
assorted  and  ready  for  delivery. 

On  your  homeward  trip  touch  at  Turtle  Harbor,  Port  Royal,  off 
Wilmington,  and  at  Hampton  Roads.  From  the  latter  point  for- 
ward your  mails  to  the  Department  via  Baltimore,  and  after  com- 
municating with  the  senior  oflScer  present  continue  your  course  to 
New  York.

Au  prisoners  brought  home  charged  with  violating  the  blockade 
will  be  delivered  to  the  U.  S.  marshal  at  New  York. 

Nothwithstanding  the  special  service  in  which  the  steamer  Union 
is  to  be  engaged,  sne  is  to  exercise  all  the  rights  pertaining  to  a 
cruiser  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war.  You  will  exercise  the

facilitating  the  supply  of  provisions  to  the  vessels  in  the  Sounds  of 

North  Carolina, 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va,,  February  5,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  received  your  communication  of  the  30th  ultimo,  re- 
garding a  means  of  f  acilitatiujg  the  supply  of  provisions  to  the  vessels 
m  the  Sounds  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Brandywine,  in  the  Koads,  is  general  receiving  and  supply 
vessel  of  this  squadron.  She  has  two  paymasters  and  five  clerks. 
One,  Paymaster  Emery,  keeps  the  accounts  of  that  vessel  and  the 
tugs  and  other  small  vessels  m  this  vicinity.  The  other.  Paymaster 
Looker,  has  charge  of  the  stores  on  board.  The  practice  has  been 
to  send  provisions  and  paymaster's  stores  from  the  North  to  the 
Brandywine.  Ship's  stores  have  generally  been  obtained  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  Brandywine,  on  requisitions  approved  by 
the  adrriiral  from  the  different  navy  agents,  mostly  from  the  navy 
agent  at  Baltimore.  Commander  Totten  has  verbally  represented  to 
me  that  articles  thus  obtained  from  Baltimore  cost,  he  thinks,  ,con- 
siderablj  more  than  those  obtained  directly  from  the  North.  The 
vessels  in  this  vicinity  are  all  supplied  from  the  Brandywine.  At 
present  the  commanding  officer  at  the  navy  yard  also  makes  his  requi- 
sitions on  the  Brandywine,  he  having  no  naval  storekeeper.  The 
vessels  in  the  sounds  and  the  vessels  off  Wilmington  are  generally 
supplied  from  the  Brandywine.  This  involves  two  freights  and  two  ' 
separate  stowages,  viz,  either  in  navy  supply  or  chartered  vessels 
from  the  North  to  the  Koads,  where  their  cargoes  are  discharged  into 
the  Brandywine,  stowed  there,  and  subsequently,  as  reauired,  re- 
shipped  in  small  chartered  vessels  for  New  Berne  or  Beauiort.  Ves- 
sels of  8  feet  draft  can  always  safely  enter  the  sounds  by  the  Hatteras 
Inlet,  and  vessels  of  14  feet  draft  can  enter  the  harbor  *of  Beaufort. 
At  New  Berne  they  are  received  by  Acting  Assistant  Paymaster 
Hastings,  and  are  issued  either  directly  from  the  transport  bringing 
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them  or  from  one  of  the  two  small  prize  schooners  temporarily  used 
for  store  vessels  there.  At  Beaufort  they  are  received  on  board  the 
storeship  WUliam  Badger  by  Paymaster  Whittemore,  whence  they 
are  issued  to  the  vessels  of  the  blockade  when  they  come  up  for  coal 
and  other  supplies.  Ordnance  stores  are  received  here  and  issued  in 
the  same  manner,  except  that  they  are  sent  by  the  Ordnance  Bureau 
to  the  naval  ordnance  officer^  Lieutenant-Commander  Phenix,  at 
Old  Point,  by  whom,  on  requisitions  approved  by  me,  they  are  issued 
and  sent,  usually  by  naval  vessels,  as  opportunity  occurs,  to  the  two 
points  or  supply,  at  one  of  which,  New  feeme,  one  of  the  aforemoi- 
tioned  prize  schooners  is  used  for  an  ordnance  vessel. 

Three  of  the  late  mortar  vessels  are  now  employed  as  blockades 
off  the  small  inlets  adjacent  to  the  entrances  to  Wilmington.  They 
can  not  hereafter  be  employed  on  this  service  to  the  same  advanta^^ 
as  heretofore,  as  the  enemy  now  have  steamers  on  the  coast  which 
can  dash  in  and  detroy  them.  Fitted  as  they  now  are  for  men-of-war, 
with  batteries,  crews,  berth  decks,  officers'  quarters,  store  rooms,  etc, 
they  can  hold  but  little.  Changed  back  to  their  former  condition  as 
carriers,  one,  the  Matthew  Vassar^  would  perhaps  make  a  sufficient 
store  schooner  for  the  vessels  in  the  sounds.  Either  one  of  the  others, 
the  Arietta  or  William  Baconj  would  make  a  good  ordnance  vessel 
for  Beaufort,  and  the  other  could  be  used  to  transport  naval  supplies 
of  all  sorts  to  Beaufort. 

The  schooner  John  LenthaU^  recently  chartered  at  $25  jjer  day 
by  authority  of  the  Bureau  of  Construction,  is  now  conveving  stores 
from  the  Brandy  wine  to  New  Berne.  She  is  available  for  general 
transportation  under  the  orders  of  either  of  the  bureaus. 

In  September  last  I  issued  an  order  requiring  each  commanding 
officer  on  the  blockade  off  Wilmington  and  in  the  sounds  of  North 
Carolina  to  furnish  the  paymasters,  respectively,  having  charge  of 
the  supplies  at  Beaufort  and  New  Berne  with  an  estimate  of  his 
wants  for  the  ensuing  quarter,  allowing  for  what  his  vessel  had  on 
hand;  and  I  directed  each  of  these  paymasters  to  make  general  re- 
quirements based  upon  these  returns  and  allowing  for  the  supplies 
on  hand  on  board  the  storeship  under  his  charge. 

Owing  to  frequent  changes  of  vessels,  the  temporary  absence  of 
many  or  them  for  various  causes,  the  duties  of  the  Iblockade,  so  many 
new  officers,  and  other  deranging  circumstances,  I  have  not  as  yet 
been  able  to  secure  such  attention  to  this  order  as  to  make  the  pro- 
posed plan  work. 

Until  a  sufficient  staff  organization  is  provided  for  the  conunander 
of  the  squadron,  I  hope  that  each  chief  of  bureau  will  hereafter 
himself,  with  the  superior  facilities  at  his  disposal,  and  either  by 
means  of  the  above-described  requisitions  or  of  such  other  returns 
as  he  may  require  and  receive,  or  in  any  other  manner  he  may  see 
fit,  keep  up  the  supplies  at  the  points  of  issue  in  this  command 
sufficiently  to  meet  tne  current  requisitions  which  I  shall  approve.

Snt:  I  dislike  extremelj  to  utter  complaints  to  the  Department, 
^owin^  its  anxiety  and  efforts  to  meet  every  requirement,  but  the 
^necessities  of  my  squadron  should  be  made  known  to  it. 
^  Our  requisitions  for  general  stores,  I  have  reason  to  believe,  are 
immediately  attended  to  by  the  bureaus  in  the  Department,  so  far  as 
transmitting  them  to  the  navy  yards  for  fulfillment,  but  there  seems 
to  be  imaccountable  obstacles  to  our  receiving  them. 

When  the  Courier  went  north  the  time  before  last,  I  wrote  to  the 
Department  by  her,  under  date  of  Novwaber  28, 1862,  stating  that  I 
had  forwarded  to  the  Bureau  of  Equipnent  and  Recruiting  requi- 
sitions for  stores  urgently  needed  in  the  squadron,  and  suggested  that 
the  Courier  be  sent  back  with  them  as  early  as  possible.  She  re- 
mained over  a  month  and  finally  came  with  bread,  but  with  none 
of  the  other  articles  that  were  required;  We  have  been  out  of  oil 
for  machinery;  coal  is  not  more  essential;  the  Bureau  was  written 
to  and  replied  that  the  requisition  had  been  sent  to  New  York;  we 
were  purchasing  from  transports,  or  wherever  it  could  be  found, 
2  or  3  barrels  at  a  time.  Fmally  the  Union  came  with  some,  but 
it  was  stowed  under  all  her  cargo  and  the  captain  wished  to  defer 
its  delivery  until  his  return  from  the  Gulf,  which,  however,  I  would 
not  allow. 

f  This  vessel  was  to  have  brought  important  parts  of  the  ration, 
such  aa  sugar,  coffee,  flour,  butter,  beans,  and  dned  fruit,  with  cloth- 
ing, but  she  did  not.  The  articles  named  are  exhausted  on  the  store- 
ships  of  this  squadron. 

,  The  supply  ^ips,  particularly  the  Circassian  and  Blackstone^  have 
given  us  no  satisfaction ;  valuable  property  belonging  to  officers  has 
been  damaged  and  lost  on  board,  and  the  greatest  confusion  was 
everywhere  apparent. 

t  I  earnestly  asked  for  and  was  promised  the  Massachusetts  to  run 
to  Port  Royal  for  the  supply  of  this  squadron,  which  would  have 
obviated  manj  of  the  above  difficulties.  On  the  17th  of  this  month 
this  vessel  will  have  been  north  three  months,  and  the  last  time  I 
heard  of  her  they  were  withdrawing  workmen  instead  of  accelerating 
her  movements.  The  Arago,  United  States  transport,  of  2,000  tons, 
made  her  last  round  trip  in  eleven  days,  brin^g  large  cargoes. 

My  commanding  officers  complain  that  their  wants  are  not  sup- 
pliea,  and  I  have  feen  so  tried  by  the  increasing  demands  for  articles 
which  I  could  not  supply  that  I  can  defer  no  longer  addressing  the 
Department  on  the  subject. 

I  desire  to  cast  censure  nowhere;  I  know  what  the  war  pressure  is; 
but,  if  permitted  to  do  so,  I  can  point  out  a  remedy,  viz,  that  the 
Bureau  of  Equipment  be  represented  in  the  navy  yards  as  are  the 
ordnance  and  provision  bureaus,  in  which  system  and  regularity  pre- 
vail, as  well  as  in  the  shipping  of  coal  from  Philadelphia,  since  the 
appointment  by  the  Department  of  an  officer  to  superintend  the 
same;  that  a  commander  should  see  to  the  supplies  of  the  general 
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requisitions;  that  a  lieutenant  or  other  officer  should  see  to  the  supply 
and  storeships,  to  whom  a  clerk  should  be  allowed,  to  keep  receipte 
and  deliver  the  stores;  that  sutlers  should  be  discarded  from  the 
supply  ships,  and  the  latter  made  to  receive  packages  addressed  to 
omcers  of  the  squadrons  and  receipt  for  them.

Report  of  Com/mander  Trenchard^  TJ.  S.  Navy^  commanding  V.  S.  S. 

Rhode  Islamd^  of  chase  of  vessel  supposed  to  he  the  C,  S.  S. 

Alabama. 

U.  S.  S.  Khode  Island, 
Key  West,  February  10, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  daylight  on  the  2d  instant, 
when  315  miles  to  the  northward  of  Abaco,  the  Rhode  Island  fell  in 
with  a  large  steamer,  apparently  of  English  buUd,  bark-rigged,  under 
sail,  and  burning  English  coal,  between  5  and  6  miles  distent. 

The  weather  oeing  rainy  and  overcast  at  the  time,  I  could  not 
fully  decide  as  to  whether  she  was  the  Alahamia^  the  description  an- 
swering sufficiently  near  to  induce  giving  chase.  The  steamer  was 
steering  about  N.  E.  and  this  vessel  making  the  best  of  her  way  for 
the  Bahamas. 

The  steam  was  increased,  all  sail  crowded  on,  and  every  effoi;:t  made 
to  overhaul  the  stranger,  upon  whom  for  a  time  we  appeared  to  gain, 
and  for  some  three  hours  after  only  held  our  own.      , 

At  meridian  a  heavy  squall  coming  up  ahead  sail  was  taken  in,  but 
a  heavy  press  of  steam  kept  on,  and  when  the  weather  lightened  up 
we  appeared  to  have  gained  somewhat  upon  the  chase,  but  soon  after 
she  commenced  drawing  ahead  and  gaming  upon  us  until  sunset, 
when  she  was  hull  down  and  some  12  miles  distant.  I  decided  to 
pursue  the  vessel  during  the  night,  supposing  that  in  consequence  of 
her  success  she  might  fancy  we  had  given  up  the  chase,  slow  down, 
and  that  by  runnmg  at  full  speed  at  daylight  we  might  be  close 
aboard  of  her. 

Although  the  weather  during  the  night  had  been  somewhat  over- 
cast, at  daylight  it  cleared  off  Brightly,  for  a  time  affording  a  good 
view  from  the  masthead  in  every  direction,  and  seeing  nothing  of 
the  stranger  the  chase  was  given  up,  and  we  pursued  our  origmid 
course.  During  the  chase  we  judged  irom  the  dense  volumes  of  smoke 
issuing  at  intervals  from  her  funnel  that  she  was  resorting  to  un- 
usual means  of  increasing  her  steam,  either  by  burning  pitdii  oc 
rosin. 

Circumstances  during  the  chase  were  imfavorable  to  the  Rhode 
Island,  since  she  was  obliged  to  steam  in  the  trough  of  the  sea,  whic^ 
caused  at  times  one  wheel  to  be  out  of  water  and  the  other  to  be  so 
deeply  immersed  as  to  affect  the  revolutions,  and  thereby  impede  tha 
progress  of  the  vessel. 
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That  she  can  make  better  time  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  she  over- 
hauled some  few  days  after  a  fast  mail  steamer  within  six  hours 
after  making  her  smoke. 

After  jgivmg  up  the  chase  the  wind,  which  at  the  time  was  from 
the  southward  and  westward,  increased  to  a  gale,  attended  with 
thick,  squally  weather  and  heavy  head  sea,  hauling  suddenly  at  2 
p.  m.  to  the  westward.  The  ship  was  brought  head  to  wind  and  sea 
under  easy  steam,  but  in  consequence  of  the  sudden  shift  of  wind  a 
very  irregular  and  cross  sea  was  produced.  The  ship  labored  heavily, 
losing  the  forward  sections  of  her  wheelhouses  and  starting  the  bolts 
connecting  the  ^ard-beam  braces. 

The  gafe  continued  imtil  the  followmg  day,  when  it  commenced 
moderating,  and  the  vessel  was  enabled  to  continue  on  her  course. 
In  consequence  of  this  heavy  weather  aiid  injuries  sustained  I  deemed 
it  necessary  to  make  a  port  earlier  than  it  would  have  been  under 
other  circumstances.

There  are  objections  to  breaking  in  upon  the  ice  and  fresh  supplies 
of  those  steamers  on  their  touching  at  Key  West  which  preclude  a 
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compliance  with  your  request.  But  the  inconvenience  of  which  you 
complain  may  be  overcome'  in  some  measure  by  the  steamer  Union 
not  furnishing  the  vessels  at  Pensacola  with  any  of  her  supplies. 
She  has  accordingly  been  ordered  not  to  do  so,  but  to  distribute  her 
entire  cargo  to  the  East  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron.  The  Union  will 
sail  from  New  York  on  the  1st  proidmo.

Report  of  Commander  Cooper^  U.  JS.  Navy^  regarding  condition  and 

provision  for  the  cdre  of  the  U.  S.  stores  hdp  Falmouth  at  A  spin- 

wallj  New  Grcmada. 

U.  S.  S.  Connecticut, 
Bay  of  AspinwaUy  New  Granada,  February  25, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  respectfully  enclose  the  report  of  Assistant  Surgeons  J.  R. 
Little  and  tfoseph  Bubier,  U.  S.  Navy,  in  the  case  of  Lieutenant- 
Commanding  James  A.  Doyle,  of  the  storeship  Falmouth.  This  ship 
at  present  is  moored  to  the  dock,  leaking  badly  and  much  worm- 
eaten  about  the  stempost  and  counters.  The  coal,  about  200 
tons,  has  been  landed  lor  the  use  of  this  ship;  all  the  perishiJ3le 
stores  have  been  put  on  shore. 

I  have  directed  Pavmaster  J.  Howland'Bill  to  take  charge  of  the 
ship  until  he  heard  from  the  Department.  I  have  been  acquainted 
with  this  gentleman  for  many  years,  as  an  agent  and  harbor  master 
for  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Co.j  and  consider  him  thoroughly 
competent  to  take  good  care  of  the  ship.  The  powder  has  been  stored 
on  snore  for  some  time  owing  to  the  water  in  the  magazines.  I  have 
authorized  him  to  get  the  harbor  master  of  this  port  to  haul  the 
vessel  into  the  stream  and  see  her  safely  moored. 

The  majority  of  the  crew  of  the  Falmouth  have  been  in  the  habit 
of  doing  just  as  they  please,  leaving  the  vessel  at  all  hours,  day  or 
night;  instead  pf  being  useiul  to  the  Government,  they  are  an  ex- 
pense. Shipped  at  this  place  f  ot  one  year,  the  most  of  them  deserters 
from  national  vessels  on  the  Pacific;  no  pretense  to  discipline  or 
cleanliness  about  the  vessel.  I  have  directed  Paymaster  Bill  to  dis- 
charge all  but  the  old  hands,  and,  when  it  is  necessary,  to  employ 
negroes  from  shore  to  assist  him.  The  ship  has  deteriorated  as  mucn 
from  the  want  of  attention  and  care  on  the  part  of  the  commanding 
officer  as  from  the  climate.  I  hope  the  course  pursued  may  meet  with 
the  approbation  of  the  honorable  Secretary.

Sib:  You  will  make  requisitions  for  coal  in  triplicate  upon  Captain 
H.  A.  Adams,  superintendent  of  shipments  ox  coal,  Philadelphia, 
through  me,  in  ample  time  to  admit  ox  sending  it,  and  you  will  keep 
on  hand  such  quantities  as  the  senior  officer  may  direct. 

If,  hereafter,  a  requisition  should  be  made  upon  ^ou  for  coal  by  a 
United  States  quartermaster,  it  must  have  the  written  approval  of 
the  general  commanding  the  military  department,  and  my  approval 
also;  for  this  last  may  be  substitutea  that  of  the  senior  naval  officer 
present  in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency  which  would  not  bear 
the  delay  of  a  reference  to  me.  When  coal  is  thus  lent  regular 
official  receipts  must  be  taken  by  you,  and  when  coal  is  borrowed 
from  the  Army  by  the  Navy  you  will  ffive  official  receipts  for  the 
same;  in  both  cases  make  a  prompt  and  exact  official  report  of  the 
transaction  to  the  admiral  and  bureau. 

The  senior  officer  present  will  be  held  to  the  strictest  accoimtability 
if  he  approves  sucn  requisition  to  an  extent  which  will  embarrass 
the  operations  of  the  Navy  and  of  the  blockade. 

The  Army  has  a  re^ar  organization  and  facilities  equal  or 
superior  to  those  of  the  Navy  for  obtaining  its  supplies,  of  which  it 
has  only  to  avail  itself  in  time. 

You  will  furnish  a  certified  copy  of  this  to  the  senior  officer 
present,  so  as  to  regulate  his  actions,  and  ^ou  had  better  acquaint 
the  United  States  quartermaster  with  these  instructions.

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them  with  fresh  provisions^  etc.  The  limits  of  the  squadron  are  the 
dividing  lines  of  the  Carolinas  on  the  north  and  Cape  Canaveral  on 
the  south.  The  headquarters  of  Rear- Admiral  Du  Font,  with  whom 
you  will  communicate,  are  at  Port  RoyaL 

It  will  be  your  duty  to  communicate  with  all  the  vessels  on  the  coast 
belonging  to  this  squadron,  unless  Rear- Admiral  Du  Pont  should 
otherwise  direct,  and  to  deliver  their  mails  and  passengers  and  re- 
ceive mails,  passengers,  and  invalids  to  be  brought  north.  Your 
mails  should  oe  properly  assorted,  each  vessel's  mail  to  itself,  so  that 
it  may  be  ready  for  immediate  delivery ;  also  any  other  packages  or 
parcels  for  officers  and  men.  Much  complaint  has  heretofore  been 
made  of  the  loss  of  such  packages  or  of  serious  damage  to  them. 

On  your  homeward  trip  you  will  communicate  with  the  vessels  of 
the  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron  off  Beaufort  [and]  Wil- 
mington and  receive  any  mails  or  passengers  to  be  sent  north.  You 
will  also  touch  at  Hampton  Roads  and  communicate  with  Acting 
Rear- Admiral  Lee.  From  this  point  you  will  mail  your  dispatches 
for  the  Department,  to  go  via  Baltimore,  by  which  they  will  reach 
here  earlier  than  if  mailed  at  New  York  after  your  arrival  there. 

Notwithstanding  the  special  service  assigned  to  the  Massachusetts^ 
she  is  to  exercise  all  the  rights  pertaining  to  a  cruiser  of  the  United 
States  in  time  of  war.  The  unquestioned  belligerent  right  of  search 
is  to  be  exercised,  and  you  will  be  vigilant  to  detect,  seize,  and  send 
ii>to  port  for  adjudication  any  vessel  engaged  in  carrying  contraband 
of  war  to  the  insurgents  or  m  violating  Uie  blockade  that  you  may 
fall  in  with  in  your  cruise*  Enclosed  is  a  circular  letter  in  reference 
to  visiting  and  searching  vessels,  and  several  of  the  recent  general 
orders  issued  by  the  Department. 

Before  sailing  f roni  New  York  transmit  to  the  Department  a  list 
of  pa^ngers  going  out  in  the  Massachusetts^  designating  the  vessels 
to  which  they  are  respectively  destined,  and  on  your  return  to  New 
York  the  following  lists,  viz : 

1.  Of  passengers  brought  home,  from  vessel  received,  and  cause  of 
return. 

2.  Similar  list  of  seamen. 

3.  Similar  list  of  prisoners.

Dear  Sir:  It  is  with  much  pleasure  I  submit  to  your  inspection 
the  following  account  of  the  working  of  this  vessel,  knowing  that 
you  are  plet^ed  to  hear  of  the  success  and  good  qualities  of  any 
vessel  in  your  department: 

The  mail  department  has  been  completely  or^nized,  and  mails 
are  delivered  without  any  trouble.  The  same  apphes  to  the  packages, 
with  one  exception,  through  the  carelessness  or  ignorance  of  indi- 
viduals sending  them. 

I  find  some  boxes  marked  with  the  wrong  squadron,  which  makes 
some  delay,  but  as  they  are  all  invoiced  as  they  come  on  board,  they 
at  last  reach  the  proper  destination.  The  ship  works  finely  and  is 
perfectly  tight ;  has  only  made  3  inches  of  water  since  leaving  New 
York.  The  new  and  heavy  batteries  which  have  been  placed  on 
board  have  a  tendencv  to  steadv  her  motion,  and  when  the  new  tubes 
are  placed  in  the  boilers,  as  I  have  been  told  thev  will  be  on  her  re- 
turn, I  have  not  the  least  doubt  that  she  will  make  13  knots  an  hour 
with  much  less  quantity  of  coal,  for  she  already  runs  with  8  tons 
less  than  last  trip  with  the  new  tubes  she  now  has.  I  have  also  got 
the  crew  in  fine  working  order;  we  have  gun  exercise  twice  a  day, 
and  the  success  which  attends  the  drilling  is  veiy  good;  in  fact, 
she  is  a  vessel  which  I  feel  proud  of  and  thankful  for  the  command, 
and  one  also  which,  if  we  should  meet  the  Alabama  or  the  Oreto^ 
would  not  fail  to  give  a  good  account  of  her  actions.

Sir:  I  desire  most  respectfully  to  call  your  attention  to  the  ocm- 
tinued  passing  of  the  mail  steamers  by  this  station  without  com- 
municating. 

While  the  steamers  were  under  the  command  of  officers  of  the 
Regular  Navy  we  were  treated  with  considerate  kindness,  and  we 
endeavored  to  show  our  appreciation  of  it  by  the  alacrity  and  dis- 
patch with  which  we  dispatched  our  business.  The  ties  which  bind 
us  to  our  kindred  are  as  strong  as  those  of  others,  and  many  an 
anxious  heart  must  be  weary  waiting  for  news  from  this  ship.  If 
after  months  of  faithful  service  she  has  not  entitled  herself  to  ordi- 
nal courtesy,  then  her  task  is  a  thankless  one,  indeed. 

When  the  Urdon  passed  here  the  weather  was  clear,  water  smooth, 
and  full  moon.  She  hove  in  sight  at  the  West  Pass  long  before  sun- 
down and  did  not  leave  until  near  midnight. 

If  I  know  the  disposition  and  even-handed  justice  of  my  com- 
mander-in-chief, such  neglect  will  not  [be]  justified.

Admiral:  I  have  to  report  that  the  U.  S.  supply  steamer  Union 
arrived  off  this  port  at  6  o'clock  this  morning.  The  tide  being  very 
low,  I  could  not  cross  the  bar  in  the  Fort  Henry.  I  therefore  sent  the 
IsUda.  When  she  came  within  a  mile  of  the  Urdon^  a  boat  was 
lowered  from  that  steamer,  a  quarter  of  beef  and  4  barrels  of 
veg^bles  were  sent  on  board  the  schooner.  At  8.15  we  crossed  the 
bar  in  the  Fort  Henry  and  were  allowed  to  come  within  a  few  him- 
dred  yards  of  the  Umon^  when  she  steamed  off  to  sea. 

I  complain  to  you,  admiral,  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant 
Conroy's  want  of  courtesy,  and  of  his  conduct,  which  has  reduced  by 
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one-half  the  amount  of  fresh  provisions  the  paymaster  of  the  Union 
said  he  intended  furnishing  us  with,  a  matter  of  great  moment  to  us, 
havin^been  rather  limited  in  our  supply  during  the  last  six  monthsL

When  I  arrived  on  board  I  was  informed 
by  the  paymaster's  clerk  (the  paymaster  being  sick)  that  he  would 
let  me  have  2  quarters  of  beef  and  6  barrels  of  vegetables.  Shortly 
after  the  clerk  came  to  me  and  informed  me  that  he  could  let  me  have 
but  1  quarter  of  beef  and  4  barrels  of  vegetables,  as  the  boat  whidi 
was  to  convey  them  to  the  schooner  could  not  convey  any  more.  I 
then  told  him  that  the  Fort  Henry  was  close  by.  He  said  should 
she  come  up  before  thw  started  he  would  give  me  the  other  quarter. 
The  quantity  of  beef  1  received  is  but  one  day's  ration,  vegetables 
two  days'  rations.

Sir  :  The  U.  S.  S.  Bermuda  will  be  employed  as  a  supplv  steamer 
for  the  Gulf  Squadrons  and  in  conveying  passengers,  mails,  etc.,  to 
and  from  those  squadrons,  and  you  will  proceed  with  her  from  Phila- 
delphia on  the  13th  instant  on  this  service. 

On  the  outward  trip  you  will  touch  at  Port  Koyal  and  land  the 
passengers  and  mails  you  may  have  for  the  South  Atlantic  Squadron 
and  continue  thence  to  the  Gulf. 

The  Eastern  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron,  Acting  Rear- Admiral 
Bailey  commanding,  commences  at  Cape  Canaveral,  and  you  will 
communicate  with  all  the  vessels  on  blockading  duty  from  that  point 
to  the  extreme  limits  of  the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron  on  the 
coast  of  Texas,  both  going  and  returning,  furnishing  them  fresh 
supplies,  delivering  mails,  passengers,  etc,  and  receiving  mails,  pas- 
sengers, and  invalids  to  be  brought  north. 

Be  careful  that  you  do  not  pass  any  of  the  blockading  stations 
without  communicating  with  the  vessels  there.    Your  maikf  for  the 
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respective  vessels  should  be  carefully  assorted  and  ready  for  delivery 
on  communicating,  and  such  other  articles  as  you  may  have  on 
board  for  officers  and  seamen  on  the  blockade  must  be  preserved  and 
promptly  delivered. 

On  your  homeward  trip  you  will  touch  at  Port  Royal,  off  Wilming- 
ton, and  at  Hampton  Boads,  and  ccnnmunicate  with  the  senior  com- 
manding officer  at  each  of  those  places.  From  the  latter  point  you 
will  transmit  your  mails  via  Baltunore  to  the  Department  and  then 
proceed  to  Philadelphia. 

Notwithstanding  the  special  servic^  assigned  to  the  Bemmda^  she 
is  to  exercise  all  the  rights  pertaining  to  a  cruiser  of  the  United 
States  in  time  of  war.  The  unquestioned  belligerent  ri^ht  of  search 
is  to  be  exercised,  and  you  will  oe  vigilant  to  detect,  seize,  and  send 
into  port  for  adjudication  any  vessel  you  may  meet  with  in  your 
course  engaged  in  carrying  contraband  of  war  to  the  insurgents  or 
in  violating  the  blockade. 

Before  sailing  from  Philadelphia  transmit  to  the  Department  a 
list  of  passengers  going  out  in  thi^  Bernvadc^  stating  their  destina- 
tion, and  on  your  return  the  following-mentioned  lists,  viz :

5.  Of  vessels  spoken  or  boarded  at  sea  during  the  trip,  with  the 
customary  remarks.

Sir:  I  have  just  received  your  letter  of  this  date,  and  in  reply 
would  inform  you  that  on  the  5th  instant  I  received  a  letter  from  tiie 
Departoient,  dated  May  4,  instructing  me  to  afford  a  passage  in  the 
supply  steamers,  as  far  north  as  those  themselves  ffo,  to  sick  sea- 
men, although  they  may  have  been  discharged  from  me  service. 

The  supply  steamers  ccMnmunicate  with  me  about  once  in  six 
weeks,  on  their  return  trips  from  the  South,  and  if  you  think  such  a 
means  of  getting  discharged  convalescents  home  would  be  convenient, 
I  will  cause  you  to  be  informed  on  the  arrival  of  such  steamers,  in 
order 'that  they  may  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege.  No  other 
passes  will  be  required  than  your  discharges  from  the  hospital  and 
my  general  order  to  the  commanding  officers  of  the  steamers. 

If  by  passes  you  refer  to  the  tickets  giving  public  transportation 
in  the  bay  line  steamers  to  Baltimore,  I  will  send  you  on  receipt  of 
vour  reply  as  many  as  you  may  require,  but  the  names  of  several  may 
DC  put  on  one  ticket. 

I  have  suggested  to  the  Department,  referring  to  its  order  above 
quoted  as  applying  to  all  sick  seamen  brought  from  the  South  by 
supply  vessels,  that  it  would  be  advantageous  to  this  squadron  if 
such  of  them  as  are  likely  soon  to  recover  and  whose  time  has  not 
expired  could  be  sent  to  the  Portsmouth  Hospital,  and  when  removed 
retained  for  use  here,  allowing  only  the  graver  cases  and  those  dis- 
charged from  the  service  to  proceed  as  far  north  as  those  steamers  go.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  my  arrival  at  this  port.    Oik  the 
passage  I  found  great  diflSculty  with  the  compasses,  for  the  reason 
that  the  magnets  were  taken  up  in  the  Philadelphia  Navy  Yard, 
and  when  replaced  were  laid  down  incorrectly. 

The  speed  of  the  vessel  will  not,  under  favorable  circumstances, 
exceed  6  miles  per  hour.  The  boilers  have  been  adapted  for  English 
bituminous  coal,  and  with  the  anthracite  coal  the  engineers  report 
that  thev  find  difficulty  in  getting  a  sufficient  head  of  steam,  7  or  8 
pounds  being  the  average,  where  she  is  allowed  to  carry  22.  I  trust 
on  my  return  north  to  be  able  to  have  this  defect  remedied,  when, 
I  doubt  not,  she  will  do  much  better.

Report  of  LietUenani-Commander  Lowry,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the 
employment  of  seamen  in  shore  fortifications. 

U.  S.  Supply  Steamer  Union, 

At  Sea,  May  19, 1863. 

Sir:  Ccmceivinff  it  to  be  my  duty  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  any  knowledge  which  may  be  of  benefit  to  the  country, 
and  having  observed  from  the  newspapers  of  the  day  thft  the  Gov- 
ernment is  being  put  to  some  embarrassment  in  its  disposition  of  the 
contraband  male  slaves  which  are  daily  increasing  within  our  lines, 
I  venture  to  suggest  from  my  experience  of  the  last  two  years  that 
the  able-bodied  negro  makes  a  good  artilleryman.  On  board  the 
Brooklyn  and  Scioto^  where  I  had  a  number  of  contrabands,  I  f oimd 
it  impossible  to  teach  them  the  infantry  drill.  All  tny  efforts  and 
those  of  my  officers  were  of  no  avail  to  bring  them  up  to  a  common 
proficiency  in  the  handling  of  the  musket,  marching,  forming  line, 
or  any  other  ordinary  duty  of  the  infantry  soldier ;  but  in  the  work- 
ing of  the  great  guns,  for  coolness,  quiclmess  in  handling  the  ram- 
mers, sponges,  powder,  shot,  and  shell,  I  found  that  they  were  exceed- 
ingly apt,  and  fond  of  it.  This  observation  has  led  me  to  believe  that 
thev  can  be  made  of  use  in  the  seacoast  defenses  of  the  United  States. 

The  sense  of  security  behind  the  bulwarks  of  ships  or  the  walls 
and  casemates  of  forts  keeps  them  free  from  the  apprehension  of 
danger,  either  from  shot  or  the  wrath  and  vengeance  of  their  former 
white  owners.  Their  strength  is  well  calculated  to  endure  the  ex- 
hausting labor  of  loading  and  running  in  and  out  heavy  guns,  while 
their  docility  and  aptness  for  military  subordination  would  make 
them  excellent  garrison  soldiers. 
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In  this  connection  I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Department 
a  plan  for  officering  and  manning  our  forte  and  seacoast  defenses 
with  naval  officers  and  seamen.  The  most  successful  defenses  made 
against  us  by  the  rebels  at  various  points  on  the  Mississippi  and  the 
seacoast  have  been  made  by  ex-naval  officers  and  seamen ;  m  the  last 
defense  of  Port  Hudson  the  ^uns  were  worked  by  seamen  and  naval 
men,  so  at  Vicksburg,  at  Galveston,  and  Charleston.  The  defenses 
of  Sebastopol  were  entirely  defended  by  Bussian  seamen  for  many 
months,  while  from  the  fort  guarding  that  port  they  beat  back  the 
combined  fleets  of  England  and  France.  Many  instances  can  be 
quoted  where  a  few  seamen  with  a  gun  or  two  have  beat  oflF  large 
snips  and  squadrons. 

I  would  respectfully  urge  upon  the  Department  to  consider  this 
suggestion  as  one  capable  of  oeing  turned  to  great  advantage  in 
defending  our  harbors. 

There  are  in  the  Navv  and  in  the  merchant  service  great  numbers 
of  trained  sea  officers  oi  an  age  or  in  a  state  of  health  unfitting  them 
for  active  duty  at  sea,  but  who  from  habit,  education,  and  powers  of 
endurance  are  admirably  fitted  to  command  and  fight  batteries  of 
guns  on  seacoast  or  harlJor  forts. 

The  seaman  knows  a  ship,  can  at  a  glance  anticipate  her  move- 
ments, calculate  her  speed,  stren^h,  and  armament;  Imows  her  vul- 
nerable points;  is  so  familiar  with  a  ship  or  ships  that  she  or  they 
offer  nothing  startling  or  fearful  to  him ;  in  a  word,  the  most  danger- 
ous foe  for  vessels  to  encounter  is  the  seaman  fighting  behind  guns 
mounted  on  shore  batteries. 

No  one  will  question  for  a  moment  which  garrison  will  be  most 
effective  in  forts  defending,  say.  New  York  Harbor,  a  body  of  hardy 
seamen  inured  to  danger,  perfectly  acquainted  with  the  movements 
of  a  ship  or  fleet,  most,  if  not  all,  using  the  ^reat  gun  as  their  natural 
weapon,  or  a  hastily  collected  body  of  citizen  volunteers  composed 
of  men  froln  all  professions,  who,  brave  to  defend  their  firesioes  or 
city,  can  not  be  expected  to  withstand  patiently  the  terrific  bcnnbard- 
ment  which  forts  must  hereafter  expect  to  undergo. 

As  I  have  only  ventured  to  touch  upon  this  subject  as  a  suggestion, 
I  have  not  entered  into  an  elaborate  explanation  of  my  views,  deem- 
ing it  but  proper  to  first  ascertain  whether  the  Department  thinks 
with  me  that  the  subject  is  ojie  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  still 
further  looked  into  and  discussed. 

I  can  say,  in  conclusion,  that  I  am  governed  in  thus  addressing  the 
Department  simply  by  an  earnest  desire  to  serve  my  country,  in 
thinking  what  is  best  to  help  to  defend  her  against  all  enemies,  for- 
eign or  domestic.

U.  S.  Supply  Steamer  Union, 

New  York,  May  «i,  1863. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  the  U.  S.  supply 
steamer  Union  under  my  command  at  this  port.  Her  engines  are 
in  a  disabled  condition.  Since  leaving  Galveston  on  our  homeward 
voyage  there  has  been  one  continual  derangement  with  the  engines, 
caused  by  the  main  bearings  of  the  shaft  having  been  much  worn, 
placing  tiie  shaft  out  of  line  and  the  breaking  of  the  eccentric.  On 
leaving  Mobile  the  forward  engine  gave  out  altogether  and  we  were 
obliged  to  make  the  best  of  our  way  direct  from  Pensacola  to  Key 
West,  and  only  by  the  help  of  fair  winds  and  great  care,  using  our 
canva^  with  the  single  engine,  have  I  been  enabled  to  arrive  safely 
at  this  port.  There  being  no  facilities  for  making  the  necessary 
repairs  either  at  Pensacola  or  at  Key  West,  I  have  had  no  other 
alternative  but  to  come  direct  here.  The  derangement  of  the  en- 
gines is  not  so  serious  but  that  they  can  soon  be  repaired  here.  I 
most  respectfully  forward  the  report  of  survey  held  at  Key  West, 
by  order  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  T.  Bailey,  at  my  request.  1  would 
here  take  the  liberty  of  stating  that  the  engines  of  this  ship  are 
very  light  for  a  ship  of  her  class,  and  I  fear  I  shall  never  be 
enabled  to  make  my  trips  with  regularity  or  credit  to  myself.  En- 
closed [is]  a  copy  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Bailey's  order,  authoriz- 
ing me  to  proceed  to  sea,  and  to  make  the  best  of  my  way  to  the 
port  of  New  York  without  touching  at  any  intermediate  port.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  the  foregoing  order  we  have  examined  into 
the  circumstances  therein  referred  to  and  have  to  report  as  follows: 
It  seems  that  the  beef  was  packed  in  Philadelphia  with  some  175 
tons  of  ice,  but  that  in  consequence  of  there  being  no  proper  ice 
house  built  in  the  vessel  the  warmth  of  the  Gulf  Stream  has  operated 
through  the  side  of  the  vessel  and  has  melted  the  ice  so  rapidly  as  to 
leave  scarcely  10  tons  remaining.  There  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
any  want  of  care  on  the  part  of  the  officers  of  the  vessel  in  attending 
to  its  preservation.  The  beef  still  seems  to  be  in  good  condition,  but 
to  preserve  it  immediate  steps  niust  be  taken.  Either  ice  must  be 
purchased  to  repack  it  on  board  the  vessel  or  it  must  be  removed  to 
the  ice  house  on  shore.  The  first  course  would  cost  over  $7,000,  and 
from  the  previous  experience  it  would  not  last  beyond  Pensacola,  and 
a  large  portion  of  the  beef  would  then  become  spoiled  for  want  of  a 
fresh  supply  of  ice.  In  the  other  case  the  cost  would  be  trifling  (the 
exact  sum  can  not  be  estimated  at  present)  and  the  entire  amount 
of  beef  would  probably  be  available  for  issue,  not  only  to  the  Navy 
but  to  the  Army.  In  view  of  these  considerations,  we  would  recom- 
mend the  latter  expedient. 

Although  not  specially  called  upon  to  do  so,  we  feel  it  a  duty  to 
represent  that  the  interests  of  the  Government  and  the  comfort  of 
these  two  squadrons  have  been  sacrificed  by  insufficient  preparation 
of  the  vessel  for  the  duty  assigned  her.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  16th  instant,  in  latitude 
28^  40',  longitude  83°  14',  this  vessel  fell  in  with  the  Confederate 
sloop  John  Wesley,  which  had  evaded  the  blockade  off  St.  Marks, 
Fla.,  on  the  13th  instant,  and  was  bound  to  Havana  laden  with 
cotton. 

Being  convinced  that  she  was  on  an  unlawful  voyaffe,  I  seized  her 
as  a  prize,  placed  her  in  charge  of  a  prize  master,  with  two  men,  and 
ordered  her  to  proceed  to  the  port  of  Key  West  for  adjudication, 
retaining  a  portion  of  her  crew — ^which  consisted  of  the  following- 
named  persons: 

D.  B.  Tomlinson,  captain;  Constantino  Oliver,  seaman;  

Bronk,  seaman;  J.  Eaymond,  seaman — on  board  the  Circassian. 
They  will  be  delivered  up  as  witnesses  in  the  case  on  the  return  of 
this  vessel  to  Key  West. 

All  the  papers  found  on  board  the  sloop  were  transmitted  under 
seal  to  the  judge  of  the  United  States  district  court  at  Key  West.  I 
enclose  herewith  a  list  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  Circassian  at 
the  time  of  the  capture. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  fresh  provisions  placed  on  board 
this  vessel  for  distribution  have  given  satisfaction  in  quantity  and 
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quality,  and  I  have  been  enabled  thus  far  to  supply  the  fleets  with 
wholesome  food.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee^  U,  S.  Navy^  regarding  the  need 
of  a  special  supply  vessel  for  the  North  Atlantic  Squadron. 

,  No.  672.]  U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 

Off  Newport  News^  Va.^  June  23^  1863. 

Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  represent  to  the  Department  the  great  incon- 
venience to  the  public  service  occasioned  by  the  supply  vessels  never 
touching  here  on  their  passage  south  and  often  failing  to  do  so  on 
their  way  north. 

Officers  and  dispatches  from  this  point  for  New  Berne  and  Beau- 
fort are  detained  until  an  army  transport  goes  from  Fortress  Monroe. 
This  opportunity  occurs  occasionally  only  as  the  army  communica- 
tions are  direct  between  North  Carolina  and  New  York.  When 
such  an  opportunity  does  present  itself,  I  am  constrained^  to  appeal 
to  the  hospitality  of  the  Army  to  supply  the  necessary  facilities. 

This  squadron  requires  at  least  one  supply  and  transport  steamer 
for  its  exclusive  use. 

At  present  the  blockaders  off  the  two  entrances  to  Wilmington 
and  the  adjacent  inlets  get  fresh  beef  once  in  a  month  or  six  weeks. 
There  would  be  more  fresh  beef  for  them,  but  they  have  no  ice  to 
keep  it  with. 

It  appears  that  there  are  too  many  stopping  places  in  the  two 
squadrons  on  the  Atlantic  for  one  vessel  to  attend  all  and  afford  that 
reasonable  relief  to  the  officers  and  crew  of  this  blockade  which  the 
nature  of  their  services  requires  and  which  the  Department  is  doubt- 
less disposed  to  ffrant  them. 

One  steamer  tor  this  squadron  T^ould  afford  mail  facilities  and 
transportation  for  officers  and  men  and  fresh  beef  and  vegetables  for 
them;  also  transportation  for  such  regular  naval  supplies  as  would 
prevent  the  serious  embarrassment  recently  experienced  at  New 
Berne  and  Beaufort  for  the  want  of  paymasters',  engineers^  and 
ship's  stores. 

There  is  another  point  to  which  I  should  solicit  the  attention  of 
the  Department. 

I  respectfully  propose  that  there  shall  be  a  discontinuance  on  board 
the  supply  vessels  for  this  squadron  of  the  old  objectionable  and 
legally  abolished  naval  system  of  pursers  or  sutlers. 

I  am  informed  that  the  articles  now  furnished  in  this  manner  to 
officers  and  men  on  this  blockade  are  of  a  poor  quality,  though  at  a 
high  price. 

Either  one  of  two  plans  might  be  reasonably  substituted  for  the 
present : 

The  paymaster  might  be  required  to  supply  the  articles  needed 
for  officers  and  men  S  the  usual  advance  oi  10  per  cent  on  thfe  first 
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cost  of  good  articles,  or  obliged  to  receive  and  take  care  of  and  de- 
liver all  proper  supplies  put  on  board  by  the  dealers  in  answer  to 
orders  from  the  squadron. 

With  a  separate  steamer  for  this  squadron,  it  will  be  easy  to  make 
such  arrangements  as  will  enable  the  heads  of  departments  in  this 
squadron  to  keep  up  their  supplies  and  to  afford  to  officers  and  crews 
on  the  blockade  reasonable  accommodation.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  commu- 
nication dated  June  15,  directing  the  discontinuance  of  the  drawing 
of  bills  upon  the  Department  by  Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  J.  J. 
Philbrick,  and  referring  to  other  circumstances  connected  with  the 
rate  of  discount  on  bills,  etc. 

I  have  instructed  Mr.  Philbrick  to  make  his  requisitions  upon  the 
fleet  paymaster  in  future.  Heretofore,  in  drawing  upon  the  Depart- 
ment, Mr.  Philbrick  has,  he  informs  me,  been  governed  by  the  written 
instructions  communicated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Pay- 
master Pierce,  his  predecessor,  imder  "date  of  October  31,  1861.  I 
am  informed  that  1^  per  cent  has  been  a  low  rate  of  exchange,  ob- 
tained by  virtue  of  an  agreement  existing  prior  to  the  rise  in  ex- 
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change,  and  that  the  draft  for  $5,bOO  negotiated  at  par  on  the  26th 
ultimo  was  money  obtained  from  the  marshal,  who  desired  exchange 
on  New  York  and  did  not  feel  authorized,  of  course,  to  charge  ex- 
change on  Government  funds  in  his  hands. 

Under  these  instructions  from  the  Department  it  will  be  necessary 
that  the  fleet  paymaster  should  make  larger  requisitions  than  hereto- 
fore, as  the  expenses  at  the  naval  depot  are  very  considerable.  In 
case  this  officer  is  not  likely  to  reach  this  port  for  some  time  to  ccane 
(as  I  understand  is  the  case),!  would  request  that  the  sum  of  $50,000 
be  sent  out  to  provide  agamst  the  increased  demand  upon  the  pay- 
master of  the  flagship.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Eaton,  U.  S.  Navy,  com- 
manding U.  S.  S.  Circassian,  announcing  arrival  at  Hampton  Roads 
on  return  from  supply  trip  to  the  squadrons. 

U.  S.  S.  Circassian, 
Hampton  Roads,  Va.,  July  21,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  steamer  from 
another  voyage  to  the  blockading  squadrons,  and  on  the  way  to  the 
port  of  Boston. 

The  Circassian  left  New  York  on  the  5th  of  June;  communicated 
with  Rear- Admiral  Du  Pont  at  Port  Royal  on  the  9th,  with  Acting 
Rear-Admiral  Bailey  at  Key  West  on  the  13th,  and  with  all  the 
blockaders  between  the  latter  place  and  New  Orleans,  where  she  ar- 
rived on  the  22d,  and  left  June  26  for  Galveston,  the  terminus  of 
the  outward  voyage. 

On  the  return  voyage  she  communicated  at  all  the  places  above 
mentioned,  and  in  addition  at  Indian  River,  Fla.,  on  the  15th, 
Charleston,  S.  C,  on  the  17th,  and  off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  on  the  18th 
instant,  receiving  from  the  s(}uadrons  mails,  etc. 

At  daybreak  on  the  morning  of  the  12th  instant,  while  on  the 
passage  from  Charlotte  Harbor  to  Key  West  and  between  Tortugas 
and  the  mainland,  a  large  side-wheel  steamer,  in  all  appearances  like 
a  Mississippi  River  towboat,  was  seen  about  4  miles  distant  from 
this  ship ;  she  apparently  sighted  the  Circassian  at  the  same  moment, 
as  she  changed  her  course  and  ran  from  us.  Immediate  chase  was 
given,  a  blank  cartridge  fired,  but  unheeded  by  the  stranger;  the  100- 
pounder  rifle  was  next  tried,  but  the  range  proved  ine^ctive.  The 
weather  was  calm,  water  smooth,  and  evei*ything  to  the  stranger's 
advantage;  nevertheless,  the  chase  was  continued  twelve  hours  and 
many  shots  fired  from  the  30  and  100  pounder  rifles,  and  not  until 
the  black  smoke  from  the  unknown  steamer  was  fast  disappearing 
below  the  horizon  was  the  chase  relinquished  as  hopeless. 

Admiral  Bailey,  from  a  description  of  her,  expressed  the  opinion 
that  she  was  the  Fox,  which  ran  out  of  Pass  Jt  I'Outre,  about  six 
months  since,  in  charge  of  a  rebel  crew. 

During  the  chase.  By  burning  pine  wood  and  other  light  material 
the  speed  of  10  knots  was  attained  by  this  vessel,  but  when  these 
resources  were  exhausted  and  coal  used  it  was  of  such  poor  quality 
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that  sufficient  steam  could  not  be  produced  to  drive  her  beyond  8J 
knots ;  this  coal  was  obtained  at  Pensacola. 

Before  the  departure  of  this  vessel  from  Charleston,  early  on  the 
morning  of  the  18th  instant,  the  gunboats  and  a  battery  on  Morris 
Island  commenced  bombarding  the  rebel  Fort  Wagner.  The  firing 
commenced  slow'lj%  gradually  increasing  as  the  proper  ranges  were 
obtained,  and  when  we  left,  at  about  10  a.  m.,  thei*e  was  a  brisk  can- 
nonading, apparently  doing  great  damage  to  the  enemy,  as  most  of 
the  shells  fired  from  our  side  were  «een  to  explode  directly  in  and 
over  the  fort.  The  enemy  directed  his  entire  attention  to  thick  woods 
to  the  rear  of  his  position,  which  gave  us  the  impression  that  some 
movements  were  being  made  by  our  forces  in  that  direction. 

The  officers  of  our  fleet  were  confident  that  Fort  Wagner  would 
soon  be  evacuated  or  surrendered. 

By  order  of  the  naval  officer  at  Port  Royal,  the  brig  Frost  was 
towed  from  that  place  to  the  fleet  o^  Charleston  by  this  vessel. 

Much  regret  was  expressed  by  the  officers  of  the  blockading  ves- 
sels because  of  the  failure  of  the  sutler  of  this  vessel  to  furnish  flour, 
hams,  and  many  other  mess  stores.  The  fleet  off  Galveston  was  en- 
tirely destitute  of  those  eatables,  usually  supplied  by  the  sutler's 
department. 

1  sent  a  letter  from  New  Orleans,  reporting  the  capture  of  the 
Confederate  sloop  John  Wesley^  and  enclosed  a  prize  list. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  take  on  board  a  few  tons  of  coal  before 
leaving  this  place  for  Boston,  as  our  supply  has  been  nearly  exhaust- 
ed by  different  detentions  during  the  homeward  trip. 

The  Circassian's  bottom  is  foul  throughout  her  whole  length,  and 
leaks  exist  in  the  amidship  compartment  In  consideration  of  this, 
I  would  respectfully  request  that  she  be  docked  on, her  arrival  at 
Boston. 

I  enclose  herewith  the  usual  abstracts,  etc.,  required  by  the  De- 
partment, also  a  report  from  the  senior  engineer  of  this  vessel.  The 
mails,  etc.,  from  the  squadrons  are  forwarded  from  this  place.

Sir  :  U.  S.  S.  New  Berne  has  been  prepared  for  special  service  a^ 
a  supply  steamer  for  the  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron — ^that 
is,  to  furnish  the  vessels  of  that  squadron  .engaged  on  blockade  duty 
outside  (not  in  the  Sounds  of  North  Carolina)  with  fresh  provisions 
and  convoy  passengers  and  mails  to  and  from  them.  The  limit  of 
this  s(iuadron  on  the  south  is  the  dividing  line  of  North  and  South 
Carolina.

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Industry,  having  run  aground  the  afternoon  before  while  trying 
to  come  in  without  a  pilot.  He  was  thirty-five  days  out  from  Phila- 
delphia, with  over  500  tons  of  coal  for  the  squadron. 

On  questioning  him  as  to  the  position  of  the  brig,  it  seemed  pos- 
sible that  some  of  the  coal' might  be  saved,  though  not  the  vessel, 
as  she  had  bilged  and  the  tide  was  flowing  into  her.  The  Chippewa 
was  at  that  moment  going  alongside  the  brig  Frost, to  take  out  of 
her  the  little  coal  she  had  left  in  her  (which  I  have  not  been  [able] 
to  accomplish  thus  far).  I  made  a  bargain  with  [the]  captain  of  the 
Frost  to  go  down  in  tow  of  the  Chippewa  at  $75  per  day  whilst  en- 
gaged in  wrecking  and  $50  per  day  demurrage  afterwards  until  dis- 
charge. I  could  see  no  other  way  than  this  of  attempting  to  do  any- 
thing. The  Chivpewa  is  the  only-  vessel  here  able  to  move.  She 
had  a  strong  flooa  tide  and  a  fresh  ^a  breeze  to  contend  with,  against 
which  she  made  verjr  slow  progress. 

At  sunset  the  Chippewa  returned  and  reported  that  she  had  not 
been  able  to  go  near  the  wreck.  At  high  water  it  is  not  possible  to 
go  alongside  the  bark  or  to  take  the  Frost  alongside.  There  seems 
to  be  very  little  probability  of  getting  near  to  her  in  any  way  to 
save  any  of  the  coal.  There  was  communication  between  the  Frost 
and  bark,  and  the  crew  of  the  latter  abandoned  her  to  take  refuge 
on  board  the  Frost.  The  Chippewa  has  about  coal  enough  on  board 
to  take  her  back  to  her  anchorage.  This  morning  at  daylight  the 
Chippewa  took  in  some  more  coal  and  went  down  to  the  wreck,  where 
she  now  is.  • 

This  morning  I  applied  to  quartermaster  for  aid  to  save  coal, 
offering  to  divide  with  him  whatever  might  be  saved.  He  replied 
that  he  would  be  happy  to  render  any  assistance  in  his  power  with- 
out sharing  in  the  spoils,  and  will,  I  believe,  send  a  tug.  I  have 
asked  him  to  send  a  tug  and  a  pilot  to  the  aid  of  the  Chippewa  and 
Frost. 

No  potatoes  or  onions  are  to  be  obtained  at  Port  Royal,  and  the 
butcher  at  Bay  Point  has  none. 

Monday y  11th. — I  have  sent  the  Powhata/n  down  to  the  wreck  to  try 
and  get  some  coal  from  it  between  this  and  Wednesday  morning,  when 
she  will  leave  with  the  monitors.  I  think  the  Flambeau  had  best 
tow  up  one  of  them,  so  as  not  to  have  all  three  depending  on  one 
tower. 

The  Prometheus  is  disabled  and  is  having  her  engine  repaired. 
The  Haze  is  in,  wanting  coal,  and  can't  give  her  any  to-day. 

The  Fairhaven  went  to  Wassaw  with  provisions  for  UnadiUa^ 
which  vessel  was  almost  empty.  The  Oleander  returned  last  even- 
ing, out  of  coal,  and  wanting  her  engines  examined.  I  can't  give 
her  anv  coal  to-day,  until  toward  evening,  when  she  can  get  some 
from  tne  quartermaster's  pile  at  Bay  Point.  I  will  send  her  up  to 
you  as  soon  as  I  can.

Sir  :  I  Have  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  vessel  at  this  place  in  want 

of  coals  August  4,  and  up  to  this  date  have  not  been  aole  to  obtain 

any  from  the  supplies.     On  Saturday,  August  8,  the  bark  Faiths 

laden  with  coal  for  the  Navy,  struck  on  Martm's  Industry  Shoals  and

water  tor  six  consecutive  hours,  succeeded  in  obtaming  about  25  tons 
of  coal.  The  men  becoming  exhausted,  and  1,400  tons  of  coal  having 
arrived,  I  desisted  from  further  operations,  in  hope  of  obtaining  a 
supply  from  the  vessels  which  had  arrived,  but  up  to  the  present  time 
have  not  been  furnished.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  of  reporting  the  arrival  of  this  ship  at  this 
station,  after  having  complied  with  the  orders  of  the  honorable  Sec- 
i*etary  of  the  Kavy,  m  supplying  all  the  vessels  belonging  to  the  East- 
ern Gulf  Blockading  Squadron.  The  entire  squadron  is  in  a  perfect 
state  of  health  and  organization.  On  Monday,  the  31st  August,  we 
anchored  off  Charleston.  I  reported  to  Rear- Admiral  Dahlgren ;  he 
had  no  dispatches,  a  steamer  having  left  a  few  hours  previous  to  my 
arri^val.  During  the  entire  afternoon  five  of  the  monitors  were  oi- 
gaging  batteries  on  Sullivan's  Island. 

Fort  Sumter  appears  to  be  entirely  silenced  and  looks  more  like 
a  fallen  pile  of  bricks  than  anythinjg  else.  It  is  only  occupied  by  a 
very  few  men.  The  old  flagstaff  that  has  supported  the  rebel  flag  for 
the  last  two  years  has  been  shot  awav,  and  the  rag  is  now  hoisted  on 
a  very  small  staff  at  another  angle  oi  the  battery.

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The  Spaulding  was  formerly  the  St,  John%  taken  by  the  TJ.  &  S. 
Stettin^  and  sold  at  Boston.  She  was  then  taken  to  St.  John,  New 
Brunswick,  and  took  a  cargo  to  Nassau  (New  Providence)  ;  from 
that  port  to  Charleston,  S.  c!  I  find  by  the  confession  of  the  captain 
and  her  log  book  she  arrived  at  Charleston,  S.  C,  on  the  22d  August, 
1863,  and  was  employed  by  the  rebel  Government  in  the  harbor  of 
Charleston  up  to  the  12th  September,  1863.

Sir:  Mr.  Hughes  reports  that  the  Montauk  will  be  finished,  with 
all  her  additions,  pilot-house  sleeve,  and  base  rings,  by  November  2. 

Independently  of  the  sleeve  and  base  rings,  she  can  be  ready  in  a 
week  or  ten  days  should  the  iron  come  down  for  the  cover  of  the 
pilot  house.  Her  pilot-house  top  Jias  been  struck  and  knocked  in,  as 
the  GatskUVs  was.  Mr.  Hughes  has  no  iron  wherewith  to  strengthen 
this  pilot-house  top,  but  is  expecting  some  every  day. 

The  Patapsco  is  to  come  alon^ide  in  the  morning  to  receive  her 
pilot-house  sleeve  and  another  rifle  gun,  if  we  can  manage  it.  She 
ought  to  be  ready  to  leave  Wednesday  evening  or  Thursday  morning, 
and  will  need  a  tow. 

The  steamer  Urdon  arrived  this  morning  and  brought  with  her  a 

{)rize,  the  steamer  Spavlding^  captured  by  her  to  the  southward  while 
coking  for  a  place  to  enter.  The  prize  reports  that  she  left  Charles- 
ton on  September  15  full  of  cotton,  which  die  discharged  at  Nassau, 
and  was  now  on  her  return  trip. 

The  Union  left  this  p.  m.  for  New  York,  taking  with  her  some  men 
whose  times  have  expired ;  also  others,  a  list  of  whom  I  have  sent  to 
the  chief  of  staff. 

The  Dinsnwre  reports  the  Potomska  as  being  so  disabled  as  to  be 
unable  to  go  te  St.  John's  River,  to  relieve  the  Norwich.

Bark  A.  Houghton 
has  arrived,  crew  of  Pas8aic  on  board.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Eaton^  TJ,  S.  Navy^  com- 
manding U.  S.  S.  Circassian^  on  return  cruise  from  the  West  Gulf 
Squadron.

Hampton  Roads^  Fa.,  December  19^  1863. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  the  Circassian  at  this 

place  on  her  way  to  Bostcm  from  another  voyage  to  the  West  Gulf 

Squadron. 
The  Circassian  left  Boston  on  the  24th  October,  having  on  board 

a  quantity  of  ordnance  stores  for  the  South  Atlantic  Squadron ;  also 

Sassengers,  mails,  and  the  usual  quantity  of  fresh  provisions  for  the 
rulf  Squadrons. 

Arrived  at  Port  Royal  on  the  81st  October,  at  Key  West  November 
6,  thence  proceeded  to  Pensacola  and  all  tne  stations  of  the  West 
Gulf  Squadron.  At  New  Orleans  orders  were  received  to  proceed  to 
the  Rio  Grande,  after  supplying  the  vessels  off  Sabine  and  Galveston. 
Arrived  off  the  Rio  Grande  on  the  19th  November,  and  not  finding 
there  the  Monongahela  and  Orardte  Citt/^  as  expected,  remained  60 
hours,  at  the  end  of  which  time  intelligence  was  received  by  the 
tug  Leviathan  that  the  missing  vessels  had  gone  to  Aransas  Pass 
to  cooperate  with  a  portion  of  General  Banks's  army. 

Immediately  proceeded  to  Aransas,  and,  after  supplying  the  vessels 
there,  shaped  our  course  homeward,  communicating  again  with  ves- 
sels at  all  the  before-mentioned  i)laces  and  at  Charleston  (remaining 
there  twenty-three  hours),  receiving  from  them  invalids,  mails,  etc. 

The  rate  of  speed  maintained  by  the  Circassian  during  this  voyage 
does  not  compare  favorably  with  that  of  last.  Besides  the  accident 
to  the  machinery  off  Nantucket  Shoals  (previously  reported),  it  has 
been  necessary  to  make  slight  repairs  on  the  engines  at  nearly  every 
stopping  place. 

With  a  heavy  cargo,  such  as  taken  from  Boston  this  voyage,  and 
in  a  rough  sea,  this  vessel  strains  and  leaks  at  the  rate  of  12Jnches 
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per  hour  without  cargo  and  in  ordinary  weatiier  she  leaks  at  an 
average  of  10  inches  per  hour. 

At  Fort  Royal,  on  the  homeward  voyage,  162  bags  of  salt,  cai^ 
of  the  prize  schooner  Ocean  Bird^  were  received  on  board  the  Cvr- 
cassian  for  transportation  to  Boston.  * 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  to  all  appearances  the  yellow  fever  has 
entirely  disappeared  from  Pensacola  and  vicinity.

The  painful  rumor  current  at  Beaufort  on  the  15th  with  regard  to 
the  loss  of  the  Daylight  is  entirely  unfounded,  as  she  was  safely  at 
her  anchor  on  the  16th  off  New  Inlet. 

The  commanding  officers  are  quite  confident  that  the  past  fort- 
night there  has  been  no  running  in  or  out.  On  the  night  of  the  11th 
a  side- wheel  steamer,  supposed  to  be  the  Beauregard^  in  attempting 
to  run  in,  was  run  on  shore  between  the  wrecks  and  Fort  Fisher  by 
the  U.  S.  S.  Howguah. 

The  Virginia  has  been  seen  a  number  of  times  at  the  moutii  of  Old 
Inlet,  west  side  of  the  shoal,  but  Captain  Almy  is  quite  confident  that 
if  she  attempts  to  run  out  she  will  be  captured. 

He  expresses  great  satisfaction  of  the  efficiency  of  the  steam  tug 
Violetj  which  he  is  enabled  to  send  in  so  close  to  the  bar  that  it  is 
quite  impossible  for  anything  to  pass  out  without  being  detected  and 
enabling  her  to  give  the  outside  vessels  timely  notice  and  direction 
taken  bjr  the  vessel  attempting  to  pass. 

The  nights  have  become  so  Ught  that  operations  are  supposed  to  be 
partially  suspended  for  the  present  moon. 

There  were  at  Beaufort  on  the  19th  the  Mercedita^  Howguah^  Day- 
light^ coaling;  Iron  Age^  cleaning  tubes  of  boilers;  Montgomery^ 
bound  north  with  prize  Ceres.

Brandywine,  regarding  coal  supply, 

TJ.  S.  Storeship  Brandywine, 
Of  Navy  Yard,  [Norfolk'],  Va.,  January  16, 1864. 
Sir:  On  the  receipt  of  your  instructions  of  the  5th  instant,  I 
immediately  moved  the  Brandywine  to  the  Charles  Phelps  and 
weighed  her  moorings;  to  clear  and  weigh  them  required  the  work 
of  nearly  two  days.  The  end  of  one  of  the  chains  had  been  lost, 
while  the  Fahkee  had  undertaken  to  clear  the  hawse.    The  riding 
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chain  was  twisted  and  interwoven  with  the  other  one  in  such  a  mass  as 
to  render  them  ahnost  inextricable.  It  was  the  general  impression 
that  the  moorings  could  not  be  saved.  The  officers  and  men  worked 
with  an  energy  that  overcame  every  new  obstacle  which  presented 
itself  in  heavmg  in  the  moorings.  Sixty  fathoms  were  out  on 
each  chain,  and  the  two  anchors  had  been  nearly  dragged  together. 
Mr.  Hyde,  the  executive  officer,  made  himself  very  useful,  and  I 
commend  him  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

I  forward  all  your  mails  received  by  me  to  date. 

To  January  4  there  were  2,104  tons  of  coal  collected  in  the  navy 
yard  for  the  use  of  the  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron.  The 
Delaware  has  been  frozen  up^  but  the  fine  weather  for  the  last  few 
days  will,  it  is  believed,  open  it.  I  shall  write  a  letter  to  Commodore 
Adams  to  push  forward  more  coal.  Two  coal  schooners  at  Hamp- 
ton Boads  will  average  about  600  tons;  besides  there  are  about  415 
tons  on  board  the  Phdps  for  present  use  m  the  Koads.

Sir  :  I  respectfully  request  that  instructions  be  given  not  to  allow 
the  sailing  of  the  Massachusetts  to  be  delayed  or  extended  beyond 
the  term  of  three  weeks,  which  has  been  the  customary  period  since 
I  took  the  command  here. 

She  should  leave  Philadelphia  every  third  Saturday,  making 
twenty-one  days  between  the  times  of  leaving  that  place  for  this 
station. 

There  ought  to  be  no  difficulty  in  her  doing  so,  as  I  observe  that 
each  of  the  mail  steamers  are  only  allowed  an  interval  of  sixteen 
days  to  perform  a  similar  service  from  New  York  for  the  Army, 
and  this  they  continue  to  do  without  fail. 

The  supplies  brought  by  the  Massachusetts  are  essential  to  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  every  one  in  the  squadron,  as  both 
officers  and  men  depend  on  her  for  supplies  of  all  kinds,  and  the  least 
delay  is  felt  severely.

We  discovered  her  on  the  afternoon  of  the  14th  (while 
on  our  voyage  from  Charlotte  Harbor  to  the  blockading  vessels  at 
Egmont  Bay)  secreted  inside  of  Sarasota  Pass.  Having  put  niy  ship 
in  a  position  to  cover  our  boats  cutting  her  out,  I  immenliately  sent 
in  three  boats.  Our  first  shell  from  a  20-pouna  Parrott  caused  the 
crew  of  the  Mayflower  to  hoist  a  white  flag.  Acting  Ensigns  George 
F.Wilkins  and  M[arcus]  Baird  took  possession  and  brought  the  prize 
out  at  once,  she  having  steam  up  and  ready  to  run  out,  bound  to 
Havana  with  75  bales  of  cotton.  The  Mayflower  is  a  very  old  and 
almost  worthless  vessel.  Not  judging  it  prudent  to  send  her  to  sea 
alone,  I  took  her  in  tow  and  brought  her  in  smooth  water  at  Egmont 
Bay^  leaving  her  there  with  an  officer  and  prize  crew  on  board  to 
await  my  return.  The  cargo  of  cotton  havmg  been  for  more  than 
twelve  months  on  board,  the  bagging  and  lashmg  were  found  to  be 
entirely  rotten.  As  the  Mayflower  was  making  a  great  deal  of 
water,  I  took  the  cotton  on  board  this  ship  for  the  better  preserva- 
tion of  it.  The  cotton  is  of  the  best  quality  and  the  loss  of  it  and 
the  vessel  will  be  badly  felt  by  some  oi  the  prominent  rebels  in  that 
part  of  Florida.  The  captain  and  2  engineers  escaped  in  one  of  the 
steamer's  boats;  the  10  remaining  persons  on  board  were  taken 
prisoners.

Sib:  A  considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  satisfying 
the  masters  of  coal  vessels  in  regard  to  the  amount  due  for  damages 
incurred  while  coaling  our  steamers. 

As  a  general  rule  the  water  is  very  rough,  particularly  at  this 
season  oi  the  year,  and  the  coal  vessels  suffer  more  or  less,  especially 
from  the  ironclads. 

It  is  impossible  to  repair  them  here,  and  it  has  been  usual  to  assess 
the  damages  by  survey  and  pay  the  amount. 

The  masters  invariably  complain  that  the  sums  awarded  fall  much 
short  of  the  damage  incurred,  and  their  dissatisfaction  has  become 
so  great  that  they  refuse  to  come  to  this  anchorage. 

As  a  consequence  I  was  reduced  to  such  straits  lately  that  one  of 
the  monitors  had  only  10  tons  of  coal  on  board,  and  there  was  no 
supply  present.  I  was  therefore  compelled  to  direct  the  officer  com- 
manding at  Port  Royal  to  send  here  forcibly  two  coal  vessels.  As 
usual  they  suffered  some  damage,  and,  professing  to  be  satisfied  with 
the  repair  at  a  Northern  yard,  I  request  that  an  order  may  be  given 
to  that  effect.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  of  the  arrival  of 
the  Admiral  at  this  place,  and  that  during  the  passage  from  New 
York  her  engines  have  worked  satisfactorily  and  she  has  shown  her- 
self as  a  go^  sea  boat.  I  think  her  capable  of  steaming  13  knots 
when  in  proper  trim.  The  great  amount  of  ordnance  stores,  etc.,  on 
board  brmgs  her  down  by  the  head,  her  principal  stowage  room  being 
forward  of  the  en^nes.  When  in  a  seaway  her  engines  "  race  "  badly, 
but  the  chief  engineer  reports  that  he  has  not  been  troubled  with 
even  a  hot  journal. 

When  on  Georgetown,  S.  C,  we  chased  a  blockade  runner  (a  side- 
wheel  steamer,  similar  to  those  usually  employed  in  running  the 
blockade).  At  first  we  could  only  distinguish  the  black  smoke  on  the 
horizon,  but  before  dark  we  had  gained  sufficiently  to  make  out  what 
she  was  by  glasses.  As  it  was  only  three  hours  beiore  sunset  that  she 
was  discovered,  night  soon  ended  tne  chase,  during  which  the  Admiral 
logged  12  knots. 

Yesterday,  off  Hatteras,  passed  U,  S.  S.  Wachusett,  with  ironclad 
Sangamon  m  tow ;  sea  smooth,  weather  fine. 

I  enclose  herewith  a  list  of  sutler's  stores  and  prices,  as  required ; 
during  the  preparation  for  departure  it  was  overlooked.  I  have  the 
honor  to  be.

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Even  with  this  addition/the  stock  of  coal  here  not  issued  is  reduced 
to  600  or  700  tons. 

This  will  be  expended  in  a  very  brief  time,  and  will  leave  me  in  a 
very  embarrassing  situation. 

The  Bureau  is,  of  course,  aware  of  the  consequences  of  the  vessels 
being  without  coal,  particularly  at  this  season,  when  it  is  ess^itial 
to  our  own  safety  as  well  as  for  blockading  the  rebels. 

And  I  would  again  ask  that  a  stock  of  10,000  tons  be  accumulated 
here  as  speedily  as  possible  and  then  maintained  bv  suitable  supplies.

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  while  on  the  passage  of  this  vessel  from 
Port  Roval,  in  latitude  32°  50',  longitude  77"^  33',  a  steamer  was 
sighted  from  this  ship's  masthead;  gave  chase;  gained  on  her;  made 
her  out  a  large  English-built  steamer,  side-wheel,  about  900  tons 
burden,  broad  beam,  low  hull,  two  smokestacks,  stripped  to  her  lower 
masts,  painted  a  very  light  lead  color,  clean,  and  apparently  new. 
Chased  twelve  hours;  pushed  her  so  hard  that  she  threw  overboard 
between  400  and  500  bales  of  cotton.  We  gained  on  her  while  run- 
ning 14  and  14J  knots.  Her  speed  must  have  been  about  13^  knots.  I 
discontinued  the  chase  when  night  came  on,  in  latitude  31°  10',  longi- 
tude 75°  50' ;  this  was  on  the  12th  instant.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  vessel,  in  obedience  to 
the  Department's  order,  has  stopped  at  this  place  ta  forward  mails 
and  dispatches. 

During  her  late  voyage  she  has  supplied  vessels  of  the  West  Gulf 
Squadron  as  far  along  the  coast  as  Pass  Cavallo,  Tex.,  giving  them 
ample  supplies  of  fresh  provisions,  delivered  and  received  mails,  etc. 

The  seagoing  qualities  of  the  Admiral  have  proved  excellent,  and 
I  think  her  well  adapted  as  a  supply  ship. 

The  supply  steamer  Union  arrived  at  Key  West  on  the  8th  in- 
tant,  coaled  and  proceeded  to  the  westward  on  the  10th. 

Some  official  letters  for  Admiral  Dahlgren,  marked  per  steamer 
Admiral^  were  taken  to  Key  West  in  the  U.  S.  S.  Metacomet.  Thev 
were  received  on  board  the  Admiral  on  her  homeward  trip  and  left 
at  Port  Royal. 

At  6  a.  m.  on  the  12th  instant,  while  on  the  passage  from  Port 
Royal  to  this  place,  and  in  latitude  32°  50',  longitude  77°  33',  a 
steamer  was  reported  from  the  masthead  of  this  vessel;  we  were 
steering  N.  E.,  the  stranger  bearing  east  and  steering  south. 

The  AdmiraVs  speed  was  immediately  increased  and  the  stranger 
was  soon  visible  from  our  deck ;  her  appearance  was  suspicious,  and 

1  ordered  chase  to  be  made.  The  blockade  runner  soon  changed  her 
course  to  S.  S.  E. ;  we  gained  rapidly.  At  10  a.  m.  she  commenced 
throwing  cotton  overboard ;  we  continued  to  lessen  the  distance  until 

2  p.  m.,  at  which  time  she  had  thrown  overboard  sufficient  cargo  to 
lighten  herself  and  changed  her  course  to  E.  S.  E.  This  maneuver 
was,  I  think,  her  salvation,  as  it  put  us  before  the  wind,  which  had 
hitherto  favored  us,  but  was  not  of  sufficient  force  to  benefit  us  while  in 
that  position.  The  distance  between  us  was  then  about  4^  miles. 
At  3  p.  m.  I  fired  three  30-pounder  rifle  shots  without,  however,  any 
expectation  of  reaching  her. 

The  relative  positions  of  the  two  vessels  remained  the  same  until 
at  6.30  p.  m.  We  lost  sight  of  the  stranger  in  the  darkness  in  lati- 
tude 31*^  10',  longitude  75*^  50'.  I  reluctantly  discontinued  the  chase. 
Although  our  exertions  were  not  productive  of  the  desired  result, 
yet  we  nave  the  assurance  that  they  have  deprived  a  blockade  run- 
ner of  a  large  part  if  not  the  whole  of  her  cargo.  It  is  the  general 
opinion  on  board  here  that  she  threw  overboard  nearly  500  bales  of 
cotton,  as  the  sea  was  thickly  strewed  with  them  for  many  miles  in 
our  course. 

She  was  a  side-wheel  steamer,  English  build,  about  900  tons  bur- 
den, broad  beam,  low  hull,  two  smcXestacks,  stripped  to  her  lower 
masts,  painted  a  very  light  lead  color,  clean,  and  apparently  new.

The  storekeeper  has  borrowed  125  barrels  sperm  oil  from  the 
engineer,  and  has  issued  all  but  a  few  barrels. 

Kequisitions  on  Bureau  of  Equii)ment  for  large  quantities  of  oil 
were  forwarded  by  the  storekeeper  in  December  for  600  barrels,  and 
again  in  February  and  March  for  300  barrels,  and,  as  stated  in  his 
letter  on  the  subject  to  Commodore  Bowan,  of  date  April  15,  he  has 
not  received  an  acknowledgment  of  these  requisitions  and  has  not 
received  any  oil  from  that  bureau  since  Novemoer  last 

A  few  weeks  since  we  were  completely  out  of  coal  and  had  to 
borrow  two  schooners  from  the  Army. 

The  machine  shop  has  been  quite  out  of  blacksmith's  coal  for  some 
weeks,  and  is  dependent  on  borrowing  from  the  Army  to  keep  the 
blacksmith  work  going. 

Bequisitions  for  anchors,  kedges,  chain  cables,  anchor  shackles, 
gallevs  for  squadron,  including  the  monitors,  manila  hawsers,  manila 
and  hemp  rope,  and  a  great  variety  of  miscellaneous  articles  have 
been  forwarded  by  the  storekeeper  and  are  still  unsupplied,  as  is

S.  S.  Circassian,  under  your  command,  having  been 
thoroughly  repaired,  will  now  resume  her  trips  to  the  Western  Gulf 
Blockading  Squadron,  and  you  will  leave  Boston  on  this  service  on 
the  21st  instant. 

The  supplies  which  she  will  carry  out  are  for  tl»  vessels  of  the 
Western  (julf  Blockading  Squadron  only,  whidi  squadron,  or  the 
stations  of  which,  extend  from  Pensacola,  Fla.,  to  the  Rio  Grande, 
Texas. 

On  your  outward  passage  you  will  touch  at  Port  Royal,  S.  C, 
and  Key  West,  Fla.,  for  the  purpose  of  landing  passengers,  mails,  <« 
other  matter  for  those  places. ' 

Be  careful  not  to  pass  any  of  the  blockading  stations  between 
Pensacola  and  the  Rio  Grande  without  communicating  with  the 
blockading  vessels,  both  in  going  and  returning.  Your  mails  for 
the  respective  vessels  should  be  carefuUjr  assorted  and  ready  for 
delivery  on  communicating,  and  any  articles  or  parcels  tibat  you 
may  have  on  board  for  omoers  or  seam^i  on  the  blockade  must  be 
carefully  preserved  and  promptly  delivered. 

On  your  homeward  passage,  you  will  touch  at  Key  West,  Port 
Royal,  and  Hampton  Koads,  ana  communicate  with  the  senior  com- 
manding officers  at  those  places,  receiving  mails  or  pass^igers  wait- 
ing transportation  north.  At  Hampton  Roads  you  will  mail  all 
dispatches,  etc.,  for  the  Department,  so  that  they  may  readi  it  earli^, 
by  way  of  Baltimore,  and  continue  your  course  to  Eioston. 

Notwithstanding  the  special  service  assigned  tc  the  Circassian^ 
she  is  to  exercise  all  the  ri^ts  pertaining  to  a  cruiser  of  the  United 
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States  in  time  of  war.  The  unquestioned  belligerent  right  of  search 
is  to  be  exercised,  and  you  will  be  vigilant  to  detect,  seize,  and  send 
into  port  for  adjudication  any  vessels  you  may  meet  in  your  course 
engaged  in  carrying  contAiband  of  war  to  the  insurgents  or  in  vio- 
latmg  the  blockade. 

Before  sailing  from  Boston  transmit  to  the  Department  a  list  of 
officers  or  other  persons  taking  passage  in  the  Circassian  by  orders 
or  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  stating  the  destination  of 
each. 

On  your  return  from  a  trip  transmit  to  the  Department  the  fol- 
lowing i)apers : 

1st  List  of  officers  or  other  passengers  on  the  homeward  trip, 
stating  from  what  vessel  or  place  received  and  cause  of  return. 

2d,  A  similar  list  of  seamen. 

3d.  A  similar  list  of  prisoners. 

4th.  A  list  of  the  vessels  supplied  with  provisions,  etc.,  during  the 
trip,  with  the  date  and  locality. 

5tii.  A  list  of  vessels  other  than  those  on  the  blockade  spoken  or 
boarded  during  the  trip,  with  the  customary  remarks. 

You  will  also  furnish  the  Department  with  a  report  of  the  cruise, 
mentioning  any  events  of  importance. 

Althou^  a  quick  passage  is  always  desirable,  it  is  of  greater 
importance  that  the  special  duties  and  the  chief  objects  for  which 
the  supply  vessels  are  designed  should  be  thoroughly  carried  out. 
The  vessels  on  blockade  duty  must  be  communicated  with,  and  suffi- 
cient time  allowed  them  to  receive  their  needed  supplies  and  for 
transferring  invalids,  etc.

Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Hon.  /.  Donnelly,  answer- 
ing enquiries  regarding  the  hlockade  of  the  coast  of  Texas  in  July 
and  August,  186S. 

Navy  Department,  Mcey  26, 1864. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  jour  letter  of 
the  23d  instant,  asking  answers  to  the  following  enquiries: 

I.  Was  tbere  in  the  months  of  July  and  August,  1863,  any  blockade  of  the 
State  of  Texas?  If  so,  what  number  of  vessels  constituted  the  blockade  and 
where  were  they  stationed? 
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IL  Was  there  in  these  months  any  blockade  of  the  port  of  Velasco.  Tex.,  or 
of  the  coast  near  it,  to  wit,  latitude  28**  38'  N.  and  longitude  95"*  96'  W.? 

III.  Was  the  U.  S.  ship  Bermuda  a  blockading  vessel  at  that  time,  to  wit,  in 
August,  1863,  or  a  supply  ship?    If  the  former,  where  was  she  stationed? 

In  reply  I  have  to  state  as  follows,  viz : 

To  the  first  enquiry,  the  coast  of  Texas  was  under  blockade  at  the 
time  stated.  The  Department  has  not  the  data  to  show  what  number 
of  vessels  constitutea  the  blockade  and  where  they  were  stationed. 
The  disposition  of  the  blockading  force  is  committed  to  the  com- 
mander of  the  squadron. 

To  the  second  enquiry,  the  Department  has  not  the  data  to  show 
that  the  port  of  Velasco,  or  the  coast  near  it  in  the  particular  latitude 
and  longitude  indicated,  was  or  was  not  blockaded  or  guarded  by  any 
particular  vessel  or  vessels.  As  I  have  above  stated,  the  stationing 
of  vessels  is  a  matter  that  rests  with  the  commander  of  the  sauadron, 
and  he  does  not  always  advise  the  Department  of  the  particular  posi- 
tion they  occupy  in  maintaining  the  blockade,  and  it  is  undergoing 
frequent  changes.  Commodore  JH.  H.  Bell,  wno  was  temporarily  in 
command  of  the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron  in  August,  1863, 
wrote  to  the  Department  on  the  18th  of  that  month  as  follows :  "  The 
blockade  of  Texas  is  successfully  maintained  except  at  the  Rio 
Grande,  where  everything  is  in  favor  of  the  contraband  traders,"  etc. 

To  the  third  enquiry,  we  Bermuda  was  not  a  blockading  vessel  in 
August,  1863.  She  was  a  supply  vessel  for  the  Western  Gulf  Block- 
ading Squadron,  making  regular  trips  from  Philadelphia  to  all  the 
stations  from  Pensacola  to  the  Rio  Grande.  Notwithstanding  this 
special  service,  the  Bermuda  had  orders  "to  exercise 'all  the  riffhts 
pertaining  to  a  cruiser  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war,"  and  to 
.be  "  vigilant  to  detect,  seize,  and  send  into  port  for  adjudication  any 
vessel  she  should  meet  with  in  her  course  engaged  in  carrying  con- 
traband of  war  to  the  insurgents  or  in  violating  uie  blockade."

Sir  :  Your  letter  of  the  21st  instant  has  been  received.  I  shall  send 
a  copy  of  it  to  Captain  Melancton  Smith,  who  is  at  present  senior 
naval  oflScer  in  the  Sounds.    He  is  in  Albemarle  Sound. 

I  think,  however,  that  until  the  number  and  size  of  the  vessels 
which  it  is  intended  shall  constitute  this  part  of  the  North  Atlantic 
Blockading  Squadron  is  determined  it  would  be  but  "  guess  work  ^ 
as  to  the  amount  of  coal  required  i)er  month.  Some  time  since  you 
were  informed  of  the  amount  which  would  be  required  monthly. 
Since  that  time  there  has  been  an  accession  to  the  force  here  of  five 
large  boats  (four  double-enders) .  Captain  Smith  wrote  me  recently 
that  the  vessels  in  Albemarle  Sound  used  50  tons  of  coal  per  day. 
As  to  the  best  points  of  delivery,  at  this  time  Roanoke  Island,  or 
where  the  larger  portion  of  the  squadron  is,  Albemarle  Sound,  would 
seem  to  be  the  bc^t  points.  When  I  heard  of  the  arrival  of  a  vessel 
at  Hatteras  which  could  not  cross  the  swash  I  sent  small  schooners 
down  to  take  off  the  coal  and  carry  it  to  Albemarle  Sound.  I  pre- 
sume Captain  Smith,  to  whom  I  shall  refer  the  whole  matter,  will 
give  you  all  the  necessary  information. 

In  the  last  paragraph  of  your  letter,  or,  rather,  in  the  postscript, 
you  say,  "  It  would  be  better  if  in  future  all  communications  on  this 
subject  to  me  should  be  from  yourself  and  liot  from  any  pay  or  other 
officer.  Your  merely  forwarding  them  is  not  in  order.  Strictly,  they 
should  all  come  through  the  acuniral,  but  I  don't  insist  on  it;  only 
on  proper  decorum." 

Formerly,  previous  to  your  appointment  to  your  present  position, 
and  until  orders  from  the  admiral  directed  a  change,  the  senior  offi- 
cer made  the  requisitions  himself  for  coal  and  for  ^ores  of  all  kinds. 
For  nearly  a  year  the  paymaster  in  charge  of  stores,  who  is  neither 
more  or  less  than  a  naval  storekeeper,  makes  all  requisitions  upon  the 
various  bureaus,  which  are  approved  and  forwarded  by  the  senior 
officer  through  the  admiral.  My  letter  of  the  15th  instant  was  writ- 
ten directly  to  you  (I  think)  in  consequence  of  the  exigencies  of  the 
situation  requiring  prompt  action. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  admiral,  which,  I  trust,  will 
absolve  me  from  the  charge  of  a  want  of  "  proper  decorum."

P.  S. — ^When  I  was  appointed  senior  officer  in  the  Sounds  I  was  di- 
rected by  Admiral  Goldsborough  to  make  requisitions  direct  upon 
the  coal  agent  at  Philadelphia,  who  had  been  instructed  to  respect 
such  demands.  This  continued  to  be  the  custom  until  some  time  after 
a  paymaster  was  sent  here  and  placed  in  charge  of  all  stores,  includ- 
ing coal,  when  Admiral  Lee  directed  him  to  make  all  re<liiisitiQDS 
subject  to  my  approval. 
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It  is  not  necessary  that  the  requisitions  for  coal  should  go  through 
the  admiral;  only  those  to  the  different  bureaus  of  the  Navy  De- 
partment.

Navy^  com- 
manding U.  8.  8.  Bemmda^  regarding  chase  of  two  blockade 
runners. 

U.  S.  S.  Bermuda, 
Hampton  Roads j  June  3^  1864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  May  8,  at  5  a.  m.,  off 
Matanilla  Reef,  outward  bound,  in  latitude  27**  20^  N.,  longitude 
79°  15'  W.,  I  saw  a  large  paddle-wheel  steamer,  with  two  diort  masts 
and  two  smoke  pipes,  painted  lead  color.  I  gave  chase  and  ran  her 
over  the  Great  Banama  Banks,  1  mile  to  the  eastward  ^of  the  Great 
Isaac.  Although!  used  everv  exertion  to  overhaul  her,  ^e  made 
her  escape  after  a  chase  of  twelve  hours. 

On  Wednesday,  June  1,  in  latitude  32°  55',  longitude  78^  85', 
homeward  bound,  I  saw  a  black  smoke,  and  in  a  short  time  made  a 
paddle-wheel  steamer  ahead.  I  immediately  gave  chase,  nmning  her 
to  the  northward.  At  3  p.  m.  we  succeeded  in  gaming  on  her 
rapidly ;  at  the  same  time  the  gunboat  Huron  hove  in  sight.  The 
prize  then  ran  across  the  HurorCs  bow,  standing  inshore,  when  the 
latter  commenced  firing  at  her.  Seeir^  this  I  at  once  made  a  signal 
for  the  Huron  to  chase  to  leeward.  The  Bermuda  at  this  time  was 
carrying  all  sail,  passing  the  Huron  in  a  short  time.  Having  the 
prize  in  this  situation  I  was  confident  that  nothing  but  darnuass 
could  prevent  her  capture.  I  burned  1  barrel  of  turpentine,  cap- 
tured from  sloop  K^rtu/nate^  and  used  every  exertion  to  capture  her. 
At  7  p.  m.  I  commenced  firing  at  her.  She,  at  this  time,  had  crossed 
the  Frying  Pan  Shoals  and,  standing  w«^,  at  9.40  p.  m.,  I  lost 
sight  of  her.  We  were  then  25  miles  E.  N.  E.  of  Georgetown,  S.  C. 
The  night  being  very  dark,  I  gave  up  the  chase,  having  chased  hex 
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126  miles,  various  courses.    Could  I  have  had  two  hours'  more  day- 
li^t  I  should  have  captured  her.

New  York  June  30,  1864. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  of  reporting  the  arrival  of  this  ship  direct 
from  Key  West.  Eighteen  hours  after  leaving  Key  West  a  case  of 
yellow  fever  was  reported  to  me  by  the  surgeon.  Having  so  large 
a  number  of  supernumeraries,  sick,  and  passengers,  I  judged  it  not 
prudent  to  toucn  at  Port  Royal  and  Hampton  Koads  with  the  fever 
on  board.  I  am  sorry  to  state  that  Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  Asa 
C.  Winter  died  on  board  on  the  morning  of  the  28th  June. 

On  the  29th  instant  Michael  Ford  (machinist),  from  Key  West, 
died.  I  did  not  consider  it  prudent  to  keep  the  bodies,  and  therefore 
buried  them  at  sea  witii  all  due  respect. 

There  have  been  no  more  cases,  and  having  had  very  strong,  cold 
northerly  winds  for  the  last  three  days  I  have  eveir  hope  that  there 
will  no  more  appear.  Every  precaution  has  been  taken,  the  ship  well 
fumigated,  and  will  bear  the  most  strict  inspection  in  every  part  of 
her.  I  regret  to  state  that  the  boilers  and  engines  of  this  ship  re- 
qjuire  a  complete  overhaul.  Enclosed  is  report  of  Acting  First  As- 
sistant Engineer  Edwin  L.  Thorp.  The  ship  has  performed  badly 
during  the  voyage — ^boilers  leaking  and  engmes  continually  out  of 
order.  The  draft  of  441  men  taken  out  on  board  this  ship  to  the  West 
Gulf  Squadron  was  the  most  disorderly  set  I  have  ever  had  under 
my  command.  Only  by  the  strictest  discipline  and  vigilance  were 
we  able  to  keep  them  from  open  mutiny.    I  trust,  under  the  circum- 
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stances,  and  being  from  an  infected  poi*t,  my  having  come  direct  will 
meet  with  the  approbation  of  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy.

Circassian,  regarding  supply  trip  to  West  Oidf  Squadron  wnd 

return  to  Hampton  ttoads. 

U.'S.  S.  Circassian, 
Hampton  Roads,  Va.,  July  8,  J86i. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  Circassian's  arrival  at  this 
place,  on  her  way  to  Boston  from  a  voyage  to  the  West  Gulf 
Souadron. 

The  Circassian,  on  her  outward  trip,  touched  at  Port  Royal  May 
29,  Key  West  June  1,  arrived  at  Pensacola  June  5,  and  off  Mobile 
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June  6.  At  the  last-named  place  orders  were  received  to  return  to 
Pensacola  for  coal,  as  we  would  not  be  i>ermitted  to  go  to  New  Or- 
leans without  being  subjected  to  quarantine,  having  touched  at  Key 
West 

Having  returned  to  Pensacola  and  obtained  sufficient  coal,  I  again 
reported  to  Admiral  Farragut  off  Mobile  on  the  10th,  and  in  obedi- 
ence to  his  orders  proceeded  thence  direct  to  Calcasieu  Pass,  Texas 
[La.],  Galveston,  San  Luis  Pass,  and  Velasco,  arriving  at  Pass 
Cavallo  (the  terminus  of  the  blockade)  on  the  14tii  ultimo. 

On  the  homeward  trip  the  Circassian  commimicated  with  the 
vessels  at  the  before-mentioned  places  and  at  New  Orleans  and  Ship 
Island. 

While  attempting  to  cross  the  bar  at  South  West  Pass,  Mississippi 
River,  on  the  morning  of  the  21st  of  June,  this  vessel  ran  aground 
and  remained  there  twenty-four  hours;  she  was  in  charge  of  a  pilot, 
but  he  could  not  take  her  in  the  channel,  as  that  was  occupied  by  a 
large  ship  which  lay  directly  across  it.  With  the  assistance  of  a  tug- 
boat we  nnall}r  succeeded  in  forcing  the  Circassian  over  the  bar;  she 
received  no  injury. 

I  was  direpted  by  Admiral  Farragut  to  receive  at  Key  West  suffi- 
cient coal  to  carry  the  ship  to  Boston,  as  the  supply  at  Pensacola 
was  not  abundant.  When  about  leaving  Pensacola  for  Key  West 
I  received  orders  from  Commodore  Smith  to  coal  ship  at  Pensacola. 
He  having  received  intelligence  that  the  yellow  fever  had  become 
very  prevalent  at  Key  West,  deemed  it  unadvisable  to  coal  at  that 
place,  having  so  many  invalids  and  supernumeraries  on  board.  I 
regret  to  report  that  at  the  time  of  the  CircassiarCs  departure  from 
Pensacola  on  the  29th  ultimo  there  were  several  cases  of  yellow  fever 
in  the  hospital  at  that  place.  I  am  informed  that  the  fever  origi- 
nated in  a  draft  of  men  brought  by  the  IT.  S.  S.  Union  from  the 
North  via  Key  West,  where  she  stopped  to  coal.  The  generel  health 
of  the  officers  and  crews  in  the  fleet  is  sood. 

The  fresh  provisions  and  ice  placed  on  board  at  Boston  proved 
good  in  quality  but  deficient  in  quantity;  they  were  issued  to  the 
blockading  vessels  in  the  usual  proportion,  except  ice,  which  could 
not  be  given  out  in  the  usual  quantities  without  exposing  the  beef 
remaining  in  the  ice  house. 

The  running  time  of  the  Circassian  hs^  been  better  than  on  any 

Srevious  trip  except  the  outward  passage  from  Bostcm  to  Port 
loyal,  for  the  explanation  of  which  I  resj^fuily  refer  the  Depart- 
ment to  the  enclosed  report  of  Acting  Chief  Engmeer  Hartwell. 

The  Circassian  brings  north  64  invalids,  35  supernumeraries,  87 
passengers,  and  3  prisoners,  lists  of  which  are  enclosed,  together 
with  the  other  abstracts  required  by  the  Department.

We^  on  the  11th,  and  communicated  with  all  the  blockaders  of  the 
West  Gulf  Squadron  betwewi  that  place  and  Pass  Cavallo,  Tex., 
the  terminus  of  the  outward  voyage.  On  the  return  voyage  she  com- 
municated at  New  Orleans  and  all  the  places  above  mentioned,  arriv- 
inffat  Port  Boyal  on  the  2d  instant  and  Charleston  on  the  3d. 

The  Admiral  brings  north  as  passengers  Major-General  Daniel  E. 
SicUes  and  staff,  and  the  Hon.  Michael  Hahn,  governor  of  Louisiana. 

The  health  of  the  officers  and  crews  of  vessels  off  Mobile  and  all 
the  other  stations  was  excellent 

Much  regret  was  expressed  by  the  officers  of  the  blockading  vessels 
bcicause  of  the  failure  of  the  sutler  to  furnish  flour,  hams,  and  other 
mess  stores,  the  fleiet  along  the  coast  of  Texas  being  entirely  destitute 
of  most  01  those  articles.  The  sutler  informs  me  that  the  room

Sir  :  In  February  last,  at  the  earnest  request  of  Assistant  Quarter- 
master Bowen,  U.  S.  Army,  I  shipped  for  ballast  in  Army  transport 
Weybossett,  at  Beaufort,  N.  C,  to  be  taken  free  of  charge,  and  to  be 
delivered  at  the  navy  yard,  Broklyn,  168  barrels  of  tar. 

Nothinj^  was  heard  from  same  until  I  recently  ascertained  it  had 
been  sold  in  New  York  by  order  of  the  Quartermaster-General, 
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Accompanying,  I  forward  the  Department  a  copy  of  a  statement 
in  relation  to  same  from  F.  J.  Crimg,  assistant  quartermaster  at 
New  York.  It  seems  from  the  statement  that  the  tar  was  landed 
at  Alexandria,  Va.,  and  subsequently  sent  by  some  other  transport 
to  New  York  and  there  sold.  The  proceeds,  after  deducting  50  cents 
barrel  for  freight  (which  was  wrong)  was  turned  over  to  H.  A.

Connecticut,  of  arrival  at  Hampton  Roads  from  supply  trip  to 
West  Gulf  Squadron. 

U.  S.  S.  CONNECriCUT, 

Hampton  Roads,  Va.,  August  23, 186i. 

Sir  :  I  hereby  report  the  arrival  here  of  this  steamer  under  my  com- 
mand from  the  Gulf.  Gretting  short  of  coal,  not  having  sufficient  to 
reach  Boston,  I  have  been  obliged  to  stop  in  here  to  replenish,  afto 
completing  which  I  shall  proceed  to  Boston,  in  compliance  with 
orders  from  the  Department  dated  July  25. 

The  boilers  and  machinery  of  the  Connecticut  are  now  in  such  & 
condition  that  it  is  difficult  to  make  a  correct  estimate  as  to  the  quan- 
tity of  coal  required  to  run  long  distances.  With  smooth  water,  I 
find  that  she  will  make  steadily  about  8  knots  an  hour  through  tiie 
24,  burning  25  tons  of  coal  in  that  time,  and  falling  off  gradutdly  all 
the  time.  Eetuming,  when  under  steam  and  sails,  she  has  occa- 
sionally made  9^  knots. 

In  obedience  to  the  Department's  order  I  delivered  the  three  drafts 
of  men  for  the  three  different  squadrons,  viz,  200  for  the  South  At- 
lantic Squadron,  225  for  the  West  Gulf  Squadron,  and  225  for  the 
East  Gulf  Squadron. 

On  the  passage  out  I  stopped  off  Key  West  and  by  the  pilot  boat 
communicated  with  the  senior  naval  officer  there  (Captain  T.  P. 
Greene)  as  to  the  points  to  deliver  the  men  for  that  squadron,  whidi 
was  duly  arranged  and  agreed  upon. 

I  then  continued  on  to  the  West  Gulf  Squadron,  which  I  found 
had  got  inside  and  anchored  in  Mobile  Bay.  Saw  and  communicated 
with  the  admird  and  delivered  the  225  men  for  that  s(}uadron. 

Admiral  Farragut  expressed  himself  as  having  sufficient  men,  and 
spoke  of  sending  some  of  those  which  I  took  to  the  receiving  ship 
at  Pensacola. 

I  then  proceeded  and  delivered  the  225  men  for  the  East  Gulf 
Squadron  to  vessels  at  five  different  points,  viz,  St.  Andrew's,  St 
Joseph's,  St.  George's,  Cedar  Keys,  and  Tampa  Bay,  as  directed  by 
Cajptain  T.  P.  Greene,  senior  officer  of  the  squadron. 

One  vessel  at  Tampa  Bay,  bark  Roebuck,  has  the  yellow  fever,  but 
good  health  prevails  on  board  of  all  the  other  vessels.  The  yellow 
fever  has  very  much  abated  at  Key  West,  and  very  few  deaths  occur 
there  now. 
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I  am  gratified  to  state  that  there  have  been  no  signs  of  yellow  fever 
or  sickness  on  board  of  the  Cormecticut^  and  all  are  well  in  the  general 
sense. 

I  brought  85  men  from  the  different  vessels  of  the  East  Gulf 
Squadron  whose  terms  of  service  had  expired.  None  were  taken 
from  those  vessels  which  had  had  the  yellow  fever  this  year.  Most  of 
these  brought  north  are  three-year  men  who  are  entitled  to  and 
anxious  for  their  discharge. 

Seven  officers  from  the  different  vessels  of  the  East  Gulf  Squadron 
came  [as]  passengers  in  the  Cormecticut^  a  list  of  whom  is  herewith 
transmitted.

My  Dear  Admiral  :  I  don't  know  whether  or  not  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment has  at  any  time  informed  you  what  duty  was  assigned  to  the 
Connecticut  when,  at  our  last  meeting,  she  was  ordered  from  Hamp- 
ton Roads  to  Boston. 

Upon  reaching  Boston  I  found  orders  to  take  on  board  of  the  Con- 
necticut 650  men — ^200  to  be  delivered  at  Port  Royal  to  the  South 
Atlantic  Squadron,  225  to  be  delivered  to  the  squadron  off  Mobile, 
and  225  to  the  East  Gulf  Squadron,  and  then  return  to  Boston. 

I  left  there  on  the  30th  day  of  Julj,  delivered  all  those  men  accord- 
ing to  instructions,  spent  an  interesting  day  on  the  13th  with  Admiral 
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Farragut's  squadron,  just  one  week  after  they  had  entered  MobUe 
Bay,  and  was  on  my  return  to  Boston  in  accordance  with  instructions 
when  I  found  myself  getting  short  of  coal ;  had  to  put  in  here  to 
replenish,  which  I  am  now  doing,  and  then  shall  proceed  on  to  Boston 
unless  other  orders  reach  me  before  I  get  off  from  here. 

The  Florida  being  about  at  that  time  cutting  up  capers,  it  was  con- 
sidered necessary  to  get  these  650  men  to  their  destination  without 
their  being  captured,  and  that  they  should  be  conveyed  in  a  vessel 
having  an  armament  able  to  cope  with  her. 

Being  at  old  headquarters  here.  I  felt  an  inclination  to  make  a  com- 
munication to  vou,  either  official,  semiofficial,  or  private,  whichever 
you  may  consider  this.  Indeed,  I  felt  that  it  was  but  an  act  of  cour- 
tesy to  write  you. 

I  hope  and  trust  that  they  will  take  the  repairs  of  the  Connecticut 
in  hand  without  further  delay.  She  is  falling  off  very  fast.  Nine 
and  a  half  knots  is  the  most  that  can  be  got  out  of  her  now  under 
steam  alone.    It  will  be  shameful  to  let  her  run  longer. 

If  her  repairs  had  been  taken  in  hand  as  I  suggested  and  recom- 
mended on  the  25th  of  July  she  would  have  been  all  ready  in  October 
for  the  swift  blockade  runners  and  privateers. 

By  the  time  she  reaches  Boston  she  will  have  run  about  5,000  miles 
since  leaving  here  the  22d  of  July.  This  has  added  much  to  the  wear 
and  tear,  and  it  will  now  take  three  months  to  put  her  in  prime  run- 
ning order.  And  that  is  the  condition  in  which  she  should  be  to 
enable  her  to  do  anything  against  the  enemy's  privateers  or  blockade 
runners. 

Please  to  remember  me  kindly  to  the  several  clever  gentlemen  of 
your  staff,  Captain  Barnes,  Doctor  Fox,  Messrs.  Garvin  and  Heiskell, 
and  hoping  that  this  will  find  you  and  them  quite  well,  I  remain.

U.  S.  S.  Fort  Morgan  (formerly  Admiral),

Sir  :  I  respectfully  report  that  this  vessel  has  stopped  at  this  port 
on  her  return  from  another  trip  to  the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squad- 
ron for  the  purpose  of  forwarding  mails  and  dispatches. 
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In  obedience  to  the  Department's  order  of  the  17th  ultimo,  the 
Fort  Morgan  left  New  York  on  the  20th  ultimo  and,  in  compliance 
with  the  order  of  the  19th  instant,  proceeded  to  the  Delaware  Break- 
water to  convoy  an  army  transport  loaded  with  rebel  officers  south. 

I  arrived  at  the  Delaware  Breakwater  at  1:20  p.  m.  of  the  21st 
ultimo,  and  at  4:45  p.  m.  (same  date)  proceeded  to  sea  with  the 
steamer  Crescent  imder  convoy.  During  the  time  I  was  in  company 
with  the  Crescent  I  was  delayed  by  the  running  ashore,  which  was 
duly  reported  to  the  Department  in  my  letter  of  the  25th  ultimo 
(No.  32). 

I  arrived  oflf  Port  Royal  Bar  at  10 :  30  p.  m.  of  the  24th  ultimo  and 
anchored,  with  the  steamer  Crescent  under  my  guns,  until  7  a.  m. 
the  25th  ultimo,  when  I  parted  company  with  her  (as  the  command- 
ing officer  required  my  services  no  longer)  and  proceeded  on  my 
voyage  south. 

Arrived  at  Tampa  Bay  at  7  a.  m.  the  30th  ultimo  and  Pensacola 
at  5 :  40  p.  m.  of  the  31st  ultimo,  and  after  coaling  proceeded  to  Mo- 
bile Bay,  where  I  arrived  at  meridian  of  the  3d  instant,  and  after 
supplying  the  fleet  proceeded  to  Galveston,  the  terminus  of  the  out- 
ward voyage  (stopping  at  all  intermediate  stations),  arriving  there 
at  8  a.  m.  of  the  7th  instant.  At  11 :  30  a.  m.  of  the  8th  instant  got 
underway  and  proceeded  on  our  homeward  voyage. 

At  7  p.  m.  of  the  10th  instant  arrived  at  New  Orleans,  supplied  the 
vessels  stationed  there,  and  received  a  cargo  of  paymaster's  stores  for 
Pensacola.  I  was  detained  at  New  Orleans  four  days,  in  consequence 
of  some  of  the  tubes  in  the  back  connection  of  the  boiler  leaking  very 
badly.  They  commenced  to  leak  abreast  of  South  West  Pass  on  our 
outward  voyage,  and  on  my  return  to  New  Orleans  it  was  necessary  to 
have  them  calked  before  proceeding  north. 

Arrived  at  Mobile  Bay  at  7  a.  m.  of  the  16th  instant,  and  was  offi- 
cially informed  by  Admiral  Farramit  that  this  vessel's  name  had  been 
changed  from  Admiral  to  Fort  Morgan.  Arrived  at  Pensacola  at 
7  a.  m.  of  the  17th  instant,  coaled  ship,  and  received  on  board  the 
sick  from  the  hospital.  At  5 :  10  a.  m.  of  the  19th  instant  proceeded 
to  sea. 

At  5 :  30  p.  m.,  21st  instant,  passed  Key  West  and  exchanged  signals 
with  U.  S.  S.  luka^  lying  at  anchor  off  Fort  Taylor. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  inform  the  Department  that  the  health  of 
the  squadron  is  excellent,  and  there  were  no  cases  of  yellow  fever  at   • 
Pensacola  up  to  the  time  of  sailing. 

I  delivered  ample  supplies  of  fresh  beef  and  vegetables  and  ice  to 
all  the  fleet  both  on  the  outward  and  homeward  trip.  The  ice  house 
of  this  ship  (since  being  enlarged  at  New  York)  is  capable  of  hold- 
ing a  sufficient  quantity  to  meet  all  demands. 

1  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  fact  that  this 
ship  leaks  so  badly  that  I  am  compelled  to  keep  an  auxiliary  engine, 
in  addition  to  the  usual  bilge  pump,  connected  with  the  mam  engine 
continually  working  to  keep  her  free.  I  attribute  this  to  the  defective 
calking  she  received  on  the  stocks. 

On  her  homeward  voyages  she  is  so  light  that  the  constant  shaking 
caused  by  steaming  has  started  the  oakum  in  her  seams.  I  respect- 
fully request,  if  consistent  with  the  views  of  the  Department,  that 
she  may  be  docked  and  her  bottom  calked  on  her  arrival  at  New 
York. 
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I  reffret  to  report  the  death  of  J.  H.  Reynolds  (second-class  fire- 
man ox  the  Metacomet)  at  sea  on  the  20th  instant. 
I  enclose  the  usual  abstract  required  by  the  Department 
The  mails  and  dispatches  from  the  squadron  are  forwarded  from 
this  place.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  my  arrival  here  this  evening  from 
Pensacola,  in  compliance  with  orders  from  Admiral  Farragut,  a  copy 
of  which  I  herewith  transmit  annexed. 

I  received  orders  from  Admiral  Stringham  to  deliver  three  drafts 
of  men  to  the  three  different  squadrons.  South  Atlantic,  East  and 
West  Gulf  Squadrons,  and  then  return  to  Boston.  Those  men  have 
been  delivered. 

Admiral  Farragut,  as  will  be  seen  bv  his  orders,  directs  me  to  pro- 
ceed to  Fortress  Monroe  and  forward  his  dispatches,  wtich  I  have 
done,  but  he  does  not  tell  me  what  to  do  or  where  to  go  afterwards. 

I  await  further  orders  from  the  Department,  either  by  mail  or 
telegraph,  where  to  go. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  here  to  repeat  what  I  have  before  reported,  that 
the  boilers  of  the  Connecticut  are  not  in  a  reliable  condition  and  are 
liable  to  give  out  at  any  time.  At  Boston,  when  the  draft  of  men  was 
about  ready  to  be  put  on  board  from  the  receiving  ship,  while  getting 
up  steam,  with  only  5  pounds,  one  of  the  boilers  gave  way,  had  to  be 
blown  out  and  patched,  which  caused  a  detention  of  twenty-four 
hours. 
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On  the  passage  out,  when  four  days  from  Boston,  again  sprang  a 
leak  in  one  of  the  boilers,  and  at  Port  Royal  had  to  blow  out,  oool  off, 
and  repair. 

At  Pensacola  had  to  blow  out  the  boilers  again,  to  put  them  in 
passable  order  for  the  return  trip  north. 

•  The  packing  of  the  cylinder  is  in  such  a  condition  that  there  is  an 
average  loss  of  10  per  cent  of  steam.  New  packing  is  very  much 
required. 

We  have  been  favored  with  good  weather,  a  smooth  sea,  fair  wind, 
and  the  Gulf  Stream,  all  of  which  combined  has  enabled  the  Con- 
necticut to  make  a  tolerably  good  passage  to  this  place.

Hampton  Roads,  Va.,  November  28, 1864. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  order  I 
have  stopped  at  this  port  on  my  return  from  the  West  Gulf  Blockad- 
ing Squadron  for  the  purpose  of  forwarding  mails  and  dispatches. 

In  obedience  to  the  order  of  the  Department  of  the  13th  ultimo, 
the  Fort  Morgan  left  New  York  on  the  15th  ultimo  for  the  West 
Gulf  Blockading  Squadron  and  arrived  at  Key  West  on  the  morn- 
ihg  of  the  21st  ultimo,  and  after  discharging  mails,  passengers,  and 
naval  stores  proceeded  to  Pensacola,  where  I  arrived  on  the  25th 
ultimo.  Supplied  the  vessels  stationed  there,  and  after  coaling  ship 
proceeded  to  Mobile  Bay,  arriving  there  on  the  28th  ultimo;  supplied 
the  vessels  there,  and  on  the  29th  ultimo  proceeded  on  to  the  coast

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of  Texas,  supplying  the  vessels  at  the  different  stations  along  the 
coast  as  lar  as  the  Kio  Grande,  the  terminus  of  the  outward  voyage, 
arriving  there  on  the  4th  instant. 

At  4 :  50  p.  m.  of  the  4th  instant  proceeded  on  our  homeward  voy- 
age, stopping  at  all  stations  occupied  by  our  blockading  vessels  to 
receive  their  mails,  dispatches,  invalids,  and  seamen  to  be  taken  north 
for  discharge. 

On  the  morning  of  the  5th  instant  this  vessel  captured  off  the 
coast  of  Texas  the  schooner  /.  A.  Hdzard^  and  on  the  6th  instant  the 
schooner  Lone^  both  attempting  to  run  in  the  ports  of  Texas  with 
assorted  cargoes,  both  of  which  captures  were  reported  to  the  De- 
partment in  my  letters  of  the  10th  instant,  Nos.  38  and  39. 

On  the  return  voyage  of  this  vessel  the  tubes  of  the  boiler,  which 
had  been  leaking  so  badly  during  the  outward  trip,  rendering  it  im- 
possible to  keep  the  ship  up  to  anything  like  her  former  speed,  upon 
reaching  Calcasieu  gave  out  so  nearly  that  a  greater  speed  than  31 
knots  per  hour  could  not  be  obtained,  and  upon  our  arrival  at  New 
Orleans  a  detention  of  four  days  ensued  in  order  to  effect  necessary 
repairs. 

The  boiler  was  not  properly  repaired  before  leaving  New  York 
prior  to  this  trip,  and  this  1  respectfully  submit  as  the  principal  cause 
of  the  longer  duration  of  this  trip  than  any  previous  one.  The 
report  of  the  chief  engineer  of  this  vessel  is  enclosed  for  your  con- 
sideration. 

Eeceived  on  board  at  New  Orleans  naval  and  paymaster's  stores 
for  vessels  at  Mobile  Bay  and  pavmaster  in  charge  at  Pensacola,  in- 
valids, and  men  to  be  taken  north  to  be  discharged,  and  left  on  the 
13th  instant,  arriving  at. Ship  Island  on  the  14th  instant,  and  sup- 
plied the  U.  S.  ship  Vincennes  with  fresh  provisions. 

Left  Ship  Island  same  day  and  arrived  at  Mobile  Bay  on  the 
morning  of  the  15th  instant;  received  on  board  mails,  dispatches, 
invalids,  and  men  to  be  taken  north  to  be  discharged,  and  left  on 
the  16th  for  Pensacola,  where  I  arrived  at  6:45  p.  m.,  same  date; 
received  on  board  at  this  place  also  invalids  and  men  to  be  taken 
north  for  discharge,  and  proceeded  to  sea  early  on  the  morning  of 
the  18th  instant  for  Key  West,  at  which  place  I  arrived  at  8:35 
p.  m.  of  the  20th  instant;  coaled  ship  and  proceeded  on  our  home- 
ward voyage. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  squadron  is 
excellent,  and  there  were  no  cases  of  yellow  fever  at  any  of  the 
ports  up  to  the  time  of  sailing. 

During  the  voyage  the  Fort  Morgan  has  experienced  very  heavy 
weather,  and  was  detained  off  the  coast  of  Texas  five  days  by  gales, 
during  which  time  it  was  impossible  to  supply  vessels. 

Between  Key  West  and  this  port  we  have  experienced  strong 
northeast  gales. 

I  have  on  board  the  rebel  admiral,  Franklin  Buchanan,  and  his 
two  aids,  E.  M.  Carter  and  W.  S.  Forrest ;  also  Acting  Third  Assist- 
ant Engineer  Robert  T.  Ewing,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Kanawha^  and  Thomas 
King,  landsman,  of  the  Monongahela^  under  sentence  of  court-mar- 
tial. 

I  regret  to  report  the  death  of  J.  Driscoll,  received  from  the  Aroos- 
took^ which  occurred  at  sea  on  the  7th  instant. 
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Enclosed  please  find  the  usual  abstracts  required  by  the  Depart- 
ment.

My  Dear  Sir:  I  have  just  arrived  from  the  Gulf,  having  left  Itey 
West  on  the  morning  of  the  28d  instant,  and  have  encountered  strong 
northeast  j^es  on  the  passage  to  this  place. 

This  tnp  has  been  of  longer  duration  than  any  of  my  previous 
ones,  this  oeing  the  forty-fifth  day  since,  leaving  New  York,  being 
an  excess  of  between  12  and  14  days  over  mv  usuiQ  time. 

This  vessel  was  not  thoroughly  repaired  oef  ore  leaving  New  York, 
some  80  tub<^  bein^  useless,  and  during  the  voyage  others  constantly 
giving  out;  it  was  impossible  to  reach  a  jn*eater  speed  than  at  favor- 
able times  9  knots,  and  on  the  coast  of  Texas,  on  our  return,  not 
more  than  8^  knots. 

In  New  Orleans  the  boiler  was  tinkered  at,  delajring  us  four  days. 
I  have  forwarded  to  the  Department  the  report  of  the  chief  engineer 
of  this  vessel,  to  which  I  ask  your  attention.  The  weather  also  con- 
tributed to  our  delay,  as  we  were  at  anchor  four  days  on  4^e  coast  of 
Texas  in  two  very  heavy  northers. 

I  wish  to  call  ^our  attention  to  tiie  battery  of  this  vessel,  which, 
in  view  of  a  not  improbable  encounter  with  an  armed  vessel  of  the 
enemy,  is,  in  my  opinion,  totally  inadequate  for  the  defense  of  thiff 
fine  vessel.  The  present  armament  consists  (as  you  are  doubtless 
aware)  of  one  80-pounder  Parrott,  two  24-pounders  and  two  12- 
pounder  Dahlgren  howitzers.  The  Farrott  is  mounted  on  a  Marsilly 
carriage,  though  I  have,  on  more  than  one  occasion  at  the  Brooklyn 
[New  York]  Navy  Yard,  asked  for  a  pivot  carriajge^  as  the  deck  has 
been  fitted  for  it  since  the  vessel  went  into  commission.  Now,  I  re- 
quest (if  in  your  jud^ent  it  may  be  advisable)  that  in  lieu  of  the 
small  brass  pieces,  which  encumber  the  spar  deck,  already  taken  up 
much  with  houses,  two  32's  of  67  cwt,  or  8-inch  guns,  may  be  substi- 
tuted and  carried  on  the  berth  deck,  which  is  7  feet  high  and  very 
roomy,  and  has  already  been  pierced  with  ports,  and  that  a  60- 
pounder  Parrott  be  placed  on  tne  forecastle  m  lieu  of  the  one  now 
there :  with  these  three  heavy  and  Iqng-range  runs  the  Fort  Morgan 
would,  in  my  opinion,  be  more  efficient  to  meet  any  of  the  privateers 
constantly  prowling  on  our  coast. 

I  found  a  letter  from  my  friend  Rogers  at  Key  West,  in  which  he 

informs  me  of  his  promotion  to  acting  volunteer  lieutenant-com* 
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mander.  As  I  entered  the  service  at  the  same  time  and  have,  I  trust 
and  believe,  done  my  duty  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department,  I 
deem  it  not  improbable  that  I  may  be  ordered  to  an  examination  at 
an  early  day. 

In  seamanshio  and  the  other  requirements  which  constitute  a  good 
commanding  omcer  I  feel  a  confidence  in  impressing  an  examining 
board  satisiactorily. 

As  you  well  know,  the  service  I  have  been  engaged  in  for  the  past 
two  years  has  been  such  as  to  preclude  such  practice  and  association 
with  gunnery  and  ordnance  as  would  have  rendered  me  more  perfect 
in  those  branches;  still,  I  think  I  can  come  up  to  the  standard  (even 
in  those  points)  of  the  volunteer  corps.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  West^  U,  S.  Navy^  comr 
manding  U,  S,  S.  Donegal^  of  gale  encountered  while  towing 
harhentine  Tilley  Van  Name  from  Port  RoyaJ,^  8,  C. 

U.  S.  StrpPLY  Steamer  Donegal, 
Philadelphia  Navy  Yard^  December  72,  ISffJ^. 

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  an  order  from  Rear-Admiral  Dahlgren,  I  left 
Port  Royal  Harbor  on  the  afternoon  of  the  7th,  having  in  tow  the 
merchant  barkentine  Tilley  Van  Name  (in  ballast),  wind  S.  W., 
fresh.  The  barkentine  having  all  sail  set,  we  got  along  at  the  rate 
of  6  knots. 

On  the  night  of  the  8th,  wind  from  N.  E.,  heavy  sea  running,  made 
no  headway.  Lay  to  all  next  day,  it  blowing  a  gale  from  N.  E.  to 
S.  E.,  a  very  heavy  sea  running,  and  thick  weather.  At  9  p.  m- 
latitude  33°  20'  N.,  longitude  77°  10'  W.,  120  miles  S.  S.  W.  of  Cape 
Hatteras,  in  a  furious  squall  of  wind  and  rain  from  S.  E.,  both 
hawsers  parted.  In  a  few  moments  our  tow  was  out  of  sight.  All 
night  we  had  a  succession  of  heaiy  squalls  of  wind  and  rain,  with 
tremendous  seas;  could  not  see  100  feet  from  ship.  We  lay  to  until 
midnight,  ship  laboring  and  straining  engine,  boilers,  and  hull, 
shipping  large  quantities  of  water  on  deck.  A  short  time  after  mid- 
night the  wind  shifted  to  S.  W.,  and  we  had  to  keep  the  ship  bfefore 
the  wind  to  ease  engine.  At  daylight  the  barkentine  was  out  of 
sight  from  mastheads  (heavy  sea  running).  I  could  have  been  of 
no  further  use  to  her,  as  the  Donegal^  drawing  but  7^  feet,  had  not 
power  enough  to  keep  her  head  to  wind.  If  the  gale  had  continued, 
I  do  not  think  the  engine  would  have  held  out;  and  the  ship  having 
but  little  sail,  she  w^ould  have  become  totally  immanageable ;  and 
having  between  200  and  300  persons  on  board,  I  felt  it  my  duty  to 
proceed  north. 

.  The  barkentine  had  good  sails,  masts,  and  a  large  crew,  and  hav- 
ing the  wind  S.  W.,  will  come  the  rest  of  the  distance  without 
trouble. 

The  following  was  a  report  made  to  me  by  the  senior  engineer: 
During  the  gales  the  engine  labored  very  hard,  the  gallows  frame 
worked  considerable,  and  some  of  the  fore-and-aft  supports  to  frame 
worked  partly  out  of  their  places.  Crank  pin  ran  quite  warm. 
The  engine,  with  25  pounds  steam,  steam  throttle  wide  open,  fol- 
lowing full  stroke,  would  at  times  barely  pass  her  centers.  One  of 
the  diagonal  braces  extending  from  the  keelson  to  the  port-beam 
center  journal  carried  away.    I  found  a  bad  leak  on  the  starboard 
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side  of  the  water  bottom.    Can  not  tell  to  what  extent  on  account  of 
the  steam. 

The  Donegal^  from  her  light  draft  and  build^s  a  poor  sea  boat, 
as  I  have  found  out  in  two  successive  gales.  The  gale  of  Friday 
was  the  heaviest  I  have  passed  through  in  three  and  a  half  years  on 
this  coast.

The  Bermuda  sailed  from  Philadelphia  January  16  at  2:30  p.  m., 
and  from  the  Capes  of  the  Delaware  on  the  17th  at  7 :30  p.  m.,  oeing 
detained  in  the  river  on  account  of  her  engines.  She  has  supplied 
all  vessels  of  the  West  Gulf  Sqiiadron,  both  going  and  returning. 
On  my  arrival  at  New  Orleans  I  received  orders  from  senior  officer 
commanding  to  proceed  to  the  coast  of  Texas;  supply  all  vessels  at 
their  different  stations.

We  were  compelled  to  work 
the  engine  under  high  pressure. 

On  our  arrival  at  Mobile  I  was  sent  to  Pensacola  for  repairs.  At 
Pensacola  a  new  valve  seat  was  cast;  detained  only  three  days  and 
sailed  for  Key  West.  One  day  out  the  new  valve  seat  broke;  soon 
after  the  coupling  bolts  of  the  main  shaft  broke.  Put  the  ship  under 
double-reefed  topsails,  as  it  was  blowing  a  heavy  gale.    Got  the  forge 
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up  and  made  new  bolts;  after  eighteen  hours'  hard  work  we  suc- 
ceeded in  connecting  Jthe  shaft  and  worked  the  engines  under  higli 
pressure  to  Key  WeS;. 

At  Key  West  the  valve  seat  could  not  be  cast.  A  temporary  one 
was  made  of  boiler  iron  riveted  together.  After  being  detained  five 
days  we  sailed  for  Hampton  Roads.  Four  hours  ottt,T)roke  the  new 
valve  seat.  I  deemed  it  prudent  to  push  through  for  Philadelphia, 
engines  working  under  high  pressure.  Off  Cape  Hatteras,  the  wind 
being  fair,  I  made  all  sail  and  shaped  my  course  for  the  Delaware 
River,  not  stopping  at  Hampton  Koads,  as  I  was  ordered  by  my 
sailing  orders  from  the  Department.  Enclosed  please  find  a  report 
from  the  senior  engineer,  copied  from  his  log  book.  I  have  the  honor

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the  Department  the  Circas- 
sian's arrival  at  this  place  from  a  voyage  to  the  West  Gulf  Squadron 
on  the  way  to  Boston.  On  the  outward  bound  trip  the  Circassian 
touched  at  Key  West  February  14,  Pensacola  February  18,  and  Mo- 
bile Bay  February  19.  We  were  obliged  to  lay  at  the  last-named 
place  until  the  26tn,  on  account  of  the  weather.  We  then  proceeded, 
arriving  at  New  Orleans  on  the  28th  instant  and  leavinff  New  Or- 
leans March  3.  On  account  of  the  low  stage  of  water  at  South  West 
Pass,  we  were  unable  to  proceed,  lying  at  said  place  from  March  4  to 
the  9th. 

The  Circassian  arrived  at  the  Rio  Grande  March  14  via  Galveston 
and  other  intermediate  stations.  On  the  homeward  trip  the  Circas- 
sian touched  at  New  Orleans,  Mobile  Bay,  and  Pensacola,  arriving 
at  Key  West  April  2,  communicating  both  going  and  coming  with 
the  vessels  at  all  the  stations. 

The  draft  of  men  from  the  receiving  ship  Ohio  was  disposed  of  as 
follows :  Leaving  90  men  at  Key  West,  80  at  Pensacola,  and  the  re- 
mainder at  Mobile  Bay.

From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Steamer  HoUyhock  came 
alongside;  took  on  board  express  matters,  etc.;  received  on  board 
the  following  officers  and  passengers  for  passage  north.  At  7:45 
a.  m.  let  go  anchor  off  Foii:  Jackson.  At  9  a.  m.  delivered  the  crew 
of  the  prize*  steamer  Ysabel  to  the  authorities  at  Fort  Jackson. 

June  6, — At  6 :  45  a.  m.  got  hawsers  and  made  fast  to  the  navy-yard 
wharf  at  Pensacola  Navy  Yard. 

June  6. — At  12 :  15  p.  m.  cast  off  from  the  wharf  and  proceeded  to 
sea.  Lieutenant  Joseph  C.  Breckenridge  came  on  board  at  Fort 
Pickins  and  reported  for  passage  north.    Discharged  the  pilot. 

June  H* — At  9  p.  m.  received  a  pilot  and  proceeded  on  to  Hampton 
Eoads..  At  9:30  j).  m.  was  hailed  by  the  guard  ship  and  ordered 
to  report  to  the  senior  commander  at  Newport  News.  At  10 :  38  p.  m. 
came  to  anchor  off  Fortress  Monroe. 

June  15. — At  9 :  45  a.  m.  got  underway  from  Newport  News.  At 
10:30  a.  m.  came  to  an  anchor  off  Fortress  Monroe;  sent  a  marine 
guard  on  shore  to  bring  off  two  prisoners.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. 
received  on  board  James  H.  Johnson  and  Samuel  L.  Jones,  of  tiie 
GreyJiound^  prisoners,  for  passage  north. 

June  16. — ^At  6  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  the  navy  yard  [New 
York!. 

July  180.— At  6  p.  m.  made  the  fleet  off  Galveeton.  At  7 :  16  p.  m. 
two  forts  on  shore  fired  a  shot  each  ftt  Ufi,  which  fell  short  about 
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three- fourths  of  a  mile.  At  7:45  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  100  yards 
distant  from  senior  officer's  ship  with  port  anchor  and  30  fathoms 
chain. 

July  23. — ^At  6 :  30  a.  m.  sighted  the  city.  At  7 :  45  a.  m.  made  fast 
alongside  the  U.  S.  S.  Tennessee  alongside  the  wharf,  New  Orleans. 

J  my  24. — ^At  8:30  p.  m.  received  on  board  for  passage  north 
Major-General  Sickles  and  staff.  At  9 :  15  p.  m.  left  the  wnarf  and 
proceeded  down  the  river  in  charge  of  pilot. 

Augtcst  2. — ^At  6 :  40  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  at  Port  Royal  Harbor. 
At  9:30  a.  m.  Rear- Admiral  Dahlgren  came  on  board.  At  11:20 
a.  m.  returned  on  board  his  ship.  At  11 :  40  a.  m.  Gteneral  Daniel  E. 
Sickles  and  staff,  Hon.  Michael  Hahn,  Captain  William  B.  Eaton, 
Paymaster  Jones,  and  Surgeon  Foreman  went  on  shore.  At  8:10 
p.  m.  steamer  came  alongside;  Governor  Hahn  and  General  Sickles 
returned  on  board.  At  9  p.  m.  General  Foster  came  on  board  for 
passage  to  Charleston. 

August  3. — At  5 :  50  p.  m.  got  underway. 

August  5. — At  10 :  45  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Fortress  Monroe.  At 
4 :  15  p.  m.  General  Sickles  and  Governor  Hahn  and  one  of  the  gen- 
eral's staff  left  the  ship  in  the  steam  tug  Mary. 

August  7. — At  6 :  45  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  at  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard. 

August  20. — At  7 :  40  p.  m.  cast  off  from  the  U.  S.  S.  North  Caro- 
Ima  and  proceeded  down  the  river,  the  pilot  in  charge. 

AugiLSt  21. — At  12 :  35  p.  m.  took  a  pilot  and  proceeded  inside  the 
Delaware  Breakwater.  At  1 :  20  p.  m.  came  to  anchor.  At  4 :  45  p.  m. 
got  underway  and  proceeded  to  sea,  with  steamer  Crescent  imder  con- 
voy. At  5 :  55  p.  m.  passed  the  outer  buoy  and  discharged  the  pilot. 
From  8  to  12  midnight :  Steamer  xmder  convoy  in  plain  sight  ahead 
ell  this  watch. 

August  23. — ^At  2:25  a.  m.  reduced  speed  to  keep  within  proper 
distance  of  Crescent. 

August  24. — ^From  12  to  4  a.  m. :  Steamer  Crescent  having  during 
the  last  watch  and  still  during  this  watch  steered  a  more  westerly 
course  than  we  could  in  our  judgment  safely  follow,  we  signaled  her 
by  firing  a  rocket  and  bummg  Coston  signals  to  keep  more  to  the 
southward,  besides  setting  an  example  by  keeping  off  ourselves,  which 
she  could  tell  by  our  side  light,  the  soundings  varying  then  from  5 
fathoms  to  10  fathoms.  After  signalizing,  the  Crescent  took  no  no- 
tice of  it,  but  kept  on  her  course.  At  1  a.  m.  spoke  the  U.  S.  gunboat 
Flambeau  and  signalized  the  U.  S.  frigate  Wabash.  The  hand  lead 
was  constantly  hove  during  this  watch,  soundings  varying  from  5  to 
10  fathoms,  the  Crescent  fights  growing  dimmer  during  the  watch. 
At  3 :  15  a.  m.  we  altered  her  bearings  so  rapidly  that  we  concluded 
that  she  had  gone  ashore.  At  3 :  45  a.  m.  we  lost  sight  of  her,  lights 
bearing  N.  N.  W.  We  then  slowed  down  to  half  speed.  At  4 :  30  a.  m. 

At  5 :  15  a.  m.  saw  the 
Crescent  ashore  on  Cape  Romain  Shoals;  at  the  same  time  saw  a 
United  States  gunboat  to /the  S.  W.  We  kept  away  for  her  and 
found  it  to  be  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Nipsic.  Captain  Eaton  went  on 
board  and  asked  their  assistance  to  get  the  Crescent  afloat.  At  7 :  15 
a.  m.  we  started  back  for  Cape  Romain  Shoals.  At  8:15  a.  m.  we 
saw  her,  the  Crescent^  ashore  on  Cape  Romain  Shoals.  At  10  a.  m. 
discovered  that  she  was  working  her  engines  and  gradually  getting 
off.    At  10 :  15  a.  m.  saw  that  she  was  afloat  and  steering  out.east.   At 
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10 :  30  a.  m.  she  passed  round  the  S.  E.  part  of  the  shoal  and  pro- 
ceeded on  course.  In  company  with  Ntpsic  we  proceeded  on  our 
course  to  Port  Eoyal.  At  12  m.  we  stopped  the  ship  and  the  com- 
mander of  the  Nipsic  went  on  board.  At  12  Cape  Romain  light-house 
bore  N.  W.  9°  N.,  distant  14  miles.  At  9:45  p.  m.  came  to  anchor. 
Port  Royal  light-ship  bearing  S.  W.,  2^  miles  distant;  30  fathoms 
of  chain  paid  out.  The  steamer  Crescent  anchored  close  under  our 
starboard  bow.  Commander  visits  the  Crescent  and  returned  at  12 
midnight. 

August  £6. — ^At  6:30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  proceeded  on  our 
course;  left  Crescent  off  Port  Royal. 

September  9, — At  12 :  45  a.  m.  got  underway  from  Gralveston  and 
proceeded  to  sea,  bound  to  New  Orleans.  At  5:15  p.  m.  Ship 
Shoal  bore  N.,  distant  7  miles.  At  5 :  30  p.  m.  a  sail  reported  from 
the  masthead  on  the  port  bow.  At  5 :  50  p.  m.  saw  black  smoke  two 
points  on  starboard  bow.  At  6 :  30  p.  m.  beat  to  quarters  and  cleared 
ship  for  action,  a  steamer  being  in  si^t.  At  7  p.  m.  sent  up  a  rocket 
ana  burned  Coston  preparatory  signal.  At  7:10  fired  a  24-pound 
shell  across  the  steamer^s  bow,  which  he  did  not  notice.  7 :  20  p.  m. 
fired  a  30-pounder,  when  the  steamer  stopped.  We  boarded  her  and 
found  her  to  be  the  transport  Alabama^  from  New  Orleans  bound 
to  Brazos. 

— At  8  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  6  fathoms  water  at 
Mobile  Bay,  Fort  Morgan  light  bearing  S.  \  W.,  distant  J  mile.  At 
3  p.  m.  notice  from  Adtairal  Farragut  that  the  ship's  name  was 
changed  from  Admiral  to  Fort  Morgan. 

September  27. — At  6 :  30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  proceeded  to  the 
navy  yard  and  moored  to  the  cob  dock  at  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard. 

October  IB. — ^At  4 :  10  p.  m.  got  up  anchor  and  proceeded  to  sea. 

October  SO.— At  1:40  p.  m.  Ship  Shoal  light  bore  N.,  distant  8 
miles.  Set  fore-and-aft  sail  and  square  sails.  Hauled  up  S.  W.  for 
a  sail ;  3  p.  m.  fired  a  blank  [cartridge!  from  a  12-pound  howitzer 
and  hove  a  schooner  to;  clewed  up  all  sail  and  boarded  her  and 
found  her  to  be  the  British  schooner  Benjamdn  WiUis^  from  Vera 
Cruz,  bound  to  New  Orleans  in  ballast  with  passengers.  At  3:20 
kept  away  on  our  course  and  set  square  sails. 

November  S. — At  8 :  30  a.  m.  had  the  boats  secured  again ;  delivered 
to  the  Scioto  one  f oi-e  gaff.  At  10 :  30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  pro- 
ceeded toward  Rio  Grande.  At  10:45  a.  m.  set  fore-and-aft  sail. 
Expended  220  gallons  water  this  twenty-four  hours. 

November  5. — At  6  a.  m.  saw  a  schooner  bearing  W.  S.  W.  and 
steering  west,  distant  9  miles.  At  6:40  a.  m.  the  schooner  hauled 
her  wind  to  S.  W.  At  7 :  30  a.  m.  sent  a  boat  on  board  of  her.  On 
hailing  the  schooner  the  captain  said  she  was  from  Vera  Cruz, 
bound  to  New  Orleans,  but  was  going  into  the  nearest  port  on  ac- 
count of  her  leaking  bad.

8:30  boarded  and  seized  the  schooner  as  a  prize  and  put  a  prize 
crew  on  board  of  her  and  6rdered  her  to  New  Orleans,  in  charge  of 
Acting  Ensign  Peter  Faunce.  At  11  a.  m.  parted  from  the  prize 
aiMl  we  made  all  sail  for  Galveston.

2 :  30  a.  m.  saw  a  signal  and  answered  it ;  then  bunied  our  number  by 
signals  and  saw  a  return  signal  of  the  vessel,  which  we  made  out  to 
be  the  U.  S.  bark  Roebuck.  At  4 :  30  a.  m.  the  bark  Roebuck  sent  her 
boats  out  to  us  with  10  refugees  and  4  priscmers,  with  all  of  their 
baggage,  and  11  boxes  of  tobacco,  property  of  one  of  the  refugees,  all 
to  go  to  Key  West;  also  received  the  mails  for  the  North.

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bers.    At  8  p.  m.,  all  prisoners  below  and  placed  sentries  over  them 
and  took  all  necessary  precaution. 

June  £8. — ^At  5  a.  m.  ordered  all  prisoners  on  deck  and  washed  decks 
fore  and  aft.  From  4  to  6  p.  m.,  steaming  for  Cedar  Keys.  At  8  p.  m. 
ordered  all  prisoners  below  and  sentries  placed  over  them,  with 
orders  to  shoot  down  the  first  man  attempting  to  come  on  deck;  also 
had  all  arms  loaded  and  brought  aft,  with  supply  and  reserve  boxes. 

June  30. — ^At  8  p.  m.  doubled  the  sentries  ana  placed  them  over  the 
prisoners,  who  were  allowed  to  stop  on  deck  on  account  of  the  warm 
weather  and  oppression  of  the  atmosphere  between  decks;  took  all 
the  usual  precautions  for  their  security  and  mustered  the  w.atch  aft 
At  10:45  p.  m.  made  Logger  Head  Key  light,  bearing  &•  S.  W.,  dis- 
tant 28  mues. 

July  1. — At  10 :  15  a.  m.  came  to  an  anchor  in  Key  West  harbor. 
At  10 :  30  a.  m.  was  boarded  by  the  health  officer.  At  10 :  40  a.  m.  Cap- 
tain Smith  went  on  shore  to  report  to  the  admiral.  At  1 :  30  p.  m.  a 
Government  schooner  came  alongside  and  took  off  all  the  cotton  and 
stores  for  Kev  West,  also  all  the  refugees,  with  their  baggage;  sent  8 
prisoners  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  Magnolia  and  3  on  shore  to  the  admi- 
ral under  a  guard  of  marines.  From  4  to  6  p.  m.,  the  3  prisoners  sent 
on  shore  to  the  admiral  were  s«at  back,  with  orders  to  still  retain 
them  as  prisoners. 

July  £. — At  12 :  30  p.  m.  hove  up  anchor,  took  on  board  a  pilot,  and 
took  the  schooner  Ascension  in  tow  and  proceeded  out  of  the  harbor 
for  Port  Royal. 

July  1£. — ^At  3 :  30  p.  m.  unmoored  the  ship  and  proceeded  up  to 
Portsmouth.  At  4  p.  m.  arrived  at  the  navy  yard  and  made  fast  at 
the  wharf . 

July  H, — At  5 :  30  p.  m.  pilot  came  on  board  and  we  immoored  ship 
and  proceeded  down  the  river.  At  6:80  p.  m.  passed  Whaleback 
light-house  and  left  pilot. 

July  18. — From  12  to  4  p.  m. :  Steaming  up  the  river.  At  1 :  30 
p.  m.  set  our  numbers  and  was  answered  by  flagship  Princeton.  At 
2  p.  m.  came  to  an  anchor  off  the  navy  yard,  [Philadelphial,  and 
captain  went  on  shore.  From  4  to  8  p.  m. :  Sent  all  the  invalids  to 
the  hospital.  At  5 :  20  p.  m.  sent  all  the  prisoners  on  board  the  flag- 
ship, with  their  baggage ;  also  sent  on  shore  all  discharged  men. 

July  25. — At  8:30  p.  m.  hove  up  andior  and  steamed  down  the 
river. 

Auqi^t  6. — Steaming  along  the  coast.  At  3  p.  m.  made  a  sail 
standmg  to  the  eastward  and  a  gunboat  in  chase.  At  3 :  30  p.  m.  the 
gunboat  fired  a  shell  across  the  vessePs  bow  when  she  hove  to,  and 
was  boarded  by  the  steamer's  boat.  Signalized  the  steamer  and 
found  her  to  be  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Genesee^  bound  to  Ship  Island. 
At  4  p.  m.  spoke  her  and  proceeded  on  our  way.  Made  Chandeleur 
light-nouse;  Dore  S.  W.  i  S.,  12  miles. 

August  IS. — At  8:15  a.  m.  came  in  sight  of  the  shipping  off  the 
mouth  of  the  Rio  Grande ;  saw  a  steamer  coming  out  to  us  under  full 
head  of  steam,  looking  suspiciously;  beat  to  general  quarters  and 
cleared  for  action;  set  our  numbers  and  was  answered  by  the  steamer, 
which  proved  to  be  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Princess  Royal.  At  8 :  30  spoke 
her  and  followed  her  in.  At  9 :  30  a.  m.  came  to  an  anchor  and  sent 
the  mails  on  board  of  the  Princess  Royal.  At  11 :  20  a.  m.  got  under-

way  and  proceeded  up  to  the  Cayuga^  lying  the  west  side  of  the 
river;  supplied  her  with  fresh  beef  and  vegetables  and  the  mails. 
At  1 :  30  p.  m.  finished  supplying  the  U.  S.  ffunboat  Cayuga  and  pro- 
ceeded back  to  the  Princess  Royal  and  anchored ;  supplied  her  with 
fresh  provisions  and  stores.  At  5 :  80  p.  m.  received  on  board  five 
prisoners  from  the  Princess  Royal^  with  their  luggage.  At  6  p.  m. 
furled  all  awnings  and  took  on  board  four  more  prisoners  from  the 
gunboat  Cayuga  and  hove  short,  ready  for  proceeding  to  sea. 

Augmt  i^.— Latitude  27^  59'  N.,  longitude  95°  45^  W.  At  12:45 
p.  m.  saw  a  Strang  sail  bearing  N.  E.,  steering  a  westerly  course.  At 
3 :  20  p.  m.  boarded  her  and  found  her  to  be  theBritish  schooner  Artist^ 
of  Nassau,  N.  S.,  bound  from  Havana  to  Matamoras;  the  captain  was 
reported  dead  from  yellow  fever  and  they  claimed  that  there  was  no 
navi^tor  on  board,  Bein^  so  much  out  of  her  course,  the  captain 
[Smith]  felt  justified  in  seizing  her;  found  the  chronometer  wound 
and  the  sextant  set  at  the  correct  meridian  altitude  for  this  date ; 
carm :  Liquors,  wines,  medicines,  etc.  When  first  seen  was  steering 
N.  N.  W.,  a  direct  course  for  Matagorda,  Tex.,  or  for  the  passes 
about  there;  she  was  138  miles  to  the  north  of  Matamoras,  in  31 
fathoms  water,  and  84  miles  from  the  coast  of  Texas.  At  5 :  10  p.  m. 
inade  a  sail  to  N. ;  kept  up  for  her.  From  4  to  6  p.  m.,  still  in  chase 
of  schooner  to  windward.  At  9  p.  m.  overhauled  schooner  and  found 
her  to  be  the  British  schooner  Uarmita^  from  Velasco,  Tex.,  to  the 
Balize,  with  a  cargo  of  161  bales  of  cotton ;  took  her  in  tow  and  kept 
on  course  for  Galveston. 

August  16. — ^At  5  a.  m.  made  land  right  abeam,  Galveston  bearing 
north.  At  5 :  80  a.  m.  made  the  fleet,  and  at  7  a.  m.  came  to  anchor 
near  the  Bienville.  Boats  from  the  ships  came  alongside  and  re- 
ceived fresh  provisions  and  ice.  From  8  to  12 :  Still  at  work  supply- 
ing boats  with  their  stores;  issued  rations  to  the  crews  of  prize 
schooners  Artist  and  CamUta;  received  on  board  6  invalids  for  pas- 
sage north,  and  also  the  crews  of  the  two  prize  schooners.  At  2 :  30 
p.  m.  cast  off  the  prize  schooners  and  got  underway  for  the  Antona. 
At  4:10  p.  m.  got  underway  with  U.  S.  S.  Antona  in  tow,  and  kept 
to  the  northward  and  eastward. 

August  i6. — At  5  a.  m.  made  the  outer  buoy  off  Port  Royal  and 
steer^  in  toward  the  harbor.  At  7 :  10  a.  m.  let  go  anchor  astern 
of  the  flagship  Vermont^  in  Port  Royal  Harbor.  At  10  a.  m.  g;ot 
underway.  At  11 :  10  a.  m.  crossed  the  bar,  bound  to  Philadelphia. 
From  12  to  4  p.  m. :  First  part  of  the  watch,  saw  some  cotton  floating 
in  the  water;  lowered  the  boats  and  picked  up  81  bales.  At  1  p.  m. 
hoisted  boats  and  proceeded  on  our  course. 

August  30, — At  8  a.  m.  anchored  abreast  of  the  navy  yard.  At 
9  a.  m.  sent  all  prisoners  aboard  the  Princeton. 

September  12, — Steaming  down  the  Delaware  River.  At  4  p.  m. 
run  a  hawser  to  the  flagship  Princeton  from  our  quarter  and  hove  up 
andbor;  swung  round  and  steamed  down  the  river. 

October  S. — At  8 :  10  a.  m.  fired  a  gun  across  schooner's  bows  and  hove 
her  to.  At  8 :  15  a.  m.,  latitude  28°  05'  N.,  longitude  96°  36'  W.,  boarded 
the  schooner  Florie^  of  Balize,  from  New  Orleans,  bound  to  Mata- 
moras. Having  suspicicms  that  she  intended  to  run  the  blockade  on 
the  coast,  took  charge  of  her  as  a  prize  and  sent  Acting  Ensign  H.  €. 
Raymond  to  take  charge  of  her  with  a  prize  crew  of  f  men ;  mx)ught 
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all  the  schooner's  crew  on  board  of  this  ship ;  secured  all  papers  be- 
longing to  the  captain  and  crew  and  put  them  under  seal  cm  board 
of  tne  BerwAida;  left  the  schooner  to  lay  off  and  en  while  we  pro- 
ceeded to  Aransas  Pass.  At  11  a.  m.  made  Aransas  Pass.  At  11 :  30 
a.  m.,  not  seeing  the  vessels  stationed  there  we  were  to  supply,  turned 
round  and  proceeded  on  our  way  back.  At  12  m.  saw  the  schooner 
Florie  right  ahead.  At  1 :  30  p.  m.  came  up  with  the  schooner  and 
gave  her  a  hawser  and  took  her  in  tow  and  proceeded  on  our  course 
for  Galveston. 

October  ^.—Latitude  28°  36'  N.,  longitude  91°  62'  W.  At  11:45 
a.  m.  the  schooner  hoisted  a  signal  to  ccnnmunicate  with  us;  cleared 
away  a  boat,  ready  to  send  on  board.  At  noon  came  to  a  full  stop 
and  sent  a  boat  to  the  schooner ;  found  her  leakmg  very  much ;  leit 
two  more  men  on  board  of  her  and  returned  to  the  ship.    At  1  p.  m. 

Cceeded  on  our  course.  At  5  p.  m.  came  to  a  full  stop  and  sent  a 
t  to  the  schooner  with  our  fore-topmast  staysail  for  a  jib  for  him, 
his  jib  being  washed  away ;  left  Mr.  Dunbar  and  3  men  on  board  to 
assist  in  pumping  schooner.  At  5 :  50  p.  m.  boat  returned  and  we 
proceeded  on  our  course. 

October  5, — At  11 :  40  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  astern  of  U.  S.  S.  Pen- 
sacola  off  New  Orleans;  captain  wwit  on  shore  to  report  to  Commo- 
dore Bell. 

October  15.— At  9  a.  m  came  to  anchor  in  the  harbor  of  Port  Boyal, 
near  the  flagship.  At  1  p.  m.  crossed  the  bar  and  shaped  a  course  for 
Cape  Hatteras. 

October  18. — ^At  3 :  36  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  abreast  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Navy  Yard. 

November  H. — ^At  6  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  proceeded  along- 
side the  dock  at  the  navy  yard,  [Pensacolal.  At  2  p.  m.  finished  put- 
ting out  stores,  etc.,  and  hauled  off  from  tne  dock  and  proceeded  out 
of  the  harbor  in  charge  of  a  pilot  At  2 :  30  p.  m.  crossed  Hie  bar 
and  shaped  a  course  for  Mobile  blockade;  saw  3  sdtiooners  bound  in 
to  Pensacola  in  company  with  a  large  lugger.  At  3  p.  m.  saw  the 
lugger  alongside  of  one  of  the  schooners,  which  immeaiately  hauled 
on  Sie  wind,  as  also  did  one  of  the  other  schooners;  suspicions  b^ng 
excited  as  to  the  character  of  the  lup^er's  actions,  we  immediately 
gave  chase;  hove  to  the  schooner  Vemce  and  boarded  her;  found  her 
all  right,  from  New  Orleans,  bound  to  Pensacola;  let  her  proceed  and 
gave  chase  for  the  schooner  standing  out  to  sea  with  lugger  in  tow. 
At  6  p.  m.  got  within  range  of  the  sdiooner  and  fired  a  ^ell  at  him. 
Not  heaving  to,  fired  several  shell  at  him;  g(rt  near  enough  to  reach 
him,  when  he  hove  to,  and  we  immediately  boarded  him  and  found 
he  had  been  taken  by  privateers  out  of  Perdido  Bay.  Secured  the 
pirates,  6  in  number,  and  sent  them  on  board  of  this  steamer;  found 
tiie  schooner  to  be  the  Mary  CampbeU^  from  New  Orleans,  bound  to 
Pensacola ;  he  reported  the  capture  of  the  other  schooner  by  the  same 
pirates,  who  put  on  board  9  men  under  Captain  Duke  and  started  her 
for  Perdido  River,  the  rest  of  the  pirates  remaining  on  board  of  the 
Mary  Campbell.  Put  the  pirates  in  single  irons  and  took  the 
schooner  and  lugger  in  tow  and  started  for  Mobile  fleet.  At  10  p.  m. 
spoke  and  board^  the  bark  Hamm>ond^  from  Ship  Island  for  Pen- 
sacola; cautioned  him  about  the  pirates  and  let  him  proceed. 

November  16. — ^At  2 :  16  a.  m»  came  to  an  and^r  near  the  CoUmdo^ 
and  Captain  Smith  went  on  board  to  report ;  let  go  of  the  schooner 
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and  hauled  in  our  hawser ;  schooner  came  to  an  anchor  near  us.  From 
4  to  8  a.  m. :  Supplied  the  fleet  with  beef,  ice,  and  vegetables ;  brought 
the  captured  lugger  alongside  and  took  everything  out  oi  her  and 
gave  her  up  to  the  Colorado.  At  4 :  80  p.  m.  got  underway  and  shaped 
a  course  for  Ship  Island. 

November  i^l?.— At  7  a.  m.  crossed  South  West  Pass  Bar  and  shaped 
a  course  for  Sabine  Pass;  set  all  sail;  released  the  six  prisoners  of 
war,  they  having  promised  to  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the 
ship. 

November  2S. — From  6  to  8  p.  m. :  Confined  the  rebel  prisoners  in 
single  irons  for  the  night. 

February  11^  1861^, — ^At  6 :  30  a.  m.  commenced  coaling  ship.  Re- 
ceived on  Doard  prize  crew  of  schooner  Beaiuregnard  for  passage  to 
Indian  Eiver  Inlet,  also  8  prisoners  for  the  North;  two  officers  to 
take  passage  north  reported  at  8  a.  m.  At  9  a.  m.  cast  off  from  the 
whari  and  steamed  out  of  the  harbor.  At  10  a.  m.  Sand  Key  light- 
house bore  W.  by  S.,  distant  2  miles;  discharged  pilot  and  shaped 
course  for  Indian  River. 

February  19. — At  10  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  went  alongside  of 
flie  navy  yard,  Philadelphia. 

February  2S, — From  12  to  4  p.  m. :  Repairing  ship,  etc ;  sent  on 
shore  121  bales  of  grass  and  condemned  clothing,  also  1  bale  of 
cotton  picked  up  at  sea. 

May  S. — Steaming  down  the  Delaware  River  in  charge  of  a  pilot 
[for  West  Gulf  Squadronl. 

May  18. — At  anchor  off  Pass  Cavallo. 

May  19. — At  12 :  45  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Brazos  River.  Steam- 
ing along  the  coast  again;  stopped  engines  to  communicate  with 
IT.  S.  S.  CMcora.  At  6 :  30  a.  m,  weight  anchor  and  proceeded  to- 
ward Galveston  Bar.  At  7 :30  p.  m.  the  XJ.  S.  S.  Chocura  hove  in  sight ; 
steamed  toward  her ;  communicated  with  her,  and  supplied  her  with 
provisions,  etc. ;  30  men  came  on  board  for  passage  north,  also  several 
officers.  At  7 :  40  p.  m.  weighed  anchor  and  proceeded  on  our  course 
toward  Sabine  Pass. 

May  20.— At  4  p.  m.,  latitude  29^  04'  N.,  longitude  92^  47'  15"  W. 
At  6:40  p.  m.  made  a  schooner  ahead;  spoke  her;  being  doubtful  as 
to  her  character  and  destination,  boarded  her;  put  officer  and  4  men 
on  board  of  her  and  took  her  in  tow.  She  was  the  Caroline^  from 
Matamoras,  J.  M.  Richards.  At  8:30  p.  m.  boarded  schooner 
Amanda^  Mexican  prize  to  Kanawha^  from  Espiritu  Santo  for  New 
Orleans. 

May  21. — In  Mississippi  River.  At  1 :  15  p.  m.  saw  a  schooner  with 
British  colors  set,  union  down;  steered  for  her  and  communicated 
with  her ;  found  her  to  be  the  schooner  Dart^  from  Vera  Cruz,  bound 
to  New  Orleans  with  passengers;  short  of  provisions  and  water;  sent 
a  hawser  to  her  and  took  her  in  tow. 

May  m— Latitude  27^  53'  N.,  longitude  79«  45'  W.  From  8  to  12 
m.:  Saw  a  strange  sail  on  starboard  bow;  steered  for  her  and  ex- 
dianged  signals;  we  then  steered  for  a  sloop  to  the  westward;  fired 
a  blank  cartridge,  stopped  our  engines,  and  boarded  her.  H.  C. 
Raymond,  acting  ensign,  went  on  teard  and  took  charge.  Finding 
that  she  had  run  out  of  Indian  River  Inlet,  bound  for  Nassau,  brought 
her  alongside  and  discharged  her  cargo;  took  the  hands  on  board, 
consisting  of  three  men  all  told.    Employed  taking  cargo  from  the  e 
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sloop  Fortienate  on  board,  consisting  of  5  bales  of  cotton  and  1 
barrel  of  turpentine;  made  a  hawser  fast  to  her  and  took  her  in  tow. 
At  1 :  45  p.  m.  started  ahead  again^  and  proceeded  on  our  course.  At 
5 :  15  p.  m.  the  sloop  Forttmate^  prize  to  U.  S.  S.  Bemvuda^  filled  with 
waterj  parted  the  hawser  which  was  fast  to  her,  and  vanished  from 
river  in  a  short  time. 

May  31. — ^At  anchor  in  Port  Boyal  Harbor.  At  5:30  p.  m. 
weighed  anchor*  steamed  to  sea  through  East  Channel. 

June  i.— Latitude  32*^  55'  N.,  longitude  78^  35'  W.  At  12:30 
p.  m.  stopped  engines  a  few  moments;  picked  up  some  cotton. 
At  2:15  p.  m.  saw  a  strange  steamer  to  the  northward;  steamed 
toward  her,  and  soon  made  her  out  to  be  a  large  rebel  steamer- 
blockade  runner.  We  g^ve  chase,  burning  during  the  chase  2  barrels 
pork  and  1  barrel  turpentine;  as  we  were  gradually  overhauling  the 
stranger,  gunboat  Huran^  also  in  chase  with  us,  exchanged  signals 
with  her ;  made  all  possible  sail.  From  4  to  6  p.  m.  still  ccmtinuing 
the  pursuit  and  perceptibly  gaining  on  her.  Exchanged  signals  with 
the  Huron^  steering  various  courses,  after  the  chase.  From  6  to  8 
p.  m.  still  in  the  chase ;  fired  twice  at  the  steamer,  shot  falling  short 
At  9  p.  m.  furled  all  sail,  continuing  chase  after  the  steamer,  she 
trying  t6  cross  our  bow.  At  10  p.  m.  lost  sight  of  the  steamer  alto- 
gether and  obliged  to  give  up  the  chase. 

Jmie  «4.— Latitude  32^  02'  N.,  longitude  76*^  38'  W.  At  10:15 
a.  m.  steamed  toward  a  suspicious-looking  vesseL  At  11:15  a.  m. 
overhauled  and  hailed  her;  sent  a  boat  on  board,  stopping  our 
engines.  Acting  Ensign  J.  M.  Richards  took  charge  of  the  boat 
and  overhauled  the  vessel ;  returned  and  reported  to  m  the  schooner 
Fawn,  British,  from  Port  au  Prince,  loaded  with  logwood  and  bound 
to  Boston.  While  the  engine  was  stopped,  Mr.  Brewster,  chief  engi- 
geer,  went  under  the  stem  in  a  boat  to  overhaul  propeller,  and 
reported  one  of  the  flanges  of  the  propeller  broken  off.  At  11:34 
a.  m.  started  ahead  again  on  our  course.  During  this  watch  fired 
off  our  IX-inch  rifle  guns  to  clear  them  out. 

June  ^ff.— Latitude  27^  38'  N.,  longitude  79^  14'  W.  At  9:45 
a.  m.  saw  a  steamer  ahead  with  every  appearance  of  being  a  blockade 
runner:  immediatelv  gave  chase;  steamer  heading  in  toward  the 
Little  Bahamas  imoer  full  head  of  steam ;  continued  the  chase  till 
11:30,  when  we  were  obliged  to  haul  off  the  bank,  the  steamer 
rimning  into  shoal  water  on  the  banks,  being  of  light  draft.  We 
then  steamed  off  the  bank,  ha\4ng  proceeded  as  far  as  it  was  safe, 
and  shaped  our  true  course  as  required.  Steaming  along  outside  the 
Bahamas.  At  2:45  p.  m.  Memory  Bock  bore  per  compass  east,  9 
miles  distent. 

July  L — ^At  anchor  off  Mobile  Bay.  At  daylight  a  blockade 
runner  bound  into  Mobile  Bay  was  discovered  to  oe  agroimd  on  the 
beach,  about  two  miles  to  the  eastward  of  Fort  Mor^n.  Several  of 
the  gunboats  went  in  and  fired  at  her.  Several  ^ote  were  fired 
from  Fort  Morgan  and  the  batteries  along  the  beach  at  the  gun- 
boats, resulting  m  some  casualties.  The  steamer  on  the  beach  was 
completely  disabled  and  sunk  by  the  shots  of  our  boats.  From 
4  to  8  p.  m:  The  gunboats  still  engaged  destroying  the  steamer  on 
the  beach  and  engaging  the  battery  of  the  enemy.  At  5  a.  m.  com- 
menced supplying  the  squadron  with  provisions,  ice,  etc     From 
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8  to  12  m. :  Employed  supplying  the  squadron,  and  different  vessels 
still  engaged  destroying  uie  blockade  runner. 

Jidy  8. — Galveston  Sar.  At  12:80  p.  m.  weighed  anchor;  shaped 
our  course  for  San  Luis.  ^At  3 :  80  p.  m.,  when  passing  the  wreck  of 
the  rebel  steamer  Matag(yrda  (which  was  driven  onto  the  beach  at 
midnight  of  the  7th  instant  and  set  fire  to),  the  U.  S.  S.  Kwnawha 
and  Penguin^  and  seeing  a  number  of  men  on  the  beach,  apparently 
at  work  around  her,  fired  off  the  80-pound  rifle  at  her,  the  shot  going 
directly  over  her  abaft  the  engine  and  striking  close  to  the  beach 
inside  of  her,  which  had  the  effect  of  driving  off  the  men  on  the 
beach  on  a  full  skedaddle.  At  4:15  p.  m.  anchored  off  San  Luis; 
supplied  the  U.  S.  S.  Penguin.  At  5:20  p.  m.  weighed  anchor; 
shaped  course  for  Pass  Cavallo. 

July  27. — At  7 :  35  a.  m.  arrived  off  the  navy  yard,  Philadelphia ; 
anchored  abreast  the  guard  ship  Princeton;  all  passengers  leit  the 
ship. 

August  11. — Steaming  down  the  Delaware.  At  8 :  40  p.  m.  weighed 
anchor  and  proceeded  down  the  river  in  charge  of  pilot. 

August  i7.— Latitude  27°  25'  N.,  loMituck  79°  14'  W.  At  2:80 
p.  m.  sighted  a  steamer  bearing  W.  S.  W.,  lying  to;  steered  for  her, 
and  fired  at  her  at  intervals  from  IX-inch  shells,  15  seconds,  two  80- 
pounder  rifle  shells,  the  steamer  keeping  just  out  of  range  of  our  shot 
and  maneuverinff  very  suspiciously.  She  was  bark-rigged,  one 
smokestack  a  little  forward  the  mainmast,  and  was  supposed  to  be 
the  rebel  steamer  Florida.  From  4  to  8  p.  m.  still  in  chase  of  the 
strange  steamer.  At  6 :  15  p.  m.,  finding  that  we  could  not  gain  on 
the  chase,  the  strange  steamer  leaving  us,  gave  up  the  chase  and  pro- 
ceeded on  our  course. 

August  22.— Ax  anchor  off  Sand  Island,  supplying  the  squadron. 
At  9  a.  m.  spoke  the  U.  S.  S.  Oenesee;  proceeded  to  irelican  Channel 
and  communicated  with  U.  S.  S.  BienvUle.  At  10  a.  m.  anchored  in 
7i  fathoms  off  Sand  Island;  tugboat  came  alongside;  all  officers  for 
the  souadron  went  on  board  the  tugboat,  which  took  them  to  the  ad- 
miral s  ship,  to  report  to  Admiral  Farragut  Captain  Smith  also 
went  inside  to  report  to  the  admiral  and  deliver  dispatches.  Com- 
menced supplying  fleet  with  beef,  ice,  provisions,  etc.  From  8  to  12 
p.  m.  heavy  bombardment  going  on  against  Fort  Morgan ;  three  ex- 
plosions were  observed  inside  the  fort;  several  heavy  guns  fired  dur- 
ing the  night,  bombarding  Fort  Morgan. 

August  2S. — ^At  2 :  15  p.  m.  received  orders  to  proceed  to  Pensacola. 
At  2:30  p.  m.  got  unaerway  and  steamed  out  S.  E.,  clear  of  the 
shoals.  At  3:25  p.  m.  Fort  Morgan  light-house  bore  due  north;

rigging  and  gave  three  cheers  to  the  American  flag,  which  was  then 
hoisted  over  the  rebel  fort.

3:46  p.  m.  kept  off  to  eastward  in  chase  of  a  schooner.  At  4:20 
[Jupiter  light-house  N.  W.,  24  miles  distant],  spoke  schooner  Emma^ 
from  Havana  to  St  John's  or  Nassau;  sent  a  boat  on  board  the 
schocmer  Emana;  got  the  captain  and  papers  and  brought  him  on 
board  the  U.  S.  S.  Cormecttcut;  examinea  his  papers  and  declared

/.  D.  McCarthy^  from  Ship  Island,  bound  to  Philadelphia.  Found 
her  papers  correct  and  let  her  proceed. 

February  12. — ^At  8 :  55  overhauled  a  French  bark,  fifty  days  out 
from  Bordeaux,  bound  to  Havana. 

February  13. — At  6  a.  m.  overhauled  brig  Mary  Alvine^  of  Boston, 
with  a  cargo  of  sugar  from  the  Gulf,  bound  to  New  York.  At  8  a.  m. 
overhauled  the  English  bark  Du/ndee^  from  Jamaica  to  London.  At 
4:25  p.  m.  overhauled  the  schooner  R.  H.  Tamphier^  from  Ship

Havana,  November  4, 1861. 

The  American  brig  Temvest^  Captain  McCobb,  from  Portland  to 
Havana,  was  boarded  on  tne  29th  ultimo,  12  miles  E.  by  N.  from 
Abaco  light-house,  by  an  armed  schooner  and  detained  two  or  three 
hours,  but  subsequently  released  on  account  of  the  little  value  of  the 
careo  (shooks). 

Said  schooner  is  fore-and-aft  rigged,  square  sailj  lug  foresail,  jib, 
flying  jib  and  jib-topsail ;  painted  black;  no  riame;  is  armed  with  one 
pivot  ffun  between  loremast  and  mainmast,  four  broadside  guns  two 
18s  and  two  16s) ;  no  quarter  or  stem  boats,  but  one  on  deck  forward  of 
mainmast;  150  to  176  tons  burden;  crew  of, about  70  men;  trunk 
cabin ;  appearance  unwarlike  and  untidy.  After  leaving  the  TempeH 
the  privateer  filled  away  to  the  northward,  telling  the  captain  that 
thev  would  look  out  for  her  when  she  came  back  loaded  witn  sugar. 

Subsequently,  off  Pass  of  Matanzas,  the  Tempest  was  boarded  by 
the  frigate  San  Jacinto,  and  the  above  matter  was  reported  to  Cap- 
tain Wilkes,  who^  I  presume,  will  look  for  the  privateer,  unless  he  has 
more  important  interests  te  serve.

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master],  [C.  J.]  Van  Alstine,  [acting  master's  mate],  and  [Frank 
B.]  M^am,  [acting  master's  mate].  At  10  a  steamer  came  near  us; 
fired  a  shot  at  her  from  pivot  gun ;  the  steamer  left  At  11  got  under- 
way and  took  the  schooners  in  tow. 

June  24. — 4  to  8  a.  m. :  Prize  schooners  in  tow.  6  to  8  p.  m. :  Came 
to  at  Pass  ii  I'Outre  and  anchored  prizes.    At  8,  anchored. 

June  25. — At  5 :  30  p.  m.  crews  board  schooners  for  Key  West.  At 
8  all  the  prize  schooners  got  underway  and  stood  out  to  sea  in  charge 
of  Lieutenant  Selden,  assisted  by  Acting  Master  [M.  H.]  Sawyer. 

July  8. — ^At  8:20  p.  m.  threw  a  diot  irom  pivot  gun  at  a  light  on 
Ship  Island. 

J^y  9. — At  daylight  discovered  three  rebel  flags  and  three  batteries 
on  Ship  Island.  At  5 :  10  a.  m.  the  middle  and  upper  batteries  opened 
up<m  us  with  one  rifle  shot  each,  to  which  we  replied  with  two  15- 
second  shells  from  the  first  division  and  six  round  shot  from  the  pivot 
gun.  At  5 :  30  fired  our  last  shot,  and  the  battery  not  replying,  we 
ceased  firing.  Two  steamboats  from  the  westward  came  to  on  the 
batteries  at  Ship  Island.  At  9  a  shot  was  fired  from  the  fort  that  fell 
cme-fourth  mile  from  us.  Steamers  Grey  Cloud  and  Oregon  lay  on 
the  north  side  of  the  fort.  We  fired  one  shot  from  pivot  gun.  We 
then  stood  for  Chandeleur  Island. 

July  IS. — At  daylight  discovered  two  steamboats  lying  at  Ship 
Island.  At  10 :  30  a.  m.  weighed  anchor  on  the  approach  of  steamers 
Oregon  and  Arrow^  bearing  secession  flags,  and  the  steamer  Oregon 
with  the  American  ensign  union  down.  We  discharged  from  our 
pivot  gun  eleven  shot  and  eight  8-inch  15-second  shells  from  main- 
deck  guns;  there  were  some  30  or  40  ^ns  discharged  from  the 
rebel  steamers;  they  th«i  returned  to  Ship  Island.  At  3  p.  m.  saw 
rebel  steamer  coming  out  from  Ship  Island  with  intent  to  cut  off 
schooner.  We  steamed  to  intercept  said  steamer.  Turned  her  back. 
From  4  to  6 :  Stood  down  to  the  schooner,  boarded  her.  She  proved 
to  be  the  HUand^  of  New  Orleans,  lately  released  by  the  steamer 
Brooklyn. 

July  16. — 8  to  meridian:  The  batteries  on  Ship  Island  fired  two 
guns.    A  number  of  steamers  and  schooners  in  sight  near  Ship  Island. 

July  16. — ^At  10  a.  m.  saw  four  steamers  and  two  schooners  evi- 
dently preparing  to  attack  us.  Called  all  hands  to  quarters,  but, 
the  steamers  returning,  we  anchored. 

August  7. — At  9  a.  m.  a  small  sloop  in  sight  At  10  sent  the  ^i^ 
and  second  cutter  to  examine  her.  From  4  to  6 :  Boats  returned  with 
prize  sloop  Charles  Henry ^  of  Mobile. 

August  8. — From  8  to  meridian :  A  rebel  cutter  stood  in  toward  us 
from  Ship  Island. 

August  19. — ^Meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  A  rebel  cutter  in  sight  out  past 
Ship  Island.  At  3 :  45  got  up  a  head  of  steam.  Discharged  one  gun 
at  Ship  Island  batteries.  Two  steamers  and  two  schooners  in  sight, 
standing  up  the  sound.  At  4 :  14  got  underway  and  stood  toward  the 
schooner,  which  squared  away  before  the  wind  and  stood  toward  Ship 
Island  out  of  gunshot  range. 

October  18. — ^At  10  a.  m.  a  rebel  steamer  standing  from  Biloxi 
toward  us.    Hove  short  on  chain.    Steamer  bore  away  from  us. 

October  25. — ^At  2  p.  m.  the  secession  steiuner  Calif omia^  passed 
6  miles  off,  standing  west 
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October  96. — ^At  9 :30  a.  m.  sent  second  cutter  to  entrance  of  Ship 
Island  to  destroy  rebel  boats  left  on  the  island.  From  4  to  6 :  First 
cutter,  armed,  returned  from  shore.  Expended  4  rifle  cartridges,  3 
carbine,  and  23  revolver  cartridges. 

October  31. — Bebel  steamer  Lewis  passed  to  the  westward. 

November  3. — Rebel  steamer  Whitman  passed  to  the  westward. 

November  10. — At  11 :30  a.  m.  a  suspicious,  black-looking  steamer, 
with  one  innoke  pipe,  CTierged  from  behind  Cat  Island  and  made 
for  the  squadron.  Steam  was  immediately  ordered  up,  but  the  enemy 
did  not  leave  the  shoals  and  suddenly  turned  about 

November  11. — Rebel  gunboats  and  schooners  seen  passing  to 
and  fro. 

December  11, — ^At  2 :30  p.  m.  approached  the  rebel  gunboat  Oregon 
as  near  as  the  depth  of  the  water  would  allow  and  fired  two  shots 
from  our  rifled  gun,  but  they  fell  a  long  way  short  of  her.  She  and 
the  Pamlico  turned  and  stood  to  the  westward.  We  then  stood  to 
the  eastward  to  meet  the  Florida  and  Chey  Cloud,  but  the  Orey  Cloud 
ran  into.Biloxi  and  the  Florida  turned  toward  Mobile. 

December  99. — ^At  2  p.  m.  a  rebel  steamer  appeared  behind  Cat 
Island;  the  Water  Witch  and  New  London  were  immediately  dis- 
patched in  pursuit,  when  the  enemy  turned  and  ran  away. 

January  16^  1869. — At  4  p.  m.  saw  a  sloop  in  the  sound  standing 
for  us.    Sent  a  boat  out  to  communicate  with  her. 

January  19. — At  12:45  p.  m.  saw  two  rebel  steamers.  Weighed 
anchor  and  stood  for  them.  At  3  the  rebel  steamers  stood  west,  and 
we  came  back  to  our  anchorage. 

February  9. — At  1 :  30  p.  m.  the  New  London  got  underway  and 
stood  in  chase  of  a  rebel  steamer  in  the  sound;  on  nearing  the  rebel 
several  shots  were  exchanged,  after  which  the  rebel  steamer  turned 
and  ran  into  Pass  Christian. 

February  94. — At  7 :  50  came  to  anchor,  [navy  yard,  Brooklyn]. 

March  10^  1863. — ^At  1  p.  m.  received  the  crew  on  board,  consisting 
of  30  seamen,  19  ordinary  seamen,  29  landsmen,  10  boys,  8  firemen, 
10  coal  heavers,  making  a  total  of  106  men  [at  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard  I. 

March  11. — At  7  a.  m  commenced  receiving  stores  from  the  vara, 
stowing  main  hold  with  beef,  provisions,  etc.  At  11 :  15  a.  m.  left  the 
yard  and  anchored  in  the  stream.  Received  a  draft  of  men  (104)  for 
Fort  Royal  and  15  mechanics  for  Port  Royal  and  7  officers  as  pas- 
sengers for  the  South  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron;  received 
powder  from  a  barge  alongside.  At  1:30  p.  m.  got  underway; 
proceeded  down  the  bay  in  charge  of  a  pilot;  made  all  sail.  At 
4  p.  m.  Highland  light  bore  west 

March  14' — At  1  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Georgetown  inlet.  At 
5:30  got  underway;  transferred  the  mails  and  dispatches  to  the 
Conem^augh^  to  be  taken  to  Port  Royal. 

March  94.— OS  Charleston,  S.  C.  From  8  to  12  a.  m.  received 
from  New  Ironsides  9  rebel  soldier  prisoners — William  P.  Burk,  John 
Hook,  William  Kelly,  Ste.  Davis,  James  Finily,  Mai.  Bethune,  James 
Jackson,  Jacob  Field,  Sterling  Clark,  Ridiard  Brown  (invalid), 
from  Powhatan^  First  Assistant  Engineer  William  Roberts,  from 
Housatonic.    At  11:20  a.  m.  got  uij^erway. 

March  98. — At  10  a.  m.  arrived  at  Hampton  Roads;  sent  the  mail 
ashore  at  Fortress  Monroe  and  proceeded  to  Newport  News,  to

with  her  running  lights  set.

At  7 :  30  a.  m.  anchored 
the  prize  off  the  cob  dock.  At  8  a.  m.  let  go  our  anchor  and  hauled 
to  the  cob  dock. 

September  2. — At  10 :  35  a.  m.  cast  off  from  dock  and  proceeded 
down  the  bay.  At  1 :  30  p.  m.  Sandy  Hook  light  bore  W.  i  S.,  distance 
2  miles. 

September  6. — ^At  5 :  30  p.  m.  made  the  fleet  off  New  Inlet,  bearing 
S.  W.  by  W.,  distance  12  miles.  At  6 :  15  p.  m.  took  in  all  saiL  At 
6 :  30  p.  m.  communication  with  the  U.  S.  S.  Iroquois;  sent  her  mail 
on  board.  At  7:20  p.  m.  started  up  the  coast  to  cruise  for  the  night, 
in  search  of  blockade  runners. 

September  12. — ^At  3 :  30  p.  m.  passed  Sandv  Hook  and  steamed  up 
toward  the  Narrows.    At  5  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  the  navy  yard. 

September  21. — At  1  a.  m.  called  all  hands  up  anchor.  At  1:30 
a.  m.  ship  underway,  standing  down  the  bay.  At  3  a,  m.  Highland 
lights  bore  W.  S.  W. 

September  27. — At  6 :  15  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  Beaufort  Harbor 
in  5  lathoms  water  and  paid  out  20  fathoms  chain.  At  7 :  15  a.  m.  the 
U.  S.  S.  Quaker  City  hoisted  signal  652 ;  hove  up  anchor,  went  up  to 
her,  and  made  preparations  to  pull  her  off.  At  8 :  40  a.  m.  made  an 
attempt  to  tow  the  Quaker  City  off,  but  parted  our  hawser  and  did 
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not  succeed ;  anchored  again  abeam  of  her.  At  6 :  15  p*  m.  the  tugboat 
Stephen  Decatur  came  ^ongside  and  gave  us  the  Quaker  City^snhW' 
sers,  and,  at  7  p.  m.,  made  another  attempt;  to  get  her  off;  cut  one  of 
her  hawsers,  but  got  it  fast  again.  At  9 :  15  p.  m.  received  orders  from 
the  Quaker  City  to  cast  off,  as  she  was  still  hard  and  fast,  and  came 
to  anchor  for  the  night. 

September  28, — At  7  a.  m.  got  fast  to  the  Quaker  City  again  and 
made  another  attempt  to  ffet  her  off.  At  9:40  a.  m.  the*  Quaker 
City  afloat;  cast  off  from  ner,  got  out  anchor,  dropped  down  the 
stream  one-eighth  of  a  mile,  and  came  to  anchor  a^am ;  found  the 
anchor  did  not  hold;  righted  it  and  found  it  earned  away  at  the 
shank;  anchored  with  starboard  anchor.  Received  on  board  from 
the  QucJcer  City  an  anchor,  to  replace  the  one  carried  away,  and 
placed  it  at  the  port  bow.  Delivered  beef,  vegetables,  and  ice  to 
steamer  Britannia^  Secured  the  boats  and  got  everything  ready  to 
go  to  sea,  awaiting  the  movements  of  the  Quaker  City,,  which  we 
were  to  accompany.  ^ 

September  29. — ^At  6  a.  m.  weighed  anchor  and  followed  the 
Quaker  City  down  ihe  harbor.  At  7  a.  m.  crossed  the  bar  and  at 
7 ;  10  a.  m.  aischarged  the  pilot.  At  7 :  20  a.  m.  started  imder  a  slow 
bell,  following  the  Quaker  City.  Keeping  in  company  with  the 
Quaker  City.  Soimded  several  times  during  the  watch  in  from  11 
to  20  fathoms  of  water.  At  11 :  45  a.  m.  the  Qu^er  City  hoisted 
signals  86S8  and  3654;  answered  by  hoisting  8242.  At  9  p.  m. 
sounded  in  14  fathoms  and  at  10  p.  m.  in  13  fathoms  water.  Cape 
Hatteras  bearing  VtT.  At  11  p.  m.  sounded  in  15  fathoms.  At  12 
p.  m.  the  Qu^er  City  one- fourth  of  a  mile  on  our  starboard  bow. 
,  September  30. — At  12  m.  the  Quaker  City  made  signals  652  (which 
we  answered)  and  then  2139.  The  captain  went  at^rd  of  her.  At 
12:30  the  captain  returned  from  the  Quaker  City  and  squared 
away  from  Cape  Henxy.  Set  the  square  sails  at  1 :  30  p.  m.  At  3 :  30 
p.  m.  made  the  land  from  the  fore-topsail  yard. 

October  3. — At  2  p.  m.  a  tugboat  came  alongside  and  towed  the 
ship  to  the  navy  yard,  [Brooklyn,  N.  Y.].    Got  all  ready  to  coal;  a- 
few  mechanics  at  work  in  different  parts  of  the  ship. 

October  8. — At  9  a.  m.  everything  being  on  board,  we  hauled  out 
from  the  pier.  At  11  a.  m.  cast  off  from  the  pier  and  proceeded 
down  the  bay  with  a  pilot  in  charge. 

October  12. — At  10 :  80  a.  m.  made  the  fleet  at  anchor  off  New  Inlet, 
bearing  N.  N.  W.  During  this  watch,  supplied  the  fleet  with  fresh 
provisions,  vegetables,  ana  ice.  At  5:30  p.  m.  got  underway  pur- 
suant to  signal  from  the  Cormecticut.  At  7  p.  m.  made  a  steamer 
heading  S.  and  steering  various  courses;  gave  chase  and  beat  to 
quarters.  At  8  p.  m.  Frying  Pan  light-ship  bore  S.,  the  chase  about 
half  a  mile  ahead,  running  8.  ^  E.  At  8 :  30  p.  m.  came  up  with  and 
spoke  to  the  steamer,  which  proved  to  be  the  S.  R.  Spwulding^  from 
Fortress  Monroe,  bound  to  Af  orris  Island. 

October  13. — At  5 :  30  a.  m.  gave  chase  to  a  vessel  to  the  eastward. 
At  5 :  50  a.  m.  gave  up  the  chase,  she  proving  to  be  a  schooner  boimd 
N.  At  6  a.  m.  sounded  in  19  fathoms  and  shaped  our  course  for  the 
Frving  Pan  light-ship. 

October  17. --OS  Beaufort  Bar,  North  Carolina.  From  8  a.  m.  to  12 
m.  received  on  board  the  foUpwing-named  prisoners,  captured  from 
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Confederate  steamer  Dmiro^  which  was  run  ashore  and  destroyed 
near  New  Inlet:  D.  W.  Morris,  second  mate,  American;  John  Eob- 
erts,  third  mate,  American;  Joseph  Gilbraith,  fireman,  English; 
William  Brown,  seaman,  Grerman;  Oscar  Aichel,  passenger,  (German. 
At  11:30  a.  m.  got  underway  and,  with  pilot  on  board,  proceeded 
down  the  harbor.  At  12  m.  crossed  the  bar,  discharged  pilot,  and 
proceeded  to  sea. 

October  19, — At  8 :  30  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  oflf  Newport  News  in  4J 
fathoms  water,  and  veered  out  15  fathoms  chain  on  port  anchor;  sent 
all  prisoners  and  passengers  on  board  the  flagship  Minnesota;  sup- 
plied ice  to  the  United  States  vessels,  and  at  11  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor 
and  proceeded  toward  Fortress  Monroe. 

October  22. — At  9 :  15  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  proceeded  up  to 
Morehead  City.  At  9 :  50  a.  m.  anchored  oflf  the  wharf.  At  2  p.  m. 
weighed  anchor  and  went  alongside  the  wharf,  made  fast,  and  com- 
menced taking  in  crude  turpentine  as  cargo. 

October  27, — At  8 :  15  a.  m.  anchored  off  the  navy  yard;  during  the 
forenoon  moored  ship  to  the  cob  dock. 

November  1, — Cast  off  from  navy-yard  dock  and,  in  charge  of  pilot, 
proceeded  down  the  harbor  under  steam  at  full  speed. 

November  7. — At  anchor  off  Western  Bar,  Wilmington,  N.  C.  At 
8:15  a.  m.  sighted  the  fleet  off  Old  Inlet,  bearing  N.  W.  At  8:30 
a.  m.  set  our  numbers;  answered  by  senior  officer's  ship,  Connecticut, 

November  8. — At  anchor  near  U.  S.  storeship  WUliam  Badger^ 
Beaufort,  N.  C. 

November  9, — At  6 :  40  a.  m.  cast  off  from  iheWiUiam  Badger  and 
came  to  off  Fort  Macon  in  4  fathoms  water,  with  15  fathoms  chain 
out  on  starboard  anchor.  At  7 :  10  a.  m.  discovered  two  steamers- 
one  square-rigged  forward,  side- wheel ;  the  other  fore-and-aft  rigged, 
side-wheel,  with  two  smoke  pipes — apparently  chasing  a  steamer 
which  appeared  to  be  a  blockade  runner,  having  two  smoke  pipes 
and  being  painted  lead  color.  At  about  8  a.  n>.  they  closed  on  the 
chase,  when  saw  flashes  and  heard  the  report  of  guns ;  steamer  took  in 
.  sail,  after  which  they  all  laj^  by.  At  8 :  45  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and 
started  toward  Morehead  City.  At  9  a.  m.  grounded  on  a  sand  bank 
Tugboat  Stephen  Decatur  came  alongside  and  attempted  to  pull  us 
off,  but  did  not  succeed;  remained  aground  the  rest  of  the  watch. 
At  9  a.  m.  the  three  steamers  to  the  southward  standing  in  to- 
ward the  bar.  At  10:30  a.  m.  one  proved  to  be  a  UnitM  States 
gunboat,  with  the  other  two  steamers  in  company.  At  0 :  30  p.  m.  one 
of  the  strange  steamers  arrived,  and  came  to  anchor  near  the  New 
Berne;  proved  to  be  rebel  steamer  ^^^J^r^^*.  Z^,  captured  off  this  port 
this  morning  by  U.  S.  S.  Jam^s  Adger,  At  0:50  p.  m.  the  other 
strange  steamer  arrived  and  came  to  an  anchor ;  proved  to  be  the  rebel 
steamer  Comubia^  having  also  been  captured  by  the  James  Adger, 
At  2 :  30  p.  m.,  with  assistance  of  tug  Decatur^  got  off  the  bank;  went 
alongside  wharf  at  Morehead  City  and  made  fast. 

Novernber  10. — At  anchor  off  Fort  Macon,  Beaufort,  N.  C.  At  9 
a.  m.  U.  S.  S.  Niphon  arrived,  having  in  company  rebel  steamer  EUa 
OTid  Annie,,  prize  to  Niphon,  At  2  p.  m.  received  on  board  28  seamen 
in  irons,  as  prisoners,  and  10  officers,  ftt  liberty,  with  their  luggage. 
From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Received  a  number  of  prisoners  from  the  Jamei 
Adger.   At  5 :  15  p.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  went  to  sea. 
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November  IS, — Navy  yard,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  At  6 :  40  a.  m.  came  to 
anchor  off  the  navy  yard  and  moored  stoip  to  the  cob  dock. 

November  17, — ^Passing  through  the  Narrows,  New  York  Bay. 

November  21, — Off  New  Inlet,  Wilmington,  N.  C.  From  12  m.  to 
4  p.  m.,  employed  supplying  fresh  provisions,  vegetables,  and  ice  to 
the  fleet. 

December  20, — ^At  11 :  80  a.  m.  made  Cape  Henry  light-house,  bear- 
ing N.  W.  i  W.,  15  miles  distant ;  saw  the  wreck  of  a  brig  and  schooner 
on  ^ore,  apparently  but  a  short  time  there. 

December  23, — ^Lying  alongside  navy-yard  dock,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

Jammry  2, 1861^, — Passed  out  by  Sandy  Hook. 

January  9, — ^At  anchor  off  Lockwood's  Folly  Inlet.  At  9  a.  m. 
came  near  the  U.  S.  flagship  Miimesota  off  LocWood's  Folly  Inlet; 
lay  by  and  communicate ;  eave  mails  to  fleet.  At  0 :  80  a.  m.  started 
ahead  slow  toward  the  beach.  At  10 :  80  a.  m.  came  to  near  the  flag- 
ship, 1  mile  off  the  shore;  supplied  the  fleet  with  fresh  provisions  and 
vegetables;  U.  S.  steamers  Iron  Age  and  Daylight  went  in  to  try  and 
get  off  a  rebel  steamer  recently  driven  on  shore.  Received  on  board 
10  prisoners,  lately  captured,  attempting  to  break  the  blockade. 

January  10, — ^At  anchor  off  Western  Bar,  Wilmington,  N.  C.  At 
7 :  80  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  westward.  At  8 :  80  a.  m.  com- 
municated with  flagship ;  lay  by  and  supplied  the  Montgomery  with 
beef  and  vegetables;  received  7  men  from  the  flagship  to  be  dis- 
charged, also  3  from  the  Governor  Buckingham,  At  11 :  80  a.  m.  left 
the  fleet.  At  8 :  80  p.  m.  hauled  round  Frying  Pan  Shoals.  At  8 :  55 
p.  m.  discovered  black  smoke  on  the  horizon,  bearing  N.  by  W.  At 
4 :  10  p.  m.  made  a  strange  steamer  bearing  N.  by  W.,  steering  to  S.W., 
burning  black  smoke;  also  another  steamer  in  chase.  Shifted  course 
to  W.  S.  W.  and  gave  chase.  At  5  p.  m.  neared  the  chase,  which  proved 
to  be  a  long  propeller  steamer,  with  two  masts,  fore-and-aft  rigged, 
painted  lead  color;  beat  to  quarters,  opened 4re  with  80  Parrott  rifle 
and  broadside  and  24-pounder  howitzers.  At  5:80  p.  m.  crossed 
Frying  Pan  Shoals  in  5  fathoms  water.  At  this  time  two  vessels  in 
chase  besides  the  New  Berne.  At  dusk  the  chase  bore  two  points  on 
starboard  bow,  2  miles  distant;  kept  up  a  continuous  fire,  many  shots 
of  which  took  effect.  At  6 :  40  p.  m.  lost  sight  of  him,  owing  to  dark- 
ness; turned  back  to  northward.  At  7:20  p.  m.  boarded  the  bark 
/.  W,  Holt^  from  New  York  for  Port  Royal,  with  commissary  stores. 

January  16, — At  navy  yard,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. ;  moored  off  cob  dock 
at  9 :  80  a.  m.  At  4 :  30  p.  m.  sent  all  the  prisoners  ashore  with  United 
States  marshal.  Communication  with  shore  has,  during  the  day,  been 
prevented  by  large  masses  of  floating  ice. 

January  27, — Cast  off  and  in  charge  of  pilot;  proceeded  down  the 
bay. 

May  11, — ^Lying  at  the  navy-yard  dock,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. ;  moored 
ship  and  backed  mto  the  stream  and  proceeded  down  the  bay.    At  2 

E.  m.  passed  Fort  Hamilton.    At  3 :  15  p.  m.  Sandy  Hook  light-house 
ore  W.,  distant  2  miles. 

May  13, — ^Lying  at  Norfolk  Navy  Yard  dock.  At  4:20  p.  m.  got 
underway  and  proceeded  toward  Fortress  Monroe.  U.  S.  S.  Con- 
necticut  made  signal  888,  passed  within  hail,  and  came  to  an  anchor 
by  order  of  Captain  Almy,  senior  officer  presait. 
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May  14^ — ^At  4 :  30  a.  m.  weighed  aiichor  and  proceeded  down  the 
harbor.  At  9 :  15  a.  m.  boat  returned  and  found  the  schooner  to  be 
Alex.  Taunffj  Iving  at  anchor  near  the  beach,  recently  got  off,  having 
been  on  shore  for  some  time,  now  waiting  for  steamer  to  tow  her  into 
Hampton  Roads. 

May  17. — ^At  4 :  40  a.  m.  made  the  fleet  bearing  N.  N.  E.  and  steered 
for  them.  At  5:30  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Old  Inlet  Bar.  Re- 
ceived on  bocLrd  42  prisoners,  captured  on  blockade  runner  Toung 
Republic  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Grand  OiUf;  also  received  from  U.  S.  S. 
Cciypao  one  sick  man  for  passage  to  Norfolk  hospital.  At  12:40 
p.  m.  get  underway  and  proceeded  to  sea. 

May  iA— Off  Cape  Lookout,  North  Carolma.  At  10:30  a.  m. 
weighed  anchor.  At  10:40  steered  ahead;  received  45  blockade  pris- 
oners and  3  sick  men  for  Norfolk  hospital  and  4  men  for  New  York, 
to  be  discharged,  whose  term  of  enlistment  having  expired. 

June  2. — ^L3nng  at  navy-yard  dock,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  At  8 :  30  p.  m. 
went  ahead  and  proceeded  down  the  harbor. 

June  8.^^-OS  Western  Bar,  Wilmington,  N.  C.  At  10:15  a.  m. 
made  the  fleet.  At  11  a.  m.  exchanged  signals  with  the  State  of 
OeoTffia  and  came  to  anchor.  Ck>mmenced  to  supply  the  fleet  witti 
fresh  provisions,  ice,  etc. 

June  9. — 'Six  miles  west  of  Beaufort  Bar,  N.  C.  At  4 :  10  a.  m.  made 
a  strange  steamer  to  the  N.  E.,  steering  £.  S.  E.,  and  burning  black 
smoke.  Gave  chase  and  called  to  quarters.  At  5:30  a.  m.  hauled  up 
to  N.  N.  E.  and  made  sail.  A  6  a.  m.  hauled  up  to  N.  At  7:30 
a.  m.  cleared  away  all  boats  and  made  preparations  to  board; 
fired  17  shots  from  forward  rifle  during  chase,  which  contmued 
in  a  northerly  direction.  At  8 :  10  a.  m.  saw  the  steamer  had  run 
ashore  on  the  beach  about  7  miles  to  westward  of  Beaufort,  N.  C, 
this  vessel  beinff  about  2^  miles  distant  Called  away  and  s^t  in 
three  boats  in  charge  of  .executive  officer,  crew  well  armed;  brought 
ship  to  in  5  fathoms  water.  At  8 :  30  a.  m.  an  explosion  took  place  on 
board  the  steamer.  At  8 :  45  a.  m.  boats  arrived  and  iound  the 
steamer  to  be  the  Pevensey^  of  London,  from  Bermuda,  bound  to  run 
the  blockade  at  Wilmington,  N.  C.  Officers  and  crew  had  all  left 
their  boats  and  gone  on  shore  except  one,  who  reported  himself  as 
second  officer;  brought  him  on  board.  At  10  a.  m.  tug  Alert  came 
down  from  Beaufort;  got  underway  and  stood  in  and  brought  to  in 
3^  fathoms  water,  and  made  arranjgements  for  getting  the  steamer 
on,  she  being  loaded  with  a  valuable  cargo  of  arms,  assorted  goods, 
etc.  At  11  a.  m.  U.  S.  S.  Cherokee  came  near  and  anchored.  Cap- 
tain Dove,  U.  S.  Navy,  and  senior  officer  at  Beaufort,  came  on  board, 
and  in  obedience  to  his  orders  recalled  boats,  got  underway,  and  pro- 
ceeded toward  Beaufort  Bar.  Mr.  Holley,  executive  officer,  reported 
the  Pevensey  had  exploded  both  boilers,  injuring  her  machinery  con- 
siderably. At  1  p.  m.  arrived  off  Beaufort  Bar  and  anchored  outside 
the  outer  buov. 

June  10, — At  10  a.  m.  got  underway  and  proceeded  in  over  the  bar 
and  up  to  Beaufort ;  arrived  at  11 :  30  a.  m.  and  made  fast  alongside 
the  U.  S.  storeship  William  Badger. 

June  15. — At  4 :  15  a.  m.  cast  off  from  the  Badger  and  proceeded 
out  the  harbor  over  tiie  bar.  At  5  a.  m.  stopped  the  en^es  and 
discharged  the  pilot.    Received  from  the  TT.  S.  storeship  Badger  41 
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prisoners,  being  the  crew  of  the  prize  steamer  Siren  and  part  of  the 
crew  of  steamer  Oeorgiana  McCav>. 

June  18. — ^Lying  at  navy  yard  dock,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  At  12 :  30 
p.  m.  took  the  ship  in  and  madi^  fast  alongside  the  navy  yard  dock. 

JiUy  3, — At  4:15  a.  m.  got  underway  and  proceeded  out  by  Sandy 
Hook. 

July  9. — Beaufort  Harbor.  At  8:10  a.  m.  went  ahead  and  pro- 
ceedea  over  the  bar  and  up  to  Beaufort.  Received  33  blockade  pris* 
oners  taken  from  the  prize  steamer  Rouen  and  3  taken  from  the 
Jupiter.  At  11:40  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  out  over  the  bar 
in  charge  of  pilot.    At  12  a.  m.  discharged  nilot  and  proceeded  to  sea. 

July  12. — ^At  navy  yard  dock,  Brooklvn,  N.  Y.  At  8 :  30  a.  m.  came 
to  an  anchor  off  and  moored  to  the  cob  dock.  At  9 :  30  a.  m.,  with 
assistance  of  two  navy-yard  tuffs,  unmoored  ship  and  went  alongside 
of  navy-yard  supply  dock  and  made  fast.  At  12 :  30  p.  m.  deput^r 
marshals  and  a  squad  of  policemen  came  on  board  and  took  away  all 
prisoners  captured  from  blockade  runnera 

August  16. — ^Lying  at  navy-yard  dock,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 


Abstract  log  of  the  V.  S.  S.  Potomac^  August  20^  1861^  to  September 
4, 1862^  Captain  L.  M.  Powell^  commanding. 

August  20j  1861. — ^The  ship  was  put  in  commission,  navy  yard, 
Brooklyn. 

Septemiber  7. — At  7 :  30  a.  m.  stood  out  sea  in  charge  of  a  pilot. 

September  fi2. — ^At  10  a.  m.  took  a  Key  West  pilot  and  stood  in 
and  anchored. 

September  28. — Got  underway  and  stood  out  to  sea. 

October  S. — Came  to  anchor  off  Pensacola. 

October  9. — At  4:40  a.  m.  discovered  a  large  fire,  supposed  to  be 
the  navy  yard  at  Warrington;  made  preparations  lor  sending  men 
ashore.  At  7  a  boat  came  from  Fort  I'ickens  to  this  ship,  informing 
us  that  a  large  force  had  landed  and  burned  the  Zouave  encampment. 
At  9:30  a.  m.  sent  on  board  the  steamer  McClelland  a  detachment 
of  marines,  under  command  of  Lieutenant  Collier,  for  the  purpose 
of  reinforcing  the  Federal  troops  on  Santa  Rosa  Island,  to  pursue 
the  rebel  forces  who  made  an  attack  on  the  Federal  troops;  but  the 
men  were  not  sent,  th^re  being  no  need  of  them. 

October  19. — Off  Ship  Island.  At  11 :  30  a.  m.  a  rebel  steamer  fired 
several  shots  at  the  U.  S.  S.  Massachusetts  by  way  of  challenge.  The 
steamer  got  underway  and  gave  chase.  At  12 :  16  p.  m.  the  Massa- 
rhusetts  m  chase  and  firing  on  the  rebel  steamer.  Several  shots  were 
fired  by  both. 

October  22. — At  9  a.  m.  second  cutter  and  launch,  with  their  crews, 
under  command  of  Lieutenant  Law,  went  ashore  to  clear  the  fort 
for  mounting  guns.  At  2:30  p.  m.  a  fire  broke  out  on  the  eastern 
end  of  the  island;  the  steamer  Maseachiuetts  stood  along  the  coast 
to  make  observations. 

November  2. — Off  Ship  Island.  At  9  sent  a  detachment  of  20  men 
and  7  marines,  under  command  of  Lieutenant  Law  and  Acting  Mas- 
ter Wiggin,  to  garrison  the  fort. 
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December  3. — Received  from  the  Rachel  Seaman  (me  Parrott  gun 
and  all  the  appurtenances,  also  a  quantity  of  ammunition. 

December  £4, — ^At  II :  30  a.  m.  a  steamer  came  down  the  channel 
between  Sand  Island  and  Dauphin  Island  and  conunenced  firing  ai 
the  HufUsvtUe.  The  Huntsvule  briskly  returning  the  fire  of  the 
rebel  steamer.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  The  firmg  continued  be- 
tween the  HuntsviUe  and  the  rebel  steamer  until  12 :  30  p.  m.,  when 
the  enemy  steamed  off  to  Fort  Morgan  and  the  HurUsvtUe  then 
stood  out  to  speak  a  strange  sail. 

December  28. — ^At  10  a.  m.  a  Confederate  steamer  came  down  the 
bay  carrying  a  blue  flag.    Fort  Morgan  fired  a  salute  of  15  guns. 

January  §0^  1862, — At  1  p.  m.  made  signal  for  the  HuntsviUe,  She 
immediately  ^ot  underway  and  stood  for  us.  Manned  and  armed  the 
barge  and  third  cutter  and  sent  them  to  the  HuntsmUe^  which  took 
them  in  tow  and  stood  to  the  E.  N.  E.  in  the  direction  of  the  Cuyler^ 
which  seemed  to  be  firing  upon  a  schooner  which  had  run  in  ashore. 
The  distance  and  the  mist  about  the  horizon  prevented  us  from  seeing 
what  was  going  on.  At  4:15  p.  m.  firing  from  the  HuntsviUe  and 
Cuyler.  At  4:30  the  rebel  steamer  Florida  started  out  the  bay  to- 
ward us,  seemingly  with  intention  of  engaging  us  or  of  getting  out 
to  attack  our  steamers.  The  Florida  returned  to  the  fort.  At  10:30 
p.  m.  the  steamers  HwntsviUe  and  Cuyler  returned  with  a  prize 
schooner  in  tow,  which  they  had  taken  and  towed  off  after  a  severe 
skirmish  with  some  rebel  troops  on  landing.  Five  of  the  Cuyler^s 
men  were  wounded,  two  fatally.  None  of  our  men  were  injured. 
The  barge  and  third  cutter  returned  with  the  steamers. 

January  23.— OS.  Mobile  Bar.  At  3 :  15  p.  m.  the  Huntsville  stood 
in  and  commenced  firing  at  a  rebel  schooner  that  was  aground  (near 
the  fort).  A  boat  left  the  schooner,  after  which  it  was  discovered 
that  the  schooner  was  on  fire.  The  Cuyler  stood  in  toward  the  fort. 
At  4 :  10  p.  m.  the  Cuyler  opened  fire  upon  the  schooner  when  No.  1 
sand  battery  opened  upon  the  Cuyler^  but  with  no  effect. 

January  24- — ^The  schooner  still  burning.  At  1 1 :  30  a.  m.  saw  a  boat 
coming  from  Fort  Morgan  with  a  flag  of  truce.  From  meridian  to 
4  p.  m.:  The  boat  proved  to  be  the  Confederate  steamer  Crescent^ 
with  a  flag  of  truce.  We  hoisted  a  flac  of  truce  and  made  signal  to 
the  Cuyler.    At  3 :  15  the  rebel  steamer  left  for  shore. 

January  26. — ^At  7  a.  m.  discovered  a  schooner  near  the  fort  and 
close  in  along  shore.  The  HuntsviUe  stood  in  toward  her  and  fired 
several  guns,  but  without  effect.  Sent  one  rifle  gun  and  appur- 
tenances to  the  Brooklyn. 

January  29. — At  7:15  a.  m.  four  rebel  steamers  were  se«tt  coming 
down  the  river.  All  the  boats  were  recalled  and  returned.  The 
steamers  came  as  far  as  the  bar  and  fired  three  or  four  times  at  the 
Colorado;  the  latter  returned  the  fire.  Received  from  the  Cofmectt- 
cut  one  rifled  gun  with  appurtenances. 

March  21. — Off  Vera  Cruz.  Arrived,  a  schooner  bearing  a  seces- 
sion flaff. 

April  27. — Off  Vera  Cruz.  At  11:46  a.  m.  the  captain  read  the 
proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  commanding  a 
return  of  thanks  to  God  for  victories  vouchsafed;  also  accoimt  of 
the  recent  battle  of  Corinth,  Miss.,  and  great  successes  elsewhere. 

June  29. — Command  of  the  ship  turned  over  to  Commander  Oibscm. 
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July  17. — ^From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Sent  a  boat  expedition  with  steamer 
Grey  Cloud  of  28  marines,  15  men,  and  2  omcers,  with  two  days' 
provisions.  The  ez^dition  destined  to  act  with  the  New  London 
at  Pascagoula  and  vicinity. 

JyHy  18. — ^The  steamer  Grey  Cloud  returned  from  Pascagoula  with 
our  officers  and  mea^   Eight  men  were  wounded  bv  the  enemy. 

September  ^. — Sent  a  party  ashore  in  charge  of  the  gunner  to  dis- 
mount the  guns  on  battery  from  navy  yard  td  Barrancas  (Pensacola 
Bay). 


Abstract  log  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Rhode  Island^  July  SO^  1861^  to  Sep- 
tember 20^  1865^  S.  D.  Trenchardy  commanding, 

July  SO,  1861, — ^Left  the  navy  yard  (New  York)  and  went  to  sea. 

August  3. — Boarded  the  frigate  Wabash,  latitude  33**  32',  longi- 
tude 78°  09'.  She  had  two  prizes  retaken  from  the  privateer  Dixie. 
About  8  p.  m.  proceeded  on  our  voyage. 

Septerriber  iO.— Latitude  35°  04',  longitude  75  "*  12'.  Boarded  a 
schooner ;  found  her  to  be  a  prize  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Cambridge,  bownd 
to  Boston,  captured  this  morning  while  attempting  to  run  the 
blockade. 

September  22. — Off  South  West  Pass.  At  5 :  20  p.  m.  saw  a  rebel 
steamer  coming  down  the  river.  Hove  short  and  called  all  hands  to 
quarters.    At  5 :  30  steamer  turned  and  ran  back. 

October  «5.— Latitude  27°  27',  longitude  82''  59'  30".  At  2:30 
boarded  schooner  Aristides  and  took  a  hawser  to  her  from  our 
quarter.  She  being  beyond  the  fishing  limits,  seized  her  as  a  prize. 
Sent  her  to  Key  West  in  charge  of  Ms^r^s  Mate  Thatcher. 

October  28. — At  12 :  30  a.  m.  beat  to  quarters  and  got  underway ; 
cleared  away  the  starboard  battery  and  ran  to  the  eastward  along 
Santa  Rosa  Island  within  about  1  mile  of  the^  beach  in  order  to  pre- 
vent the  landing  of  rebel  troops  upon  the  island.  Fi;om  4  to  8; 
Running  along  the  beach  of  Santa  Rosa  Island  back  and  forth, 
ready  to  intercept  the  enemy  should  they  appear.  At  7,  ascertaining 
that  the  enemy  had  vacated,  the  retreat  was  beaten. 

November  IS, — At  3  p.  m.  a  sail  reported;  made  her  out  to  be  a 
schooner,  and  saw  a  steamer  making  for  her  from  shore.  At  4 :  10 
fired  four  shots  at  her,  none  taking  effect.  At  4 :  15,  being  unable 
to  reach  the  rebel  vessels  with  our  guns,  went  on  our  course.  At 
4 :  30  another  steamer  came  out  from  St.  John's,  but  put  back  again. 
At  5 :  50  Femandina  light-house  bore  W.,  distant  6  miles. 

November  20, — At  navy  yard.  New  York. 

December  8, — At  7 :  30  p.  m.  saw  a  light  on  port  bow ;  ran  for  it ; 
overhauled  a  schooner;  sent  a  boat  on  board,  in  charge  of  Acting 
Master  Pennell,  Cape  Lookout  bearing  N.  N.  W.,  16  miles  distant. 
At  8:30  boat  returned  from  schooner.  Claimed  to  be  the  British 
schooner  Phantom,  from  Antigua,  bound  to  New  York,  with  a  load 
of  sugar.  Hoisted  boat  and  proceeded  on  our  course.  At  9:15, 
concluding  that  the  schooner  intended  to  run  the  blockade,  bore  up 
for  her.  At  11  sent  a  boat  on  board  with  a  hawser  to  tow  her  up  to 
Beaufort. 
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December  i^.— Latitude  28^  43',  longitude  80*^  20'.  Boarded  Eng- 
lish schooner  /.  F.  Troop^  eight  days  from  Havana  for  New  York, 
loaded  with  sugar.  Reports  one  steamer  and  two  schooners  at 
Havana  from  New  Orleans  loaded  with  cotton  and  rice,  flying  the 
rebel  flag. 

December  26.— At  8:80  a.  m.,  latitude  28^  50',  longitude  93"  15', 
boarded  Confederate  schooner  Venus^  of  Galveston,  loaded  with 
copper,  lead,  tin,  and  wool.  Seized  her  as  a  prize  and  sent  her  to 
Ship  Island  in  charge  of  a  prize  crew. 

January  i,  1862, — At  2,  made  Pensacola  light-house.  At  3:30 
came  to  anchor  under  the  stem  of  the  South  Carolina,  Fort  Pickofis 
engaging  the  rebel  batteries.  From  4  to  6  p.  m.,  Fort  Pickens  shell- 
ing the  rebels.  At  7:30  batteries  on  shore  exchanging  shots  occa- 
sionally.   At  11,  several  buildings  on  fire  at  Warrington. 

January  2. — Midnight  to  4  a.  m.:  Firing  at  intervals  from  Fort 
Pickens.  From  7  to  8:  Frequent  discharges  of  musketry  heard 
from  shore.    At  5 :  30  p.  m.  got  underway. 

January  17, — Arrived  at  navy  yard,  Philadelphia. 

February  6. — Got  underway  and  at  8:20  p.  m.  Cape  Henlopen 
bore  S.  W.,  3  miles  distant. 

April  7, — Came  to  anchor  off  Fortress  Monroe. 

April  8. — At  2 :  80  p.  m.  received  a  message  from  flag-officer  that 
the  rebel  steamer  Merrimack  would  likely  come  out,  and  to  be  pre- 
pared for  her. 

May  10, — At  9  p.  m.  saw  a  fire  near  Fort  Pickens.  At  10 :  30  came 
to  anchor  off  Fort  Pickens. 

May  23, — At  navy  yard,  Charlestown,  Mass. 

July  2,— At  anchor  off  Pilot  Town. 

July  4. — At  6  a.  m.  made  a  sail  on  port  bow.  At  6 :  30  the  schooner 
came  to  anchor;  ran  for  her,  when  she  got  underway  and  ran  on 
the  beach.  At  8:05  called  all  hands  to  quarters  and  nred  shot  and 
shell  at  the  bush,  in  order  to  clear  the  enemy  if  any  were  around. 
At  10  sent  three  Doats  in  command  of  Acting  Master  Pennell  to  the 
schooner,  to  take  all  valuables  and  set  her  on  fire.  The  expedition 
succeeded  in  taking  from  her  six  coils  of  rigging  and  a  small  quan- 
tity of  medical  stores.  Having  accomplished  the  object  of  the  expedi- 
tion they  returned  on  board.  The  schooner  proved  to  be  the  Richard 
O.  Bryan^  of  Kingston,  Jamaica.  Meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Got  underway 
and  proceeded  to  destroy  the  schooner,  lying  in  the  sound.  Came  to 
anchor  and  shelled  the  rebel  cavalry  clear  of  the  landing.  At  1 :  20 
sent  three  boats  on  shore  to  cross  the  land  and  burn  the  schooner. 
Expended  twenty-one  8-inch  shell,  twenty-six  6-inch  shell,  8  hoUow 
shot,  2  grape,  and  16  fuzes  and  10  percussion  shells  from  rifled  gun. 

July  10, — Came  to  anchor  off  Pilot  Town. 

July  25. — Came  to  anchor  at  navy  yard,  Charlestown,  Mass. 

October  5, 186i, — At  navy  yard,  Charlestown,  [Mass*]. 

October  7, — At  4 :  30  p.  m.  got  underway  and  proceeded  down  the 
harbor,  in  company  with  the  Massasoit^  Little  Ada^  and  Monadnock. 
At  6  p.  m.  Boston  pilot  left ;  took  the  ironclad  Monadnock  in  tow. 

October  24- — ^At  8  a.  m.  made  the  town  of  Aspinwall,  bearing  S.  J 
W.  At  9  a.  m.  entered  Lemon  Bay  Harbor ;  master  came  on  board 
and  took  ship  to  the  wharf ;  a  gang  came  from  shore  and  commenced 
coaling;  found  in  port  U.  S.  S.  Costa  Rica.

— At  2 :  15  p.  m.  took  a  New  York  pilot ;  fell  in  with 
mail  steamer  Costa  Rica  and  went  in  company.  At  6  p.  m.  arrived 
at  the  navy  yard  and  moored  to  the  cob  dock.

December  i.— Latitude  32°  13'  01"  N.,  longitude  78°  45'  39"  W.  At 
meridian  was  boarded  by  the  commander  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Mackinaw. 
At  1:30  p.  m.  started  ahead,  steering  east;  exchanged  niunerous 
signals  with  the  U.  S.  S.  Mackinaw.  At  2 :  40  p.  m.  suspicious-looking 
steamer  reported  from  the  masthead  bearing  N.  by  E. ;  gave  chase.  At 
3:30  p.  m.  steamer  in  sight  from  the  deck.  From  4  to  6  p.  m.:

10 :  40  a.  m.  proceeded  on  our  course.  At  1 :  30  p.  m.  a  tug  came  out 
from  Beaufort  and  communicated  with  us.  At  1 :  45  p.  m.  anchored. 
At  6 :  30  p.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  on  our  course. 

December  5. — At  5:30  a.  m.  made  Cape  Charles  light,  bearing 
N.  W.  by  N.  At  6 :  20  a.  m.  made  Cape  Henry  light.  At  9 :  05  a.  m. 
slowed  down  and  took  pilot  on  board  and  communicated  with  prize 
steamer.  At  9:30  a.  m.  proceeded  on  our  course  in  charge  of  pilot. 
At  11:15  a.  m.  hoisted  our  number.  At  12  m.  let  go  ot  the  prize 
and  came  to  anchor  at  Hampton  Roads. 

December  6. — At  10 :  30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  steamed  up  to  the 
navy  yard  and  hauled  alongside  the  wharf;  ship  in  charge  of  the 
pilot. 

December  IS. — At  7:15  a.  m.  got  underway,  also  the  ironclad 
Canonicvs^  and  steamed  down  the  Day;  ship  in  charge  of  the  pilot 
At  8  a.  m.  took  a  hawser  from  the  ironclad  Canonictcs.  At  8 :  30  a.  m. 
took  ironclad  Canonictis  in  tow  and  proceeded  to  sea  in  charge  of  pilot 
At  11 :  15  a.  m.  pilot  left  us  off  Cape  Henry.  At  12  m.  Cape  Henry 
light-house  bore  W.  by  S.  ^  S.,  distant  5  miles. 

December  15. — At  anchor  off  Beaufort.  At  7:15  a.  m.  let  go  of 
the  monitor  and  came  to  with  port  anchor.  . 

December  19. — Off  Wilmington,  N.  C.  From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Stand- 
ing off  and  on.  At  daylight  ran  in  and  lay  to  near  the  flagship,  17 
fathoms  water.  At  9 :  35  a.  m.  fleet  got  underway  and  stood  to  the 
westward,  also  flagship  made  the  general  signals.  At  10:15  a.  m. 
made  signals  to  us  10,  85,  129.  At  11,:  20  a.  m.  communicated  with 
the  XT.  S.  S.  New  Ironsides  and  came  to  under  her  stern.  At  1:27 
p.  m.  the  U.  S.  S.  New  Ironsides  made  signals  to  this  ship,  3902; 
steamed  ahead  and  followed  in  her  wake  one-half  mile  astern.  At 
1 :  40  p.  m.  the  U.  S.  ironclad  Canonicus  made  signals  to  this  ship, 
No.  425 ;  we  answered  with  384.  At  4  p.  m.  sounded  in  12  fathoms 
water. 

December  23.— ki  anchor  off  Wilmington,  N.  C.  At  4 :  45  p.  m.  got 
underway  and  picked  up  our  boat.  Ean  back  and  anchored  at  5:30 
p.  m.  in  9|  fathoms  water. 

December  2^. — At  12 :  50  a.  m.  saw  a  fire  bearing  W.  J  N.  from  the 
ship.  At  2 :  05  a.  m.  saw  the  explosion  of  the  powder  boat,  bearing 
W.  J  N.  At  2 :  07  a.  m.  heard  the  report.  At  2 :  15  the  flagship  made 
Coston  signals,  red  and  white ;  white,  green,  and  red,  green,  to  which 
we  answered  with  red  and  white.  At  7  a.  m.  got  unckrway  with  all 
the  fleet,  in  obedience  to  signals  from  the  flagship;  transferred 
Major  Casey,  of  U.  S.  Engineer  Corps,  and  Mr.  Anderson,  reporter, 
to  a  tugboat.  At  8 :  30  a.  m.  formed  in  line  of  battle  and  steamed  in 
toward  New  Inlet.  At  9  a.  m.  went  to  quarters  and  cleared  ship  for 
action.  At  10 :  30  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  7  fathoms  of  water  with 
30  fathoms  chain  on  starboard  anchor.  At  11 :  30  a.  m.  got  underway 
and  steamed  in  line  of  battle  toward  New  Inlet;  cleared  ship  for 
action.  From  12  meridian  to  8  p.  m. :  Steaming  in  toward  New  inlet 
in  line  of  battle  (line  ahead) ,  crew  at  quarters ;  ship  cleared  for  action. 
At  1  p.  m.  first  gun  fired  from  the  New  Ironsides  at  Fort  Fisher.  At 
1 :  10  p.  m.  the  action  became  general,  each  ship  taking  up  its  station; 
moored  head  and  stem,  commencing  fire  with  starboard  batt^ies  as 
soon  as  in  position.

S.  S.  Keystone  State 
came  on  board  and  left  at  7 :  35  a.  m.,  also  Captain  Adams.  At  9  a.  m.

water,  with  30  fathoms  on  starboard  chain.  Cape  Lookout  light 
bearing  E.  by  S.  \  S.  and  Fort  Macon  N.  N.  W. ;  gunboat  Mount  Vernon 
arrived;  performed  divine  service;  sent  carpenter  on  board  Mount 
Vernon  to  work.  At  1  p.  m.  sent  mail  in  charge  of  Mr.  Rogers  in  a 
tug,  also  Mr.  Hamilton,  gunner,  after  ordnance  stores.  At  1 :  30  p.  m. 
made  a  steamer  standing  down  the  coast;  could  not  make  out  her 
numbers;  set  ours;  carpenter  returned  from  the  Mount  Vernon;  got 
all  ready  to  tow  an  ordnance  vessel.  At  4 :  40  p.  m.  took  the  ordnance 
bark  Kate  Starrder  in  tow  and  proceeded  to  sea. 

December  26. — At  6:30  a.  m.  passed  a  steamer  standing  to  the 
northward.  At  7 :  30  a.  m.  made  out  the  fleet  off  Wilmington.  At 
8 :  10  a.  m.  cast  off  and  anchored  ordnance  bark.  At  2  p.  m.  underway 
and  ran  down  to  the  flagship;  captain  went  on  boai'd  in  obedience 
to  signal;  captain  returned  on  board;  got  ship  underway  and 
steamed  in  toward  the  land,  speaking  several  vessels  and  ordering 
them  to  follow.  At  5 :  15  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  6  fathoms  of  water 
with  20- fathom  chain  on  starboard  anchor;  sent  a  boat  with  Mr.

7:10  a.  m.  made  a  sail  bearing  N.  W.;  steered  for  her  at  full 
speed.  At  8 :  30  a.  m.  came  up  with  and  spoke  the  American  schooner 
Robert  Pahjier^  of  Mystic,  from  Boston,  bound  to  Hilton  Head. 

December  i^P.— Latitude  33°  12'  N.,  longitude  77°  59'  W.  At  8:30 
p.  m.  ship  stood  to  the  northward. 

December  SO.— IjfiixtnAQ  33°  12'  N.,  longitude  77°  59'  W.  At  6:45 
a.  m.  made  a  strange  sail  bearing  E.  N.  E.  and  steamed  in  pursuit 
of  it.  At  8  a.  m.  boarded  the  steamer  Calif orma  and  stood  on  our 
course 

December  ^i.— Latitude  33°  20'  03"  N.,  longitude  77°  55'  30"  W. 
At  7 :  40  p.  m.  sounded  in  10  fathoms  water  and  brought  the  ship  head 
to  wind  and  came  to  and  anchored  with  45  fathoms  of  chain  on  port 
anchor.

At  7 :  30  a.  m.  cast  loose  the  battery  and  prepared  for  action.    Coston 
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signals  1218,  757,  710,  757,  710,  75  made  by  the  flagship;  fleet  formed 
in  divisions,  steaming  slowly  in  toward  New  Inlet,  ironclads  leading 
and  shelling  woods.  At  9  a.  m.  second  division  anchored  near  shore 
and  shelled  woods;  transports  following  and  taking  position  near 
them,  third  division  formed  out  side ;  signal  made  to  land  troops;  sent 
launch,  first  and  second  cutters  Vixen^  Scorpion^  and  gig,  Acting  Mas- 
ter Tanner  in  charge;  all  ships  sent  boats  and  commenced  landing 
troopa  At  9 :30  a.  m.  third  division  anchored.

Harry  Devoy,  ordinary  seaman ;  James  O.  Sullivan,  landsman.  As- 
certained that  Fort  Fisher  and  adjacent  batteries,  with  entire  garri- 
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sons,  had  been  captured  by  our  forces;  27  guns  in  Fort  Fisher  had 
been  dismounted  during  the  bombardment.  At  12:40  fla^hip  made 
signal  652.  At  1  p.  m.  got  underway  and  communicated  with  her.  At 
4 :  30  p.  m.  took  U.  S.  ironclad  Saugus  in  tow  and  stood  to  the  eai^- 
ward. 

January  17. — ^Latitude  (observed)  o4**  51'  51"  N.,  longitude  75° 
43'  30"  W.  At  12 :  80  p.  m.  exchanged  latitude  and  longitude  with 
U.  S.  S.  Saugus.  At  1  p.  m.  passed  a  screw  steamer,  supposed  to  be 
an  Army  transport,  showing  American  colors.

Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  G.  V.  Fox,  Lieutenant-General  Grant  and 
lady,  Major-General  Schofield,  and  Major  Wharry  and  Captain  Twin- 
ing of  his  staff,  Major-(xeneral  Barnard,  Brigadier-Creneral  Rollins 
and  lady.  Commodore  John  Rodgers,  three  orderlies,  and  their  ser- 
vants came  on  board;  called  to  quarters  and  fired  a  salute  of  17  guns.

July  30, 1861. — ^At  8 :  30  p.  m.  took  our  departure  from  Highland 
lights. 

A%(^v^t  7. — ^At  6 :  10  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  Hampton  Eoads. 

August  12. — At  3 :  30  p.  m.  a  steamer  from  Norfolk,  with  flag  of 
truce,  communicated  with  the  flagship. 

August  13. — From  12  to  4  a.  m.,  signalizing  going  on  between  rebel 
batteries. 

August  18. — Heard  reports  from  guns  at  Newport  News  and  at 
Cape  Henry.  At  11  p.  m.  saw  a  large  fire  in  the  direction  of  Hamp- 
ton. 

August  26. — At  3 :  30  p.  m.  a  flag  of  truce  came  down  from  Norfolk 
and  returned  between  4  and  6  p.  m.  August  27. 

August  30. — From  12  to  4  p.  m.  heavy  firing  up  river.  A  rebel 
stiBamer  inshore  exchanging  shots  with  U.  S.  S.  Savannah.

Island. 

December  17. — Anchored  off  Sand  Island  light.  During  the  after- 
noon observed  two  rebel  steamers  passing  the  light-house  inshore ;  the 
name  of  one  of  them  was  Kate  Bale. 

December  20. — From  4  to  6  p.  m.  saw  a  fleet  of  ten  vessels  an- 
chored to  the  northward ;  heard  firing  from  the  same  direction.  At

two  small  sloops  near  Cat  Island. 
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December  29. — ^At  2  p.  m.  rebel  steamer  came  in  sight;  Water  Witch 
and  New  London  went  in  chase.  At  9  heard  the  report  of  a  gun  to 
the  southeast. 

January  18 j  1862. — ^At  4:30  p.  m.  saw  a  lar^  rebel  steamer  ap- 
proach from  the  northwest  within  5  mil^  of  this  anchorage  and  re- 
tire. 

January  19. — ^At  1  p.  m.  saw  two  rebel  steamers  near  Cat  Island. 
Gunboats  chased  them  out  of  sight. 

January  21, — Schooner  Gipsey  and  a  fleet  of  boats  went  out  to  Cat 
Island  reconnoitering. 

January  29. — At  daylight  saw  a  topsail  schooner  on  the  weather 
beam,  distant  about  6  miles;  latitude  24''  7'  N.,  lon^tude  82^  31'  W., 
at  noon.  From  12  to  4  p.  m.':  The  strange  topsail  schooner  ahead 
and  abreast,  about  3  miles  distant.  At  1  she  tacked  and  stood  to  the 
southward.  When  abeam  of  us  we  also  tacked  to  close  with  her.  At 
1 :  15  hoisted  our  colors  and  fired  a  shot  from  the  port  bow  gun  across 
her  bow,  which  she  took  no  notice  of.  Tacked  ship  and  stood  ten 
minutes  to  the  northward  and  eastward,  when  we  tacked  to  the  south- 
ward again.  Fired  another  shot  across  her  bow?  which  she  also  took 
no  notice  of,  but  seemed  to  edge  away  to  avoid  us.  Fired  a  third 
time,  when  she  hauled  down  her  flying  jib  and  hove  aback,  showing 
English  colors;  but  being  a  suspicious-looking  vessel,  sent  a  boat 
alongside  with  Acting  Master  Thomas  W.  Johnson  and  Greorge  B. 
Almy  to  examine  her  papers  and  cargo.  In  a  few  minutes  Mr.  Almy 
returned  and  reported  that  the  cargo  consisted  of  contraband  goods, 
nor  could  the  master  of  the  vessel  show  a  manifest  or  bills  of  lading. 
This  being  the  case,  the  boat  was  sent  back  to  bring  on  board  this 
vessel  the  master  and  her  first  officer,  for  the  purpose  of  enquiring 
into  the  matter,  as  their  explanations  were  not  satisfactory.  Com- 
mander Colvocoresses  ordered  her  to  be  seized ;  and,  having  put  on 
board  a  prize  master  and  crew,  both  vessels  made  sail  and  stood  on 
their  course  to  New  York.  Her  name,  according  to  the  clearance,  is 
the  Stephen  Hart^  of  Liverpool,  England. 

February  13. — At  navy  yard,  New  York. 

March  IS. — ^At  8 :  08  a.  m.  tug  took  the  ship  in  tow  down  the  river. 

April  20. — At  anchor  South  West  Pass. 

April  21. — ^Heavy  firing  in  the  direction  of  Fort  Jackson. 

April  22. — From  midnight  to  4  a.  m.  heavy  cannonading  to  north- 
ward throughout  the  watch.  Heavy  firing  from  4  to  12  meridian. 
At  9  p.  m.  the  captain  returned  from  on  board  the  Colorado  and  re- 
ported that  the  mortar  fleet  was  bombarding  Fort  Jackson ;  had  been 
since  Friday,  18th  instant. 

April  24.. — From  4  to  8  a.  m.  constant  firing  from  up  the  river  and 
columns  of  smoke  ascending  from  a  point  bearing  N.  ^  W.  to  N.W.  by 
N.iN. 

April  25. — Several  mortar  boats  and  a  fleet  of  gunboats  and  schoon- 
ers in  sight  up  the  river  near  Pilot  Town.  From  8  to  midnight  two 
distinct  fires  observed  up  the  river. 

April  «5.— Saw  a  large  fire  N.  N.  W. 

May  14' — ^At  anchor  off  Pilot  Town. 

May  16. — ^Prize  steamer  Fox  passed  up  river  in  charge  of  the  mili- 
tary, having  been  captured  by  them. 

June  <S.— Navy  yard.  New  York. 
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Abstract  log  of  the  U.  S,  S,  Union^  Jamiary  W^  1863^  to  December  81^ 
1864^  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Edward  Gonroy^  commanding. 

January  W^  1863. — ^Lying  at  Brooklyn  ^avy  Yard.  At  1 :  45  p.  m. 
ship  went  into  commission.  At  2  p.  m.  corporal's  guard  of  marines 
came  on  board  from  the  receiving  ship  North  Carolina.  From  4  to 
6  p.  m.  receiving  cargo  imtil  4  p.  m. ;  took  on  two  24-pounder  brass 
pieces  and  two  12-poimder  howitzers. 

January  28, — Wednesday,  noon,  at  anchor  in  Port  Royal  Harbor. 
From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Discharging  stores,  etc. ;  strong  gale  from  W.  N.  W. 
The  fleet  being  short  of  oil,  we  are  detained  to  give  them  a  supply 
and  will  not  leave  before  to-morrow  morning. 

February  17. — ^Lying  at  anchor  in  the  stream,  with  the  brig  along 
side.  At  5:45  a.  m.  snip  took  a  sheer  and  brought  up  all  standing.

— At  7 :  30  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  proceeded  down  the 
bay,  in  charge  of  a  pilot. 

May  4- — ^At  noon,  proceeding  up  the  Mississippi  River  in  tow  of 
the  tug  Anglo- American. 

May  6. — Lying  at  anchor  off  New  Orleans  repairing  machinery. 

May  8. — At  7:30  a.m.  river  pilot  came  on  board;,  hove  up  anchor 
and  dropped  down  the  river. 

May  10. — ^At  noon  lying  at  anchor  off  navy  yard,  Pensacola.  At 
4 :  45  p.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  steamed  out  of  the  harbor  in  charge 
of  pilot.

Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  Warner,  passenger,  jumped  overboard 
while  laboring  under  mental  aberration;  lowered  a  boat  and  brought 
him  on  board,  but  failed  to  resuscitate  him;  preparations  made  to 
bury  him.  At  6 :  30  p.  m.  buried  the  body  of  Acting  Assistant  Pay- 
master Warner,  formerly  of  the  Kineo. 

May  H. — At  3 :  45  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Key  West.  At  4 :  30 
a.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  stood  in ;  5 :  25  a.  m.  dropped  port  anchor 
in  6  fathoms  water,  30  fathoms  chain,.  At  6  a.  m.  got  bow  and  stern 
lines  out  to  the  wharf.    At  7:15  a.  m.  health  officers  boarded  us; 

?rize  schooner  at  anchor  on  our  port  bow.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. : 
'aking  in  coal  and  water.  United  States  marshal  came  on  board  and 
took  uie  seven  prisoners  ashore  belonging  to  the  prize  schooner 
Linnet. 

May  21. — Anchored  off  the  navy  yard,  Brooklyn.  At  9  a.  m.  came 
to  anchor  off  the  navy  yard ;  prisonei-s  and  passengers  went  on  shore. 

May  22  to  June  17, — ^Lying  at  anchor,  navy  yard,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

June  18. — At  2  p.  m.  cast  off  and  steamed  down  the  harbor  in 
charge  of  pilot. 

July  5, — At  2  a.  m.  was  chased  by  a  small  steamer,  who  fired  several 
shots  at  us.  At  3  a.  m.  made  Tortugas  light,  bearing  W.  S.  W.,  20 
miles  distant.    At  noon  at  anchor  in  Key  West  Harbor. 

July  11, — From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Got  underway  and  towed  the 
U.  S.  S.  Santiago  de  Cuba  from  Bay  Point  side  to  Hilton  Head; 
we  then  steamed  out  of  the  harbor,  communicated  with  the  Wabash^ 
lying  off  the  bar.  At  2 :  15  p.  m.  passed  the  outer  buoy,  shaped  our 
course  for  Charleston  Bar,  set  all  sail.

July  16. — At  noon  lying  at  anchor  off  the  navy  yard,  Brooklyn. 

August  6. — Hove  up  anchor  and  got  underway  and  steamed  down 
the  harbor.  At  5  p.  m.  pilot  left  the  ship,  light  ship  bearing  S.  E., 
distant  2  miles,  from  which  we  take  our  (kparture. 

August  24' — At  6 :  50  p.  m.  came  to  off  Tampa  in  4  fathoms  water, 
veered  to  45  fathoms  of  chain;  fired  rocket  as  a  signal. 

August  25. — From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Made  a  suspicious-looking  sail  on 
the  port  bow;  got  up  anchor,  gave  chase,  signaled  the  Hunts viUe: 
came  up  with  and  spoke  the  steamer ;  she  proved  to  be  the  /.  Battle. 

At  7  a.  m.  supplied  the  Hunts- 
vUle;  received  3  men  for  passage  north.  At  8  a.  m.  got  underway;

At  5 :  15  a.  m.  we  spoke 
schooner  Katy^  of  New  York,  bound  to  Key  West,  prize  to  U.  S. 
schooner  Beauregard.  At  7 :  15  a.  m.  spoke  and  boarded  steamer 
Melville^  of  and  from  New  York,  for  Havana. 

September  4* — At  6:30  a.  m.  doctor  came  on  board;  got  imderway 
and  steamed  up  to  the  navy  yard  and  anchored. 

September  28. — At  noon,  lying  at  Key  West,  coaling  ship  and  sup- 
plying the  fleet 

September  29. — From  meridian  to  4  p.  m.,  receiving  cargo.  From 
4  to  6  p.  m.,  finished  taking  in  cargo. 

September  30. — At  8  a.  m.  left  me  wharf  in  charge  of  pilot. 

October  1. — ^At  noon,  lying  at  anchor  off  Charlotte  Harbor.  At

At  6  p.  m.  started  ahead,  the 
prize  steamer  following,  bound  Port  Royal.  At  9  p.  m.  slowed  down. 
At  12  spoke  the  prize  steamer;  sounded  in  15  fathoms.  List  of  crew 
and  passengers  of  prize  steamer  Spavlding:  Samuel  Dexter,  captain ; 
Robert  H.  Robinson,  first  mate;  G.  P.  Drake,  second  mate;  J.  C. 
Smith,  third  mate;  George  L.  Pratt,  engineer;  Oliver  Perry,  wheels- 
man ;  W.  J.  Hinchcliff,  seaman ;  George  Fletcher,  seaman ;  H.  Rowan, 
seaman;  J.  T.  Brady,  third  engineer;  George  Robinson,  carpenter;  J. 
Walbren,  steward;  J.  Chaplain,  steward;  Mic.  Kilrov,  storekeeper; 
P.  Bloom,  cook ;  W.  Leonard,  leadsman ;  J.  Butler,  deck  hand ;  Henry 
Quincy,  boy ;  B.  Dye,  fireman ;  T.  Murray,  fireman ;  J.  Looby,  fireman ; 
P.  Mulligan,  fireman;  M.  Gall,  fireman;  J.  Howard  and  F.  Farley.

October  12. — At  noon  lying  in  Port  Rojal  Harbor,  S.  C.  At  10 
a.  m.  tug  came  alongside  and  proceeded  with  Captain  Conroy  to  the 
prize  steamer  Spaulding^  which  was  at  anchor  near  the  guardship ;  20 
discharged  seamen  received  on  board  for  passage  north.  At  12  m.  tug 
came  back  with  the  captain.   At  1 :  15  p.  m.  got  underway  and  steamed 
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up  to  the  prize  steamer.  At  2  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  near  her,  making 
arrangements  to  take  in  tow  the  prize  Spaulding.  At  4:46  p.  m.

At  4  p.  m.  stopped 
our  engines ;  spoke  the  steamer ;  she  proved  to  be  the  U.  S.  S.  Key- 
stone State;  she  sent  a  boat  for  papers.  At  5  p.  m.  got  underway ; 
shaped  course  S.  W. 

Novemher  22. — At  5  p.  m.  made  the  vessels  off  St.  Marks.  At  6:45 
p.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  5  fathoms  water  ;T)icked  up  a  bale  of  cotton. 
At  10  p.  m.  got  underway,  bound  for  the  East  Pass,  St.  G^eorge's. 

December  14- — Lying  at  anchor  off  the  Brookljn  Navy  Yard. 

January  /,  1864. — Lying  off  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard,  waiting  for 
fair  weather.  At  3 :  30  p.  m.  left  the  navy  yard  and  steered  down 
the  harbor.

of  Acting  Ensign  Armstrong  and  a  prize  crew. 

January  16. — At  5 :  35  a.  m.  fired  the  starboard  bow  gun  (a  20- 
pounder  Parrott  rifle)  as  a  signal  for  the  U.  S.  S.  Sagamore.    The 

fun  was  loaded  with  a  Parrott  shell,  with  5-second  fuze;  the  gun 
urst  forward  of  breech,  parting  the  breeches  and  tearing  the 
carriage  to  pieces:  several  pieces  struck  about  decks,  breaking  glass 
in  the  windows  or  pilot  house,  etc.  At  7  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and 
steamed  further  in.

January  22. — ^At  7 :  30  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  Tampa  Bay ;  hauled 
the  prize  steamer  Mayflower  alongside  and  transferred  all  the  cargo 
to  this  vessel.    From  8  p.  m.  to  midnight,  taking  cotton  on  board.

— From  midnight  to  4  p.  m.,  received  on  board  for 
passage  north  10  prisoners  and  29  discharged  men.     From  4  to  6 

m.,  receiving  a  number  of  discharged  men  for  passage  north.    At 

p.  m.  Acting  Ensign  George  Dunn  fell  overboard. 

January  30. — At  6 :  40  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  Port  Royal  Harbor. 

January  31.— At  1 :  15  p.  m.  the  fog  cleared  up.  At  2  p.  m.  set 
fore-and-aft  sails;  heard  neavy  firing  on  our  port  beam.  At  3.15 
p.  m.  took  in  sails. 
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February  4* — From  midnight  to  4  a.  m.,  at  anchor  off  the  Battery. 
At  6  a.  m.  got  underway  and  passed  up  the  bay  to  the  navy  yard. 
At  7 :  50  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  cob  dock  and  moored  ship. 

March  2. — At  10 :  45  a.  m.  discharged  pilot,  Sandy  Hook  hght-house 
bearing  W.  ^  S. 

March  17. — At  6 :  45  a.  m.  anchored  in  3^  fathoms  water.  Cedar 
Keys ;  fired  shell  as  a  signal.  At  11 :  30  a.  m.  XJ.  S.  S.  Nita  came  out  to 
us;  supplied  her  with  fresh  provisions ;  received  a  number  of  refugees 
on  board,  15  men,  3  women,  and  6  children.
